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ix month moratorium imposed on Fieid House rock concerts

A six-month moratorium was 
ced on hard rock or “high risk” 
icerts on a recommendation of 
5 Field House Scheduling 
Immittee, according to 
Indent Martin G. Abegg. 

(IVbegg, who approved the 
i^mmendation, said during a 
Ifs conference Sept. 4 that the 
ratorium would be extended if 
■jjolution was not found to 
iblems encountered at “high 
” concerts last year. 

^Ve have found from our past 
' year’s experience a problem 


relating to some of the hard rock 
groups that we’ve had on the 
campus and appearing in the Field 
House,” Abegg said. 

“We’ve had the perennial 
problem of fear of fire, because of 
smoking (a violation of fire 
regulations) that takes place in 
this type of atmosphere and 
audience. Because we have been 
unable to properly control iU we 
have been advised by fire 
marshalls that unless something is 
done they (the fire marshalls) are 
going to close down the Field 
House,” he added. 


All-school President Phil 
Pritzker is scheduled to meet with 
the scheduling committee today 
at 2 p.m. to present a plan to 
maintain security at rock 
concerts. Pritzker would not 
reveal details of his proposal. 

When rock group Rare Earth 
appeared in the Field House Feb. 
9, approximately 1,000 people 
rushed the stage, causing minor 
damage to the basketball court. 

However, the biggest problem 
was the prevalence of smoking 
during such events, according to 
Bill Hoare, a student and 
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chairman of Lecture Arts, which 
sponsored the concerts. Both the 
Cheech & Chong concert Sept. 22 
and the Leon Russell concert May 
3 were almost shut down midway 
through the event because of the 
fire hazard, he said. 

Members of the scheduling 
committee include Bobbie 
Applegate, program director; Jack 
Kuntz, Field House manager; 
Charles Orsborn, athletic director; 
Henry Vander Heyden, faculty 
representative; Robert Keating, 
controller; Hoare, Lecture Arts 
chairman; and E. J. Ritter, 
committee chairman and Student 
Center director. 

Ritter said the scheduling 
committee met May 14 and voted 
unanimously to place a 
moratorium on “high risk” 
concerts. David Thompson, who 
was chairman of Lecture Arts last 
semester, was absent from that 
meeting, Ritter added. 

Ritter said that Applegate and 
David Baer, director of security, 
approached the committee in 
mid-July about new security 
arrangements. 


r. A. G. Haussler, 74, dies of heart attack 


A. G. Haussler, twice 
ig president of Bradley 
irsity and one of its chief 
itive officers for the past 24 
died Sept. 5 at St. Francis 



Haussler Hall, the new physical 
education complex now under 
construction, was named in his 
honor. He started working at 
Bradley as vice president in 1950. 
He served as acting president from 
1952 to 1954 and from 1960 to 
1961, when he was named 
executive vice president. 

The recipient of countless 
honors. Dr. Haussler received the 
Peoria Advertising and Selling 
Club’s Gold Top Cane Award as 
the Outstanding Senior Citizen in 
Central Illinois in 1973, and the 
78th General Assembly of the 
House of Representatives of the 
State of Illinois adopted a 
resolution of commendation to 
him in 1973. 

He served as chairman of the 
U.S. Olympic Canoeing 
Committee from 1956 to 1965 
and was a member of the board of 


directors of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee for that same period. 

Listed in “Who’s Who in 
America” and the “International 
Men of Achievement,” Dr. 
Haussler served as a member of 
the education committee for the 
Illinois Chamber of Commerce 
and was a president and a member 
of the board of directors of the 
Illinois Association for Health and 
Physical Education. He was also 
state president and one of the 
founders of the Illinois Coaches 
Association and served as 
legislative chairman of the 
northeastern division of the 
Illinois Secondary School 
Principals Association. 

In the area of community 
activities, Dr. Haussler has been a 
member of the board of directors 
of the Peoria and Aurora 
Chambers of Commerce, chairman 


of the Post-War Planning Council 
of Pekin, chairman of the higher 
education committee of the 
Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce, president of Pekin 
Rotary Club and a member of the 
Board of Wesley Methodist 
Church in Aurora. 

He was a member of the 
American Arbitration Association 
and the Estate Planners Council of 
Central Illinois. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Helen and a cousin. Mrs. Haussler 
requested that memorial 
contributions in honor of Dr. 
Haussler be made to Bradley.

Thompson, now a member of 
Lecture Arts, said the 
improvements would have 
included “using a professional 
security agency which has 
experience in handling rock 
concerts in such cities as St. Louis 
and Chicago.” 

Thompson said security 
arrangements would have been 
much more organized if the 
recommendations were adopted. 

“We would have violators (of 
the fire code) evicted the first 
time,” Thompson said. “Students 
would be paid as helpers to 
enforce regulations, and Dave 
Baer would be overall director.” 

However, after the 
presentation of the proposed new 
security arrangements, the 
scheduling committee voted 5-0 
(Hoare was absent) to keep the 
moratorium in effect until Jan. 1. 

During that July meeting, 
Hoare said, Applegate and Baer on 
the behalf of Lecture Arts 
approached the scheduling 
committee with six potential 
groups. 

“We put before them everyone 
ranging from Joni Mitchell to 
Bachman Turner Overdrive,” 
Hoare said. “They (the scheduling 
committee) rejected all as being 
high risk.” 

Hoare added he was not invited 
to the meeting. 

‘They waited till I left school 
before they held a meeting,” he 
said. “It has become obvious to 
me that the committee’s whole 
purpose was not to restrict us, but 
to make us extinct.” 

Applegate and Hoare agreed 
that the biggest problem at this 
time was the inability to find 
another place in Peoria to hold 
such concerts. 

Both the Shrine Mosque and 
Exposition Gardens have been 
ruled out as possibilities because 
of difficulties experienced in the 
past dealing with rock concerts, 
Applegate said. 

“I think we will be given a 
chance to do a concert next 
semester,” said Applegate. “I also 
feel that if we blow it, it’s all 
over.”

H. S. workshop takes facility 

Art students find summer classes dropped

An enlarged program offered 
by Multi-Media Institute, a 
summer workshop for high school 
students, caused the closing of all 
undergraduate summer art courses 
according to Dr. George Ferguson, 
vice president for academic 
affairs. 

The closing resulted in three 
Bradley students going to Illinois 
State University in Normal, 
including two who had to 
commute from Peoria because 
they had already made 
arrangements to live here. In 
addition, at least three other 
students were affected by the 
cancellation of Art 315 and 316, 
(Off-campus Study), the courses 
listed in the summer school 
bulletin. 

All but one student said they 
found out about the classes being 
dropped in May or June. 
Registration for classes was held 
(Continued on page 3)

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Yearbook to increase pages, color after SABRC fundino

The 1975 student yearbook 
will have more color pages due to 
a $4,259 funding by the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC), after an 
appeal for funds made last year 
and granted Sept. 2. 

SABRC originally did not fund 
the 1975 Anaga for several 
reasons, the major one being that 
the Amga did not serve enough 
students on campus to fund it 
from student activity funds, 
according to Marybeth Genis, 
Anaga editor-in-chief. 

“We’re putting 16 pages back 
in, that we had taken out, which 
means we’ll have 240 pages,” said 
Genis. Elimination of 16 pages was 
one of several changes made to 
make publication possible, after 
the initial loss of funding by 
SABRC. Anaga had received 
$5,950 from SABRC for the 
1973-74 school year. 

Changes still in effect, 
according to Genis, include raising 


the price of the book, increasing 
the sitting fee for senior pictures, 
raising the price of Greek pages, 
trying to sell more books, and 
cutting the press run by 500 
books. 

Anaga will also try to collect 
unpaid Greek and campus 
organization debts from past 
years. Genis said that six campus 
organizations and ten Greek 
houses owe for pages in the 1972, 
1973 and \91A Anagas, 

Letters will be sent to the 
groups asking for payment of the 
debts. If the debts are not paid, 
Genis said, Edward King, dean of 
men, will be informed.

I haven’t really done 
anything for fund raising,” the 
late Dr. A. G. Haussier said about 
the P.E. complex which will carry 
his name. 

Although not active for the 
complex. Dr. Haussier raised 
$500,000 a year for the university 
through other programs, including 
the deferred giving program, 
which he initiated. 

A fund raising campaign 
completed last year raised three 
million dollars for the building of 
Haussier Hall, according to Dr. 
James Erickson, director of 
University Relations. 

The Bradley Dads’ Association, 
during the first year of a three 
year fund drive raised $18,808 
towards equipment for the 
complex. Final goal for the drive 
is $50,000. 

The Dads’ Association appeals 
to parents of former and present 
students for contributions. 

Bill Stone, assistant athletic 
director, in a separate drive, sent 
personal letters to all past athletes 
asking for personal pledges. The 
campaign raised $6,460 for the 
Alumni B Club Conference Room. 

The whole fund campaign took 
a personalized approach, 


according to Erickson. “We 
depended a lot on personal 
contacts and letters from the 
administration.” 

Frank Bussone, who compiled 
the brochure which was sent to 
some alumni, parents, 
corporations and friends of the 
university, agreed on the 
importance of the personal 
approach. “We like to follow up 
on the letters and to make sure 
that gifts are acknowledged.” 

Dr. Haussier did not do any 
active fund raising for the 
complex. Humility prevented him 
doing anything except for his 
name. He was very sensitive about 
friends being used. He didn’t want 
to pressure anyone,” Erickson 
said about Haussler’s part in the 
complex. 

Shortly before his death. Dr. 
Haussier said, “Naming it after me 
was a great hon v- I was at the 
groundbreaking in Januaiy, but 
that is aU I’ve done for Haussier 
Hall.” 

Although Haussier was not 
active in the fund raising for the 


P.E. complex, Erickson said tha/ 
he felt Dr. Haussler’s name dre 
many people to contribute to tl 
fund. 

The tremendous respea 
others held for Dr. Haussle^ 
encouraged them to 
Erickson said. 

This feeling is demonstrated by 
the personal contribution of Dr. 
G, G. Rushford, a personal friend 
of Dr. Haussier, who offered free 
contact lenses to any student or 
faculty member donating $50 
or more to the Haussier Hall fund. 

Rushford has raised $450 for 
the fund and hopes to r^iise 
$3,000 to $4,000 by the end of 
the year. “I told Frenchie i 
wanted to raise $5,000. He never 
solicited me for funds and there’s 
no reason to quit contributing 
now,” Rushford said. 

“I’d only contributed to 
Bradley in a small way before. It 
looked like they needed a lot of 
money, so I thought I’d do it by 
giving the Bradley student 
something and doing something 
for Frenchie.” 


Dorm residents to vote 
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on activity fee refund

Dorm residents will decide 
whether they will be refunded 
their $5 activity fee when a 
referendum is held in each of the 
university’s residence halls later 
this month. No date has been set 
for the balloting. 

Each separate dorm councU 
unit will decide for itself in the 
voting whether to refund the fee. 

The idea for a referendum 
came about after administration 
and student representatives met at 
the end of last year. Residents had 
been voicing complaints regarding 
the fee, payable upon registration 
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in the dorm at the beginr/' 
the school year. 

Dave Fahrenkamp, head 
resident of Geisert Hall, said 
individual dorm councils have 
been conducting a campaign to 
convince dorm residents not to 
vote for the refund and to attract 
students. According to 
Fahrenkamp, dorm councils and 
inter-dorm council have been 
considering sponsoring concerts 
and organizing a beer garden, 
similar to the fraternities’ 
semi-annual block party. 

If the referendum is passed, 
every resident will be refunded his 
$5, but Fahrenkamp said that this 
would not mean the end of dorm 
councils, only the end of funded 
activities. 

The referendum date will be 
decided by individual head 
residents, and Fahrenkamp 
indicated that the vote would not 
take place until dorm councils 
were allowed to meet a few times 
and present a program of activities 
to sell to the residents. 

“We are going to give the dorm 
councils a chance to sell 
themselves to everybody,” 
Fahrenkamp said. 

‘The longer we wait, the better | 
the chances of the referendum 
being defeated,” Fahrenkamp 
added, “because the longer the 
students are without the $5, the 
less they will miss it.”

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
allotted an additional $12,259 
and put $1,600 of previously 
allotted money back into the 
general fund after hearing appeals 
Sept. 2 and 5. 

The student yearbook, Amga, 
was awarded $4,259 and the 
Lecture Arts Concert Committee 
$8,000, according to All-school 
Treasurer Kevin Tilton, chairman 
of SABRC. The Coffee Grounds 
Inn, had its $1,600 allotment 
revoked after its organizers failed 
to present a comprehensive plan 
of operation, as requested by 
SABRC last spring. 

SABRC also reviewed appeals 
made by the Presidents’ Council 
for Fraternal Affairs (PCFA) and 
Panhellenic Council, but no 
changes were made in their 
allotments. 

The changes in allotments 
leaves $2,071.25 in the SABRC 
contingency fund. Tilton said he 
had no plans to ask SABRC to 
allocate more, but said if an 
organization asked him to arrange 
a hearing he would do so. 

Any money not allocated by 
June 30 is absorbed by the 


university,Tilton said. 

Both the Amga and Lecture 
Arts made the same budget 
request each had originally 
presented to the committee. 
Amga had requested $7,629, but 
had been denied funding because 
the committee felt the yearbook 
should be self-supporting. Anapa’s 
request was reconsidered, 
according to Tilton, after the 
Amga “made some headway in 
raising its own funds. (See 
related story, page 2. 

He added, ‘The committee felt 
there should definitely be a 
yearbook. In the last analysis, the 
allocation amounted to matching 
funds.” 

The committee’s original 
decision not to fund Lecture Arts 
was revised after the university 
imposed a six month moratorium 
on rock concerts (see page 1). 

‘The Lecture Arts Concert 
Committee was denied most of 
their money-making concerts,” 
Tilton said, “so they needed the 
$8,000 to carry out the lecture 
half of their program.” 

In the case of the Coffee 
Grounds Inn, the directors, 
students Dave Urbaniak and 
Howie Golub, “failed to provide 


SABRC with a number of 
required assurances that they 
would spend their. $1,600 
allotment properly,” Tilton said. 

He added that “if they can 
meet criteria before the leftover 
money is spent, SABRC would 
reconsider their request.” 

The committee turned down a 
request to reconsider the cases of 
PCFA, which received $600 from 
SABRC, and Panhellenic, which 
was not funded. 

Tilton said some of the 
$2,071.25 which remains from 
the original committee budget of 
$5 5,000 may be used for 
committee expenses, including 
mailings to organizations,

Students suffer in closing of art summer school courses

June 10 and classes began the 
following day. 

According to Ferguson, a grant 
to fund Multi-Media was received 
in late 1973. The program was to 
be expanded from what it had 
been in summer 1973 when it was 
operated over the same period 
summer art classes were offered. 

“Shortly thereafter Verne 
Funk (director of the School of 
Art) found out that it was 
scheduled so that ©uryea Hall 
would be used the latter part of 
the first summer session and the 
first part of the second summer 
session,” Ferguson said. “So there 
would be (Multi-Media) students 
in there many hours a day and it 
would be impossible to run his 
(regular) summer school 
program,” Ferguson said. 

Funk said he decided to offer 
Art 315 and 316, which he 
thought could be worked around 
the Multi-Media because it would 
involve few students. The courses, 
which were to be taught by Funk, 
were to be offered by 
arrangement with the instructor, 
according to the summer school 
bulletin. 

“Into either the end of May or 
the beginning of June I found out 
indirectly, by the way, that the 
Multi-Media would be using the 
building on a full time scale 
including evenings,” Funk said. 

“My decision at that time (to 
drop the courses) was based on 
the fact that I wasn’t about to 
give out free credit,” he said. 

“I’m not about to let the 
people do something and then at 
the end of a given period of time 
say, ‘Here’s what I did,” and I’m 
supposed to grade them without 
any sort of contact or input or 
instruction.” 

Funk said he was able to 
contact all but one student when 
he dropped th? course. He added 


that he had asked for course 
outlines and received two from 
students planning to take 
independent study courses. 

Funk said he would have given 
a maximum of three hours for the 
courses if they had been offered 
“because there’s no way I felt 1 
could handle more.” The courses 
had been listed as 3-6 hours in the 
summer bulletin. 

Both Ferguson and Funk said 
there was no guarantee that 
courses listed in the summer 
bulletin would be offered. 

‘The students that were really 
interested in going to (summer) 
school went to school,” Funk 
said. ‘They were not hindered or 
kept from going. It interferred 
with no one’s possibility of 
graduating.”

Gary Long figures it cost him 
$300 in traveling expenses to go 
to school this summer. 

“1 was more or less forced to 
go to summer school at Illinois 
State University (in Bloomington 
45 miles away) because if I 
wanted to graduate this 
December, I had to pick up six 
hours somewhere,” said the 
Bradley senior from New Jersey. 

Long was one of a number of 
students who had planned to take 
summer undergraduate art courses 
(Art 315 and 316) at Bradley that 
were listed in the summer school 
bulletin. May 20 was the date he 
said he found out that the courses 
would not be offered; he had 
already made anangements to live 
in Peoria. 

“I was just passing through 
town and another art major told 
me,” he said. “I found out about 
it through the grapevine.” 

Paul Tinsley, another senior, 
said he found out the art courses 
would not be offered June 10, the 
day of registration. 

“1 went to my advisor exam 
week and he told me that as far as 
he knew, art classes would be 
offered in summer school,” 
Tinsley said. “He said all I had to 


One of the Bradley students 
who commuted to ISU for 
summer art courses, Paul Tinsley, 
wrote a letter dated July 12 to 
President Abegg and other 
administrators complaining about 
the cancellation of the courses. In 
the letter, he said he^ had 
submitted a course outline to 
Funk in April and was assured he 
would be able to take summer art 
classes at that time. 

Tinsley met with Abegg once 
to discuss the letter. Abegg said 
both Funk and Ferguson were not 
on campus when Tinsley spoke to 
him. 

Abegg recommended that 
students with amilar complaints 
talk to Funk or the ombudsman. 

“I will pursue it,” Abegg said, 
“but using the other avenues will 
add credence that they must work 
it differently next summer.” 

Abegg added,. “I talked with 
Dr. Ferguson about it and I’m 
sure that in view of what has 
happened, different arrangements 
or a different approach will be 
used next year.” 
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do was come to registration.” 

Tinsley also lived in Peoria and 
commuted to ISU. 

“Within the last weeks of 
school,” Jim Via, a senior, found 
out the summer art classes had 
been dropped, and moved to 
Bloomington to enroll at ISU. 

“I wanted to go to summer 
school here but it worked out 
better that I went to ISU,” Via 
said. “They offered me a chance 
to go to grad school in January 
with an assistantship.” 

Laura Boyle, another senior, 
could have graduated in three 
years (May 1975) but now will 
have to wait at least until 
December because the courses 


were cancelled. She had arranged 
to get scholarship money to take 
the summer art classes but when 
they were dropped, “I ended up 
with $150 I couldn’t spend, I had 
no courses to use it for.” 


A refund of the scholarship 
money may come, but Boyle said 
she could not use it when she 
enrolled for the fall semester. 

Ken Dore, whose brother Mike 
was a grad student at Bradley, 
came from Baltimore to find out 
at registration that no 
undergraduate art classes would 
be offered. 

“He didn’t get to take 
anything,” Mike Dore said^

Moratorium--why? 

It will be at least Jan. 1 before a rock concert is held in 
the Field House. The Field House Scheduling Committee 
recommended to President Abegg that this moratorium be 
invoked. The recommendation has been adopted and the big 
bands will not be coming here. 

We have to wonder just what effect the moratorium will 
have. What positive result will be achieved if and when the 
ban is lifted? Will the crowds be anymore manageable? Will 
the problems encountered with smoking be reduced? 

No one has indicated just what purpose, if any, the 
moratorium will serve. Bradley students and Peorians will 
probably end up driving to neighboring schools in Macomb 
and Bloomington to catch big name bands in concert. The 
throngs that packed the Field House on occasion will spend 
their concert money elsewhere. Bradley’s social atmosphere 
will suffer. 

Certainly, when the word gets around that no big groups 
will be playing in Peoria, prospective students will think 
twice before coming here. 

And it really hurts to know that the students who were 
chairmen of Lecture Arts were, not invited to either of the 
scheduling committee’s two meetings this summer. 

There’s really nothing very positive that can be said about 
the moratorium. It’s just going to be there until the 
scheduling committee feels it can run a concert. 

There’s no indication of exactly how long that might be 
other than it will probably be until Jan. 1. 

We urge the committee to adopt some of the proposals it 
is being offered on how to run a successful concert or 
formulate its own. Things will be pretty sad around here if it 
doesn’t. 


Decision not justified 

Early last May, Bradley students got shafted when 
Senate’s Food Service Committee announced its selection for 
campus caterer. What was disturbing is the findings of the 
six-student committee. 

There was no real justification of the decision to retain 
Canteen Corp. 

After months of investigation and delays in releasing the 
findings, all the committee could offer was a two-page report 
in which five general statements were made to justify the 
decision. There was no data to support any of the statements. 
The announcement came at the last Senate meeting of the 
semester and three days after the Scout ended publication. 

A week before the announcement was made. Scout editors 
were told by the committee the decision had been made, but 
it didn’t want to release the decision without a thorough 
explanation (which turned out to be five sentences). The 
findings report had not been completed. Scout editors were 
told at the time, and it would be too long to publish in the 
Scout when finished. 

All too often, students feel they are manipulated and 
deceived by the administration. But m this case, it was 
students — four elected all-school officers and two 
senators—that contrived this deception. 

We are appalled that a student government committee 
could show such blatant arrogance by waiting until the last 
days of the school year to release such an important decision 
and offering little concrete justification for it.

For this 
reason, we ask that anyone submitting 
anything attach his name and phone 
number to the story. 

We request that all works be typed and 
double or triple-spaced. Contributions 
should be brought to the Scout office. 
Student Center 214 no later than 3 p.m. 
Monday for the following Friday’s paper. 

The Scout staff strives to remain 
objective in our reporting and to confine 
our opinions to the editorial pages and 
opinion columns. The editorials, which 
appear in the top left column of this page, 
are written by members of the editorial 
staff and convey this newspaper’s stand on 
various issues; therefore, they are not 
signed. 

This column, on the other hand, is used 
when one of the editors has something to 
comment on, either in a light or serious 
vein. The Editors’ Notebook is signed, 
because the opinions expressed here are not 
necessarily those of the entire editorial 
staff.

Dr. A. G. “Frenchie” Haussler was 
indeed a legend in his own time and 
although Bradley University was one of the 
sources of this legend, it was also the 
beneficiary.

As a high school teacher, coach, 
principal and superintendent, he had an 
opportunity to work with young people, 
and although he and his wife Helen had no 
children of their own, their legion of 
friends include many whom Frenchie 
met, helped and guided during their high 


school and college years. 

Over the past four years, I have had an 
opportunity to work closely with 
“Frenchie” on many of his development 
projects, and this included traveling with 
him to many parts of the coimtry. To 
many alumni and friends of the university, 
he was “Mr. Bradley” and to those of us 
who had occasions to travel extensively for 
the university, the one person that was 
universally known, asked about and 
respected, was “Frenchie” Haussler. 

He was proud of Bradley University and 
was quietly proud and appreciative when 
the ground was broken for Haussler HaU, 
the university’s new physical education 
facility. As the center of those activities 
programs which were an important part of 
his life, Haussler Hall will indeed be an 
appropriate memorial. 

“Frenchie was an avid reader of 


newspapers, magazines and books and^ a 
favorite book which he always carried with 
him and read regularly, was the Holy Bible. 
It would seem appropriate then in writing 
an epitaph, describing the life and 
accomplishments of this dedicated man, 
that I borrow a quotation from Paul s 
Second Letter to Timothy in the New 
Testament:

I have finished the race,

“No two flights are alike. You don’t 
know where you are going and you don’t 
know where you’re going to end up.” 

Sixteen students recently graduated 
from ground school there and after 10 
practice flights with an instructor, they 
took solo flights to qualify for their license. 
There are about 350 hot air balloonists in 
the United States now; the sport has tripled 
in size since 1970. 

By the way, the going rate for a “fair 
weather machine” is $6,000 to $8,000.

Chemistry's Cummings sails back from sabbatical

During his return trip from a 
year’s sabbatical in England, Dr. 
Thomas Cummings of Bradley’s 
chemistry department found 83 
days at sea to bew “a very peaceful 
existence.” Without the 
interruptions of telephones.

questions, and many other day to 
day annoyances, “It really gave 
me an opportunity to hash things 
over with my kids' over a long 
period of time,” Cummings said. 

Cummings left Birmingham, 
England, May 31 .where he had 
been doing research for the past 
year. With Harris, Cummings’ 16 
year old son, Cummings sailed to 
Morocco where the two of them 


met Jim, 24, and Becky, 19, two 
more of the Cummings children. 

“1 had seriously considered this 
trip for about two years,” 
Cummings said. “My wife doesn’t 
enjoy sailing so she flew home and 
was joined by my other daughter 
Kathy. 

“1 didn’t really think there was 
much chance of real danger, 
however if by some very 
unfortunate catastrophe 
something had happened to us on 
the boat, my wife would have had 
someone. My kids were much 
safer traveling on the boat than in 
a car,” Cummings added. 

Life was leisurely aboard the 
boat, according to Cummings, but 
not in the least boring. “I had so 
much to do that I didn’t get as 
much done as I planned,” he said. 

There was a certain degree of 
regularity to their days. “The four 
of us divided the night into four 
watches of about three hours 
apiece,” Cummings said. 

“During the day Harris was the 
cook and Becky learned how to 
navigate. Jim and I took turns at 
the tiller. We’d shoot the sun in 
the morning, at noon and in late 
afternoon. Generally we knew 
where we were within five or 10 
miles.” 

“In the evenings we sang alot, 
read the Bible together and 
prayed together,” he added. 

Rice was the staple of the 
Cummings’ diet. They carried 100 


pounds of rice with them, 30-40 
pounds of potatoes, 20-30 pound-s 
of onions, 40 cans of sardines, 
cans of pilchards, ham, hot dogs 
and beans. 

“Whenever we stopped we got 
some fresh meat. We caught some 
fish and made curries out of them 
and the meat. With no 
refrigeration we had to make food 
that would last,” Cummings said. 

While at sea, the family sighted 
only two other boats. “We saw at 
a distance one other sailboat 
between England and Morocco 
and as we approached the Canary 
Islands we saw another boat just 
sailing around the islands,” 
Cummings said. 

Their 83-day trip was

interspersed with a few days on 
land.

“I 
didn’t have enough time to 
develop the technique in 
England.”

The new vice president for 
development, L. Victor Atchison, 
has set a goal of raising $400,000 
in unrestricted funds for the 
university this year, a figure which 
would double last year’s total. 
And he says that that goal is only 
a beginning. 

“My job is to raise money for 
the university,” he said. Atchison, 
who has been at Bradley since 
Aug. 1, had previously served as 
vice president for development at 
Ripon College in Wisconsin. 

The m^or vehicle for raising 
support for the university will be 
The Bradley University Fund. 
“The Fund will be used to 
encourage people to give to the 
university, rather than \to 
individual projects,” Atchison saW. 
“I’m hoping people will think of 
the university as something they’d 


like to support.” 

Raising money which has no 
restrictions placed upon its use 
will be the main priority of the 
development office, according to 
Atchison. “This kind of money 
allows the institution to use it to 
the best advantage to the 
university purpose,” he said. 

The development office has 
proposed using a telethon, 
tentatively scheduled for the 
spring, as one method of 
increasing the amount of direct 
giving. Atchison said he hoped to 
involve 30-40 persons, including 
students, in calling alumni all over 
the United States on two or three 
evenings. 

“The people who have 
expressed an interest in the 
university will be contacted first, 
then we’ll expand to people who 
have graduated from Bradley who 


have kept in touch.”

Erickson, whose 
responsibilities will now include all 
publicity, publications and 
intercampus and external 
communications for the 
university, will also continue his 
duties as assistant to President 
Abegg. 

Atchison declined to comment 
on the possibility of other staff 
additions or changes, but said, 
“We have plans to have the kind 
of staff necessary to raise 
significant amounts of money.” 

Other sources of income 
Atchison hopes to tap more fully 
include foundation and 
corporation giving and deferred, 
or planned giving, which includes 
giving through wills, bequests and 
other similar methods. 

One problem Atchison said 
he’d encountered was people’s 
opinions about Bradley, “I get the

impression that people think too 
small. Maybe they think too small 
not only about Bradley, but also 
about its role in private education 
and about the kind of university it 
is and what they sliould be doing 
for it. 

“People think of it still as a 
small, Peoria-based university,” he 
said. “It’s more than that; it’s 
quite a significant institution.” 

Atchison concluded, “If we’re 
successful in our fund-raising 
efforts, that’s going to spread out 
and the atmosphere is going to be 
more successful on campus. When 
we start getting larger grants from 
national organization, we begin to 
get support because somebody 
supported us.” 

“Success breeds success. And 
what I’m looking for is a very 
successful year so we can build on 
it.” He added, “So instead of 
talking about $400,000, we’re 
talking about $4 mfllion or $40 
million.”

Enrollment 
drops slightly

Dean of Admissions Orville 
Nothdurft has announced a small 
decrease in Bradley’s enrollment 
or the fall semester. 

Nothdurft said that 3,788 
ull-time students registered during 
he three day formal registration 
period. Part-time registration 
)rought the undergraduate 
enrollment to 4,25 6. All 
enrollment figures are unofficial. 
,The official figures will be 
released Oct. 1. 

Nothdurft said, “It looks like 
radley has made its budget 
projection of 3,850 full-time 
students.” He cited the 
enrollment of 950 freshmen as the 
prime reason for meeting the 
budget projection. Only 850 
freshmen were expected in the 
projected budget. 

Our goal is to stabilize 
enrollment, to maintain the 
present enrollment,” Nothdurft 
said when asked for . the 
admissions office long range plans. 
‘This may be difficult in face of 
trends in present day education,” 
Nothdurft said, noting the 
national decline in college 
enrollments. 

“We are admitting a few more 
borderline students,” Nothdurft 
said, but stressed that Bradley has 
not sacrificed quality in order to 
increase enrollment. 

Nothdurft commended the 
work of student and alumni 
volunteers saying, ‘The total 
recruiting effort was the best 
coordinated in the school’s 
history.” 


“based on respect for and 
cooperation by the students, 
within a framework of legal and 
safety considerations,” according 
to Asst. Dean of Men Tim Wendle. 

Guidelines suggested include 
one party per weekend for each 
dorm, breaking the party up into 
individual rooms at midnight, 
clearing the party one week in 
advance with the head resident 
and submitting a guest list 
detailing approximate number of 
persons invited and the hall and 
floor number if an entire floor has 
been invited.

Although specific, detailed 
rules for each dorm are left up to 
“the discretion of the head 
resident,” according Wendle, head 
residents contacted by the Scout 
indicated they were following the 
guidelines, at least temporarily. 

The reasons for the existence 
of party regulations, according to 
Geisert Head Resident Dave 
Fahrenkamp, is that “residence 
halls were designed primarily to 
be a living and learning center. In 
a group living situation you have 
to anticipate different needs, 
different students - people have 
to think about each other.” Some 
parties last year ran after midnight 
and disturbed other floors, he 
added. 

Several head residents 
expressed ideas similar to those of 
Maggie Furrie, head resident of 
Williams Hall, when she said, “We 
will stick with the guidelines until 
we can prove the people are able 
to handle more. Behavior at 
parties in the next two weeks will 
determine changes (for 
Williams).”

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Senate committee selects Canteen for food contract

The food service contract with 
Canteen Corp. has been renewed 
for one year as a result of the 
recommendations of Student 
Senate’s Food Service Committee 
established early in the past 
school year. 

“The purpose of the 
committee was to review other 
food services and reevaluate 
Canteen because their contract 
was up for renewal,” said Eyde 
McGhee, one of the six appointed 
members of the committee. “In 
the past it’s just been 
automatically renewed.” 

The reasons for the decision to 
retain Canteen were presented in a 
one and a half page committee 
report released to the student 
body May 6. Other members of 
the committee were Chairperson 
Barb Musielak, John Baroni, Tim 
Engen, Andy Silverman and 
Kevin Tilton. 

The report stated the following 
findings: 

1. ) That among the eight food 
services bidding (Canteen, The Macke 
Co., ARA, SAGA, SZABO, Holt, 
Servomation and Interstate-United) 
there was little discernable difference 
with the food served and the 
management offered; 

2. ) That contracting five of the 


seven companies bidding would require 
a significant inaease in room and 
board costs; 

3. ) That any alternative to Canteen 
that is contracted would require at 
least a six month to one year interim 
adjustment period likely to be 
counter-productive to existing services 
and food quality; 

4. ) That any new firm selected may 
jeopardize the substantial student 
bargaining position that has been 
established with C!anteen; 

5. ) That there is little guarantee that 
any alternative food service can offer 
the same service at the same cost. 


Tilton cast the only dissenting 
vote in the five to one decision to 
retain Canteen, stating that he felt 


Szabo could do a better job. 
‘They had a lower bid, their 
attitude was better and I also felt 
that it was time for a change.” 

The decision from the other 
five members was made “under 
the stipulation that within the 
1974-75 year Canteen would 
follow the suggestions that the 
committee outlined in the new 
contract,” McGhee said. She 
added that these recommenda¬ 
tions included improvements of 
the facilities in certain cafeterias 
and the Sit ‘n’ Bull room and also 
managerial changes. 


The recommendations in the 
contract are not legally binding 
however, according to Tilton. 


Currently plans are being made 
to form a new food service 
committee, which will have some 
carry-over of old members, to 
continue the work of last year’s 


committee, according to Joseph 
Mele, vice president of business 
affairs and advisor to 
committee. 

“If we are not satisfied with 
the service, what we’ll do is notify 
Canteen 60 days before their 
contract expires on June 
1975,” said Mele.

Reed drafted by NBA Lakers; makes last rookie cut 


In 1970, Seymour Reed came 
to the Bradley campus as one of 
the most-heralded basketball 
recruits in years. He was a 
two-time all-stater, a 1970 high 
school all-American from Lincoln, 
Ill., and a definite boost to 


Bradley basketball fortunes. 

Reed quickly established 
himself as a smooth player and 
soft-spoken leader, his specialty 
being tenacious defense. 

The 1970-71 freshman team 
was undefeated (15-0) and rated 
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fourth best in the nation, and the 
fortunes of Bradley basketball 
were looking up. 

Reed became a varsity starter 
as a sophomore, earning Missouri 
Valley Conference 
Sophomore-of-the-Year honors. 
Reed also became one of the most 
popular basketball figures at 
Bradley. 

Seymour started every game 
for three seasons, and last year 
was voted by MVC fans as the 
Player of the Year as he led the 
Braves to a Cinderella 20-8 year. 

He was drafted by the Los 
Angeles Lakers in the 1974 
collegiate draft, and after 
competing all summer in a league 
of rookies and second-year pros 
on the west coast, Reed went to 
free agent camp and earned 
another look and a shot at making 
the big club along with Brian 
Winters, an all-American guard 
from South Carolina, and 
seven-footer Ron DeVreis from 
Dlinois State. 


The Lakers are not extremely 
deep at forward, with starters 
Connie Hawkins and Happy 
Hairston well into their 30’s, and 
not much depth behind them, 
although they have recently 
voiced interest in the services of 
Cazzie Russell, late of the Golden 
State Warriors. 

Reed is optimistic about his 
chances of being a pro basketball 
player, and says he has not been 
awed by the pros. 

“The Lakers don’t have a 
whole lot of forwards, and I hope 
to get a full sliot,” Reed said.

Caruthers team’s leading scorer

‘The trip was more than just 
playing basketball, it was a 
learning experience,” said Jim 
Caruthers referring to his recent 
trip through Brazil with the 
Missouri Valley Conference 
All-Star team. Tom Les and Mark 
Dohner were also part of the 
12-man squad which was coached 
by Bradley’s Joe Stoweli. 

Both Dohner and Les agreed 
with Caruthers’ statement about 
the trip, and Dohner added, 
“Going to a country Uke Brazil 
brings out the reasons why we are 
lucky to be living in the U.S.” 

The team left the U.S. on Aug. 

1 with only three days of practice 
under its belt. This lack of 
practice led to a slow start, but 
the team came on to win the last 
three games and finished the tour 
with a 6-4 record. 

Stoweli commented, “It takes 
us about six weeks to get our 
team ready for conference play 
and we had only three days with 
the All-Star team. We just weren’t 
coordinated and playing together 
right away.” 

Another reason for the start 
could be because of the 


differences in the international 
rules that the games were played 
under. 

“Away from the basket the 
defensive man can’t touch his 
man, but then under the boards 
it’s a lot rougher,” said I^s.

Caruthers added, ‘The game is 
more offensive-minded away from 
the basket,” but he agreed that 
there was a lot of pushing under 
the boards.

Dohner, Les and Caruthers 
agreed that the Brazilians were 
making some progress in the 
quality of their play. Les said. 


‘They have a few excellent 
players that might have a shot at 
making the pro’s in the U.S.” 

Dohner disagreed slightly with 
this, saying, “I wasn’t extremely 
impressed with their players, but 
they are definitely coming along.” 

The team stayed in Brazil for 
about three weeks but none of the 
players admitted to having much 
spare time. Dohner said, “Most of 
the time was spent practicing, 
playing or traveling.” 

“I thought the countryside we 
went through was beautiful,” 
commented Caruthers. Les added, 
“Rio de Janiero was really nice. 
We stayed in nice hotels and had 
good food, but we couldn’t 
understand the television or read 
the newspapers.” 

Said Stoweli, ‘The trip was 
worthwhile education-wise. The 
players got to see a lot of things 
they normally wouldn’t have had 
a chance to see. I think it makes 
you appreciate home more and 
it’s good for the relations between 
the countries.” 

Another part of the deal is that 
the Brazilian team will be in the 
U.S. to play the Missouri Valley 
teams.

Back in 1885, Charles WiUiam Eliot, the president of 
Harvard College, was quoted in the University Magazine as 
saying, “Athletics present the colleges to the public, educated 
and uneducated, as places of mere physical sport, and not of 
intellectual training.” 

Nearly 100 years later, “trained seals” are still trying to 
present the image of colleges as athletic playgrounds, but if 
you think about it, not too many people wait for the Sunday 
paper to find out how the Ohio State debate team did over 
the weekend. 

Bradley is no exception. These last few pages of the 
weekly newspaper will be devoted to our athletic progress, 
unless the editors can be convinced that sports really is page 
one stuff. 

We have no football here at Bradley because of an 
administration decision in December of 1970 which ended 
the program. The big issue was the old American greenback. 

Fall is athletically made up of cross country, golf, the 
soccer and rugby clubs. 

The cross country team, under the direction of Jake 
Schoof,'has its home meets at Newman Golf Course. They 
had a winning dual meet record last fall, and return the top 
five runners from a year ago plus track record-holder A1 
Smith. Five home meets remain on the schedule. 

Jim Spink is the head golf coach. He lost two seniors to 
graduation, but the nucleus of his team returns for what he 
calls currently “a question mark season.” The golfers 
compete predominately in tournaments in the fall, all away. 

Soccer is one of the four men’s club sports. No athletic 
scholarships are awarded, so the players are merely out there 
for the fun of it. Jorge Bustamante, two-time MVP, tops the 
soccer returnees list. Meinen Field is the soccer club’s home. 

Yet another club sport, rugby, will begin its second year 
of competition this fall under the direction of Bernie Zant. 

In the winter a young man’s fancy turns to basketball, and 


that, sports fans, is what Bradley is all about. We are a 
member of the Missouri Valley Conference, one of the more 
prestigious basketball groupings in the nation, and the 
1974-75 schedule is loaded with prominent independents. 

Last year Joe Stowell’s troops put together one of the 
most thrill-packed 20-8 seasons one could ask for. One senior 
out of the starting five was lost through graduation, but the 
top four subs were among the seven basketballers receiving 
diplomas in May. 

No swimming pool has always been one of swimming 
coach Spink’s big complaints, and he will do without 
for at least another year, but a star-studded cast of 14 makes 
his wait a bit more pleasant. 

Club sports hockey and wrestling stir winter interest at 
Bradley. The hockey club plays at the Logan Ice Dome while 
facilities dictate the wrestlers to take to the road quite often. 
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Spring means baseball, track, and golf on the men’s 
athletic scene. 

Baseball coach Chuck Buescher always manages to come 
up to qualify recruits every year and for the first time in 
almost 20 years the 1974 baseballers had a 20 win season and 
a third place finish in the conference playoffs, their second 
straight. 

Lack of indoor facilities makes the winter longer for track 
coach Schoof, and it usually takes his teams until about the 
second meet to reach top physical condition.

Scheduling committee to consider iifting concert moratorium

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker said he is optimistic that 
Lecture Arts would be granted at 
least a trial rock concert this 
semester after meeting with the 
Field House Scheduling 
Committee last Friday. 

“I thought it was a positive 
meeting, and if we get a favorable 
response from the senior fire 
marshall, I think we should get a 
shot at a trial concert this 
semester,” Pritzker said. 


The scheduling committee’s 
next meeting will be Monday at 2 
p.m. E.J. Ritter, chairman of the 
committee said that action was 
not taken at the Friday meeting 
so that the group could check 
with the fire marshalls to see what 
the legal ramifications would be. 

“We didn’t want to entertain 
the possibility of having a rock 
concert on Friday closed down, 
and not having the Field House 
open for a basketball game the 
next night,” Ritter explained. 


The Field House Scheduling 
Committee had placed a 
six-month moratorium on all hard 
rock or “high risk” concerts at its 
July meeting. 

Members of the scheduling 
committee include Jack Kuntz, 
Field House manager; Charles 
Orsborne, athletic director; Henry 
Vander Heyden, faculty 
representative; Robert Keating, 
controller; Bill Hoare, Lecture 
Arts chairman; and Ritter. 

Kuntz said he had received 
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verbal interpretation of the fire 
laws of the State of Illinois from 
the fire chief. 

“A maximum of $500 could be 
levied against the individuals for 
each offense, according to the 
law,” said Kuntz. “A like fine 
could be imposed on those people 
who let something like smoking 
go on. And that means Bradley 
University could be fined by the 
State of Illinois.” 

Pritzker said he proposed the 
following nine suggestions at the 
meeting: 

— The slogan, “No Smoking in 
Performing Area,” would be 
printed on all tickets and posted 
at the Field House. 

— Instead of using county 
police, a private agency which 
does rock concerts professionally 
would provide security. 

— 50 students would work as 
security agents for Lecture Arts, 
an increase over last year. 

— 20 student staff members 
such as resident advisors would be 


helping out at security. 

— 10 faculty members would 
be used to control the crowd. 

— Students would be paid, 
giving them more of an incentive 
to work. 

— A unified effort between 



Senate group studies sites for coffee house

A three-member Student 
Senate committee attemptimg to 
levive Coffee Grounds Inn has 
selected two possible sites for 
elocating the on-campus coffee 
nouse. 

The Student Center’s Sit ‘n’ 
Bull room and Wilke Annex, a 
storage and classroom budding 
. located behind the Field House, 
are being considered as a 
permanent home for the coffee 
■ house, according to All-school 
Vice President Anne Edwards, a 
committee member. Other 
committee members include 
senators Howie Golub and Dave 
Urbaniak. 

Williams dormitory’s west 
cafeteria, which housed the coffee 
house until it was discontinued in 
the fall semester of 1973, is being 
rented out to campus groups and 
will not be available for Coffee 
Grounds, according to Ken 
Goldin, director of housing. 

The Sit ‘n’ Bull room is under 
contract to Canteen Corp., 
Bradley’s food service, but it has 
“not been very successful this 
year,” according to Joseph Mele, 


vice president for business affairs. 
Mele said Canteen may be willing 
to let a coffee house use it for 
that reason. 

“As a whole,” Edwards said, 
“the Student Center isn’t doing 
too well and it’s losing money. A 
coffee house could be a boost to 
it by bringing more students to 
the Student Center.” 

Wilke Annex is a single room 
approximately 40 by 60 feet that 
has washroom facilities located in 


the Field House next door, 
according to Leo Delinski, Field 
House supervisor. The walls of the 
annex have exposed insulation 
and would have to be paneled if it 
were to be used for the coffee 
house, Edwards said. 

“I think it’s a good place for 
dances because it is so open,” 
Mele said. “But for a coffee house 
it’s not equipped to serve food. 
It’s really just a big garage.” 

Other campus groups. 


including dorm floor groups and 
the cheerleaders, have also 
expressed interest in using the 
annex, according to Dean of Men 
Edward King. King said he 
recently made a request to the 
university to panel the walls. 

Edwards said the Senate 
committee would send a letter to 
President Abegg when it makes a 
choice, probably after the 
committee meets next week. She

Strike delays construction on Haussler Hall; 
projected completion date set for tall 1975

The projected completion date 
for the new physical education 
building, Haussler Hall, has been 
pushed back to fall 1975, due to 
an 11 week trade union strike this 
summer, according to William 
Wise, director of plant operations. 
The original completion date was 
mid-March 1975. 


The new date will be met if 
there are no further delays. Wise 
said. Thus far, the delivery of 
building material has been close to 
or right on time. 

Construction is now centered 
on the northern end of the 
building. Wise said. The 
Olympic-size pool, located on the 
southern portion of the site, will 
be the last portion of the facility

to be completed. 

The complex, which is named 
after the late Dr. A.G. Haussler, 
will consist of three levels. The 
lower level will house handball 
courts, a dance studio and an 
auxiliary gym. The pool, showers, 
training area, classrooms, offices 
and locker rooms will be located 
on the first floor. 

The second floor will have a 
combatives gym, weight lifting 
room, additional classroom space 
and the main gymnasium, 
partitioned into three basketball 
courts. 

Robertson Memorial Field 
House, however, will, remain the 
site of Braves’ home basketball 
games. 

The increased facilities will 
mean “we’re going to have a lot 
more extensive program in both 
the physical education curriculum 
and in intramural programs,” 
according to Assistant Athletic 
Director William Stone. 

Courses Stone hopes to add to 
the curriculum next year include 
intermediate tennis and golf, 
fencing, handball, off campus trap 
and skeet shooting, skin and scuba 
diving, competitive swimmimg, 


soccer, flag football, hockey, 
dancing, weight training, yoga, 
personal defense and wrestling. 

Concerning the fate of Hewitt 
Hall, the present physical 
education budding, Stone said, 
“The administration will decide 
on what to do with Hewitt Hall.” 

He added that “As of yet, I 
haven’t heard anything about it.” 

The cost of the building 
Haussler Hall is being covered 
under the auspices of the Haussler 
Hall Fund, which consists mostly 
of donations from alumni, 
corporations and friends of the 
University. The original cost was 
estimated at $3.3 million.

computer located in Holmes Hall. 

“The university is reaching out 
to provide a service to the 
community,” Sumansky said of 
the aim of Urban Affairs. 

Sumansky said surveys of 
Peorians use residents’ addresses 
as the common denominator for 
analyzing data. Conclusions of 
research are then based on 
geographic location of persons 
sampled. 

‘To get maximum usage, we 
have to link data banks to one 
another, and then we can find the 
relations to land, environment 
and the social-economic 
characteristics of that area.” 

Sumansky and his secretary are 
the only full-time workers. He 
added that between 12-25 
students on the work-study 
program work over a six-month 
period distributing questionnaires 
and collecting data for research 
projects. 

“For example, we have just 
finished a survey at Northwoods 
dealing with the effects of an 
urban mall on the community,” 
said Sumansky. 

The survey hopes to measure 
shifts in shopping patterns 
resulting from the opening of the 
two level indoor shopping center, 
consisting of three large 
department stores and smaller 
shops. 
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on a one year contract. Tilton, a 
member of that six student 
committee, was the only member 
to vote against retaining Canteen. 

Tilton said he will consult with 
All-school President Phil Pritzker 
and Joseph Mele, Bradley’s vice 
president for business affairs, “to 
see if it’s ethical” to have the only 


“Six months before 
Northwoods was opened and six 
months after it was opened, we 
did surveys,” he continued. 
Fifteen hundred persons were 
interviewed in the latest survey, 
he added, and the results will be 
announced shortly. 

The Regional Data Bank has 
also issued a weekly consumer 
retail report for over a year, 
Sumansky said. 

“We collect food prices in 
retail food store outlets,” he said, 
“and on a weekly basis we just 
monitor the changes that have 
occurred.” 

Sumansky also said he feels the 
Regional Data Bank is not being 
used to its fullest potential. 

“It (the Data Bank) should 
especially be used by those groups 
that provide local services,” 
Sumansky said. “Local 
government in particular isn’t 
using it enough, and the 
individuals involved with it need 
to have more information 
concerning their overall 
performance. 

“Now I don’t think those 
individuals (in local government) 
are to blame — they probably 
haven’t been adequately shown 
how beneficial this information 
would be to them,” he added. 

As for the future, Sumansky 
says he hopes to “expand its 
services to make known to the 
community the type of services 
we are cafiable of performing, and 
to expand the level of 
communication between us and 
local organizations.”

member dissenting in last year’s 
decision chair this year’s 
committee. 

If he remains chairman of the 
committee, Tilton said, “I would 
anticipate that the committee 
would want to conduct an 
evaluation of Canteen and a 
student survey to determine how 
well Canteen is performing itsjob 
this year.

Tilton also said he wanted to 
ask Mele if the university would 
be willing to open up the bidding 
again this year. 

“Any decision to replace the 
present food service company 
would—as it was last year—be 
subject to final approval by the 
Board of Trustees,” Tilton 
explained. 

The selection last year of 


Canteen was made “under the 
stipulation that within the 
1974-75 year. Canteen would 
follow suggestions that the 
committee outlined in the new 
contract,” said Eyde McGhee, one 
of the members of the committee. 
The recommendations included 
improvements of facilities in 
certain cafeterias and the Sit ‘n’ 
Bull room and also managerial 
changes. 

Canteen would have to be 
notified of any change in food 
service 60 days before its current 
contract expires June 1, 1975, 
according to Mele. 

In other Senate action, a 
motion by Pritzker was passed to 
set up a committee to “evaluate 
the present activities of Bradley’s 
Counseling Center and to help 
determine student opinion and 
student needs.” 

According to Pritzker, Dr. 
Harold Benner, director of the 
counseling center, brought the 
idea for the committee to Senate. 

“Here is a university 
department coming to students 
asking for our advice and our 
help,” Pritzker said. 

Soph. Senator Janice 
Michelsen was appointed Senate 
representative to the Campus 
Activities Advisory Board and 
Soph. Senator Steve Anastase was 
named temporary chairman of the 
Rules and Judiciary Review 
Committee.

added that students who would 

staff the coffee house will be paid. 

‘The committee decided that 
students who worked there would 
have to be paid because that’s 
why it failed before,” Edwards 
said. “A core group of students 
who volunteered their time to run 
it before couldn’t keep it up; it 
was too much.” 

She also said she hoped some 
organization independent of 
Senate would run the coffee 
house once it is established. 

Golub said the committee has 
about $350 deposited in a Swords 
Hall account to fund the project. 
He said the money comes from 
dorm councils. 

A proposal to sell beer and 
wine by the drink has been 
formulated by Edwards and 
Golub. 

“It’s not the kind of thing that 
we can get done in a year,” said 
Edwards, who is a sophomore. 

The Student Center presently 
has a license that allows it to serve 
liquor by the drink, according to 
Student Director E. J. Ritter, but 
the Board of Trustees has 
restricted use of liquor to eight 
times per semester at student 
events at which beer is included in 
an admission price. 

Ritter added that the license 
o^ily covers the Student Center. 


“What I think the Board of 
Trustees is saying is, ‘See if you 
can handle it. If you can, come 
back in a year and we can talk 
about expanding it,”’ Ritter said 
of the trustees’ restrictions. 

He said the serving of beer for 
the first time at two Student 

Center jams this semester did not 
create any problems. Ritter noted 
that at the second event, “only

Study of parking availability on campus to continue 
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A one-man committee 
investigating parking availability 
and regulations on campus is still 
in the process of gathering 
information and formulating 
recommendations, according to 
All-school Secretary Steve 
Wittenborn who is conducting the 
Senate investigation. 

He expects to complete his 
study in about three weeks and 
will then “make recommendations

to security and Swords Hall after 
bringing the matter back to 
Senate.” 

The committee was formed last 
April when student John Most 
asked that an investigation be 
made into parking at a Senate 
meeting. 

* The purpose of the study, 
according to Wittenborn, is “to 
examine the existing parking 
situation at Bradley and to make 
recommendations for initiating 
improvements.” He added that 
similar investigations were made 
by Senate in 1971 and 1972. 

According to Wittenborn, there 
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were 3.4 cars registered with 
security per student parking space 
on campus and about 1.5 cars 
registered with security per 
faculty space during the spring 
semester. 

‘*A big problem at Bradley is 
that some faculty do not buy 
decals and there’s nothing that 
can be done with faculty who 
don’t pay parking tickets—they 
can’t hold their grades,” 
Wittenborn said. 

He added that it is illegal to 
hold paychecks of faculty who 
refuse to pay parking tickets. 

“Three cars per space isn’t that 
bad when you consider diversity 
of class scheduling,” Wittenborn 
said. “But most people want their 
classes between 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
and that is when the parking 
situation is bad here.” 

He also added the construction 
of Haussler Hall has resulted in 
the loss of student and faculty 
spaces, but replacements will be 
built after completion of the 
physical education complex. 

‘There can be something done 
about allocation—where students 
and faculty have their spaces-but

Parking needs action 


The parking problem on campus has reached major 
proportions for anyone who needs to find a space between 9 
a.m. and 3 p.m., especially during the peak morning hours. 

Cars hne the streets for a two to three block radius of 
campus every morning - cars with university parking stickers 
that cost $10. 

The university knows it is a problem, but says nothing can 
be done to help until the construction on Haussler Hall is 
complete; which isn’t a whole lot of consolation for persons 
who waste gas and time circling the campus until a space 
opens up or walk into class late because he had to park 
blocks away. 

Student Senate became aware of the problem and 
designated a committee of one to search for possible 
solutions. But he reports that “nothing feasible can be done 
in the near future to improve the situation.” 

Short of pouring a concrete slab on the quad or making 
the top of Olin Hall a parking deck, the only area that might 
be made available for parking would be the university-owned 
property at the comer of Underhill and St. James streets. 

An appeal was made last year for students to use this area 
for sports in an attempt to preserve the grass on the quad. 
But since few (if any) students ever took this suggestion and 
the majority of students are unaware of the very existence of 
the lot, the Scout makes this proposal: 

The lot should be covered with gravel (to keep cars from 
disappearing when the rainy season arrives) and students who 
generally leave their cars idle for several days in a row 
requested to park there. 

Most off campus students who must drive to school 
wouldn’t mind parking on the lot even if it was a httle 
further away ... If only they knew they could find a space 
when they get there. 


Improving social life 


Two notable efforts are currently underway to improve 
that intangible animal so many students complain about—the 
social environment. 

The first, and most successful, has been the efforts of Off 
Campus Students Association to provide social and athletic 
activities to off campus and commuter students. 

Dean of Men Edward King initially sparked interest in 
forming the group and Randy Barton has done a 
commendable job in providing continuing leadership. 

Attempts are underway to revive the Coffee Grounds Inn 
and a number of obstacles have yet to be overcome. A 
$1,600 allocation by Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) was frozen, then withdrawn and now a 
new request nurst be made for funding from this group. 

A request to locate the coffee house in a somewhat 
permanent home at Wilke Annex will be made to the 
administration. Hopefully, some permanent housing for 
Coffee Grounds will be found since its former home in 
Williams Hall west cafeteria is now being rented out to other 
campus groups. 

If funds can be found to elevate Coffee Grounds from 
volunteer to more professional operation by paying student 
help and entertainment, perhaps it can survive. 

It may well provide the quality-particularly in 
entertainment-necessary to attract audiences. And if the 
necessary approval for serving beer is secured, problems with 
attracting students will be greatly reduced. 

Both efforts are positive steps in providing campus 
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Editor's Notebook 


“I think it was a scheduling problem that 
probably escaped all of us,” was how one 
administrator described the confusion that 
surrounded the closing of summer art 
classes. 

“It’s just an old can of worms,” said 
another administrator. 

“Hopefully, it won’t happen again,” 
suggested a third. 

The scheduling problem arose when 
Multi-Media Institute, a summer workshop 
for high school students, received a grant to 
fund a program at Bradley this summer. 
The grant enabled the Institute to expand 
from what it had been in 1973, the summer 
before, when it was run concurrently with 
summer school. 

The regular summer program was 
cancelled early this year and it was decided 
later that two courses. Art 315 and 316 
(Off campus study), would be offered 
because they would involve only a few 
students. These two independent study 
courses were then listed in the summer 
bulletin. 

The “can of worms” is the students, 
including one who came from Baltimore, to 
find Art 315 and 316 had been cancelled 
about a month before the start of summer 
school. The courses were to be taught by 
arrangement with the instructor. A number 
of students didn’t know that meant before 
registration or else felt that they had made 
sufficient arrangements. 

And the administrator who said it won’t 
happen again is also the one who said, “I 
don’t know if we’re ever going to get the 
full story.” 

Part of the story is that one 
administrator found out “indirectly” that 
the Institute would be using the art 
building more than originally anticipated, 
resulting in the dropping of Art >315 and 
316 late in the semester. Someone else 
mentioned something about a secretary 
approving use qf facilities for the Institute. 

It’s pretty confusing. 

But one point has yet to be made. Art 
students need a lot of credit in their mqjor 
to graduate. Those working for a bachelor 


of Fine Arts degree need 85 or 126 hours 
in art. 

Why then did the university allow an 
extra curricular workshop to close down 
School of Art for the summer, except for 
the two graduate courses that were 
offered? Art majors need about two-thirds 
of their total hours in art courses—it would 
seem that it would be necessary to offer a 
number of summer undergraduate art 
courses. The workshop for the high school 
students should have scheduled itself 
around Bradley students, who should have 
first priority. 

“Another part of the problem was that 
no one really wanted to teach summer 
school,” said one administrator implying 
that even if the Institute had not taken the 
art building, the faculty didn’t want to 
teach in the summer. (Bradley recently 
shortened its faculty contracts and this 
summer was the first time teachers were 
under a separate contract for summer 
school). 

An art faculty member who had taught 
summer classes in 1973 said he would have 
done it again this year and added that the 
notion most art faculty did not want to 
teach in the summer was “wrong.” 


Some art students inconvenienced this 
summer said they hoped to be able to take 
art courses next summer. The powers of 
prayer can only go so far. If these students 
were -as upset as they seemed to be when 
interviewed by the Scout, why then, did 
only one object within the formal 
channels? 

Unless students let the right people 
know, improvements in any area may never 
come. In fact, one student, who wanted to 
take summer art classes, even suggested 
that the closing of the art building this 
summer was unnecessary. 

“I was working there and I didn’t find it 
crowded, ’ said the student who worked 
the kilns. “I could have been working on my 
own production; instead I was firing the 
work of high school students.”

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FH security 
ineffective 


It came as quite a depressing 
shock to us all when we heard 
that Bradley will not be using the 
Field House to hold rock concerts 
this semester. 

To those of us who have 
attended shows here in the past, it 
is quite clear there is a problem. 
Smoking, regardless of what 
means of security have been 
employed, continues to occur in 
the Field House. 

Personally, I have attended 
concerts in many cities and have 
seen excellent security systems. 
On a scale of one to ten, Bradley 
rates on the low end. 

This school is faced with a 
unique circumstance. The 
concerts that play are a part of 
Bradley, but are planned for 
Peoria. As a result, the majority of 
ticket buyers are Peorians, and 
Bradley makes a small showing. If 
you’ve ever attended a concert in 
the Field House, you know 
exactly what I mean. 

The security system to be used 
at rock concerts in the Field 
House needs to be geared to 
handle an audience that wants to 
smoke. The Peoria Fire Marshalls 
have appeared to be incapable of 
handling the situation in the Field 
House during a concert. First of 
all, there aren’t enough of them, 
and second, the notion of even 
havirig a rock concert is 
completely foreign to them. 

The campus service fraternity 
(APO) also handles security for 
concerts here. As much good as 
these people are doing, for the 
most part they can’t handle the 
situation either. 

I was out in the Field House 
corridor during the Rare Earth 
concert last year when two APO 
persons ran out asking what to do 


since everybody was rushing the 
stage. After informing them that I 
was just the press, they continued 
in their ineffectiveness with 
fingernails in mouth. 

Based on past experience, I 
believe that Bradley should 
re-evaluate its management of 
rock concerts. Here in Peoria 
there is a need for a tight security 
system that knows what it is 
doing and knows how to relate to 
a crowd. 

It is obvious that security 
measures so far have been 
ineffective, and a professional 
agency is in order: people who 
know what they are doing, in 
conjunction with the act itself. 

Let’s face it, when Cheech and 
Chong is scheduled, you damn 
well better expect smoking. 

It’s a shame that it has come to 
this, but here we are. I’m sure that 
the administrators of this school 
are aware of the financial gains in 
promoting concerts here, but 
what Bobbie Applegate said in the 
Scout last week is probably true. 
“Next semester ... if we blow it, 
it’s all over.

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‘Fuzzy heads, ’ others speak to scholars

Speakers for the Scholars 
Program range from “fuzzy-, 
headed professors and significant 
world figures, to ordinary 
people,” according to Dr. William 
Steiner, coordinator for the 
weekly meetings. 

There are 25-30 students with 
a 3.0 grade point average 
participating in the program. 
These students pull class cards 
during regular registration but 
their participation is 
acknowledged on their transcripts 
as extracurricular honors work 
rather than credit hours. 

Steiner does all his own 
administrative work which 
consists mainly of fulfilling 
students’ requests for speakers. At 
the beginning of the semester, 
students are asked to submit 
suggestions of topics they would 
be interested in and Steiner looks 
for qualified speakers for the 28 
sessions the group meets. 

“Sometimes it takes years,” he 
said. “It took me a year and a half 
to confirm the professional 
hooker the students asked for. 
They liked her so well, she’ll be 
back again this year!” 

Speakers are financed through 
academic funds from the 
university, but four to five of the 
forums a year are handled by 
faculty members Steiner calls 
upon to volunteer their time. 

“We had Dr. David Pichaske 
from the English department 
come and talk to us about the 
book he wrote on “rock poetry.” 
We’ve also had Dr. John Freim 
from the physics department on 
Einstein and this year they want 
to hear from the dean of the 
Peoria School of Medicine.” 


Other speakers have included a 
gas station attendant about the 
gasoline crisis, a syndicate buster 
on organized crime, the director 
of the Peoria Symphony, a 
psychic, Vincent Price and Rod 
Serling. 

Steiner became director by 
popular demand after speaking for 
the scholars several times fti 
previous years. At first he went 
out recruiting students to 
participate but wound up with 
over 100 members “who half the 
time didn’t show up.” He is 
pleased that the group has 
dwindled to a moderately 
functional number of actives. 

“In the past two to four years 
we’ve had a faithful, reliable and 
enthusiastic group. All of the 


active members have stayed with 
the group consistently and they 
look forward to the weekly 
sessions. 

“Last year we had a palmist 
who went around the group and 
read a few palms. You can do that 
with 30 students - not 120.” 

However, students who are 
sincerely interested in an 
educational supplement will not 
be turned away. 

“If they come in as freshmen 
and stay for four years, at one 
discussion a week they will have 
accumulated what would be 
equivalent to approximately seven 
semester hours of practical 
information — and I don’t know 
of any seven hours on campus 
that would be as rich.”

Mark Dohner--the basketball future is now

Mark Dohner came to the 
Bradley can^pus three years ago as 
the most heralded basketball 
player in the state of Illinois. He 
was the one player, in the eyes of 
the fans, who would bring fame 
and fortune to the team, countless 
wins on a string and a new era to 
Bradley basketball. 

After all, Dohner had 
graduated from Vermont Itava 
Table Grove High School in 1971 
as the state’s leading scorer, the 
recipient of many plaudits. 

Included were Most Valuable 
Player awards in the Fulton 
County Basketball Tournament 
(twice) and the Western 
Invitational Tournament; All-State 
honors in both his junior and 
senior years and a spot on the first 
team all-conference squad in each 
of his three varsity seasons. 

What more could a fan ask for? 
He was a machine in sneakers. But 
that was where everybody was 
wrong. Dohner was not a 
machine, he was human, just like 
the nine other players on the 
court at the time. 

During his first varsity year as a 
sophomore, Dohner was booed 
and criticized for every bad pass, 
every missed shot, every foul and 
every other human mistake that 
any other human could possibly 
have made out there. He was 
blamed for most of the losses and 


verbally insulted for not gathering 
every rebound that came off the 
backboards that year (a 12-14 
season for the Braves). 

It was a very difficult year for 
Bradley and a difficult year for 
Dohner. It was time for a big 
decision. Should he stick it out 
here or possibly transfer? There 
were a lot of schools that wanted 
him — over 120 tried to recruit 
him out of high school including 
use, Maryland, Indiana, 
Kentucky, and Kansas. 

But he decided to stay because 
Bradley was everything that he 
really wanted in a college: a 
medium-sized school not too far 
from home in a rural 
environment. And it had 
something extra: coach Joe 
Stowell, in Dohner’s words, “the 
best coach around.” 

So Dohner stayed, but the start 
of the 1973-74 basketball season 
wasn’t much different. 

The Braves struggled at the 
start, winning only five of their 
first nine games, and Dohner was 
in and out of the line-up while the 
fans continued to find him as an 
easy excuse for the mediocre 
record. 

Then, suddenly, it turned 
around, both for Dohner and the 
Braves. The winning formula was 
found and Bradley rolled to the 
to'p of the Missouri Valley 
Conference with a big win over 


Tulsa on the Hurricane’s own 
court. ^ 

“I tried to put the fans out of 
my mind,” said Dohner. “You try 
to play your best and hope that 
it’s good enough for the coach so 
you can keep on playing. A guy 
can only play to the best of his 
ability and no more. 


“If the crowd doesn’t like 
that,” Dohner continued, “there 
is nothing I can do. You just try 
to play at a good, steady level and 
try to give 100 per cent. There’s 
nothing more that they can ask of 
you.” 

There were still more 
adjustments to be made, however.

Bottom of the Fifth

Four years ago at this time, Bradley was. preparing for a 
big football weekend. Coach Bill Stone was sending his squad 
through final preparations for Saturday’s game. 


But that was four years ago. Today, there is no football at 
Bradley. Stone doesn’t have any football players to put 
through final preparations. You want to watch a football 
game? Look in the quad or Bradley Park or one of the high 
schools. You’ll find football-but none will be Bradley 
football. 

In December, 1970, it was announced that cutbacks 
would be made at Bradley because there was a large financial 
deficit. Rumors spread that football would go-after all, the 
1970 team had just completed a 1-8 season and the fans 
didn’t exactly turn out in droves to see the games. The 
program had been operating in the red for a while. 

Nevertheless, it came as a shock to those connected to 
football. It was always a possibility that football would be 
dropped, but now it had become reality. 

Bradley football fortunes at one time were bright. Stone’s 
1956 team went 7-2-1, led by quarterback Dick Jamieson, 
the nation’s total offense leader and a Little All-American, as 
a sophomore. 

The 1957 team was 6-2-1 and upset top-rated Central 
Michigan and Colorado State. 

Bob Caress, a 1965 graduate, still ranks as the top 
collegiate passer covering his varsity career, amassing over 
7,000 yards. That mark may never be broken. 

Stone graduated from Bradley in 1948 and went into pro 
football. He was a teammate of George Blanda way back 
when Blanda was a youngster with the Chicago Bears in the 
early 1950’s. 

In March, 1955, Stone decided to quit football after the 
coaching job at Bradley opened up. “I had six years in the 
pros, and I felt that was enough,” Stone said. “The chance to 
get back to my alma mater and coach the sport which had 


been my whole life. I just couldn’t turn it down. 

Stone’s best team (record-wise) was that Jamieson-led 
1956 squad which went 7-2-1 and came back 6-2-1 the next 
year. But Stone didn’t always measure the quality of his team 
by its won-lost mark. 

“In the 16 years that I was coach,” Stone mused, “I never 
had a ballclub that I wasn’t proud of.” 

The club he was proudest of? ‘That last year (1970) we 
were outmanned every game and nobody quit on me. I was 
proudest of that bunch.” 

Since football was dropped. Stone has had many 
opportunities to continue in the coaching field, all of which 
he turned down. Charley Winner offered Stone the task of 
being offensive coordinator for the St. Louis Cardinals, but 
Stone decided against taking the job. 

“There just wasn’t enough security,” Stone explained. “It 
came down to me asking myself whether it was worthwhile 
to hop around the country. I was getting too old for that. 
Plus the good coaching jobs were going to guys in their 30s. 
It got down to who you know, not what you know, in 
getting a job elsewhere.” 

Currently, Stone holds the position of assistant to Athletic 
Director Chuck Orsborn. He helps out on basketball 
responsibilities (like making sure officials show up and get 
paid and other behind the scenes chores). In addition, he is 
acting chairman of the physical education department, handles 
six hours of teaching, and serves as intramural director. 

But football is still his life. The things that cost Bradley its 
football program have been expanded at rival schools such as 
Illinois State and Western Illinois. The money that we didn’t 
have for football, those state schools are using twice as much 
of as before-hiring more coaches, giving more scholarships, 
improving the program. 

“I would have liked to see what I could have done if I had 
what the big football schools have,” said Stone. “I often 
wonder what it would be like to have 11 or 12 coaches, 120 
scholarships to give out, a big stadium to play in .. .” 


competitive.” 

Schoof pointed out that, 
“Smith, Leonard, and Brocato ran 
well together.” But he added that 
they wOl have to stay closer to the 
leaders ithe future. 

The team returned home 
Tuesday and suffered its second 
setback of the season at the hands 
of Illinois State, 18-39. Only 
Winfield was able to cut into 
ISU’s top five runners, finishing 
third. Forster and Leonard nailed 
down the seventh and eighth spots 
respectively. 

J unior Rick Smathers ran 
stride for stride with Forster into 
the fourth mile, but then lost 
contact. “I was right with him and 
then I just cramped up..I couldn’t 
breath:” Smathers explained. He 
came back to place tenth over-all, 
Bradley’s fourth man. 

In spite of the results, Schoof 
singled out efforts by freshmen 
Carlos Pignato and Mike Freeman, 
who were fifth and sixth for the 
Braves. 

‘‘Pignato improved 
considerably from the Valparaiso 
meet,” Schoof said, “and I was 
really happy with Freeman. He 
could help ui out sooner than we 
expected.” Freeman had been 
sidlined until early last week for 
health reasons, which continues to 
be a problem for the harriers. The 
ISU meet was the first collegiate 
meet he had run. 


According to Schoof, the main 
concern now, besides illness, is to 
pack his team more tightly. He 
noted that, “the two minute 
spread between our first and fifth 
men is way too much. We have to 
close that gap.”

'High risk' Field House concert moratorium to remain

The Field House Scheduling 
Committee decided Monday to 
keep the moratorium on “high 
risk” concerts at least until Jan. 1, 
according to E. J. Ritter, Student 
Center director and chairman of 
the committee. 

No official vote was taken on 
the measure. The decision was

reached by consensus of the 
members, according to Ritter. 

“My guess is that the 
committee will make the 
moratorium a permanent one,” 
Ritter said, 
j The committee had placed a 
I six-month moratorium on all hard 
rock or “high risk” concerts at its 
July meeting. 

Members of the scheduling 
committee include Jack Kuntz, 
Field House manager; Charles 
I Orsborn, athletic director; Henry 
Vander Heyden, faculty 
representative; Robert Keating, 
controller; Bill Hoare, a student 
who is Lecture Arts chairman; and 
Ritter. 

Ritter said that a 
sub-committee composed of 
himself, Hoare, Kuntz and Bobbie 
Applegate, Student Center 
program director, was formed “to 
rate the type of campus 
entertainment that might play 
here.” Ritter said the 
sub-committee will also have the 
responsibility of defining “high 
risk”, medium “high risk”, 
marginal “high risk” and minimal 


“high risk.” 

Ritter said that this list of 
potential campus entertainers or 
groups would then be turned over 
to the Lecture Arts committee, 
who would then decide which 
ones they want to use as 
performers. 

Ritter said that Lecture Arts 
will report back to the 
sub-committee, which will make 
its report to the entire scheduling 
committee. 

Peoria Forum, Inc. asked to 
bring in Gordon Lightfoot for a 
concert, Ritter said, but the 
scheduling committee turned the 
organization’s offer down as being 
marginal “high risk.” 

Ritter explained that the 
sub-committee, chaired by 
himself, hopes to find a minimal 
“high risk” group. 

“It isn’t necessarOy the group 
that we have to worry about, 
though,” Ritter said. “What we’re 
concerned about is the people 
who would fill the Field House, 
the kind of people who would 
attend these events.” 

Hoare said that he was 
disappointed and that the quality 
of concerts will suffer. 

“As it stands right now, we’re 
going to do concerts this 
semester,” he said. “But because 
of the restrictions, it forces us to 
be more selective at a place where 
we can’t afford to be more 
selective.” 

Hoare said his major concern 
right now is to .get Lecture Arts 
back into business. 

“Right now we are working 
with a list of groups that might be 


compatible,” Hoare explained. “It 
looks to me like we’re left with 
mellow, folk and acoustical 
groups. With the restrictions 
concerning money and facilities, 
rock ’n’ roll might just be dead. 

“We’ve got little to work with, 
but we’re going to do the best 
with what we have. Lecture Arts 
is not going to lay down and die. 
Our business is putting on shows. 

“Putting on some shows is 
going to be difficult, and the 
longer we wait, the worse the 
situation will get,” Hoare said. 
“Changes in Lecture Arts, all 
phases of it, are inevitable. 

“Whether they’ll be changes 
for the good or bad, I don’t know, 
but the Bradley students will feel 
it the worst. In the end, they are 
always the victims.” 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker, who had proposed a nine 
point plan for staging future rock 
concerts to the committee Sept. 
16, said he would go directly to 
President Abegg to appeal the 
committee’s ruling.

Bids for food service contract this year: Tilton 


“We will definitely be putting 
the food contract up for bids,” 
Kevin Tilton, chairman of 
Senate’s ad hoc food service 
committee, told Student Senate 
Monday. 

This will be the second 
consecutive year a Senate ad hoc 
committee will make a 
recommendation for Bradley’s 
food service contract. The 
committee’s decision is subject to 
final approval from the Board of 
Trustees. 

Tilton, who is all-school 
treasurer, said no date has been 
set for the bidding or releasing a 
decision. 

Last May a similar committee 
announced it had voted 5-1 to 
retain Canteen Corp. Tilton, who 
was a member of that committee, 
cast the dissenting vote. 

He added that he consulted 
All-school President Phil Pritzker 
about any “ethical” conflict 
involved with having the only 
dissenting member of the previous 


committee chair the new 
committee. 

“He was the logical one to be 
chairman,” Pritzker said, “because 
of his previous experience and his 
familiarity with ad hoc committee 
work. I see it as presenting no 
ethical conflict.” 

All-school Vice President Anne 
Edwards and Eyde McGhee, who 
was a member of the spring 1974 
committee, were also named to 
the committee, which will number 
five or six students. 

Tilton said he will wait a week 
before making recommendations 
for the rest of the membership 
because he wanted “to broaden 
the base of the committee” and 
involve students not presently 
connected with Senate. Students 
interested in serving on the 
committee should contact one of 
its members by phone or through 
the Senate’s office at Student 
Center 213, according to Tilton. 

“As far as choosing members is 
concerned, it’s ultimately Pritzker 


who will approve appointments,” 
Tilton said. 

Tilton added that he plans to 
keep Senate “more abreast than 
last year” of the committee’s 
work. 

“I think there was a 
tremendous communication 
barrier last year,” Tilton said. 
“You have to keep things 
confidential because bids are 
secret, but you also have to keep 
Senate informed of the progress 
or lack of progress of the 
committee.” 

He added that he felt the 
current system of leaving the 
selection of food service to a small 
group of students is the best way 
to award the contract, because it 
allows the members to travel to 
other institutions to sample food 
of bidding companies, Tilton said. 

‘To be fair about it, all 
members of the committee have 
to be at meetings at which food 
company representatives make 
presentations,” Tilton said. ‘They 
have to be well informed; the

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ACTION recruiters visit campus; 
volunteers sought from all fields

Representatives from the 
federal volunteer agency, 
ACTION, were on campus this 
week to find students interested 
in the Peace Corps and Volunteers 
in Service to America (VISTA). 

According to Dennis 
Schroeder, area representative for 
ACTION, interest in the program 
has remained much the same for 
several years. 

“You always find people who 
are interested, but the important 
numbers are those who apply and 
are accepted as volunteers,” he 
said. 

Schroeder, who spent three 
and a half years in Malaysia as a 
Peace Corps volunteer, said that 
the number of volunteers has 
increased in the last few years. In 
the rniddle to late sixties, there 
was a decline in the numbers, he 
said. 

ACTION looks for several 
types of people. Those with 
experience are usually preferred, 
but often, people are accepted 
right out of college. 

“ACTION does not require a 
college degree for all applicants, 
because there are many areas 
where experience is the m^or 
factor,” he said. He cited 
electricians, plumbers and farmers 
as examples. 

Countries make requests for 
the type of volunteers needed in 


that country, and ACTION tries 
to find people to fill the positions, 
Schroeder said. 

“The biggest demand is for 
people with degrees in 
agriculture,” he said. “They are 
hard to find and then to get 
interested.” 

According to Schroeder, 
teachers account for the greatest 
number of volunteers in the 
program. People with degrees in 
math and science, civil engineering 
and nursing are also in demand. 

ACTION consists of two 
programs, the Peace Corps and 
VISTA. The Peace Corps is 
primarily concerned with 
problems in foreign countries, 
while VISTA concentrates on 


poverty in the United States, 
Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, Guam 
and American Samoa. 

Volunteers in the Peace Corps 
sign up for two year periods. 

VISTA volunteers sign up for 
one year, but according to 
Schroeder, over 60 per cent 
extend their term. 

Mental health rehabilitation, 
health problems, housing and 
senior citizens are some of the 
concerns of VISTA.

Alcohol research 
grant awarded 

Bradley University’s 
Department of Psychology has 
received a $29,000 grant from the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (H.E.W.) 
for research into alcohol 
addiction. 

According to Dr. Larry D. 
Reid, associate professor* of 
psychology, the research will 
investigate the effects of alcohol 
on the medial forebrain bundle 
system. The medial forebrain is a 
part of the brain area that 
previous research has suggested is 
critical for motivation and 
emotion. 

The work will be done at 
Bradley, Reid said, and will 
pursue the hypothesis that the 
section of brain under study is 
critical to addiction and the 
establishment of alcoholism. 

The H.E.W. grant will provide 
funding for the first year of the 
proposed two-year study. 
Additional funding may be 
announced at a later date by 
H.E.W.

High risk nonsense? 

The semantics of the controversy are intriguing. We are 
faced with concerts purported to be high risk, medium high 
risk, marginal high risk and minimal high risk. 

A newly formed sub-committee of three Student Center 
and Field House personnel and one student will apply these 
labels to pop music groups. The amazing thing about this 
group is the Umited voice Lecture Arts will have in the 
concert booked in the Field House. It amounts to that one 
student on the sub-committee. 

The Seoul cannot be encouraged by the d.ecision to 
classify Gordon Lightfoot, the Canadian folk singer, as a 
marginal high risk performer. His style is not anything 
approaching hard rock. He played here two years ago and the 
audience presented little smoking problem. 

If the sub-committee turns down a marginal high risk 
concert as a potential booking, what are the alternatives? 
What exactly is a minimal high risk concert? 

And then we have to wonder why the sub-committee has 
an even number of members? That’s just inviting tie votes 
and more confusion. 

It all comes across as nonsense to us. 

Not exactly high risk nonsense or minimal high risk 
nonsense but more along the lines of extremely variable high 
risk nonsense with marginally significant overtones of an 
impending snow job. 

Report needs detaiis 

For the second year in a row, a Senate committee will be 
evaluating bids for Bradley’s food service contract and make 
a recommendation to the Board of Trustees. 

The Scout hopes that Senate wilt require the committee to 
meet certain minimum requirements-requirements that were 
conspicuously absent last year. 

The committee should outline well in advance when it will 
make its decision public. This date should be much earlier 
than last spring’s May 6 announcement—which came the day 
before classes ended. 

And most importantly, the committee should present 
detailed findings. Granted, bids submitted by companies are 
confidential and evaluating food quality and cost is very 
subjective, but a comprehensive report is absolutely necessary 
from a committee of student government. 

For example: On what items would a company allow 
unlimited seconds? How often or even would a company 
guarantee to serve steak? Fresh fruit? What were the general 
comments of diners at institutions visited by committee 
members? Were lines long? Did a company run out of certain 
foods near the end of a meal? Did the company vary the 
menu? i. 

How many main courses would a company guarantee each 
meal? Would a company allow student input in menu 
preparation? How? How long would cafeterias be open? 
Would a company hire Bradley students? At what wage? 
Would board rates increase? How much? What were the 
impressions of committee members of the quality of food 
offered by bidding companies? 

These are some of the questions that should be evaluated. 

It is Senate’s responsibility to insure that a detailed report is 
issued as soon as possible after the decision is reached.

Attention faculty, students, 
administration and staff: Bradley 
University has a new zip code. It’s 61625. 

What? You say you hadn’t heard? Don’t 
worry. Neither had any of the faculty or 
students the Scout asked, and a number of 
administrative staff either weren’t sure or 
didn’t know any of the details of the 
change. 

So after many phone calls and some 
great personal anguish, here’s the scoop: 

The United States Postal Service gave 
Bradley its own zip code, effective May 24, 
1974, to speed up the service. This is a 
result of the decreased amount of handling 
letters require if all letters with the same 
zip code may be delivered to a single 
location. 

The only mail that will carry the new 
zip code will be ones addressed to Bradley 
University itself. This includes all mail to 
administrative and staff offices, academic 
offices and groups and student 
organizations who have mail boxes on 
campus. 

It does not include dormitories, Greek 
houses, homes on university-owned 
property or any other mail not presently 
handled through the university mail room. 

The one exception to the rule about all 
university mail carrying 61625 is on 
postage paid business reply mail the 
university sends out. No one was quite 
sure, however, on the reason for this 
exception. 

The zip code on university stationery 
will be changed as new stationery is 
ordered. Stationery bearing the old zip 
code will continue to be sent out until it is 
used up. 

Everyone connected with the change 
realizes that it will be some time before the 
total process of change-over is complete 
(one estimate was a full year). But all are 
optimistic the change is for the better. 

The most immediate question now 
remaining is why no one below the 
administrative level in the university seems 


to be aware of the change. The Scout heard 
about it from our printer, so the zip was 
changed in our nameplate on the first issue 
of this school year. But, of course, who 
ever reads the Scout nameplate? 

It turned out our faculty advisor. Dr. 
Paul B. Snider, does. Or at least he did; 
while reading last week’s issue. ’ 

Now as a journalist. Dr. Snider rightly 
believes he should stay abreast of changes. 
Unfortunately, no one bothered to | 
mention this change to him, so he thought I 
the Scout had a big, fat fact error on its] 
nameplate. i 

So that s when the Scout became aware i 
we weren’t the only ones who weren’t 
officially informed of the change in the zip 
code. The vice president for business affairs 
sent out a memo dated May 29 explaining ! 
the change. ; 

The memo went out to deans of the ' 
colleges, directors of the schools and 
administrative department heads. Academie f 
chairmen did not receive copies, so as far as f 
I have been able to determine, no one 
below this level, at least in the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, were officially | 
informed about the change. j

To those of you new to 
Bradley there exists an 
organization that you should 
know more about. The Student 
Supreme Court was formed to 
help protect your rights as a 
“citizen,” of Bradley University. 

Composed of students, the 
Court’s purposes and powers are 
enumerated in your handbook 
and Student Senate’s 
Constitution. However, there are 
two areas that deserve more 


attention in this letter. 

First, all students have the 
right to come before the Court if 
they get into some type of 
disciplinary trouble due to 
infractions of social regulations. 
You have the option of coming 
before the Court or the Dean if 
you have been charged with the 
violation of some regulation. 

If, for example, you were 
“busted” in the dorm you would 
originally be contacted by the 
Dean’s office. Upon your first 
meeting with the Dean you will be 
given a sheet stating the hearing 
procedures: that sheet states you 
have the option of going before 
the court. 

At that time you must exercise 


your option. Once the process has 
begun you cannot change your 
mind and seek a hearing in the 
other office. 

Consequently, it is imperative 
that you understand that you do 
have the right to decide with 
whom you wish to deal. 

If you have any questions

Ron Anderson, a 32-year-old 
sophomore marketing major, says 
his total expenditure for 
transportation since mid-summer 
for himself, his wife and his three 
sons has been three dollars - the 
cost of one innertube. 

The family manages on that 
amount because all of them ride 
their bicycles wherever they go. 
Anderson, a Vietnam veteran, 
explained he sold his car when he 
decided to return to school. 

“I knew when I went back to 
school there would be a 
tremendous financial 
adjustment,” Anderson said. “I 
couldn’t afford the insurance, so I 
just decided to do without a car.” 

Anderson said he had ridden a 
bicycle regularly as a child, but 
had given it up until he returned 
from Vietnam with an injured leg. 
He credits bicycling not only with 
the strengthening of his leg, but 
with his loss of 50 pounds since 
Christmas. 

Anderson rides for recreation 
as well as when he has to get 
somewhere, and he encourages 
others to join him. He is presently 
trying to form a touring bicycle 
club and said he had gotten 
several responses from classified 
ads run in the last two issues of 
the Scout. 

“I’d like to begin the club just 


by getting people together for 
exercise. Eventually, we might 
have exchanges with bike clubs of 
other schools and lobby for more 
bike paths. 

“If everybody got together 
with Bradley sweatshirts, it could 
do a lot for the school by 
providing greater exposure to the 
community.” 

Anderson has made several 
major trips on his bike, a 10-speed 
Raleigh. His longest one-day trip 
was a recent 168-mile round trip 
to Galesburg, which he completed 
in 11^ hours. And he hopes next 
summer to be able to ride to 
Montreal. 

More than any other reason, 
Anderson rides because he enjoys 
it. “In today’s society, you always 
have to be on the defensive. But if 
you get out of the city, it can be 
really rewarding, especially 
knowing you’re not costing 
yourself a lot of money.” 

The only m^or expense he has 
faced, except for the initial cost 
of Raleighs for each member of 
his family, is replacement of 
stolen equipment. A large touring 
bike bag was stolen from his 
bicycle recently while it was 
parked outside the Student Center 
and a bicycle was stolen from his 
home last summer.

major complaint about Peoria in 
general and Bradley in particular: 
“There’s just no facilities to take 
care of bikes. I know some guys 
who had bikes here this summer 
who wouldn’t bring them back 
this fall.” 

Another problem he faces is 
lack of safe places to ride in the 
city. “If you follow the bike path 
set up by the city, it’s suicide. 
They picked all the streets in 
town nobody would even drive 
their car on! ” 

He also has had trouble with 
drivers of passing cars. ‘Teople 
roll down their windows and 
shout Xiet off the goddamn 
road!’ ” 


Not all people are bad, 
however. Once a county 
policeman pulled up next to him 
as Anderson struggled on a steep 
hill and shouted encouragement 
all the way. And farmers along the 
road often wave or come over to 
talk when he stops along their 
property. But, he admitted, “Most 
people think I’m crazy.” 

Anderson says another 
advantage to riding a bike is its 
speed on short trips, compared 
with other methods of 
transportation. 

For example, while working in 
Sheridan Village last summer, he 
discovered ne could make it to 
work faster on a bicycle than on a 


bus, when he considered the 
transfers and delays he 
encountered. 

He estimates he can travel 
20-25 miles an hour outside the 
city and said, “A car driving 
alongside me while I was going 
down a steep hill told me I was 
going nearly 45 miles an hour.” 

The psychological advantages 
of bicycling remain at the top of 
Anderson’s list, however. “It 
allowed me to settle down and 
look at life. I rearranged what 
were the important factors in my 
life and realized we could live 
with so much less. 

“It gives me a free feeling 
society just can’t offer.”

Last week, Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale was named to the Missouri 
Valley Conference, giving the Valley nine 
member teams. 

The Salukis, who were added after St. 
Louis withdrew from the conference in the 
spring, will begin MVC competition in the 
spring of 1975, but complete installation 
into the conference basketball and football 
schedules may take at least until 1976. 

Carbondale is 250 miles from Peoria. 
SIU has an enrollment of 19,000 students, 
making it the largest school 
(enrollment-wise) in the Valley. 

Some of the Bradley athletic 
department reaction to the addition of 
SIU: 

Athletic director Charles Orsborn: 
“Southern has a fine over-all athletic 
program. They are especially strong in the 
minor sports—track, swimming and 
gymnastics. They have a great baseball 
program, and their basketball is getting 
better.’’ 

Baseball coach Chudc Buescher: 
“Southern was third in the nation last year 
in baseball. 1 don’t see how their baseball 
program can get worse. It definitely 
strengthens the MVC as a baseball 
conference. It also doesn’t weaken 
Bradley’s chances of winning. We are not 
awed by strong teams like Southern and 


Tulsa.’’ 

Tennis mentor Tom Coker: ‘The last 
time we played Southern in tennis was in 
1970, and they beat us 9-0. Their number 
one man beat ours in 15 minutes. I’m not 
looking forward to playing them. It will 
probably just lower us one place in the 
playoffs. They’re definitely out of our 
league. They have one of the top tennis 
teams in the nation year in and year out.’’ 

Jake Schoof, head track and 
cross-country coach: “It will add 
something to the conference. It will move 
us back one place every year, I feel. They 
have a better break in the weather for 
track. They have built up a strong tradition 
also.’’ 

Golf and swimming coach Jim Spink: 
“In golf, we are fairly equal right now. 
Their program is similar to ours in that 
both of us are basically northern schools. 
In swimming, we can’t stay with their 
facilities. My only hope is that it brings 
back the Missouri Valley swim meet, 
disbanded when Cincinnati dropped out of 
the conference.’’ 

Joe Stowell, basketball; “It was a move 
that was good for Southern, but not 
necessarily good for the whole conference.

Two write-in candidates were 
among the winners in 
Wednesday’s Student Senate 
election that was characterized by 
a light voter turnout. 

Frank Leonard, with 45 votes, 
was chosen one of three Greek 
senators and Ed Mack was 
selected Geisert dorm senator 
with 23 votes after both 
conducted extensive write-in 
campaigns, according to Elections 
Committee Chairman Dave 
Urbaniak. 

The voter turnout of 431 was 
nearly 200 students less than 






voted in last year’s fall elections. 

Urbaniak said the light voter 
turnout was probably due to the 
fact that three dormitories had no 
representatives running and few of 
the other Senate seats were 
strongly contested. 

Describing the light voter 
turnout, Urbaniak said, “I don’t 
think anyone can ever be pleased 
unless over 50 per cent of the 
constituents vote. But the turnout 
was basically what I expected.” 

He added that the heaviest 
voting was for Greek candidates. 

“There was not a lot of active 
campaigning,” Urbaniak said, 
adding that most of the 
campaigning was done on a 
one-tOHone basis, rather than by 
posters and flyers. 

One sophomore class seat and 
the three seats representing 
Lovelace, Williams and 
Harper-Wyckoff dormitories 
remain unfilled. Appointments for 
these positions will be made by 
All-school President Phil Pritzker, 


Urbaniak said. 

Scout Business Manager John 
Baroni, who won one of the off 
campus positions with 17 votes, 
must make a choice between the 
two positions, according to 
Urbaniak. The Student Senate 
constitution prohibits anyone 
from being both business manager 
of the Scout and holding a Senate 
seat. 

Urbaniak said Baroni could not 
be sworn in as a senator until he 
resigns as business manager and 
that if Baroni decides not to do 
this, Laura Schelly, a write-in 
candidate for off campus senator, 
would then assume the position. 
Schelly received five votes. 

Several election violations were 
reported during the campaign and 
Urbaniak said small fines would 
be levied against the offenders. 

He said the offenses generally 
concerned violations of election 
regulations dealing with 
placement and number of 
campaign posters.

All-school Treasurer Kevin 
Tilton has resigned his post as 
food service committee chairman 
as a result of guidelines given to 
the committee by the university. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker accepted the resignation 
at Monday’s Senate meeting. No 
new committee chairman was 
named. 

All-school Vice President Anne 
Edwards and Eyde McGhee 
remain on the committee. 

The guidelines for the 
committee were outlined by 
Joseph Mele, vice president for 
business affairs, at a meeting with 
Tilton Monday morning. 

The guidelines were included in 
a letter from Mele to Pritzker that 
was read in Senate’s meeting 
Monday afternoon. Mele said in 
the letter that the committee 
would evaluate the performance 
of the current food service 


contract winner. Canteen Corp., 
on the basis of five 
recommendations made by last 
year’s food service committee that 
are incorporated in Canteen’s 
contract. 

Mele’s letter cited these 
recommendations as: 

1. An executive chef from Canteen’s 
national staff would evaluate food 
quality and preparation and present his 
finds to the food service committee. 

2. A nutritionist, with reporting 
responsibility to the food service 
committee, would perform a 
nutritional audit annually. 

3. Canteen would maintain an 
employee training program and report 
on the program to the food service 
committee. 

4. Onteen would schedule a 
student survey once each semester for 
the purpose of evaluating food quality, 
food preferences and managerial 
performance. 

5. Meet monthly with Canteen to 
review progress. 


agreement to those 
recommendations as a basis, the 
university does not intend to 
reach a decision concerning bids 
until the evaluation program is 
completed which most likely will 
not occur until the end of this 
semester,” Mele’s letter stated. 

“For the first month 
(September), there have been 
fewer complaints and the 
participation rate is 95 per cent at 
lunch and dinner, which is quite 
high,” Mele told the Scout. 

Mele explained the 
participation rate nationally is 
80-85 per cent and that last year 
the participation rate here was 
about the same as the national

average. 

Tilton had announced at 
Senate’s Sept. 23 meeting that the 
committee would put the contract 
up for bidding. 

Mele’s letter concluded, “Any 
decision to seek bids will be that 


of the university administration.” 

“I do not agree with the 
methodology favored by the 
university ,” said Tilton explaining 
his decision to resign. 

“I feel the bidding should and 
could go on concurrently with the 
evaluation of Canteen. I feel the 
bidding should go on whether 
Canteen meets the contract 
stipulations,” Tilton added. 

Tilton called the five point 
recommendations included in 
Canteen’s contract “minimal 
assurances” and said that only the 
last one was not “conducted by 
Canteen personnel.” 

Mele’s letter also said, “In 
reviewing the articles that have 
appeared in the Scout, it would 
seem that the food service 
situation has evolved into a 
political game. In order to avoid a 
political battle and to involve 
those directly affected by food

on-going committee to 
co-ordinate the scheduling for all 
campus groups was given to Dean 
of Women Damille Primm and 
Dean of Men Edward King.

Abegg; Dr. James Erickson, 
assistant to the president; Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
Joseph Mele and other school 


officials. Students in attendance 
were Edwards and Black Student 
Alliance representative Richard 
Scott. 

In further Senate action. 
All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton 
announced that the tentative date 
for distribution of student 


directories is Oct. 11 and that 
home addresses will be included. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker announced plans to 
reinstate ODK, the national 
honorary society for junior and 
senior men exhibiting academic 
and leadership qualities.

service, I recommend that the 
Student Senate disengage itself 
from the food service evaluation, 
and I urge you to suggest that a 
food service committee be 
appointed from members of the 
Interdorm Council.” 

Pritzker said he disagreed with 
Mele’s guidelines and did “not 
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appreciate the tone in which the 
letter was written.” Pritzker 
added he was surprised Mele had 
not told him in person his 
reservations about the committee. 

Senate deferred action on 
Mele’s proposal that committee 
members be appointed from 
Interdorm Council and voted that 
Mele be invited to appear before 
Senate to clarify his letter. 

Mele said that Tuesday Pritzker 
had requested he discuss the letter 
with Senate but Mele said he had 
a scheduling conflict that 
prevented him from appearing at 
Senate’s Monday meeting. Mele 
added that he was not asked to 
try to schedule an appearance at 
another time. 

“I suggested to PhU that it was 
only a recommendation and that 
if it stayed with Senate, I could 
see no problem with the 
committee as long as it represents 
students who participate in the 
board plan,” Mele said.

Alcoholism, anxiety, drugs, 
jobs, pregnancy, classes, sex, 
suicide ... 

Rapline, Bradley’s student 
volunteer-run crisis intervention 
telephone service handles calls on 
a variety of emotional, academic 
and social situations an^ 
problems, as well as providing an 
interested listener “for someone 
who just wants to talk,” according 
to a Rapline board member. 

Seven days a week, 
twenty-four hours a day, trained 
students man the phones at 
674-6011. 

“When the program first 
started in 1970 it was run 
completely by the counseling 
center, but now students have 
even taken over running the entire 
training, with professional back 
up at all times,” said Bonnie 
Delinski, a Rapline advisor. 

A one-day, in depth training 
program is required of students 
who wish to be operators, as well 
as two evaluations by board 
members or counseling center 
personnel. “After that they’re put 
on phones by themselves, or with 
experienced operators for a few 
weeks,” according to a Rapline 
member. 

There are no minimum time 
commitments; “you can work an 
hour a week and do your 
homework at the same time,” he 
added. 

Rapline operators and board 
members prefer to remain 
anonymous to “cut down on 
hassles,” as a board member said. 
“Then people don’t try to find 
you or bother you.” 

Dormitories 
to stay open 
for fall break 

The residence halls will be 
open during the fall break Oct. 
25-29, according to Ken Goldin, 
director of housing. 

University Hall and Harper 
Hall cafeterias will be serving 
during the break. 

Goldin said there are 40 empty 
beds in the dorms this year, as 
opposed to no empty beds last 
year. 

Many students who had signed 
housing contracts did not show 
up, but “this is usually the case,” 
Goldin said. 

“Walk-ins have increased in the 
last three years,” Goldin said. 
“Students know housing is 
available on most campuses, so 
they wait until they come to 
school before getting a room.” 

According to Goldin, there are 
five empty rooms in Heitz Hall, 
but other dorms have only single 
beds available.

The second training session of 
the semester was held Sept. 23, 
with about 25 students in 
attendance. Their reasons for 
coming were varied. Some “had 
really wanted to do something 
like this, but never had the 
opportunity,” others “like 
helping people solve their 
problems” and some “just came 
to see what it’s like.” 

After a brief introduction to 
Rapline organization, trainees 
were addressed by Ann Starr, 
director of the Polydrug Unit at 
Stonehedge and a former Rapline 
advisor. 

About 15 per cent of Raphne 
calls concern drugs, so she 
explained how to use a “talk 
down” - “when someone calls on 
a scary trip, you talk them off the 
drug.” She distributed 
information on drug categories 
and effects so operators would 
have reliable information to 
dispense. 

A Planned Parenthood 
representative presented a 


discussion of pregnancy, abortion 
and contraceptive devices. 

Ray Zarvell, Rapline founder, 
instructed trainees on 
communication skills, explaining 
that “telephone conversing is a lot 
different -- it requires you to 
become personal through an 
impersonal medium.” 

Students were introduced to 
skills and then were able to 
practice them by breaking up into 
caller-callee-observer triads to 
role-play Rapline conversations. 

Boy-girl problems are the most 
frequent Rapline problems, with 
sex and drug problems also 
numerous. A lot of calls, however, 
“just rap - people have problems 
and there’s not always somebody 
to talk to. You can’t always talk 
to those who are closest to you. 
People want help from someone 
who won’t place any value 
judgments on them,” according to 
one operator. 

Rapline attempts to supply this 
help, along with open ears and 
useful information.

Election shows apathy 
for Student Senate 

It would seem that apathy for student government has 
fallen to a new low when students don’t file candidate 
petitions for four seats - three dorm and a vacant sophomore 
senator position. 

Only one candidate appeared on the ballot for e^ch of the 
other three dorm seats. Seven candidates “competed” for 
seven positions as off-campus senator. 

The only contested elections were for Greek and freshman 
seats. 

In view of the limited field of candidates, the poor voter 
turnout seemed inevitable. ' 

And anytime an election degenerates to the point that 
appearing on the ballot almost assures one of a seat, we have 
to wonder just what kind of “select” body Senate will be 
Write-ins inspire even less confidence for they seem to lack 
the motivation to collect 40 signatures on a candidate’s 
petition. Lacking that initiative, we question the 
committment this person is ready to make in being a senator 
When students show such little inclination to participate 
in student government, it is a clear indication that student 
government is really suffering. 

Senate would be well to consider its standing with the 
student body. Wednesday’s election clearly showed students 
have little interest in its government. 

Try Founder's Day 

The most Founder’s Day means to some students is 
getting out of class for two hours on Wednesday morning. 

Even if some stop a moment to reflect on the meaning of 
Founder’s Day, they probably dismiss it as a time for 
eulogizing Lydia Moss Bradley and the series of events that 
culminated in the establishment of this institution. 

But Founder s Day, through a slow process of evolution 
has grown beyond that to the one time of year that the 
university community gathers as a university. 

How often, after all, is everyone given the opportunity to 
hear President Abegg speak about the state of the university? 
For many students, the last time they heard Abegg speak was 
during the President s reception their freshman year. 

And how often (after elections, that is) are students given 
the opportunity to hear their duly-elected student body 
president speak? 

Founder’s Day ceremonies even have a bit of suspense 
included as the faculty holds its collective breath just before 
the various awards are made. 

The new attraction for this year is a faculty procession 
with our esteemed instructors decked out in all their glory 
Believe it or not, if it’s anything like the faculty procession at 
graduation, the sight of that professor who usually appears in 
a rumpled grey suit striding along in cap and gown can’t help 
but be impressive. 

And of course the musical offerings help lighten the event 
and make it more enjoyable. 

The committee that plans Founder’s Day has gone out of 
its way this year to solicit student ideas on ways to make this 
an all-university event instead of an all-faculty 
administration and staff event. 

Maybe this year the students should respond by giving the 
Founder’s Day activities a try. 
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Many of the people I talked to for the 
story on amnesty asked my opinion on the 
subject. I didn’t want to get involved at the 
expense of the story so as I told one 
person, “When you finish talking. I’ll say 
what I have to say.” 

I’ve tried to look at amnesty from the 
view of someone who’d been to Vietnam 
but I wasn t really successful. But from my 
position I have seen this country torn apart 
on the issues of the war and amnesty. 

I believe in universal unconditional 
amnesty. We can’t bring the dead back. 
And we can’t restore the disabled to their 
position before the war. We can’t return 
the years to the POWs. The best we can do 
IS to try and bring this country back 
together. 

Over 400,000 men either deserted the 
service or evaded the draft during the war 
years. I believe that there must have been 
more of a reason than fear or cowardice. 
And certainly this is too large a portion of 
our country to simply ignore if they don’t 
sign the loyalty oath or do the alternate 
service many of them volunteered to do 
before leaving the country. 

Many of the draft evaders left the 
country; I don’t happen to believe that 
they were all cowards. It seems to me that 
if they had really loved their country this 
might be one of the hardest decisions to 
make. 

Dr. William Hall of the political science 
department said, “When you violate a law 
you must be prepared to pay the penalty 
for violation. The only penalty considered 
is jail.” 

I do to some extent agree. Perhaps it 
does show more strength to stay in this 
country and pay the penalty. But the 
penalty of exile seems almost as high to 
me. 

This does raise the question of a more 
equitable settlement for those who stayed 
and now have a prison record to show for it 
and those who wUl be able to return to 


civilian life after alternate service without 
such a record. 

The only just settlement 1 can see is that 
the records of those who went to jail must 
be erased. They lost time from their life, 
but so did the POWs and so have the draft 
dodgers and deserters. 

We talk about forgiveness about 
reconciling those “cowardly” men with 
the country for the price of time in 
alternate service. 

How about reconciling this country with 
the men who stood up for their principles 
and in doing so renounced the destructive 
policies of this country. 

I can’t agree with a boycott of the 
amnesty proposal by evaders and deserters. 
Just like the public’s acceptance of an 
amnesty plan, it is an individual matter 
whether or not to apply for the program. 

So we say, often in relief, that the war is 
over. Not so for the aftermath. The POWs 
are returning to a normal life. The disabled 
are trying to restructure their dreams and 
goals around their disabilities. The families 
of the missing are still wondering. 

Draft evaders and deserters are waiting 
to see how the first evaders to take 
advantage of the earned re-entry plan fare 
under the system. 

It wUl be a long time before this country 
IS able to look anywhere without seeing 
some reminder of the Vietnam years. 

In the final reading of the war’s price, 
the United States lost and without its 
honor. Whatever else we say about the war, 

I must say that the cost was too high. 

One of the arguments against amnesty 
is: What about those who died? 

There is no bringing back the dead. Who 
is to say that amnesty will make their 
deaths in vain? 

They cannot speak, but we can. And as 
much as I honor the dead, it still remains 
that the survivors are the real losers and 
that war hurts no one more than the living.

An existence at Bradley University tends 
to be very dull at times. Bradley doesn’t 
really offer a whole lot in the area of 
extra-curricular activities. 

Spend an hour some day walking from 
table to table in a dormitory cafeteria and 
listen to the conversation.

risk federal violation, injury

What would make someone do 
something really reckless ... like 
climb to the top of the 300-foot 
broadcasting tower located on 
campus? 

‘U dunno,” said a student who 
claims to have done it. “A couple 
of friends of mine had talked 
about it for some time when 
things got kind of boring here 
over the summer.” 

The student, who asked not to 
be identified, said he climbed to 
the top of the tower twice in one 
night during the last week of 
summer school. The first time he 
went alone; the second time he 
was with a friend. 

He said he attached a white 
sheet near the top of the 
structure. 

“We couldn’t find any paint 
and, anyway, we didn’t have 
anything we wanted to print on 
it,” he said. “We just put it up 
there just to show that somebody 
had been up there.” 

The ascent took about 45 
minutes and though there was no 
wind on the ground, the student 
said it was breezy on the tower. 

“We stopped a couple of times 
when a security car came down 
Glenwood Avenue (near the 
tower),” he said. 

‘‘We were wearing 
neutral-colored clothes but when 
we were climbing on the white 
parts of the tower and near the 
red lights, we thought we might 
be visible. We weren’t sure but we 
weren’t taking any chances.” 

He said he and his friend would 


screen themselves from security 
by swinging inside the post they 
were climbing and wrap their legs 
around the ladder on the outside 
of the post. 

“That was the only time I 
wouldn’t look down,” he recalled. 

He added, “The second time 
going up we were pretty far gone,

external. Sterility might be 
another side effect of prolonged 
exposure. 

“There haven’t been enough 
studies done on the hazards to pin 
them down,” the spokesman said. 

He added injury would depend 
on many variables including the 


position of a climber in relation to 
the antenna, the power of 
radiation and length and 
frequency of exposure. 

• The tower is used to broadcast 
FM radio (11,000 watts), 
UHF-TV (over 1.5 million watts) 
and has a microwave antenna (10 
watts for each of the four 
channels). 

The spokesman said a tower 
climber would have no way of 
knowing how many, if any, of 
the sources of radiation are being 
emitted by the antenna. 

The spokesman added that a 
burglar alarm has been installed 
on the tower because of problems 
experienced with climbers.

(FCC). 

A spokesman for the 
broadcasting facility on campus 
said a climber could disturb 
broadcasting by causing “changes 
in patterns of radiation” and 
could damage equipment without 
knowing it. 

Dean of Men Edward King said 
he would be “rather severe” to 
any students brought before him 
for climbing the tower. He said 
they would be placed on 
disciplinary probation and face 
possible suspension. 

Besides these penalties, there 
are other dangers. 

“Climbers face a number of 
risks,” said the spokesman for the 
campus facility, “the least of 
which is that they run the risk of 
falling off of the tower. Exposure 
to radiation from being next to an 
antenna can cause permanent 
biological damage.” 

The spokesman said climbers 
run the risk of suffering bums 
from radiation similar to the 
heating effect of a microwave oven 
which could be internal as well as

Hall, which will be replaced next 
year by the new physical 
education complex now under 
-construction. 

This year CAAB has 
recommended that more security 
lights be installed on campus. 
‘We’re also looking into the Field 
House moratorium on rock 
concerts,” Brocato said. 

Financial aids and admissions 
offices will also be studied by 
CAAB, according to Brocato. 

Another student member, Dave 
Venard, described the purpose of 
CAAB: “To advise and 
recommend where there is ho 
machinery.” He added that the 
committee “eliminates red tape” 
when a request or a problem 
requires speedy consideration.

Janice Michelsen was appointed 
Student Senate’s CAAB 
representative. 

CAAB will soon have three 
new faculty representatives, two 
elected at large and another from 
University Senate, according to 
Dr. Donald Albanito, dean of 
continuing education, who has 
chaired CAAB for the past two 
years.

Veterans react to conditional

*'If they want to return to the 
United States, they must pay the 
penalty. If they don't want to 
return, they are certainly welcome 
to stay in any country that 
welcomes them. 

‘^Amnesty means forgiveness. 
We cannot provide forgiveness for 
them." 


President R ichard M. Nixon 
Feb. 1, 1973 


On Monday, Sept. 16, 1974, 
President Gerald Ford announced 
his plan of earned re-entry for 
draft evaders and deserters. 

The plan set up a commission 
which would review individual 


cases and recommend a certain 
amount of time, up to two years, 
in alternate service, low paying 
public service jobs. 

Many veteran groups rejected 
the plan, saying it was too liberal, 
while draft evaders and deserters 
claimed it was too strict. 

The death toll of twelve years 
of war was 45,948 men killed as 
of April I, 1973, according to 
figures released by the United 
States Department of Defense. 

Tom Andrix, a construction 
major who served in the Navy for 
four years, said about the 
clemency proposal, “What I 
wanted to see was to allow them 
back in the United States and put 
in their military obligation. But 
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the Army said it didn’t want 
them.” 

Tom Krupa, who served in 
Vietnam for 10 months said, 
“Nothing has been said about 
those who stayed in the States 
and went to prison. Now they’re 
ex-convicts and no one’s said 
anything about having their 
records cleared.” 

“The new GI Bill was wiped 
out by Congress. If you want to 
talk about inequities in the system 
there’s one,” he added. 

Dick Taber, a senior who 
served in Vietnam said his first 
reaction was shock. “He (Ford) 
didn’t mention the details at first. 

I would have been a lot more 
critical of it five years ago. 
Amnesty brings up memories of 
the service.” 

“I was appalled at the 
situation, guys that did put in 
time weren’t there because they 
wanted to be. We didn’t want to 
go, but we did,” Andrix said. 

Daniel J. O’Connor, who 
worked with the Draft 
Information Center, said that the 


amnesty, Vietnam 
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plan did not go far enough. “It 
excludes one whole category of 
people—those who’d received a 
less than honorable discharge. 
These people should have their 
discharge revoked. 

“The amnesty plan is 
conditional with a loyity oath 
and alternate service. These 
conditions are punitive and totally 
unacceptable to those violating 
draft law.” 

The Draft Information Center, 
not connected with Bradley, 
counseled about 1,000 men in the 
late 60’s, O’Connor said. Most of 
them were Peoria residents and 
not Bradley students. 

Lloyd Crombie, who graduated 
from Bradley in July, said that 
people who lived in the country 
should be willing to give 
something up for it. 

According to Department of 
Defense figures, 354,112 men 
have deserted 1967-71. 
In 1971 alone, 98,324 men 
deserted. 

Crombie, who was wounded in 
Vietnam, said he had more 
sympathy for the deserters than 
draft dodgers. “They went in and 
tried to do the job. Maybe they 
couldn’t do it, but they tried.” 

Ron Anderson, a sophomore 
marketing major, had the same 
opinion. “Deserters, many of 
them, went in and gave it a try. I 
knew four or five who tried to get 
out of types of service, but 
couldn’t. Mentally they had no 
alternative-they went over the 
hill.” 

The government has hurt itself 
for future times, Andrix said. 

Crombie held the same 
opinion. “Granting amnesty now 
is going to make it tough if we get 
in another war. Nobody will do 
the fighting,” he said. 

“It sets a precedent for future 
wars,” Leo Delinski, who served 
20 years in the Air Force, said. “I 
seriously believe that 97 per cent 
used it (conscientious objection) 
as a cop-out. The other three per 
cent were sincere in their beliefs. 
For those that have proof of that. 
I’m all in favor of a second 
chance.” 

O’Connor, who favors universal 
unconditional amnesty, felt that 
‘almost all” of the draft evaders 
and deserters were conscientious 
objectors. 

“I counseled a young man in 
Galesburg. He was a Quaker, and 
his father, also a Quaker, had been 
a conscientious objector (C.O.) in 
World War II. The young man 
applied for C.O. status and was 
turned down. Well then what is a 
conscientious objector?”

“I would say that the badly 
disabled, guys who lost legs and 
arms are the ones who really lost. 
Their whole life has been shot 
down for many of them,” 
Crombie said. 

“It’s hard to draw distinctions 
between groups. There are several 
types of injury. 

There are physically disabled. 
There’s p^chological damage and 
the drug addicts. Many are not 
being helped at all,” O’Connor 
said. 

“Why should you go fight for 
your country when no one’s 
behind you? For what?” 
Anderson asked. “There were a 
lot of psychological 
repercussions.” 

He added that it would be 
another hundred years before the 
country would rebound from the 
cost of the war with the GI Bill, 
veteran’s disabilities and other 
costs. “The cost cannot be 
concluded with the signing of a 
peace treaty .” 

Most vets seemed to feel that 
the media played a part in the 
public attitude against the war. 

According to Crombie, 
“Television had a lot to do with 
it. They weren’t as objective as 
they should have been.” 

“The media grossly twists 
everything,” Anderson said. “My 
mother would send headlines of 
papers at home. Then there was 
Stars and Stripes (official military 
newspaper). Each had facts ot 
what we had encountered in the 
field. It was like the difference in 
night and day.” 

“The attitude of the public was 
also just a part of the change of 
times,” Andrix said. “I guess 
anti-establishment sums it up.” 

“After the furor dies down, 
people are going to make a serious 
effort to forget Vietnam existed,” 
Krupa said. 

“Afy fellow Americans, let us 
therefore unite as a nation, with a 
firm and wise policy of real peace, 
not the peace of surrender, but 
peace with honor, not just peace 
in our time, but peace for 
generations to come. ”

“I’m in favor of some type of 
conditional amnesty to get it over 
with,” Taber said. “Sooner we get 
amnesty and Vietnam out of the 
way, the better. Amnesty raised a 
dying issue.”

Admissions 
releases 
fall numbers

The official admissions figures, 
released Sept. 25 show that 
enrollment for the fall semester 
exceeds projected figures, 
according to Orville Nothdurft, 
dean of admissions. The total of 
all students attending the 
university (full and part time) is 
now 5,025. The number of full 
time students is 3,944 compared 
to the projected number of 3,850. 

“I’m pleased to report that we 
did very well in the area of 
admissions this year,” Nothdurft 
stated. Two reasons were given by 
Nothdurft for the high enrollment 
figures. First was an increase of 
entering freshmen compared to 
projections, and second, a high 
percentage of returning 
upperclassmen. 

“I’m just delighted with the 
quality of our entering students,” 
Nothdurft said. The statistics 
showed that 25 per cent of the 
freshmen ranked in the top 10 per 
cent of their class, a Bradley 
record for incoming freshmen. 

Nothdurft pointed out that 
there is a national trend of 
dropping enrollment at private 
schools which Bradley has avoided 
to any serious extent. “Overall 
I’m quite pleased with the official 
figures and also the fact we 
haven’t sacrificed any quality to 
attain them,” Nothdurft said.

There are elements here of a 
second-rate seagoing “Grand 
Hotel” but fortunately these are 
left in the background as the film 
concentrates on the diffusing of 
the bombs and the finding of 
Juggernaut.

The plot is as 
intricate as are the bombs 
themselves and it twists and turns 
so well that even the cliches come 
off. 

To tell the particulars of the 
plot (who is Juggernaut, how 


many bombs go off before Harris 
is successful, etc.) would ruin the 
plot, but it is imaginative. 

And while the performances 
are nothing to rave about, except 
fot the one by Hopkins, they are 
all adequate enough for this 
movie. Sharif is stalwart as the 
Captain, Harris is agreeably 
cynical as the worldly defuser, 
David Hemings is alternately 
corny and humorous as the ship’s 
entertainment director, Shirley 
Knight is sufficiently worried as 
Sharifs passenger-mistress and 
Hopkins brilliantly underplays his 
role of the Scotland Yard 
inspector whose wife and kids are 
aboard ship. 

Add to this the beautiful and 
sometimes awesomely 
breath-taking photography and 
you have not an all-time great but 
a dandy little disaster-adventure 
that’s well worth the time and 
money to see.

Title IX--no more sex discrimination--it sounds simple

“Pound for pound, you’re as 
good as he is,” WomenSports 
magazine said. 

College campuses all over the 
country are becoming more and 
more concerned about this 
attitude which has been increasing 
in the past few years, especially 
last year when Title IX was passed 
by the United States Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW). When this bill goes into 
effect in August of 1975, things 
will become even more frantic. 

“Coaches are running scared 
because they don’t know what’s

of the men’s P.E. department and 
assistant athletic director, said. 

Title IX “gives women the 
opportunity to try out for sports, 
and if they can’t make the team, 
we have to match funds,” Tom 
Coker, Bradley’s tennis coach 
added. “We’re just waiting to see 
what’s going to happen.” 

It sounds simple. Title IX “... 
prohibits sex discrimination in 
education programs or activities 
which recieve federal financial 
assistance.” 

Mildred Caldwell, head of the 
women’s P.E. department 
explained, “No sex 
discrimination—that’s all in the 
world it is. If the women want to 
have equal financial backing, they 
ought to have teams just as good. 
Tryouts for varsity teams should 
be open to anybody, and teams 
will be chosen according to skill.” 

Coker agreed, “Any girl who 
tries out for tennis is already 
eligible.” If a woman tennis player 
is better than a male player, Coker 
insisted the woman would make 
the team. 

“We don’t have a girl’s team in 
any of these areas, but Coker 
would be tickled to death to have 
a top woman tennis player on his 
team,” Caldwell emphasized. 

So what’s the problem? 

Money. 

“So far,” Coker said, “there 
haven’t been any efforts to set up 
a women’s tennis team. It’s not 


that we don’t want women to 
have the opportunity to 
participate, but we’re in a 
financial deficit now. 

“As it stands, if the women 
don’t make the team and want to 
start a team of their own, we can’t 
refuse to give scholarships,” Coker 
said. “I’m not opposed to 
women’s programs.” 

“If you eliminate scholarships 
and compete on a collegiate 
standpoint, you hurt the quality 
of the team. We can’t afford to 
double the scholarship help. You 
will cut the quality of the men’s 
team in half.” 

Coker explained the relevance 
of scholarship help in the Missouri 
Valley Conference (MVC). “It 
took me 20 years to build up this 
program where we can compete 
with schools that have better 
scholarship programs. We can beat 


teams that don’t have scholarship 
help.” 

He added that since getting 
three tennis scholarships in 1967, 
Bradley placed third in MVC and 
in 1968 placed first. Currently, 
Bradley is able to offer six tennis 
scholarships. “Without scholarship 
help, we can’t compete in MVC,” 
Coker said. 

Stone pointed out financial 
aspects of Title IX. “There are 
very few schools operating in the 
black. A lot of schools have cut 
programs, trying to stay as close 
to the lines as they can afford to 
operate.” 

Caldwell, however, said, “I 
can’t see that it would be 
anything but an advantage to all 
students-giving all students equal 
opportunity. I can’t see that it’s 
going to hurt. Let’s say it will 
slow things down.” 


She pointed out that other; 
schools aided by the federal" 
government will be affected by 
this bill also, and “If institutions 
do violate this, federal monies will 
be withdrawn.” 

“The whole thing is just a bit 
amusing to me, the responses the 
people have had,” Caldwell said. 
“They get a bit uptight about it. 
And, I don’t see anything uptighi 
about it. It’s going to work it 
way out naturally. But, we’ll hav 
militants on both sides. It work 
both ways.” 

She related Title IX to the 
classroom as well. “According to 
Title IX, we’ll be obligated to 
offer courses to men and women 
together. We’re not going to set 
an abrupt change in female 
population wanting to take men’s 
courses any more than we’ll see 
boys wanting to take ballet,” 
Caldwell added.

Out of position Smith Bradley's top scorer

There are easier things in life to 
do than trying to get a detailed 
answer out of Bradley center Greg 
Smith during an interview. 

For instance, one could try 
running a four minute mile or 
taking a career 4.0 grade point 
average out of Yale. Greg Smith 
doesn’t have to say a whole lot 
off the court. He does most of his 
talking on the court with the 
basketball. 

Watching Greg Smith get the 
ball in the pivot is like watching 
an artist at work or a surgeon in 
the operating room. You never 
know what method he’s going to 
use, but the result is usually the 
same: a masterpiece. Two points 
on the scoreboard. Sometimes 
three. 

Greg Smith isn’t your ordinary, 
everyday basketball center. The 
center position in usually reserved 
for the big, tall physical type of 
player. 

Smith stands 6-5, considered 
pint-size Tor the pivot. What he 
does with the ball makes him 
giant-sized around the Missouri 
Valley. He works like a magician 
around the behemoths that guard 
him, giving them fakes, pumps, 
double pumps, reverses and that 
patented, soft, turn-around jump 
shot. 

Smith is regarded as a pure 
offensive center and his main job 
is to score points. His height and 
admitted lack of quickness make 
him vulnerable on defense, but 
that is also improving. 

“Since my freshman year the 
biggest improvement in my game 
has been my offensive moves and 


team play,” Smith said. “I’m still 
a little weak on defense and 
rebounding but playing against 
this squad in practice and the rest 
of the Missouri Valley makes you 
improve quickly,” he added. 

Smith graduated from Aurora 
East High School in 1972. The big 
blond (who resembles Jack 

Nicklaus) was considered highly 
by many large schools but 
narrowed his choices to Bradley 
and Illinois State before choosing 
Bradley. 

“I wanted to go to a smaller 
school, and after seeing the 
facilities here I knew they 

wouldn’t recruit a big man and I’d 
have a chance to play. And I 

always wanted to play in the 

valley because it was such a good 
conference,” Smith said. 

Smith feels that not having a 
junior varsity program is going to 
hurt the freshmen ballplayers at 
Bradley this year because it will 
limit their actual playing time 
during the season. 

Smith was one of the biggest 
benificiaries of the program in his 
freshman year. Early in the season 
he was placed on the JV team to 
gain more playing time and 
confidence. After six games there, 
in which he averaged almost 27 
points a game, he came back to 
the varsity to the starting center 
job and he’s had it ever since. 

This year the freshmen won’t 
have that opportunity. ‘They 
could be playing 18 games, 40 
minutes a game but now they’ll 
just be playing mostly against the 
first squad and they’ll be going 
into the games ‘green’ without 
much experience or confidence.

The Braves continue their 
schedule today when they play 
host to Knox College at 4 p.m.

Teammates Mike Larson 
and Rick Livesey also broke the 
old Newman course record set five 
years ago by Don Sage, formerly 
of Northern Illinois. 

“I feel that they have a good 
shot at winning the NCAA 
Division II championship this 
year,” Bradley coack Jake Schoof 
said of EIU after the meet. The 
Panthers were third in the 
nationals last fall. 


Following Winfield’s eight 
place finish, other Bradley runners 
were Jim Forster (ninth), Rick 
Smathers (tenth), Frank Leonard 
(eleventh) and Mike Freeman 
(twelfth). 

Tuesday, the harriers suffered 
their fourth loss in a row at the 
hands of Northern Illinois, 26-29. 

Winfield won the race by a 
ten-second margin over NIU’s 
Tom White.

Bottom of the Fifth

The last time Bradley was represented 
on any All-American team was in 1971 
when Bob Koeppel was named to the 
Sporting News College Baseball 
All-American team in June of that year. 

Koeppel was a junior that year, but 
bypassed his senior year of baseball 
eligibility to go pro with the Minnesota 
Twins American League baseball team. 

He was an all-star in his first season as a 
pro with the Twins’ Lynchbuig farm club 
in Class A after hitting .290 and collecting 28 
doubles and 72 runs batted in. 

The following season (1973) Koeppel 
hit .276 with Orlando (Class AA) and again 
was named to the all star team. 

Koeppel had been an outfielder or first 
basement tliroughout his career, but during 
the tail end of that 1973 season, he was 
pressed into service as a pitcher, and faired 
well. 

Before the 1974 season began, the 
Twins brass informed Koeppel that he was 
to be a full time pitcher. Koeppel said that 
he’d think about it, and when he learned 
that it would be back to Class A ball, he 
asked the Twins for his release, and got it. 

Since leaving baseball, Koeppel has tried 
to catch on with another team, but has not 
succeeded. He has become a teacher at 
Peoria Limestone high school and serves as 
freshman football coach along with his 
duties as physical education instructor. 

Koeppel would like very much to return 
to baseball. He has the minor league 
credentials, and as a collegian in 1971 he 
hit .441 and led the nation with an average 
of 1.46 runs batted in per game. 

“I guess all 1 ever wanted to do was play 
baseball,” Koeppel said. “I miss everything 
about those days when 1 was in baseball. 1 
miss the life, the money, the baseball. It 
got hectic, but it was great.” 


There are numerous ex-Bradley athletes 
now in the professional sports ranks. 

That number 37 running back kickoffs 
for the Dallas—he’s Dennis Morgan, who 
graduated from Western Illinois but started 
his collegiate career at Bradley. 

Morgan was a member of the last Bradley 
football team in 1970, playing halfback for 
Bill Stone. When the football program was 
dropped after that year, Morgan transferred 
to WIU where he had a fine career. 

Seymour Reed has apparently won a 
spot with the Los Angeles Lakers of the 
NBA. Reed went to training camp as one of 
only three rookies, and is still with the 
team. 

A1 Smith, a 1971 Bradley grad, was 
recently traded by the ABA Denver 
franchise to the Utah Stars. Smith was 
Denver’s Most Valuable Player, and hast 
been among the ABA’s leaders in assists for 
the past three seasons. 

Steve Kuberski, who came to Bradley 
after the famed Illinois slush fund scandal 
of the late 1960’s and left BU with one. 
year of eligibility to go to the Boston 
Celtics, has won a spot with the new NBA 
Orleans Jazz team, and could very well be a 
starter this season. Kuberski was a member 
of the 1974 NBA champion Boston Celtics. 

But the player generally regarded as the 
greatest player ever at Bradley, Chet 
Walker, has reportedly decided to hang up 
his sneakers and quit the NBA Chicago' 
Bulls. 

Bulls coach Dick Motta was quoted in a 
national magazine as saying that he; 
considers Chet retired, even though the 
Bulls are reportedly offering Walker 
$200,000 to return for one more season.;

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Abegg says tuition to go up next year; 
Putnam Award goes to M.T.’s Oiling

President Martin G. Abegg 
announced there would be an 
increase in tuition next fall at the 
78th Founder’s Day Convocation 
Wednesday in the Field House. He 
did not specify the amount of the 
increase. 

Dr. Gustav Oiling, chairman of 
the mechanical technology 
department, received the Putnam 
Award for excellence in teaching 
at the event, which was 
highlighted by a procession of 
faculty in caps and gowns. 

Oiling was chosen by the 
Council of Deans and Directors 
and will receive a certificate and a 
$500 stipend. President Abegg 
presented the award and said 
Oiling has “the respect of 
^ students, faculty and alumni and 
has made a favorable impression 
in the community.” 

In the state of the university 
message, Abegg announced that 
“a tuition increase next year will 
be necessary. 

“Costs of programs are rapidly 
increasing, but the university is 
continuing to make an extensive 
effort to increase outside 
support.” 

According to Abegg, individual 
students must continue as the 
main focus of the university. He 
added that an educational 
environment of individual 
attention will become a reality if 
students seek out available 
services. 

“The primary thrust is at 
teaching, but we must also 
consider research and public 
service,” he said. 


“The institution has 
consistently responded to the 
challenge of the times. We have 
had many dedicated people over 
the years. All of us have a 
responsibility to carry on with the 
effort.” 

The Mergen Memorial Award 
for public service was presented to 
Dr. Romeo Garrett, professor of 
sociology. Karl Wheatley of the 
Bradley National Alumni 
Association awarded a plaque to 
Garrett, who was the final choice 
of among 12 nominations. 

President Abegg presented to 
Dr. Douglas Thorson, chairman of 
the economics department, the 
Award for Professional 
Excellence. Thorson will receive a 
certificate and a $400 stipend for 
the award which is given for 
outstanding research. 

Thorson will lecture on his 
work Thursday at.7:30 p.m. in 
Olin 159. 

Mrs. Lydia Moss Bradley, 
founder of Bradley, was paid 
tribute by Harold Lintz, president 
of the Bradley National Alumni 
Association. Paraphrasing a 
popular quotation, he said, 
“People aren’t everything. People 
are the only thing. I think this is 
how Mrs. Bradley would have 
felt.” 

He also spoke on the goals of 
the Alumni Association. Long 
range goals include effective 
student recruitment and 
increasing alumni giving. 

“Improving the campus, 
alumni-f acuity relations, 
alumni-student relations and 
achieving success for Bradley” are 


short range goals for the 
Association, Lintz said. 

“We will pursue these goals 
with interest, effort and service 
and will keep in mind that people 
are the only thing,” he concluded.

Group to be enlarged 


Senate keeps food committee

Student Senate decided to 
keep the ad hoc food service 
committee as a part of Senate, in 
action taken at Monday’s meeting. 
The decision was made in a voice 
vote. 

In a letter to All-school 
President Phil Pritzker Sept. 30, 
Joseph Mele, vice president for 
business affairs, had 
recommended that Senate 
“disengage itself from the food 
service evaluation” and appoint 
members to the committee from 
Interdorm Council. 

The letter also said any 
decision to put the food contract 
up for competitive bidding would 
be made by the university, 
probably by the beginning of 
second semester. The food service 
committee would limit its 
activities to evaluating the 
performance of the present food 
service. Canteen Corp., during the 
current semester, Mele’s letter also 
said. 

All-school Treasurer Kevin 
Tilton resigned as chairman of the 
food committee Sept. 30 as a 
result of Mele’s guidelines. Tilton 
had announced that the 
committee would be putting the 
contracts up for bidding. 

Pritzker met with Mele Oct. 1 
to invite him to speak to Senate 
about the letter. Prizker said Mele 
could not be at Monday’s Senate 
meeting because of a previous 
committment. 

“From what I could gather 
from our conversation, one of his 
objections with last year’s food 
service committee is that one-half 
of the members did not eat in the 
dorms,” Pritzker said. 

“I think he felt that the 
committee was not adequate in 
that regard. He felt that senators 
getting on the committee year 
after year would simply be doing 
it as a way to gain political 
prominence.” 

Pritzker also said Mele was 
concerned that the committee did 
not recognize that the university 
had ultimate authority in 
implementing recommendations 
and taking action. 

Pritzker said he plans to make 
three or more appointments of 


new members to the committee 
by the end of the week. 

Because the food group is an 
ad hoc committee, the all-school 
president makes appointments to 
the committee and the committee 

Senate Report 

is responsible directly to the 
all-school president, according to 
Pritzker. 

Pritzker said he would use 
three criteria for considering new 
appointments. 

—All members should eat in 
dorms. 

—At least one senior and two 
students other than seniors will be 
appointed. 

—At least one of the new 
appointments would not be a 
senator (current member McGhee 
is not a senator). 

Pritzker added that he would 
be seeking input from black 
students before making 


appointments. He said he may let 
the committee choose a chairman 
from its own membership. 

Pritzker said he expects the 
committee, Mele and the food 
service director to meet to 
determine an agenda by the end 
of the month. 

A survey to determine 
students’ attitude of dorm food, 
one of five items included in 
Canteen’s current contract, will be 
conducted in November by 
Canteen, according to Food 
Service Director Robert 
Byczynski. 

“Hopefully by Thanksgiving 
break the survey will be done and 
the committee will start the 
evaluation of Canteen,” Pritzker 
said. 

“Sometime between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas it will 
have formulated its 
recommendations. That’s the 
farthest deadline.”

The admissions aide program 
which brings prospective students 
to Bradley’s campus has been 
expanded to include two 
visitation weekends, according to 
Bradley junior Lyndi Kramer, 
director of the program. 

Originated and directed by 
students, the admissions aide 
program is designed to host 
prospective Bradley students for 
overnight visitation on campus. 

This year, a fall weekend on 
Oct. 31-Nov. 2 and a spring 
weekend on April 17-19 will be 
held to accommodate 75-150 
students each weekend. The 
weekend program has also been 
expanded over last year’s which 
was geared for only 50 students 
for one weekend. 

The expanded fall and spring 
weekends “will entail the 
volunteer corps plus other 
volunteers, preferably in the 
freshman dorms to host students 
by letting them spend the night in 
their dorm room,” Kramer said. 

The weekend will include 
movies on Bradley, a speaker at 
the Field House, class visitation, 
tours of campus and of various 


departments, social activities and 
a reception with faculty, advisors 
and counselors. 

The admissions aide program 
has two rooms in University Hall 
and two rooms in Lovelace with a 
capacity to house 20 students 
every weekend. Each room is 
equipped with two bunk beds and 
a single bed. 

Prospective Bradley students- 
wishing to visit the campus are 
not charged for staying in dorm 
rooms, but they must pay for 
their own meals. 

The volunteer hospitality 
corps, begun second semester last 
year, is in charge of hosting the 
students for the weekend. 
Freshmen and sophomores work 
in pairs, volunteering their time 
about three times a semester to 
host the visiting students. The 
hospitality corps meets with the 
students upon their arrival, 
answers questions and provides 
suggestions as to places to visit 
and socialize over the weekend. 

Students usually arrive on a 
Thursday night and are shown 
their dorm rooms and issued their 
keys, temporary ID.’s and meal 
tickets. Friday is spent working

with counselors and advisors and 
visiting classes. Friday and 
Saturday nights, visitors usually 
attend a party at a fraternity or 
sorority or socialize with the 
residents on their floor, Kramer 
said. 

After the students leave, 
admissions aides follow up the 
program with thank-you 
letters and watching how many of 
the visitors apply and are accepted 
to Bradley. According to Kramer, 
last year 63 per cent of the 276 
students who visited campus 
through this program applied and 
were accepted at Bradley. 

Admissions aides work closely 
with the Greek system on a 
volunteer basis. The Greek houses 
rotate on providing housing for 
the overflow from the dorms. 

Working with Kramer on the 
program are sophomores Sarah 
Owens, Ginger Conley and Jim 
Mueller, junior Carla Jones and 
the Sorority Coordinator Cindi 
Janota.

Newman staff responds with 'concern, care, love'

When students attend college, 
whether it is for the first or last 
time, they sometimes get 
discouraged, insecure or just plain 
down. Many want counseling 
or perhaps just a friend. Both of 
these exist at the Newman 
Foundation. 

With the help of the students, 
the Foundation is run by Father 
Pat Collins, Sister Rachel 
Bergschneider and Tom Krieshok. 
Although Newman is staffed by 
Catholics, the Foundation is open 
to all students, whatever their 
religion* according to Collins. 

“Our basic approach for three 
years has been to try to be present 
with students, to know their 
needs and respond to those needs 
with concern, care and love,” 
Collins explained. 

Father Collins, who came to 
Bradley two years ago, was 
ordained in 1964 and taught at 
several schools including Notre 
Dame before being assigned to 
Newman. In working with Bradley 
students and administrators, 
Collins offers a challenge to them 
and the surrounding 
community “in justice and peace: 
those who have a responsibility to 
those who have not.” 

Also working at the 
Foundation is Sister Rachel, who 
taught and counseled for five 
years in a high school before 
coming to Bradley. 

In her second year in the 
Bradley area, Rachel said, “I was 
very interested in working on 


campus with people. Our basic 
philosophy is our desire to know 
students as people, and from there 
respond to needs that might 
surface as individuals or 
otherwise. We are available to 
anyone who has any kind of 
need.” 

Tom Krieshok, who just 
received his bachelor’s degree in 
psychology from the University of 
Illinois, handles the music for the 
Sunday masses. 

“I came here because I have a 
keen interest in the church, and I 
wanted to wait a bit before I got 
my master’s degree,” Krieshok 
said. 

The Newman Foundation 
began in 1959 and is named after 
Cardinal Newman, a nineteenth 
century professor at Oxford, who 
is a patron of ministry to higher 
education. 

Aside from counseling 
students, the Foundation is 
involved with many activities in 
the Bradley area. Father Collins 
will conduct a course dealing with 
the Christian experience. 

Other activities sponsored by 
the Newman Foundation will 
include an encounter-retreat 
where “students get to know each 
other and themselves and through 
this get to know God better,” 
Collins said. The encounter will be 
held Nov. 1 and 2 for 
sophomores, juniors and seniors. 
A coffee house is planned In 
Williams West Cafeteria on Nov. 
24.

It wouldn’t seem that it should be hard to find people 
who fit these categories at a mid-sized private university with 
a large College of Liberal Arts and a separate School of Art. 

But if Bradley has more than a handful of them, they sure 
are modest about their work. 

This is the third year Tom Kazunas, a junior English 
major, has worked on publishing a literary magazine. 

When he enrolled at Bradley as a freshman, he was 
concerned when he discovered that there was no active 
literary magazine on campus. So he spent the first semester 
of his sophomore year planning and trying to get through the 
red tape connected with organizing a publication. 

The next semester he received funding from the Student 
Activities Board Review Committee, but couldn’t get enough 
student contributions to make publication worthwhile. So 
the project was postponed until this year. 

But after a full-scale publicity effort, including inserting a 
flyer in last week’s he still only has enough material to 

fill 10 pages of a 50-page magazine. And he doesn’t have any 
artwork yet. 

Kazunas’ only explanation for his difficulties is student 
apathy or “extreme modesty.’’ 

He pointed out that creative writing classes are filled, with 
waiting lists for next semester and said faculty in the English 
department and the director of the School of Art had been 
cooperative in publicizing the venture to their students. 

But still little material comes in. 

Kazunas is, in his own words, “incredibly optimistic” that 
the magazine will eventually receive enough material by the 
Oct. 18 deadline, but he added, “It’s getting kind of 
frustrating to be editor of a non-existent magazine.” 

He even said in jest that a couple members of his staff 
were thinking about changing their names, submitting works 
to win the cash awards the magazine is offering, then 
disappearing. 

Ideally, college should be a time for students to grow, to 
experiment and to take advantage of opportunities rarely 
offered in the “real” world. 

Kazunas and his staff have made the most of the freedom 
the university climate offers and have attempted to pave the 
way so that others can benefit. 

What a shame most students are so inert that they won’t 
take advantage of the chance.

replied that a dollar was too much 
to pay for a beer, and gave back 
the beer and left the premises. 

In view of the circumstances 
mentioned above, I can readily 
see, (using Mr. Locke’s figures) 
why 75 per cent of the student 
body is not actively involved 
within the Greek system. 

In lieu of this fact, I cannot 
help but view Mr. Locke’s 
question (“Why is it that often 
times other organizations schedule 
events which knowingly coincide 
with Greek sponsored events?”) in 
a different light. 

With three-fourths of the 
student body still at large to 
attract, I now ask Mr. Locke: Why 
is it that fraternity rush was 
scheduled at the same time that 
the Student Center Board 
scheduled an outdoor jam, a 
movie and an all-nighter. 

Coincidence? Maybe.

Business on Main Street: In transition or going out of style?

The 1200 block of West Main 
Street in Peoria is a strange 
mixture of life and death. 

On the north corner of Main 
and University is Knight & Feger 
Pharmacy, which is usuadly 
bustling with activity. Next door 
at 1239 W. Main is the dark 
skeleton of Ah Men, a men’s 
clothing store that closed its doors 
last spring. 

The next storefront is also 
empty, with the name over the 
door all that remains of the 
Varsity Dress Shop. It closed last 
summer, when its owner moved to 
the Wardcliffe Shopping Center. 

Lagron-Miller, a religious 
supplies store at 1231 W. Main 
maintains its position on Main 
with bright display windows filled 
with art and decorative objects. 

Lagron is in sharp contrast, 
however, to the next space — a 
blank lot that is now often filled 
with trash. The building that once 
was occupied by a variety of 
enterprises burned down just over 
a year ago and the owner tore 
down the remains.and left the lot 
vacant. 

The next building houses both 
Gregg Florist, 1*223 W. Main, and 
Grube Printing, 1219 W. Main. 
With Lee’s Cantonese Foods, 
1209 W. Main, they surround two 
more outcasts, the former 
locations of Main Variety and a 
record shop. 

So the question needs to be 
asked: Is Main Street dying? 

The answers range from an 
emphatic yes to a scornful no, 
depending who is asked. 

“We are delighted with the 
neighborhood and with Bradley,” 
Mrs. Nick Hoehne, wife of the 
owner of Lagron-Miller, said. ‘We 
wanted a central location because 
we service all religions, so this is 
just right for us. 

‘This area could easily support 
small businesses. These little areas 
are good. If you’re trying to do a 
service, instead of gouge people, 
you can make it work,” she 
explained. 


Hoehne said she and her 
husband have no plans to move 
their store. But she added that 
anything the city might do to 
improve the area would be better 
for the city as a whole. 

Echoing her sentiments was 
R.J. Knight, pharmacist and 
operator of Knight & Feger. He 
emphasized that the city has to 
make improvements because no 
individual can afford to do it 
alone. 

One such improvement Knight 
mentioned is the need for parking 
spaces. ‘When Main Street was 
first built up, people weren’t 
mobile — there was no need for 
cars,” he explained. 

“Now you can’t put up a store 
with no parking. But no one 
wants to tear down a building to 
put in parking. 

“I’ve been fighting this 
problem for 10 years.” Knight 
said he had discussed the problem 
with City Councilman James 
Bateman, but added that although 
Bateman said he had plans, they 
will probably have to wait until 
after downtown redevelopment is 
completed. 

Another who fought the 
problems of Main Street, but 
finally gave up, is L.H. 
Zumbahlen, the former owner of 
Main Variety. 

Zumbahlen said he had fought 
with both the city and his 
landlord and could get neither to 
cooperate with his plans to 
improve parking and the area. So 
after 17 years at the same 
location. Main Variety closed its 
doors last year. 

“People were afraid to come 
into the area,” Zumbahlen said. 
He added his business had 
dropped radically the moment the 
Bakery, a drug rehabilitation 
center, moved onto the block 
three years ago. Even after the 
Bakery closed, people still stayed 
away, according to Zumbahlen. 

Bad publicity the area got was 
also one reason Mary Lou Bushell 
moved her store, the Varsity Dress 
Shop, to its more suburban 
location. Other problems she cited 
were lack of parking and the trend

for college students not to buy as 
many clothes as in the past. 

“People are moving out here 
anyway,” she said. She 
summarized her basic reason for 
moving: “survival”. 

Not everyone is so pessimistic 
about their chances on Main 
Street. Myrtle Levere, who 
operates Gregg Florist on Main, 
said, ‘There are people who live 
here who still can afford to buy 
lovely things who didn’t want to 
move. They have chosen to 
remain here. Of course, it used to 
be very convenient here, and it’s 
not so convenient any longer.” 

Others believe the area still has 
much to offer. John C. Kane, 
who, with his wife, formerly 
operated Kane’s Drug Store, a 
forerunner of Knight & Feger, and 
who still own two buildings in 


which the drug store. Ah Men and 
Varsity Dress Shop were located, 
said, “We used to think it was the 
best street in Peoria. When we 
were there, our business certainly 
showed it.” 

His wife added, ‘This west 
bluff has always been the cream 
of Peoria. A lot of people have 
lost heart, but some people may 
decide to come back to Main 
Street.” 

Kane is striving to fill his 
empty stores with shops 
comparable to the ones that 
vacated. He even turned down one 
prospective renter because he had 
doubts the business “would draw 
the right type of persons” to the 
area. 

He said he would like to help 
the area overcome the “sting” 
that he thinks the Bakery gave the 


area by “attracting a lot of 
undesirables.” 

One businessman, however, is 
not sorry to see some of the other 
shops in the area close. Harold 
Akers of Harold’s Fine Foods, 
1224 W. Main, said his business 
has done nothing but increase 
since he moved to the building 
two years ago. He even plans to 
change the entranceway to his 
building to allow for more tables. 

To what does he attribute his 
growing business, when almost all 
the others feel the pinch? 

“Well,” he grinned as he 
explained, “the fewer' other 
businesses there are, the more 
parking space there is for my 
customers!”

In 1902, the first basketball was tossed at center court and 
Bradley began its first season of intercollegiate basketball 
competition. 

That first team had no coach, and ran up a 5-2 record. 

The first basketball coach at Bradley was Fred Brown, and 
under his direction Bradley basketball began to prosper. 

Brown coached for nine years and a part of a tenth, before 
yielding to A. J. Robertson, who directed Bradley basketball 
fortunes for 26 seasons, running up 316 victories. 

F. A. Anderson became head coach in 1948, and under 
Anderson Bradley had back-to-back 32-win seasons in 
1949-50 and 1950-51 including second place finishes in both 
the NCAA and NIT tournaments. 

Chuck Orsborne took the head coaching job in 1956-57 
and remained in charge until 1964-65 when present coach 
Joe Stowell stepped up from the junior varsity. Orsborne had 
the best winning percentage of all Bradley basketball coaches, 
with 195 wins and a .777 winning percentage. 

As Stowell embarks on his tenth year, he becomes the 
second-longest serving Bradley coach, with only Robertson s 
26 seasons on the bench in front of him. 

Will the Braves be out to duplicate last year’s 
super-season? “We are not out to duplicate anything,” 
Stowell quickly replied. “We just go out and play as best we 
can.” 

The Missouri Valley returns 39 starters from eight teams 
this year, and things will be tough. Bradley’s chances? 

“We’ve got four players with quite a little experience,” 
Stowell said, “and we’ve also got two players who each 
played one semester. But then again we’ve got seven guys 
who’ve never shot a basketball here. 

“Our primary concern when practice begins Tuesday,” 
Stowell continued, “will be to make sure everybody’s in 
shape. We’ll spend the first two weeks working on 
conditioning. 

“Then we’ll go into team play,” Stowell continued, “our 
concept of team offense and team defense. We don’t restrict 
individual movement, but the team concept got us where we 
were last year.” 

The Valley race will be a hotly contested thing this year, 
according to Stowell. 

“There is no question about how good Louisville is,” 
Stowell said, “and North Texas had its best recruiting this year 
ever, although they’ll miss Bob Iverson (who quit the team 
this week). 

“Wichita State has good players and recruited well, and 
Tulsa returns almost everybody. We’ll just have to play like

Tuesday, the Leathernecks of 
Western Illinois came to town and 
handed the Braves their sixth 
setback of the season.

WIU’s Dana Hiserote, who 
graduated from Peoria Central last 
spring, set a new course record 
with a time of 25:17. His effort 
was seven seconds better than the 
previous record, set two weeks 
ago by Ken Burke of Eastern 
Illinois. 

Winfield finished second in the 
meet, and tied the Bradley five 
mile record with a time of 25:43. 
The co-holder of the record is 
John Armstrong, who set it at the 
University of Illinois in 1971. 
Winfield’s time was also the best 
ever run by a Brave harrier on the 
Newman Golf Course. 

Winfield was obviously pleased 


with his effort. “I ran a really 
good race,” he said. “I really felt 
good.” 

Despite the final team result of 
the race, Schoof was delighted 
with the way his runners 
performed. “We ran by far our 
best race of the season,” he 
claimed. ‘That’s all I can ask. We 
reacted well to the competition.” 

Frank Leonard once again ran 
second for the Braves,placing 
sixth. He was followed by Jim 
Forster (seventh), A1 Smith 
(eighth), Mike Freeman (ninth), 
Tony Brocato (tenth) and Rick 
Smathers (eleventh). All six

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Room and board to go up $40 

Abegg recommends tuition rate increase of $200

President Martin G. Abegg 
announced at Monday’s Senate 
meeting that he will request a 
$200 increase in tuition for the 
year next fall, and said he would 
ask for hikes in room and board 
and per credit hour fees. 

The increases, which will be 
presented to the Board of 
Trustees later this month for 
consideration, would bring tuition 
for two semesters to $2400 for 
full-time students. 

The announcement follows an 
Oct. 9 Founder’s Day speech in 
which Abegg said there would be 
an increase in tuition but gave no 
• specific amount. 

Room and board costs would 
rise $40 next year if Abegg’s 
recommendations are approved. 

The rate per credit hour would 
be increased $10 to $70 for 
part-time students taking seven or 
less hours and full-time students 
taking more than 16 hours a 


semester. Part-time students 
taking 8-11 hours would pay $100 
an hour. 

The hike would take effect for 
the 19’75 summer school. Abegg 
said that summer school tuition 
would be $70 per credit hour, 
even if a student exceeded seven 
hours. 

Abegg said the hike was 
necessary to offset projected 
deficits. A $616,000 deficit is 
projected for the current school 
year. 

“In projecting the budget for 
1975-76, if we made no changes 
in income or expenditures, we 
would end up with another 
$616,000 deficit,” Abegg said. “It 
is impossible to hold expenditures 
down; many of them we have no 
control over.” 

He said these costs include 
utilities, postage, fringe benefits 
guaranteed to employees, 
stationery and fuel. He added 
costs for equipment “seem to be

going up like everything else.” 

He said salaries, an item that 
tlie school does have control over. 
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would go up “if we are going to 
properly reimburse the people 
who work for the university to try 
to respond to increases in the cost 
of living.” 

For the 1973-74 school year, 
Bradley ended with a $356,000 
deficit, which was covered by 
“unallocated reserves,” according 
to Abegg. Abegg said that Bradley 
Iras about $170,000 in 
unallocated reserves remaining. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker said Abegg consulted him 
at a meeting to discuss the 
proposed increase. Pritzker said 


three other students were invited 
to attend. Off Campus Senator 
Jack Meyer was present while the 
other two students were not 
present, according to Pritzker. 

“It is my opinion that unless 
the university is willing to accept 
a $1.2 million deficit projected 
after next year, it is clear that a 
tuition hike is necessary and 
needed to keep the university 
financially stable,” Pritzker said. 

Abegg said an increase would 
be made in financial aid to 
students. The size of the increase 
would depend on enrollment, 
Abegg said.

When asked if annual hikes in 
tuition could be expected, Abegg 
said, ‘The economy picture being 
what it is today, I think it would 
be unrealistic for me or anybody 
else to assure the student body 
that we wouldn’t have an increase 
next year or the year after that. A 
lot depends on what happens to 
the economy.”

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University’s deficit may make 
tuition pre-payment necessary

If the 1974-75 fiscal year ends 
with more than a $400,000 
budget deficit, the university may 
be forced to borrow money on a 
short-term basis or request 
pre-payment of tuition, according 
to ^ice President for Business 
AffaVs Joseph Mele. 

The projected deficit for the 
1974-75 year is $616,000, but 
Mele anticipates increases in the 
actual revenue from several 
sources over budgeted amounts 
will help offset a portion of the 
losses. 

Mele said that with a large 
deficit, the university would have 
to “go out and borrow money to 
meet the August expenditures 
until students register for the fall. 

“Once we start doing that,” he 
added, “it will cost us money (in 
interest payments) and those costs 
will have to be passed off 
somewhere.” 

Pre-payment, the other 
alternative he mentioned, would 
be done in conjunction with 
pre-registration, scheduled to 
begin for first semester next year. 

“We’re thinking about sending 
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out bills July 1 and asking people 
to pay no later than Aug. 15. 
Hopefully many of them would 
pay around the first of August, 
which would solve the problem of 
borrowing money.” 

He said no official decision on 
pre-payment had been made at 
this point, due to “some negative 
reaction on the faculty and 
students’ parts.” 

If pre-payment was required, 
students would be asked for full 
tuition, less financial aid, Mele 
said. He added that if payment 
was not made by Aug. 15, the 
student would lose the classes he 
had pre-registered for. The 
student would then have to 
register during open registration, 
which is held after all students 
who pre-register have their class 
tickets processed. 

The $356,796 deficit for the 
1973-74 year was ^covered by 
unallocated resources, but Mele 
said the remaining resources 
would only “absorb about a third 
of this year’s projected deficit.” 

Mele predicted three sources of 
income would exceed the amount 
listed in the 1974-75 budget.

Problems of increase 

With any increase in tuition, the students’greatest concern 
is whether they can afford it or, if they can, how much of a 
burden it will be. But there are a number of other disturbing 
aspects to the proposed $200 tuition hike for next year. 

-It was not generally expected. When tJie $100 increase 
■ for the current year was announced, the university had 
expressed the hope it dould limit increases to alternate years. 
And when the hike was first revealed at Founder’s Day, it 
was generally expected that it would be half of the $200 
figure proposed by President Abegg at a Student Senate 
meeting five days later. 

It seems all the student can expect in regards to tuition is 
to be ready for anything. 

—Students pay 80-85 per cent of the university’s income, 
which is already too much. It is unfortunate that this 
proportion of the burden will remain on the students. 

The recent reorganization in the fund-raising sector of the 
university is overdue. The university should have never 
allowed itself to be forced into the position of having to raise 
tuition $300 in two years. 

Unless a larger proportion of Bradley’s income is 
generated from sources other than tuition, fewer students 
will be willing or able to come here. 

-Is Bradley pricing itself of the market? The effect of the 
substantial increase might well cut into enrollment more 
dramatically than past increases. 

—Students will be hard pressed to be able to afford an 
increase. The burden of inflation is distributed 
disproportionately and students will most certainly be on the 
short end. 

For example, during the 1968-69 school year, the starting 
wage for students working on campus was $1.15 per hour 
and tuition was $650. Since then, the starting wage has risen 
48 per cent to $1.70 but tuition has increased 69 per cent to 
$1,100. In terms of real money, students are steadily losing 
ground. 

The situation for income derived from summer jobs of 
students, in many cases, will be the same. Wage increases just 
won’t keep up. One of the first things the Nixon 
administration favored in fighting inflation was holding down 
the minimum wage, which is what many students are forced 
to work for. It creeps upward, while other costs, such as 
tuition, are skyrocketing. 

Homecoming ideas 

Plans are underway to re-institute a traditional 
homecoming at Bradley. Instead of being held in conjunction 
with football, a sport dropped by the university, the event is 
planned to coincide with the last home basketball game of 
the season in March. 

The basketball season has traditionally been a time when 
school spirit is at its peak and homecoming would be a nice 
way to end the season. It seems All-school President Phil 
Pritzker, who proposed re-instituting the event, has a good 
idea. 

The committee planning homecoming will have the 
difficult task of coming up With a program that will have to 
be innovative enough to draw the disenchanted, apathetic 
students into the event. Homecoming can be a success if the 
committee offers the right kind of program. 

-Keep price reasonable because nobody has a bundle to 
blow by that time of the year. 

—Make an effort to involve all factions of students in 
events. 

—Keep all students informed of the progress of the 
planning. Telling Senate will not be enough. 

—Use some other criteria besides physical appearance in 
selecting the winner in the proposed all-campus queen 
contest. Times have changed and traditional events should 
change with the times. 

-Keep things in the proper perspective. Homecoming 
should be a festive event and if the committee gets too 
bogged down with details and extravagant plans, it will 
destroy the spirit of the event.

For example, there was one 
unidentified resident who refused to leave the 
building because it was “too Cold outside and 
besides the fire’s way up on seventh floor.” 

Vince Piacenti, another candidate for the 
Harper casuality list, ordinarily does try to leave 
the building. In fact he did during the two earlier 
alarms. But he reported that “by 4:30 I was so 
wasted that, though I did try - no HONEST I did 
try - I couldn’t find my legs at first. And then 
when 1 did find them they Just flatly refused to 
work.” 

Fortunately, except for the girl in the room 
where the fire took place, no one was injured. 

I hardly need dwell on the gruesome 
possibilities if the cause of the fire had been more 
serious, or if it hadn’t been detected as rapidly or 
if several of the key staff people in the situation 
(Roberta Montalto, Gary Boyer, Jerry Axel, Scott 
Jordan, Lavelle Topps and Dennis Tompkins) had 
been smashed out of their minds as they should 
have been on Friday night and unable to perform 
as effectively as they did. 

Harper-Wyckoff Head Resident Gary Boyer 
says he can “understand why residents are 


reluctant to get up and leave the building every 
time the alarm goes off.” He would, however, like 
to stress that “when there is an alarm everyone 
should leave the building because they are ticing 
an awful risk if they don’t.” 

One step Boyer has taken to help insure that his 
residents do leave the building during a fire is to 
issue the following threat: “Any resident who 
doesn’t leave my building when the alarm is 
sounded will be taken to the courtyard, annointed 
with gasoline and ignited as an example of what 
can happen if one doesn’t leave the building when 
an alarm is pulled.” 

Not really, Boyer didn’t really say that; 1 just 
made it up. But I think it’s a damn good 
suggestion. 

What Boyer actually said was: “I would like to 
dispell the popular idea that since the buildings are 
concrete they aren’t going to burn down”(they’re 
cardboard and they will - sorry again please 
excuse the interruption but it’s late). 

“It is not the actual flame that usually causes 
death in fires, but suffocation by smoke inhalation 
and then later the victim is burned,” Boyer added. 

Boyer can talk forever on the subject so I won’t 
bore you with an exact quote of the rest of the 
details but here’s a brief synopsis: The relatively 
small fire on Harper VII produced so much smoke 
that visibility, according to Boyer, was only about 
4-6 feet. 

As late as Tuesday the smell of smoke was still 
strong on Vll. Had the residents in the vicinity of 
Harper 703 not evacuated they would have 
certainly died of smoke inhalation. 

It the phrase “died of smoke inhalation” is 
familiar, it’s because it’s a pat journalistic way of 
saying “choked to death on smoke.” You hear it 
on the radio and read it in the newspaper all the 
time. 

In. tact, staying in your room, locking your 
door and turning out your light is making yourself 
a prime candidate for choking to death on smoke. 

It you think that your door would probably 
keep most of the smoke out of your room, think 
of what extensive preparations you have to go 
through to keep another kind of smoke from 
leaking out. And most of the time a little gets out 
anyway. 

One last little diatribe and I'll quit. Would I like 
to catch one of the pinheads that’s pulling false 
alarms! 

The director of housing has issued the following 
proclamation: “If any student is found pulling an 
alarm as a joke — or cooking — due to the severity 
of our recent problem, this person will be severly 
dealt wwith.” 

“Severely dealt with,” isn’t too ambiguous. 
Let’s hope it means castration at the least. Oh, for 
a return to medieval torture. 

Or better yet, tie the creep to a post, make a 
big sign that says “Vent your frustrations,” 
provide a sledge hammer or an ax and sell tickets - 
like they do with old cars to raise money for 
charity. 

Have the cause be a new fire alarm system not 
so easy to play with.

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Major redevelopment suggested as solution 
for problems of Main Street business district

"We decided to locate our new 
branch here because of the great 
promise shown by this area. 

In 1955, William V. Becks had 
just opened a new florist shop in 
the Main-University shopping 
center. 

The shopping center was the 
‘‘hub of commerce in the West 
Bluff area,” according to a feature 
in a 1955 Peoria newspaper. 

Nearly two decades later, 
however, James Bateman, city, 
councilman for the second district 
which includes the 1200 block of 


West Main, said, “Main Street as 
we presently know it is dying.” 

The dark-haired young-looking 
Bateman added that there is no 
easy solution short of full-scale 
redevelopment. . 

The death of Main Street “may 
be a good thing,” he said. “It’s 
cruel for those (merchants) caught 
up in it. But Main Street is geared 
to a different age.” 

‘To celebrate spanking new 
smooth paving and sidewalks and 
safe, modern lighting on Main 
Street, the more than 30 
businessmen members of the Main 
and University Merchants Assn. 
j)lan a three-day celebration. 
Activities will include Halloween 


window painting contest, a 
children's costume parade and a 
three-hour street dance. ” 

There have been significant 
changes in the surrounding 
neighborhood, Bateman

explained. “In 1956, most of the 
Bradley faculty lived within three 
or four blocks of the corner of 
Main and University. There was a 
need for dime stores, clothing 
stores and other what I would call 
quality shops. 

Included (in the area) are 
grocery stores, gas stations, a 
flower shop, several cleaning 
establishments, a sports shop, a 
bakery, numerous restaurants, 
clothing and infants' wear stores, 
appliance stores, a theatre, drug 
stores and a physician and 
dentist. ” 

“Then the faculty moved out 
— there’s only a handful left — to 
the suburbs, along with just about 
everything else,” Bateman said. 

*'We feel the swing to the 
neighborhood shopping centers is 
permanent," G. William t'verly, 
1955 president of the Main and 
University Merchants Assn, said. 


explaining the merchants' reason 
for locating in the block. "It's a 
part of the new move to the 
suburbs and we re going along 
with it. 

"We feef we can promote 
business by providing customers 
with a comfortable, cx)nvenient 
place to shop, " Hverly said. 

“Major redevelopment is the 
ultimate solution,” Bateman said. 
“Anything else is putting 
band-aids on a sore that isn’t 
going to get well.” 

Bateman explained 
redevelopment of Main Street 
could take place in much the same 
way the city is redeveloping 
Peoria’s downtown business 
district, with the city buying up 
parcels of land and selling them as 
a block. 

‘ Unfortunately,” he sighed as 
he leaned back in his chair, “it 
will be a few years before the city 
can get to Main Street. 
Realistically, you can’t redevelop 
the whole town at once.” 

Although downtown 
redevelopment is scheduled to

take nearly 10 years, Bateman 
said the city s staff would be done 
with its major involvements, 
including acquiring property, 
within two or three years. 

‘Then they’ll be looking for 
something else to do.” And 
Bateman believes redeveloping 
Main Street might be that 
“something else.” 

Main Street is sechduled to be 
widened to four or five lanes 
within tlVc next two or three 
years. This, Bateman said, might 
step toward forcing 
redevelopment. 

No parking will be allowed on 
the streets after widening is 
completed, “so what street 
parking they have: they’re going 
to lose,” he explained. 

“We need a plan by then to 
avoid driving the last nail in the 
coffin.” 

Bateman said he didn’t have 
any immediate plans for 
redevelopment, but said that the 
city would probably be ready to 
come in for major redevelopment 
rather than a “quick fix.” 

“We probably ought to tear 
down the whole block and start 
over,” Bateman said, although he 
added that there were many other 
.methods of redevelopment. 

The need for parking was one 
problem that Bateman said would 
have to be considered during a 
major redevelopment. One 
solution suggested would be 
closing a street such as Underhill 
to make a parking lot. 

A comprehensive plan for the 
city also calls for clustering 
businesses along Main at 
University and at Sheridan. 

The plan, which Bateman 
explained is to "be implemented 
15-20 years from now, would 
then replace businesses between 
the two clusters with high 
population density housing, such 
as apartment buildings. 

According to Bateman, this 
would then bring a large number 
of people into the area who have a 
need for a nearby place to shop. 

"Virtually every product or 
service necessary to comfortable, 
convenient living can be 
purchased" in the area. Main and 
University merchants of the 50's 
claimed of their ""thriving 
neighborhood business center. " 

“We still need Main Street,” 
Bateman concluded. “Every 
neighborhood needs a shopping 
center within a reasonable 
distance.”

The leading scorer on the 
Bradley soccer club, surprisingly 
enough, is not two-year MVP 
Jorge Bustamente. 

Lucien Klejbuk, a sophomore, 
is the club’s leading scorer with 
seven goals and one assist after the 
club’s first six games.

Although Klejbuk scored only 
two goals during his three years at 
St. Paul, he was awarded the 
Judge Joseph O’Connell Award as 
a senior. The award goes to the 
senior athlete who has excelled in 
his sport. 

Klejbuk’s high school coach 
also awarded him the Pride, 
Hustle and Determination Award 
that senior year. 

When he was a senior, his high 
school was^94-l and won the first 
Hartford County championship.

With the basketball season approaching 
rapidly, a few changes in game procedure 
have been made. 

All games will now begin at 7;30 p.m. 
instead of the customary 8 p.m. starting 
tfme of the past.

ICC will play Blackhawk Junior College 
prior to the Dec. 12 St. Louis-Bradley 
game. 

The Cougars and Illinois Wesleyan’s 
junior varsity will play Jan. 25 in front of 
the Bradley-Louisville tilt. 

One of the problems facing preliminary 
games is the new starting time. 

“With the 7:30 starting time,” Orsborn 
continued, “we’ll have trouble getting the 
people who work the games here on time. 
We’ll have to open the gates at 5 p.m. for - 
the prelims we’ve got.” 

NCAA rules prohibit any payment to be 
made to junior college teams that appear in 


preliminary games, and that will also act as 
a deterrent. 

Regarding the 1974 schedule, Orsborn 
said, “We can’t control when the NCAA 
decides when we can open the season. 
We’ve adopted the policy of playing on the 
first possible Saturday, and this year that 
happens to fall on the Saturday of 
Thanksgiving recess, when the students will 
be gone. 

“After six weeks of practice, though,” 
Orsborn said, “the players are r.eady to play 
somebody else.”

On the subject of basketball, last 
weekend’s annual Missouri Valley meetings 
in Tulsa provided some pre-season 
fireworks among Valley coaches and the 
media. 

Louisville was pegged the team to beat 
for the 1974-75 season and outspoken 
Cardinal coach Denny Crum said his team’s 
goal was an undefeated season.

North Texas coach Gene Robbins 
promised that his team would not be last 
and each coach seemed to think that his 
team is one of the top three in the MVC.

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Parking recommendations approved by Senate

Three r ecommendations 
designed to help alleviate the 
problems of lack of parking on 
campus were approved by the 
Student Senate Monday and will 
be forwarded to Bradley President 
Martin G. Abegg, Vice President 
for Business Affairs Joseph Mele 
and the Board of Trustees for 
consideration. 

The recommendations, which 
were included in the report of 
Senate’s ad hoc Committee on 
Parking, were prepared by 
All-school Secretary Steve 
Wittenborn, who conducted the 
study. 

The report recommended: 

--The vacant (university- 
owned) lot at Underhill and St. 
James, although some distance 
from classes, would and should be 
used for student parking. We feel 
than an additional 80-100 spaces 
could be provided for on the lot.” 

The report added that “due to 
the expense of graveling and 
placing concrete bumpers on the 
lot,” further investigation should 
be conducted to determine if 
students would use the lot at 
Underhill and St. James and 
emphasized that the lot “should 
be for registered students with 
decals only” and should be 
“patrolled regularly by security.” 

-- “Registration fees and 
violation fines (should) be placed 
in a single and separate fund,” to 
be used to improve parking 
facilities in the future. 

--“A tight security policy 
(should) be enforced on 
non-registered cars parked on 
campus during the hours of 8 a.m. 
and 10 p.m. Monday through 
Friday.” 

During other times, the report 
suggested discretion be used in 
ticketing non-registered vehicles. 

The report concluded that 


although the ratio of student 
parking decals to student spaces is 
approximately 3.4 to 1, with the 
large number of dormitory 
students owning cars that remain 
on campus most of the time, the 
actual ratio of cars to parking 
spaces for off campus and 
commuter students is 5.5 to 1. 

The committee termed this 
ratio “unacceptable” and 
“completely too high.” 

Wittenborn said he hoped the 
recommendation concerning 
putting parking fines and fees in a 
separate fund would be 
i m pie men ted immediately. 
Presently all such money collected 
goes into the general university 
fund. 

“If we had a separate fund,” 
Wittenborn explained, “land 
closer than Underhill and St. 
James could be purchased some 
time in the future.” 

The possibility of the 
university trading the Underhill 
and St. James lot for other 
property was mentioned at the 
Senate meeting by All-school 
President Phil Pritzker. 

Wittenborn said he would be in 
favor of postponing 
implementation of his 
recommendation if the Underhill 
and St. James lot could be traded 
for property closer to campus. He 
added he was unaware of the 
possibility of a trade until Pritzker 
mentioned it during Monday’s 
Senate meeting. 

The original wording of the 
report’s third recommendation 
proposed strict enforcement of 
security policy until 5 p.m. on 
weekdays, but was changed to 10 
p.m. during the meeting. 

Wittenborn, however, 
commented later that “the more I 
think about the change, the less I 
like it. It will be impossible to 
ticket all non-registered cars on 


nights, for example, when the 
Student Center Ballroom is 
rented to a large community 
group.” 

He suggested security be 
advised to continue to use 
discretion for ticketing 
non-registered cars after 5 p.m. 
and on weekends. 

The committee began its study 
last March after a student asked 
Senate to investigate the lack of 
parking facilities on campus.

BU search warrants proposed

A proposal that would require 
a university-issued warrant for 
searches of private residences on 
property under the jurisdiction of 
the university is being formulated, 
according to Steve Anastase, 
chairman of Senate’s Rules and 
Judiciary Committee. 

The committee is working on 
the proposal as part of a review of 
the Student Bill of Rights. 

Anastase said the proposal is 
scheduled to be presented to a 
meeting of dorm staff, housing 
staff and deans of men and 
women Nov. 4 for consideration. 

The proposal would forbid 
searches “without a duly 
authorized and completed search 
and seizure warrant which must 
be presented to the student in 
person before his premises may be 
searched.” 

Such a warrant would include 
why the search is being conducted 
and list the object or objects of 
the search. “Probable cause” is 
the basis dorm staff use presently 
when deciding whether to enter 
and search a room, according to 
Dean of Men Edward King. 

Warrants would have to be 


signed by either the dean of men 
or women, the acting head 
resident of the dorm in which the 
search will take place and the staff 
member conducting the search, 
according to Mark Belokon, senior 
class senator who is on rules 
committee. 

On other property within 
university jurisdiction, such as 
Greek houses, the ranking security 
staff member on duty would sign 
instead of the acting head resident 
of a dorm, said Belokon, who is 


also chief prosecuting attorney of 
Student Supreme Court. 

‘This is still in the planning 
stage and subject to revision by 
both Senate and the 
administration,” Belokon said. 

“My basic concern is what 
happens if the people needed to 
sign the warrant are not 
available,” King said. He added 
that appropriate alternates would 
have to be specified as back-ups 
(Continued on page 2)

Lee Wenger, a senior speech 
and theatre arts major, said his 
first reaction was that the 
cancellation was unfortunate. “I 
would have liked to have seen the 
play finished.” 

The announcement of the 
cancellation was made to the cast 
. at a meeting Sept. 30. 

“General lack of enthusiasm all 
around” was one of the reasons 
given to the cast, according to 
Scott Winzeler, a senior. 

Most of the cast felt that the 
real reasons for the cancellation 
had actually been “building up for 
years,” as Winzeler said.

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Rising costs force measures 

Food program urges less waste in cafeteria

A new program to decrease 
food waste by students in the 
dormitory cafeterias will be put 
into effect in conjunction with 
the food service and Inter-Dorm 
Council , according to Robert J. 
Byczynski, director of food 
service. 

‘The program will make the 
students aware of the problem of 
wasting foods,” Byczynski said. 
‘Tortions will not be reduced, but 
students will be encouraged to

take only what they think they 
will eat,” he added. 

The Food Ecology Program 
was put together by the Coca-Cola 
Co. and Michigan State 


University. Many larger 
universities are now using the 
program. 

“Some students take more 
food than they can eat and end up 
wasting it,” Byczynski said. ‘They 
are too lazy to go back for 
seconds and thirds, even though 
they are allowed to.” 

The problem of waste has not 
increased since last year, Byczynski 
explained, but food prices have 
risen sharply, some a minimum of 
14 per cent. The reason for the 
program is to help cut back on 
food waste and decrease food 
costs. 

For example, the cost of 
ketchup has increased 150 per 
cent since last year, according to 
Byczynski. All tomato productsare 
up at least 3040 per cent, and 
there may be a shortage by next 
spring because of the early frost 
which killed much of the crop. 

Beans have increased in price, 
and pork and beans are up 200 
per cent since last year. Rice and 
navy beans increased 100-125 per 
cent. Last September, sugar cost 
$4.50 a case and today it costs 
$12.50 a case, he said. 

Bread, butter, salads and 
beverages are most commonly 
wasted, Byczynski said. When 
baked potatoes are served people 
usually take more pats of butter 
than they use. Many half-glasses

of milk and soda are left on trays 
and two slices of bread are taken 
and only one eaten. Vegetables 
and entrees, however, are not 
usually wasted. 


Byczynski has estimated the 
cost of waste per item of food, 
with figures based on every 
student on the board plan wasting 
a half portion of each type of 
food every day. For example, a 
half-glass of wasted soda costs 4 


cents and if each student wastes a 
half glass, it adds up to $1,629.60 
a week, $25,747.68 a semester 
and $51,495.36 a year. 

“Most students do not realize 
that only $2.59 a day is used for 
three full meals for each student,” 
Byczynski said. “The $2.59 
includes the cost of the meal, 
labor and utility costs.” 

‘The food waste is costing the 
students,” Byczynski said. ‘The 


more they waste, the higher food 
costs will rise for the university, 
and it will be necessary to raise 
food rates again,” he added. 

Twelve hundred pieces of 
silverware were purchased for the 
cafeterias for use during this year. 
So much silverware has been 
taken from the cafeterias already, 
Byczynski explained, that each 
cafeteria has had to place an 
additional order for more 
silverware.

The referendum passed in 
Lovelace Hall with three-fourths 
of those who voted deciding in 
favor of the question. According 
to head resident, Mike Weiler, the 
first project is the installation of 
cable television. 

Heitz Hall residents passed the 
referendum with 135 students 
voting for an 74 against the 
referendum. The dorm council is 
planning to have an all-dorm 
party, color or cable television 
and an ice machine. 

The residents in Harper and 
Wyckoff voted, with a majority 
of 191 voting to let the dorm 
council keep the activity fee. 

The council is splitting the cost 


of an ice machine with Housing, 
getting cable television and 
planning an all-dorm party. 
‘There are good reps this year — 
they got a good voter turnout. 
They aren’t afraid to spend 
money,’’’ Head Resident Gary 
Boyer said. 

President of Harper-Wyckoff 
dorm council Vince Piacenti 
would like to see women’s sports 
accelerated. “We still have to get 
organized,” Piacenti said. ‘The 
students will get involved by the 
events. As soon as possible, 
Harper-Wyckoff will have an 
all-dorm party - an event to get 
people together.” 

University Hall residents, 
supported their dorm council with 
266 students voting for keeping 
the fee in the council’s budget. 
Presently, the council is planning 
Halloween activities and working 
on reforming the visitation 
regulations.

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Student aides program offers counseling in 
study methods, reading, note taking problems

A counseling program using 
student aides to help other 
students, primarily freshmen, 
overcome academic difficulties is 
in its second year of operation. 

Students referred to the 
program are assigned a student 
aide to work out academic 
problems. About 10 students staff 
the program. 

“When aides meet with a 
student,” said Ray Zarvell, 
director of orientation, “the aides 
decide in which areas students 
may be of deficient and then 
stick with them until the 
deficiency is removed.” 

Students who want help should 
contact the student aides office at 
Bradley Hall 129. Students may 
also contact aides directly. 

“For academic problems, we’ve 
been trained to correct study 
methods, reading problems, poor 
note taking and motivational 
problems,” said Janice Michelsen, 


a student aide. “Most of a 
student’s academic problems 
come about because of difficulty 
in budgeting study time so we 
help them work out and stick to 
a daily schedule.” 

Michelsen added that aides 
often refer students to other 
counseling services (such as the 
Writing Clinic and tutors in each 
department) that are available on 


campus. 

Freshmen are being contacted 
by aides in an effort to detect any 
difficulties they may have 
adjusting to college life and help 
correct them before major 
problems develop, Michelsen said. 

The student aides also staff the 
Curriculum II program, which 
works out academic problems of 
students on academic probation.

43 countries represented 

Model UN seeking delegates

Applications will be available 
November 18 for persons 
interested in being delegates to 
Bradley’s Model United Nations, 
according to Mike McClintock, 
student coordinator of the 
program and president of the 
International Affairs Organization 
(lAO). This year’s General 
Assembly is tentatively planned 
for April. 

Model UN delegates are mostly 
political science and international 
studies majors who volunteer as 
representatives to countries of 
their choice, McClintock said. The 
purpose of their efforts is “to gain 
insight into the workings of our 
United Nations and all recognized 
governments of the world. 

“A lot of different students are 
involved who are also members of 
the lAO, so, in a sense, they keep 
each other going. But generally, 
the students tend to be apathetic 
to this type of thing,” he added. 

The group was active in 1968 
and 1969 and only semi-active in 
1970, according to McClintock. 
But last spring 43 countries were 
represented and five resolutions 
were discussed and voted on 
including one on “controlling 
strategic nuclear weapons among 
the five nuclear powers.” 

Parliamentary procedure is 
used to run the session; the group 
tries to stick as closely as possible 
to the actual procedure followed 
by the real United Nations. 

Last summer, McClintock 
typed 135 letters to different UN 
delegates in New York for 
information on individual 
countries. The response he 
received fills two file drawers in 
the lAO office, located on the 
fourth floor of Morgan Hall, 
where delegates can go to research 
the country they represent. 

“We are thinking about getting 
a delegation of six students to 
represent Bradley at an all-college 
model UN to be held in St. Louis 
this year,” McClintock said. 
Students would pay their own 
expenses to the conference. 


This spring McClintock said he 
will go to the Student Center 
Board to ask for funds for the 
Bradley UN. Last year the group 
received some money from the 
university and charged 50 cents 
per delegate. The possibility of a 


delegates application fee is being 
considered. 

Plans for this year’s General 
Assembly will be determined by 
the number of applications 
submitted, and the amount of 
student interest anticipated. 


Town and Gown club 
promotes understanding

Six programs to promote 
understanding and cooperation 
between Bradley and the Peoria 
community are planned this year 
by Town and Gown, a university 
organization of alumni, faculty 
and Peorians.

Guests are welcome at the 
programs and many persons have 
become acquainted with Bradley 
through Town and Gown club 


activities, Upton said. 

In one case, a woman who 
passed away several years ago left 
part of her estate to the 
university.

A new program, which features 
musical recitals performed at 
Bradley, is being broadcast weekly 
by WCBU.

The first program was 
broadcast Sept. 24 and plans on 
how long the series will last are 
indefinite. Joel Hartman, station 
manager, said the station “fully 
intends to keep the program 
running as long as there are 
tapes.” 

Live broadcasts of a similar 
nature have been broadcast by 
WCBU in the past, but the use of 
tapes on a delayed basis is an 


off-shoot 'of the station’s ability 
to broadcast in stereo. 

“We feel a better presentation 
can be made from tapes instead of 
live broadcasts,” Hartman said. He 
explained that live broadcasts 
have to be made monaurally while 
tapes can be reproduced into 
stereo sound. 

Hartman said reaction to the 
program has been “very positive 
from the comments I’ve 
received.” Kaizer added, “It’s 
good publicity for the music 
department and the university, 
plus it affords students and 
faculty a chance to listen to 
Bradley-produced music.”

Sound suggestions 
offered in report 


Senate’s ad hoc committee report on parking, prepared by 
the committee’s only member, All-school Secretary Steve 
Wittenborn, has offered students a full list of security 
regulations, some additional facts, a few surprises and three 
basically good suggestions. 

While there may be some disagreements with specific 
figures (for example, the estimate of 400 dorm students with 
registered cars) the report is good because it put on paper 
many things people who wish to park on campus have 
known for a long time. 

Particularly good is the succinct conclusion: the ratio of 
student cars to student parking spaces is far too high. 

So working from the basis that the Scout generally 
concurs with Wittenborn’s findings, we would like to throw 
in our two cents’ worth. 

App^ently the popular story that security doesn’t follow 
up on tickets issued to cars with out-of-state license plates is 
not true, at least according to the report. The report also 
states that if tickets are not paid after the violator receives 
notice of non-payment, a City of Peoria parking ticket will be 
issued. 

The university should go ahead with plans to change the 
lot at Underhill and St. James streets into a student parking 
lot unless there is indeed a strong possibility of trading this 
lot for another closer to campus, particularly one which 
would be within sight of one or more of the dormitories. 

Additional spaces are desperately needed, as anyone who 
has tried to find a student parking space most days between 8 
a.m. and 4 p.m. can testify. Even after the completion of 
Haussler Hall opens up some spaces, more will be needed. 

The report suggest all money collected from parking 
registration fees and violation fines be placed in a fund to be 
used to improve the lack of parking facilities. 

This is a good idea, but has one basic problem. The 
university derives con$iderable revenue from these areas and 
would probably have a hard time eliminating this source of 
revenue, particularly in light of the financial problems that 
forced a sizeable tuition increase for next year. 

The Scout, then, proposes that a substantial percentage of 
the revenue from parking registration and fines be put in a 
separate fund each year. 

Security should continue its present policy of using 
discretion in ticketing non-registered cars after 5 p.m. on 
weekdays. 1 would be impossible to ticket all visitors’ cars on 
evenings when the Student Center Ballroom is rented out to 
an off campus group. 

However security should also try to ticket non-registered 
cars on nights when there are many evening classes scheduled, 
but no major event on campus that would attract community 
people. 

Student Senate should have given more support to the 
investigation and more senators should have been involved in 
this major campus problem, because although Wittenborn 
solicited suggestions, he obviously couldn’t cover everything. 

If one student can come up with three constructive 
suggestions, perhaps a slightly larger committee of dedicated 
senators could have presented a more fact-filled overview of 
the parking problem and offered more possible solutions. 

Scout editorial staff members voted unanimously 

to give themselves a week off in concurrence with 

fall break. The next issue of the Scout will be Nov. 8.

Stevenson 
merits vote 

On Nov. 5, the voters of 
Illinois will be faced with a 
decision. They can choose either 
U.S. Senator Adlai Stevenson or 
his Republican opponent George 
Burditt. 

Senator Stevenson was elected 
to the U. S. Senate in 1970 to 
serve the remaining four years of 
an unexpired term. He entered 
politics in 1964 as a candidate for 
the Illinois House of 
Representatives. After his first 
year in the legislature, he received 
the Independent Voters of 
Illinois’ “Best Legislator” award. 

When elected state treasurer in 
1966, Stevenson initiated a series 
of investment and management 
reforms which attracted national 
attention. 

, George Burditt has made many 


promises during this campaign; 
let’s look at what Stevenson has 
done. 

Stevenson’s record in the U.S. 
Senate is one of extraordinary 
merit and dedication. He has 
played a major role in efforts to 
eliminate to corrupting influence 
of big money on our politics. 

Stevenson voted to override 
President Nixon’s veto of 
legislation placing limits on 
campaign spending. When he 
announced his candidacy for 
re-election, Stevenson set strict 
limits on his own spending — 
limits that are much stricter than 
those required by law. 

Stevenson has initiated major 
legislation in the field of 
education. He has sponsored 
legislation to increase support of 
higher education and to create a 
new program which would enable 
every student to attend the 
college of his choice without 
regard to family income. 

In order to assist families with 
the strain of financing higher 
education, Stevenson supported 


legislation which would allow an 
income tax credit for college 
education expenses. He has been 
given a 100 per cent rating by the 
National Education Association 
for his votes on important 
.education issues. 

Stevenson works to cut 
wasteful government spending. 
Again and again, he has voted to 
slice the fat from the federal 
budget: the inflationary billions 
for unnecessary weapons systems, 
space shuttles and foreign aid. The 
Tax Payers Union reported that 80' 
per ceni of all senators voted to 
spend more than Stevenson. 

As early as March 1972, 
Stevenson said before a Senate 
Committee that “this country 
faces an energy crisis which may 
reason disastrous proportions.” 
However, he did more than just 
talk. 

As chairman of the consumer 
subcommittee Stevenson 
investigated the situation and 
concluded that the federal 
government should have acted

government, whether in 
Washington or Illinois, is the 
overriding issue this year. A great 
deal of attention has been focused 
on Washington; now is the time to 
get serious about Illinois, and 
especially Cook County.” 

On environment: “I was chief 
sponsor of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Act 
when I was in the legislature and I 
intend to continue my strong 
support of environmental 
programs.” 

On economics: “I favor a 
constitutional amendment which 
would require the President to 
present the Congress with a 
balanced budget that will be one 
major step in the fight against 
inflation.” 

George feels that deficit 
spending by the federal 
government is one of the chief 
causes of inflation. He says, “You 
and I have to live on a balanced 
budget. Our businesses must 
operate on a balanced budget. Our 
local governments must operate 
on a balanced budget, and many 
of our states are required by their 
constitutions to operate on a 
balanced budget. So why 
shouldn’t the federal government 
operate on a balanced budget? 
Deficit spending has got to be 
inflationary.” 

George has even gone as far as 
saying that he would propose a 
constitutional amendment to our 
U.S. Constitution which would 


maintain a balanced budget. 

He has also said that, “I am 
opposed to a tax increase or to a 
decrease until the budget is 
balanced,” whereas his opponent, 
Adlai Stevenson, has introduced 
legislation which would have 
added $100 billion to the already 
over-burdened budget. 

On energy: “I am opposed to 
broad controls on the price of gas 
and oil, and to my opponent’s 
hair-brained scheme to put the 
government into the gas and oil 
business. Adlai has proposed the 
Federal Oil and Gas Company, 
what I’ve termed F. 0. G. Co., as 
competition to private enterprise, 
as well as a ‘measure of 
efficiency,’ to be run by the 
wonderful people who brought 
you the postal service.” 

Although these are only four 
of the many issues in this 
campaign, they are the most 
important. We urge you, as 
students, to do a little reading 
about Adlai’s and George’s stands 
on other issues facing the nation. 

Nov. 5 is only a couple weeks 
away, and we must decide if we 
want a big spender to run our 
government during this decade of 
inflation, or if we are going to 
elect George Burditt, who will try 
to curb inflation by reducing 
deficit spending through a 
balanced budget.

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Auto violations, busts, rights infringements among cases Court hears

Awareness among students of 
their legal rights and the options 
open to students to obtain these 
rights is a major concern of the 
Student Supreme Court, 
according to Chief Justice Debra 
Luzietti. 

“The Student Supreme Court 
is established for the benefit of 
students and not enough students 
are aware that the Court exists,” 
Luzietti said. 

Traffic violations, Student 
Senate election requirement 
violations, drug offenses and 
violations of students’ rights are 
among the cases brought before 
the six associate justices and chief 
justice. 

“The powers of the Student 
Supreme Court have been 
expanding recently,”^ Luzietti 
said, “and the Court is involved 
with new areas which it hasn’t 
handled before.” 

A student has access to three 
powers which can hear this case - 


the offices of the Dean of Men 
and Women, the Student Supreme 
Court and the University Court. 
The Deans’ offices and the 
Student Supreme Court are equal 
in authority, while the University 
Court is inactive at this time. 

Upon referral to the Dean’s 
office, a student is given a 
hearings procedure sheet which 
explains his ability to choose 
between a hearing by the Dean’s 
office or by his peers on the 
Student Supreme Court. The 
student must a sign the sheet with 
his decision as to who he wishes 
to hear his case. 

If the student chooses the 
Student Supreme Court, he is 
given the name of the chief 
defense attorney. The student 
may contact the chief defense 
attorney or choose his own 
defense attorney. 

The case is tried, and the 
decision can be appealed to Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
George Ferguson, President 


Martin G. Abegg and, finally, the 
University Board of Trustees, in 
that order. 

“A long-standing problem has 
existed between the university 
and the Student Supreme Court, 
but, at this time, the university 
cannot override the Court’s 
decision unless an appeal is 
made,” Luzietti said. “In areas of 
student suspension or expulsion, 
both the Student Supreme Court 
and Deans’ offices make 
recommendations to the 
university which makes the final 
decision,” she added. 

“Most students who choose a 
decision by the Deans’ offices do 
so for the reason of secrecy,” 
Luzietti said. “A student may feel 
he will be jeopardized if the 
university hears of the decision, or 
he does not wish his peers to be 
aware of what has happened,” she 
explained. 

Hearings are open to the public 
and are in session at 9 p.m. every 
Sunday in the Student Center. If a

student wishes a closed hearing, 
the decision of the case will be 
released, but no names will be 
given. 

The chief justice and the 
associate justices are appointed by 
the all-school president and the 
selections are ratified by the 
Senate. The chief justice appoints 
the chief prosecuting attorney and 
the chief defense attorney. Four 
of each the prosecuting attorneys 
and defense attorneys are selected 
from applications submitted by an 
students interested.

The games that colleges and 
coaches play in the off season to 
recruit athletes can almost be as 
exciting to follow as the games on 
the hardwood during the winter. 

Weeks and weeks of work go 
into finding the right ballplayer to 
fit into each particular system and 
when the field is whittled down, 
the fight starts to try and get that 
one athlete to come to each 
particular school. 

Sometimes schools go through 
a lot of trouble to get a player and 
then lose him to another school. 
Other times little or no effort is 
made and the player ends up 
signing anyway. 

In the case of Bobby Humbles 
of Peoria Manual High School, the 
decision came quickly last spring. 
Within five minutes he received 
two phone calls. One from 
Lx)uisiana State University and the 
next from Bradley. LSU received 
a “no thank you” while Bradley 
got the “yes”. 


“They play good ball,” 
Humbles said. ‘The team is close 
and the coaches are great plus the 
Missouri Valley is a real good 
league to play in. And it was 
pretty close to home,” he added. 

“As far as LSU went, they 
were my first choice all along. It 
was them or Bradley. They both 
called me for my final decision 
five minutes apart. And I told 
LSU ‘no’,” Humbles said. 

So Bradley’s efforts were 
worth it. It got the player that 
they wanted. The all-time 
points-per-game averager at 
Manual who made the 
All-Conference team two years in 
a row and who was named to two 
All-State teams came aboard the 
Bradley ship. A guard that could 
shoot and hit from anywhere, that 
was Humbles’ trademark. 

So far. Humbles is as excited to 
be here as the coaches were to get 
him. He was recruited as a 
shooting guard (“a Jim 
Caruthers-type player”) and will 


add some scoring punch coming 
off the bench. 

He feels that his passing and 
dribbling are below an accepted 
college level but it will improve. 
College-type defense could pose a 
problem in the early going, also. 
But, nevertheless Humbles feels 
that a jump from high school to 
college varsity is not that tough. 

“Sure, lots of guys have done 
it,” Humbles said. “If you’re 
good, you’re good. You can play 
anywhere. Moses Malone (a 
19-year-old who moved from 
high school to pro with the Utah 
Stars) proved that. I just hope 
that I can improve quickly enough 
to be able to play here.” 

Humbles feels that the main 
differences between high school 
and college ball is the quicker 
pace and the physical aspect of 
the game. 

‘There’s a lot more pushing 
out there, now,” Humbles 
commented.

Bradley’s cross-country team 
presently has a 4-6 record, thus 
assuring its first losing campaign 
since 1969. 

Leonard is quick to explain 
that the record doesn’t give a true 
indication of the team’s strength. 

“We’re a lot better than last 
year,” he said. “Record^vise, we 
look worse, but we’ve got twice 
the team we had last year, with 
guys like Smith and Forster. And 
Mike Freeman has been coming 
around.” 

The Braves get a chance to see 
how they stack up with the other 
state teams at the Illinois 
Intercollegiate Meet in Macomb 
tomorrow. Illinois, Eastern and 
Southern Illinois will be the teams 
to watch. 

But, according to Leonard, the 
Braves will not be as far back as 
last year, when they finished 
11th. 

Schoof agreed, “We are going 
to beat some teams that have 
beaten us,” he said. 

He noted the improvement his 
team showed at the Huskie 
Invitational last Saturday. Bradley 
was third and, more importantly, 
soundly defeated Northern 
Illinois. NIU had previously 
beaten the Braves by three points 
in a dual meet. 

Saturday’s encounter saw 
Bradley with 75 points to the 
Huskies’ 145. 

The Braves packed well, 
placing Jim Winfield in eighth. 
Smith in 11th, Forster in 15th 
and Leonard in 17th.

Cornerback Brian Cahill’s end 
zone interception with 20 seconds 
left in the game preserved a 7-6 
lead and Theta ^ hung on to 
defeat LCA for the 
Inter-Fraternity football 
championship Sunday at Bradley 
Park. 

It was the second time in three 
years that the Xi’s had won the 
first place trophy. 

Sigma Nu won the third place 
game 26-0 over Sigma Phi Epsilon. 

Theta Xi linebacker Steve 
Dapkiewicz intercepted LCA 
quarterback Bruce Anclade’s first 
pass, as both teams had trouble 
mustering up any offense in the 
early going. 

The game’s first touchdown 
came on the first play of the 
second quarter after LCA had 
driven 33 yards on a combination 
of Anclade runs and passes. 

The touchdown came on a 
10-yard pass from Anclade to 
wide receiver Mike Kubera, who 
slanted across the middle, to give 
LCA a 6-0 lead. The pass for the 
point after attempt was 
incomplete. 

Theta Xi took over on its own 
23-yard line midway through the 
second quarter, still trailing 6-0. 

Quarterback Jim Johnson was 
forced out of the pocket on first 
down and scrambled for 10 yards. 
Two incomplete passes later. Bob 
Grotto took a swing pass and 
went 10 yares for a first down on 


the LCA 38. 

Johnson threw three 
incomplete passes, but on fourth 
down he hit flanker Kevin 
Connally with a 35-yard pass to 
the LCA three-yard line and 
another first down. 

The play was disputed, as it 
appeared that Connally had 
stepped out of bounds before 
catching the pass, thus making 
him an ineligible receiver. 

On the controversial pass play 
that set up the Theta Xi 
touchdown, Anclade commented, 
“It was definitely wrong. It was 
the refs judgment and his call. He 
must not have seen it. That’s all 
you can say. They got the 
breaks.” 

No penalty was called, 
however, and on the next play, 
Johnson rolled out to his right, 
found no receivers open, and kept 
the ball himself for a three-yard 
touchdown. 

John Edgerton made a leaping 
catch in the end zone for the 
conversion, and Theta Xi led 7-6.' 

LCA drove to the Theta Xi 
two-yard line before time ran out 
in the first half. 

LCA had another chance to 
score as the third quarter ended, 
but an Anclade pass intended for 
Dan McLaren, was batted down 
by Theta Xi lineman Bob Heck, 
and Theta Xi took over on the 
one-yard line. 

Theta Xi took a fourth quarter 
gamble and went for a first down 


from their own 23-yard line on 
fourth and 15, and missed. 

“We didn’t punt on fourth 
down because we have confidence 
in our offense and wanted to lock 
the game up,” Theta Xi’s Bob 
Grotto said of the decision which/ 
almost cost Theta Xi the game. 
“Our defense dug in and held its 
ground. That’s why we won.” 

LCA took over with 40 
seconds left in the game and Steve 
“Geek” Welch replaced Anclade; 
at quarterback. 

Welch moved LCA to the tliree 
on two completed passes, one to 
Kubera and the second to Dick I 
Ramello. 

With 26 seconds remaining, 
Welch dropped back and fired to 
Kubera over the middle, but 
Cahill stepped in front of Kubera 
for the interception and returned 
it to the 15 as the final seconds 
ticked away.

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Financial aid applications due earlier 


Application for financial aid 
for next year will need to be made 
earlier than in previous years 
according to Thomas Cromwell, 
director of financial aids. A 
tentative deadline of March 15, 
1975 has been set for turning in 
all information pertinent to the 
1975-76 awards. 

Some financial aid material, 
including the application itself 
and the need analysis form, is now 
available in the Financial Aid 
Office, Swords 218. 

The acceleration of the 
schedule, Cromwell said, is due to 
‘"the advent of pre-registration for 
the 1975-76 academic year.” 

He added, ‘Those who can 
complete their application file to 
the point that it is processable by 
March 15 can expect to have their 
needs met—assuming they are 
willing to consider all sources of 
aid we have to offer.” 

These would include, Cromwell 
explained, scholarships, loans and 
studen t employment. 

The need analysis form will 
also be changed for next year. The 
American College Testing Program 
(ACT) Family Financial 
Statement (FFS) will be required 
instead of the College Scholarship 
Service’s Parent’s Confidential 
Statement. Copies of the new 
form are available in the Financial 
Aid Office. 

Cromwell emphasized the need 
for students to file their Illinois 
State Scholarship Commission 
(ISSC) renewal applications as 
soon as possible after the forms 
are received. He added the forms 
will be mailed to students’ home 
addresses about Dec. 1. 

Students who have not 
previously applied for an ISSC 
award may pick up applications in 


the Financial Aid Office after 
about Nov. 15. 

Application materials will be 
mailed sometime in December to 
students who have been unable to 
pick them up. 

Cromwell said that students 
who participate in the Guaranteed 
Loan Program (Federally Insured 


Loan Program) should submit 
their loan applications at least two 
months before the date that the 
money will be needed. 

He explained that deferment of 
school costs based on loan 
applications submitted too close 
to the due date for school costs 
will be very hard to obtain.

Senate to consider search warrant proposal 


A proposal for a 
university-issued search warrant 
was favorably received at a 
Monday meeting of dormitory 
staff, according to Dean of Men 
Edward King. 

“We agree with the concept 
and principle behind it and we 
think it will be good for both the 
residents and the staff of the 
dorms,” King said. 

The proposal was presented by 
Senator Steve Anastase, chairman 
of Senate’s Rules and Judiciary 
Committee. King was scheduled 
to meet with rules committee last 
night to go over a final draft of 
the proposal, according to 
Anastase. 

Anastase added that the 
proposal still -needs Senate’s 
approval and will be brought 
before Senate for consideration 
Monday. 

Warrants would be pre-signed 
by the dean of men or women. 
Warrants would require the 
signatures of the acting head 
resident of dorm in which the 
search is to take place and the 
staff member conducting the 
search after the specific room and 
object of the search is indicated 
on the warrant. 

“Sometimes when a staff 
member goes to a door, there’s a 


big hassle,” Anastase said. “With 
the warrant, it’ll be more formal 
and it will help the (Student 
Supreme) Court because warrants 
will provide it with a written 
record.” 

The proposal came out of a 
review of the Student Bill of 
Rights by rules committee. 
Anastase said the committee is 


not finished with the review but 
added, “I’ve read it over quite a 
few times and it seems quite 
sound.” 


King said the proposal as it is 
currently drafted would only 
apply to dorms. 


According to Mark Belokon, a 
senator on rules committee who is 


also Court’s chief prosecuting 
attorney, it has not been 
determined in what instances, if 
any, staff would be permitted to 
conduct a search without a 
warrant. “Probable cause” is the 
basis dorm staff presently use 
when deciding whether to enter 
and search a room, according to 
King.

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Study examines changes in shopping patterns

The addition of Northwoods 
Mall has had a significant effect 
on Peoria shopping patterns, 
according to the findings of a two 
and a half year study conducted 
by Robert Middleton, a former 
Bradley geography professor, and 
Ronald Vaughn of the marketing 
department. Their findings were 
presented in a 90-minute 
conference at the Student Center 
Oct. 22. 

The study was sponsored by 
the Urban Affairs Institute and 
the Scientific Board for Research 
and Creative Production. Its 
objectives, according to 
Middleton, were “to examine 
changes in commodities and 
products shopped for, note 
changes in the socio-economic and 
demographic characteristics of the 
shoppers themselves and to 
analyze the spatial shift in 
behavior drawing patterns.” 

The study was conducted in 
two phases—the first sampling was 
taken from March-May of 1973, 
and the second conducted six 
months after the opening of 
Northwoods. Altogether 4,680 
interviews were taken. 

‘Trior to phase one, we ran a 
pre-test to see whether the 
questions were good-as a result 
we did change questions and came 
up with a two-page interview 
form,” Middleton said. 

The interviews, many done by 
Bradley geography students, were 
taken at Madison Park, Sheridan 
Village, downtown Peoria, Szolds 
area, Pekin Mall and Northwoods 
Mall. 

‘These centers were chosen 
subjectively, in order to represent 
different points in the hierarchy,” 
Middleton said, adding ‘Sve did a 
careful job of balancing the 
sample.” 

The number of interviewers 
and the time spent at each 
location were adjusted to 
correspond to the relative size and 
store hours of each area. 

Either Middleton or Vaughn 
were on the field during all 
interviews “in order to monitor 
the whole process.” 


In determining product 
changes, data were compiled in 
the areas of food, clothing, home 
furnishings, appliances, drugs and 
cosmetics. 

Downtown and Szolds there 
was a major decrease in all 
products boi^ht, while Pekin Mall 
and Madison Park showed an 
increase. Sheridan Village showed 
a decrease in clothing, cosmetics 
and drugs, and a food and 
appliance increase. 

From the data, it was shown 


that the two main reasons why a 
.shopper chose a particular 
location were variety of 
merchandise and closeness to 
home, while the availability of 
public transportation had the least 
bearing on such a decision. 

Changes in the income, 
occupations and racial 
characteristics of shoppers were 
also determined by the study. 

There was an income decrease 
for Sheridan Village shoppers, 
while at Northwoods Mall the 


average income was highest. 

A decrease in white collar 
shoppers was noted at all areas 
except Northwoods, which had 
the highest percentage of white 
collar families and also the lowest 
percentage of blue collar 
shoppers. 

Middleton stressed that “these 
changes are relative, not 
absolute.” The percentage of 
black shoppers increased 
downtown and at Szolds.

Goodman to appear tomorrow night 


Steve Goodman was on an 
all-night drunk on North Lincoln 
Avenue in Chicago when, a 
celebrated story goes, he saw an 
empty storefront as he stumbled 
out of a bar. Goodman bought the 
storefront and established 
Somebody .Rise’s Troubles, a bar 
that has become a Mecca for 
Chicago folk music audiences. 

Lecture Arts will present 
Goodman and another 
well-known folk musician. Bob 
Gibson, in concert tomorrow in 
the Field House at 8 p.m. 

“Goodman plays a lot of 
original folk songs—especially 
what you would call urban folk 
songs,” says Lecture Arts 
Chairman Bill Hoare. “And when 
he’s performing, he likes to tell 
jokes and stories. He always has a 
good time with the audience.” 

His best-known song, “City of 
New Orleans,” was recorded by 
folk singer Arlo Guthrie and 
became a hit single on AM radio. 

“Lincoln Park Pirates,” an 
example of one of his urban-type 
folk songs, chronicles the exploits 
of a tow truck firm that terrorized 
Chicago’s north side with its 
extra-legal shenanigans. 

“He sings all kinds of funny 
songs, dirty songs, crazy songs and 
songs you’ve never heard before 
but have been around for years,” 
Hoare said. 

In the title of a 56-second 
joke-song, ‘The I Ain’t Heard

study, you get rid of all but one 
variable,' but we had to recognii^ 
that there were variables we could 
not control,” Middleton said, 
citing such things as the energy 
crisis and higher gas prices as 
having a probable effect on the 
data. 

“However, to a great extent 
Northwoods Mall has had an 
effect on the shopping patterns in 
Peoria,” he concluded. 

When asked how the study 
could be used, Vaughn said, “We 
have already presented the results 
to downtown planners and 
tri-county regional planners—we 
would like to see it used by a 
variety of people.” 

Middleton stressed that the 
study was made “to describe in 
structural terms what the changes 
have been, and to make this 
information available to 
businessmen and planners.”

Morris forsakes car for hiking boots and solitude

President Ford would be 
pleased to know that some people 
are taking the energy crisis 
seriously. 

Like Herbert Morris, chairman 
of computer science, who last 
May 25, shed his car and other 
conveniences to “head for the 
hills” — the Appalachian 
Mountains, that is. 

Forty-three days and 775 miles 
later he had fulfilled a dream. He 
had walked the Appalachian Trail. 

“My son, Dwight and I were 
planning to go the summer after 
he graduated, but he crossed me 
up ... and got a job to make 
money for graduate school. So I 


went ahead by myself.” 

Morris’ wife and his ninth 
grade daughter Gloria didn’t 
mind. The whole family belongs 
to the Sierra Club, the original 
ecology group that has been 
fighting to preserve the country 
for 75 years. 

The Morrises take short 
monthly hikes year-round, rain, 
sleet or snow. This summer they 
are planning a three-week, 
150-mile trip. 

The Appalachian Trail is the 
hiker’s delight. Established by an 
Act of Congress as part of the 
National Trail System and at a 
total of 2,000 miles stretching 
from Georgia to Maine, it is the 


longest footpath in the world. 

Monis began his trek at 
Amicola State Park in northern 
Georgia, then crossed through the 
Smoky Mountains up to the 
North Carolina - Tennessee state 
line, to Virginia. 

“It took me 10 days to go the 
first 165 miles, about 16 miles per 
day,” he said, “because I had to 
carry a total of 50-55 pounds on 
my back including food and water 
for 11 days and a four-pound tent 
complete with poles.” 

For the remaining 610 miles, 
Morris had mailed boxes of food 
to himself, in care of general 
delivery, to post offices along the 
way. “I just marked them, 


Roddenberry discusses Gommunications field, 
says Star Trek movie may become reality

Although the program wasn’t 
exactly what much of the 
audience expected, over 1,000 
people laughed, applauded, 
• listened respectfully and cheered 
as Gene Roddenberry discussed 
the philosophy behind Star Trek 
and his predictions for the future 
of communications. 

The Oct. 31 Lecture Arts 
presentation in the Field House 
began with a short film of “three 
years of Star Trek mistakes,” but 
later turned more serious. 

The television series, which was 
canceled in 1969, made the 
statement that “we must learn to 
value the differences we find in 
others,” according to 
Roddenberry, Star Trek’s creator 
and producer. 

Roddenberry explained that he 
believes our present civilization 
will destroy itself and a better one 
will rise from the ashes. 

‘This is the natural way for the 
species to evolve,” he said. 
“Civilizations are supposed to 
crumble and fall. We take three 
steps forward and two back.” 

But he added he had 
confidence that “God, the 
Creator, any intelligence capable 
of planning this world will protect 
it through its present childhood 
until it can build a civilization 
where the capacity to love will be 
as great as the capacity to 
destroy.” 

Roddenberry predicted, “You 
and I stand on the edge of a 
human comm unication 
explosion.” And he added, ‘This 
explosion may change how much 
of civilization will be destroyed 
and what good will be saved.” 

Leaning on the podium and 
looking intently at the audience, 
Roddenberry said, “We have 
almost within our grasp a way for 
every human on earth to have 


access to all human knowledge 
compiled. 

“The barriers that hold 
mankind apart will begin to 
crumble” as the field of 
communication opens up, 
according to Roddenberry. 

He noted that with the advent 
of pay television, people will pay 
just for what they want and 
television writers can afford to 
write for a smaller audience. 

At present, Roddenberry 
explained, television “does not 
exist to entertain or inform. The 
purpose is advertising.” 

For a television show to be 
considered successful, it must 
attract 18 million people every

time it is shown, he said. ‘The 
total choice of what you see and 
hear,” he added, “is based on ‘Will 
it sell detergent, toothpaste and 
deodorant?’ ” 

He cited the highly acclaimed 
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‘Appalachian Trail Hiker — Please 
hold till arrival!”’ 

Morris said the entire trip cost 
only about $230 including 
postage, bus fare to and from the 
starting point and miscellaneous 
expenses on the trail. 

A total of approximately 100 
people were scattered across the 
trail, each going at his own pace. 

“I was alone most of the 
time,” Morris said. “Every so 
often I’d meet or pass a group and 


National Geographic programs as 
an example of a show going off 
because “it didn’t sell enough 
toothpaste.” 

Star Trek’s popularity, he said, 
can be explained by comparing it 
to other shows and movies of the 
period. “We presented true heroes 
in the era of the anti-hero. 

“Everything else was saying, 
‘It’s all over, it’s all been invented, 
there are no frontiers.’ But Star 
Trek said ‘It’s all just beginning; 
there are challenges and 
excitement ahead.’ ” 

Roddenberry said the 
continued popularity of Star Trek 
reruns may have made a return of 
the series a possiblity. 

He explained that negotiations 
are presently being made with 
Paramount Pictures for a 
full-length motion picture. He 
added that if the movie becomes a 
reahty, it will be produced with 
the original TV cast. 

“If the movie is a success,” he 
said, “then Star Trek may be 
returned to TV” in the form of 
four or five 90 minute or two 
hour specials each year.

at night sometimes I’d find 
someone to camp with. But in the 
daytime I walked alone. 

“But I never felt lonesome. 
Owls, whippoorwills and a small 
campfire are all I need.” 

Three-sided enclosures with a 
roof are provided every 6-15 miles 
as trail shelters and occasionally 
there is a little grocery store. 

“But I didn’t depend on those. 
They were extra. Mostly I relied 
on what I had with me, sunflower 
seeds, dried apricots, peanuts and 
peaches. 

“I ate six ounces of dried 
weight oatmeal and wheatgerm 
for breakfast. Also strawberries, 
huckleberries, blackberries, 
dewberries and cherries. I felt 
tremendous all the way.” 

Part of Morris’ stamina was due 
to the intensive training he put 
himself through for two months 
before he left for the trail. From 
4:30 to 7 a.m. every day, in 


addition to 40 mmutes of 
calisthenics, the 54-year-old 
Morris walked eight to ten miles 
before classes. “And the last 
week,” he said, “I wdUmA fPith a| 
50 pound pack on my back!” 

Physical conditioning is not the 
only preparation Morris made. He 
studied his route, listing every 
water source along the way with a 
note as to its dependability. 

He pinpointed the shelter 
areas, post offices and stops where 
he could get a bath and wash his 
clothes. 

“A person gets dirty,” Morris 
said, “and there’s no place to 
wash except creeks.” Altogether 
he managed to get four showers at 
various points. 

“Most of the time where there 
was a post office there was also a 
washateria where I could wash 
and dry my clothes.” 

He started out wearing a pair 
of jeans, a shirt and heavy boots 
which were “a disaster” when he 
finished the walk. He carried one 
change of clothes, two changes of 
socks and a wet weather poncho. 

“I started out wearing the 
poncho when it rained but I got 
tired of that and just wore what I 
had on till it dried. 

“It rained one out of every 
four days. Once I spent 24 hours 
under a rock overhang during a 
heavy storm. It was a pleasant 
place to watch the lightning and 
rain. 

“You learn to like the 
outdoors, rain, snow or whatever. 
Most of all I liked the solitude, 
being close to nature, wild 
animals, birds singing and 
especially the beaut^iful timber. 

“Once I got on the trail I 
didn’t want to get off. But I had 
to get back and teach summer 
school.” 

Morris has slides of his trip that 
have been shown once on campus 
already but he is more than 
willing to recount the dream again 
if anyone is interested. 

“Anyone who really loves 
nature, and doesn’t mind sore 
feet, should take a long trip like 
this for the highlight of his life!”

of courses including sociology, 
business, English and philosophy. 

‘The purpose of the program is 
to educate prospective doctors 
and other medical personnel,” 
Ballowe said. “It focuses on 
non-medical subjects which will 
aid the students to understand 
their patients better.” 

Ballowe was working part time 
in the position since May 26. 
Since then he has formulated a list 
of priorities for the graduate 
school, most of which “are still in 
the planning stage.” 

“I have set up a faculty 
committee to research the policies 
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and procedures of distribution of 
scholarships and assistantships,” 
Ballowe said. 

“My hopes are to augment 
assistantships by greater use of 
federal funds.” Findings of the 
committee are to be reported to 
Ballowe by Nov. 15. . 

The first issue of a newsletter, 
which will “keep the 
university-at-large aware of what 
the graduate school is all about,” 
will be distributed to faculty, 
administration and graduate 
students this week, according to 
Ballowe. “The newsletter will be a 
monthly publication and we’ll try 
to have as wide a distribution as 
possible.” 

Ballowe said one of his main 
concerns is getting the 
undergraduate students aware of 
the benefits of the graduate 
school. 

“One of the unique 
characteristics of Bradley’s 
graduate school is that our 
primary purpose is to give a 
complete coherent master’s degree 
program; we concentrate on the 
master’s degree rather than the 
PhD, as in most other institutions. 

“Because we are a private 
institution, we can be more 
flexible than public 
education-we’re better able to 
use our faculty in a 
cross-disciplinary approach to 
education.” 

Ballowe said that 
outstanding degrees offered by 
the graduate school include a 
Master of Science in Speech and 
Hearing Sciences, the Master of 
Business Administration and a 
six-year degree in Fine Arts 
and Special Education. 

There are currently 500 
graduate students, most of which 
are part time, according to 
Ballowe. 

‘‘We need more 
cross-disciplinary programs in 
which the part time graduate 
students study in-depth in areas in 
which they are currently 
employed. It is the practitioners 
whom I want to see come study 
with the scholars.”

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Crowd safety cited for ‘high risk' concert han; 


FH committee worries about fire threat, injury

“We had three events last 
spring at which the fire marshal 
on duty was ready to close them 
down,” Field House Manager Jack 
Kuntz said. 

Sly and the Family Stone, Rare 
Earth and Leon Russell were the 
three concerts. Leon Russell “was 
the worst” of the three, Kuntz 
said. 

“I prevailed on the fire 
marshal at that time to consider 
what the situation would evolve 
into in terms of panic, confusion, 
general uproar and damage to the 
facility if we did shut down,” 
Kuntz added. “He thought about 
it for a while and reconsidered his 
decision. 

“At that time he made a 
statement that he would have to 
report the situation to the 
downtown office.” 

Kuntz is one of six persons on 
the Field House Sched uling 


Committee that voted to impose a 
six-month moratorium on “high 
risk” concerts. Threat of fire 
because of violations by audiences 
of no-smoking rules was given as 
the reason for the ban. 

The committee made the 
unanimous decision when five of 
its members attended a July 18 
meeting and rejected a proposal to 
lift the moratorium at a Sept. 23 
meeting. 

Kuntz said he received a 
warning Sept. 22, 1973 after the 
Cheech & Chong concert about 
the fire hazard. He received a 
form letter after the Leon Russell 
concert from the city fire officials 
reminding him of a city ordinance 
that prohibits smoking at events 
in the Field House. 

A fine of not less than $10 and 
not more than $500 can be levied 
for each offense, according to the 
letter. 

Kuntz said individual violators

could be fined and the university 
could be required to match every 
fine. 

“This is the way we look at it 
— it’s going to be a process of 
re-educating the crowd to let 
them know that we are going to 
comply with the rules and 
regulations of the university, the 
city of Peoria and the State of 
Illinois,” he said. “We don’t want 
to be a party to knowingly allow 
this particular kind of condition 
to exist.” 

He said a small fire broke out 
during a concert last spring when 
a cigarette fell through one of the 
bleachers and started a vacuum 
cleaner bag smoldering. As a 
result, he said, a guard is now 
stationed under both bleachers. 

He added that the audience is 
allowed to smoke in the foyer 
‘Svhich at the farthest, is 100 feet 
away.” 

EJ. Ritter, chairman of the 
committee and director of the 
Student Center, said he feared a 
possible negative reaction by the 
crowd if a concert was ordered 
closed while in progress and 
‘Sve’re not going to put ourselves 
in the position again.” 

The danger of some of the 
audience being trampled in a rush 
to the exits during a small fire was 
his major concern, he said. 

“The type of building we have 
just doesn’t lend itself to that 
type of concert,” Ritter said. 

“You couldn’t hurt the 
Assembly Hall (at the University 
of Illinois) unless you made a 
concentrated effort. But one 
cigarette dropped * in the wrong 
place in the Field House could 
cause a disaster.” 

Damage from a fire caused by a 
cigarette butt after a basketball 
game in the early 1950’s bent 
several steel girders that had to be 
replaced, Ritter said. 

An enlarged security staff of 
16 policemen, 8 fire marshalls, 10 
faculty and administrators and 
30-50 students have been used at 
recent Field House events such as 
The Doc Severinsen concert and 
the closed circuit telecast of the 
Ali-Foreman fight. 

He added that this security 
arrangement would be used at 
tomorrow^’s Steve Goodman 
concert. 

‘This is a low risk or marginal

risk,” Ritter said of the Goodman 
concert. “If they can control that, 
then we will maybe try something 
a little more bold.” 

He added, “But I don’t think 
we’ll ever go back to that hard, 
acid rock, non-cooperative act 
that we’ve had this past spring.” 

He said the high risk term 
refers “not so much to the type of 
act as it is the type of audience it 
draws.” 

Safety of the crowd and 
possible difficulty in enforcing the 
rules was the concern of 
Controller Robert Keating, 
another member of the 
committee. 

If the no-smoking rules were 
enforced, he said, “there’s always 
a possibility that someone could 
be intoxicated and cause some 
type of minor fracas with the 
enforcing officers and this could 
develop into a more serious 
problem and somebody could get 
hurt.” 

A person who resisted ejection 
might have friends who could 
create additional problems, 
Keating said. He added that 
empty bottles and cans found in 
the Field House after concerts 
indicate some of the audience 
may have been drinking. 

“With adequate officers and 
students helping, there is a 
possiblity that this may control it 
(smoking) to a certain extent,” 
Keating said. 

“Nonetheless, if we had an 
event that we considered high 
risk, we had the adequate force 
we thought could control it and 
there still were people that were 
smoking or drinking and we 
attempted to do something about 
it, then we could have trouble on 
our hands — a minor riot possibly 
— if we tried to control unruly 
participants. We could have a 
police force there and still have a 
major problem if we tried to 
enforce it.” 

He added that he would be in 
favor of going ‘Svith more of a 
high risk event than at the present 
is being allowed and see how it 
works out.” 

“It’s conceivable in a panic 
situation in the bleachers that 
people would jump or be pushed 
off the sides,” Athletic Director 
Charles Orsborn, a member of the 


committee, said. 

He said he felt most of the 
problem was with non-Bradley 
persons in the audience, “and it’s 
obviously more difficult to 
control people with whom you’re 
not directly associated with than 
it is those here at school.” ! 

Faculty representative Henryj 
Vander Heyden said safety andj 
the problem of making a quick! 
exit were also concerns. 

“Not only is there a fire 
hazard, but we are worried about 
the resistance to the enforcement 
of regulations - resistance to 
being removed, people being 
seated in close proximity and the 
possibility of panic, a rush for the 
door and this kind of thing,” he 
said. 


“We hope there will be a 
gradual compliance with this (no 
smoking) when additional staff is 
employed. If other concerts are, 
scheduled in the Field House that 
would not be labeled high risk, we 
can indicate to all people and 
through publicity on tickets and 
advance publicity that smoking! 
will not be permitted. Over a 
period of several engagements, we 
can indicate to people that we will 
enforce the rules.” ' 

All of these committee 
members agreed that: 

— fear of fire and safety for the 
audience was their major concern [ 

— the problem is not unique ' 
because other schools have 
absolute or Hmited bans on 
certain types of attractions 

— there is physical evidence 
that alcoholic beverages are i 
brought into the Field House ' 

— non-Bradley persons cause 
most of the problem 

— bands would have to 
cooperate in getting the audience 
to obey the rules 

— bands not being considered 
at this time will be allowed in the 
future once the audience becomes 
accustomed to the idea that 
smoking will not be permitted in ' 
the performance area.

John Fabecich and the Wrestling Club 
began practice Monday. A squad of 11 
wrestlers were there, including three 
returnees from last year. The only thing 
missing was money. 

Bruce Becker and the Hockey Club 
begin their season tonight at the Logan Ice 
Dome. The players will be there, including 
standout goalie Jim Neader. Again, money 
is the missing element. 

Both of these organizations were denied 
requests last spring by the Student 
Activities Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) for operating funds to be used 
during the 1974-75 seasons. 

Wrestling was allocated $1,075 last year 
and requested $2,400 for 1975, only to 
have that request denied. 

Last year hockey received $1,000 from 
SABRC, and had a request for $9393 
turned down for this year. 

The committee said the two clubs were 
not funded because they did not meet the 
criteria set up by the committee. The most 
important of these criteria was that large 
number of students must benefit from the 
organization. 

The hockey club does get $1,000 
annually from the athletic department for 
operational expenses. Wrestling does not 
get any money from anybody. 

Fabecich, who serves as both president 
and coach of the Wrestling Club, has been at 
Bradley for three years, and has been 
working every year to get both money and 
a wrestling win.

Plan Two calls 
for the two clubs to go to the coaches in the 
athletic department (through Athletic 
Director Chuck Orsborn) and apply for 
money from the Athletic Stag held in early 
October.

stag, Orsborn said. “I won’t press the 
coaches for the money.

The last time Bradley had a varsity 
wrestling program was in 1962.

Bradley wrestlers, and had sent pleas for 
money to them for the past three years. 

“The first year I got about $200, and 
even less last year,” Fabecich said. 

If the money doesn’t come from 
somewhere, the season will have to be 
suspended, according to Fabecich. The 
schedule has already been reduced to six 
matches. 

Why does Fabecich persist on trying to 
sell wrestling to the folks on the outside?

The current six-month 
moratorium on “high risk” 
concerts has affected Lecture Arts 
in at least one way not visible to 
the casual observer. 

“We’re going broke,” Lecture 
Arts Chairman Bill Hoare said. 

“We’re still putting on all these 
other activities we sponsor such as 
the Premier Series with Student 
Center Board (SCB), lecturers and 
entertainers. We shell out a lot of 
money for that and we’ve been 
lucky that, in the last few years 
'with these “high risk” concerts, 
we’ve been able to bring in pretty 
good operating capital. 

“But we’re slowly going broke 
if we keep spending this money. 
So there’s no way we can keep 
out of the (concert booking) 
business, if we want to stay alive,” 
Hoare said. 

The Field House Scheduling 
Committee voted in July to 
impose the moratorium until Jan. 
1. Four administrative personnel 
and a faculty representative made 


the decision in July. Hoare did 
not become a voting member of 
the committee until September. 

Hoare arid the committee 
members have said they do not 
expect the moratorium to be 
lifted Jan. 1. 

The scheduling committee 
members “did what they think 
was right,” Hoare said, but he 
resents the moratorium decision 
being made over the summer 
“when I or anyone else wasn’t 
around to defend Lecture Arts 
and state our point of view. But 
that’s been talked over at the 
(scheduling committee) meetings 
we’ve been invited to.” 

Last Saturday Lecture Arts 
sponsored folk singers Steve 
Goodman and Bob Gibson in a 
Field House concert that 
sustained a $3,000 loss, according 
to Joe Mikrut, Lecture Arts 
off-campus pubUcity chairman. 

‘That was a cheap show, as 
shows go, yet we dropped 
$3,000,” Mikrut said. 

“If we continue that type of 
show with a low cost, we won’t be 
dropping as much. But if we do 
move up to a higher price concert 
and still get a poor draw, we will 
run out of money and won’t have 
enough to put on future shows.” 

A four-member sub-committee 
that includes Hoare was formed to 
rate potential rock acts for 


bookings on a four-point scale. 
The scale runs from high risk to 
low risk. Final approval for 
booking any act is made by the 
full scheduling committee. 

Hoare said he would like to 
move up the concert risk scale and 
eventually end the school year 
with a major attraction. He added 
that he does not expect the 
scheduling committee to allow 
Lecture Arts to present a “high 
risk” event this year and maybe 
not next year. 

“It’s hard enough to get an 
agent to talk to you, especially 
when you say you’re from 
Bradley University, because they 
know what the facihties are like 
here and they laugh at you,” 
Hoare said. 

“But now I have to negotiate 
through the agents and try to get 
a date settled, then go back to the 
Field House Scheduling 
Committee to negotiate with it 
and see if it’s all right with those 
people. This doubles the red tape, 
doubles the time involved and 
doubles the chance of not getting 
the act in.” 

Both Hoare and Mikrut said 
most of the members of the 
scheduling committee “don’t 
understand how the business 
operates” and are not familiar 
with rock bands, which makes

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Changes in AFROTC officers, 


facilities give program new look

The Air Force Reserve Officers 
Training Corps (AFROTC) has a 
new look. They’re still training 
officers as they do every year, but 
they’ve moved to new offices and 
have acquired two new 
commanding officers - Lt. Col. 
Thomas M. Slaw son and Capt. 
Thomas M. Mullen. 

The computer center needed 
AFROTC’s old facilities at 
Holmes Hall. So it was arranged 
for AFROTC to move to Sisson 
Hall where, Mullen said, “We are 
very satisfied. We have ample 
space and generally think the 
location is ideal.” 

The cadets now have separate 
headquarters at 906 Elmwood 
next to the Black Culture House. 
“It’s right on center campus 
which is good pubhcity for us,” 
Slawson said. 

“When the students see the 
cadets come out of that house in 
uniform, they know that the 
program is an active one.” 

Slawson is a professor of 
aerospace studies at Bradley. “We 
call him the professor of ASS—the 
Boss,” Mullen said. 

Slawson volunteered for ROTC 
duty and was accepted on the 
basis of his qualifications and past 
experience. He formerly served as 
chief of Counterintelligence 
Division of the Air Force Office 
of Special Investigations (OSI), 
working in the same capacity as 
the CIA and FBI. 

OSI, which investigates 


terrorist activities outside of the 
United States, is just one 
illustration of the opportunities a 
ROTC cadet has available to 
him-or her. 

Women may now receive a 
commission through AFROTC. 
Six of approximately 90 cadets 
presently enrolled in the program 
are women. 

“A girl can do any job a guy 
can do with only three 
exceptions,” Mullen said, “those 
being jobs involving combat of 
any kind.” Combat duty by 
women is prohibited by law.” 

Women students may also, join 
the Angel Flight Service 
Organization, which is similar to 
the fraternity “little sister” 
programs. 

Angel Flight performed 
services such as volunteering at 
Red Cross blood drives and similar 
projects tht help “enhance the 
reputation of the Air Force in the 
community,” Slawson explained. 

To obtain a commission 
through AFROTC a student can 
enroll in a four-year program as a 
freshman or a two-year program 
as a transfer junior or veteran. 
Overall enrollment is up 20 per 
cent over last year. 

According to a public relations 
pamphlet, the General Military 
Courst (GMC) is offered during 
the freshman and sophomore 
years to learn military atmosphere 
and environment, customs and 
courtesies. The Professional 
Officer Course (POC) is usually 


taken during the cadet’s junior 
and senior years, concentrating on 
leadership, management and 
aerospace history. 

Eventually the cadet has the 
' responsibility of instructing 
freshmen, working with and 
leading people, helping run the corps 
and inviting speakers to campus. 

When first recruited, cadets 
are classified under one of five job 
preferences. These are pilots, 
navigators, missileers, 
scientist/technologists or 
personnel and finance people. 

After commissioning, Slawson 
said, ‘Sve fill position as the Air 
Force needs them, just as if U.S. 
Steel would come to campus and 
say they need one engineer.” 

The main purpose of AFROTC 
is to commission officers to the 
Air Force. But since the end of 
the war and in light of the 
resultant military cutbacks, “It’s 
going to be tougher to become an 
officer, and particularly in the Air 
Force,” Slawson said. 

“It used to be you could 
graduate from college and go right 
to OCS school and get a 
commission. Now you have to 
have gone through ROTC. It 
shows, too, in the quality of our 
cadets.” 

Each semester, the corps 
takes a trip to an Air Force base 
to see how things are run. Cadets 
can go along with an International 
Guardsman to see what it’s like to 
fly. They also get a first-hand 
glimpse of what Air Force life is

But not all of AFROTC is 
work. For example, on Oct. 25 
the cadets held their annual 
“dining-out” which is a formal 
dress with dates. 


The cadets also get together for 
parties and basketball games. 


Formally or informally, Mullenj 
said, “In the military, we are 
performing a service for the 
government. But we also have a 
responsibiUty to help clear up 
some of the misconceptions 
people have and let them know 
what it’s really like to be in the 
military.” 


Moratorium hurting LA 
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working with the committee more 
difficult. 

Shrine Mosque has announced 
it will not allow rock concerts and 
because of “incredible 
restrictions” placed on Expo 
Gardens, Hoare said, there is no 
other facility in Peoria that can 
host rock concerts. He added both 
facilities have experienced 
problems with crowds at rock 
concerts in recent years. 

Lecture Arts made $3,000 on 
Field House concerts during the 
last school year, experiencing 
losses on only the Earl Scruggs 
Revue and Loggins & Messina. 
Last school year. Lecture Arts lost 
a total of $2,000, which was 
covered by funds from a reserve 
fund. 

The reserve fund consists of 
money left over from previous 
years, which was primarily raised 
from rock concerts, Hoare said. 

‘The type of people we’ve 
been bringing in for our lecture 
series are good, but they are not 
the big name, high draw people 
because we can’t afford them,” 
Hoare said. “So cutting down high 


risk concerts has cut into a lot of 
things in Lecture Arts.” 

Because of the restrictions on 
♦ Field House rock concerts,' 
Lecture Arts has been sponsoring 
wine and cheese concerts in the 
Student Center Ballroom as part 
of the Premier Series. These 
events do not generate income 
because there is no admission, 
which is a further drain on 
Lecture Arts’ funds. Hoard said. 

Hoare said that he thinks the 
university should reappraise its 
priorities and “realize that student 
activities are a very important part 
of the campus and a lot of times it 
can set the mood of the 
students.”

Report presented on conference

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker presented a report 
concerning the First Conference 
on Student Legal Rights at 
Monday’s Student Senate 
Meeting. 

Dean of Men Edward King, 
All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton 
and Pritzker attended the 
conference last weekend in New 
York City. 

According to Pritzker, 
approximately 220 people 
attended representing 32 states 
and Puerto Rico. Some of the 
major topics discussed were 
academic freedom, freedom of the 
student press and students’ legal 
rights to privacy of records. 

“On the whole, it was a very 
good conference,” Pritzker said. 
“We talked about things that are 
prevalent and heated issues 
today.” 

Pritzker added that many of 
the areas that were primary 
concerns of other schools were 


rights that Bradley students 
already had. 

“However, there are still a lot 
of ideas from the conference that 
we can and will try to apply to 
Bradley,” Pritzker said. 

In further Senate action, a 
report on the recently formed ad 
hoc scheduling committee was 
given by All-school Vice 
President, Anne Edwards. 

The committee, according to 
Edwards, developed from a 
meeting called by Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg in 


order to discuss and solve 
scheduling problems for campus 
organizations, especially in the 
areas of available facilities on 
campus and communications 
between groups. 

‘The need for a master events 
calendar in a central location, the 
lack of information concerning 
available campus facilities and 
year-to-year continuity within the 
organizations were three specific 
problems cited by the scheduling 
committee,” Edwards explained. 
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Concerts: good and bad 


Only 267 people paid to attend the^ Steve Goodman/Bob 
Gibson concert last Saturday night. In one way that was very 
good. But in another it wasn’t. 

The good side was that crowd cooperation on the no 
smoking regulation was “excellent,” according to Harper Hall 
Head Resident Gary Boyer, who was in charge of the student 
security force that patrolled the concert. 

“We had no real problems whatsoever,” Boyer said. ‘X)ne 
guy who was with the group lighted up, but when we "asked 
him not to, he put it out.” The same was true for a member 
of the audience that lighted a pipe. When asked to refrain, he 
did, Boyer said. 

Boyer attributes the good cooperation to the small size of 
the crowd and to the type of concert it was. 

“It was a good concert and people knew if they wanted to 
stay and hear it they couldn’t smoke or they’d be kicked 
out.” ' • 

Now the bad part. 

With such a small attendance. Lecture Arts sustained a 
$3,000 loss on the concert. And this was a cheap concert as 
concerts go, according to Lecture Arts Off-campus Publicity 
Chairman Joe Mikrut. 

Lecture Arts Chairman Bill Hoare says Lecture Arts is 
“slowly going broke.” In other words, they can’t afford to 
sustain many more $3 >000 losses, even if the crowd 
cooperates enough that concerts can continue to be 
scheduled. 

Lecture Arts seems to be caught in a bind. If it schedules 
acts that will draw a large crowd, it is likely also to be faced 
with a smoking problem. 

And if it schedules act that are likely to draw small, 
cooperative audiences, it will run out of money. 

The solution to the problem now lies with the student 
body. 

The Scout urges students to support the Lecture Arts 
presentations by attending concerts and by cooperating with 
the no smoking rule. 

This was, perhaps, the scheduling committee, which makes 
the decisions on the type of acts Lecture Arts can schedule, 
will be shown that students can be responsible enough to 
deserve the more popular acts that are likely to draw larger 
crowds.

Bradley is nationally known for its 
basketball prowess. For the past four 
years it has been publicized for its lack of a 
football program. 

As the year progresses, the sports pages 
of the Scout will be devoted to the 
endeavors of tracksters, tennis players, 
golfers, baseball players and anyone else 
who wears a uniform with “Bradley” 
stenciled across the front. 

But by this writer’s own admission, not 
enough coverage will be given to the 
Bradley athletes of the opposite sex. 

It is not a deliberate oversight. As much 
information that is possible to be gathered 
is gathered and printed about women’s 
sports at Bradley. But try as we might, we 
always manage to push the women to the 
background. 

Title IX of the Education Admendments 
Act became law in 1972. In October of this 
year, enforcement measures were 
established. 

Basically, Title IX says that there can be 
no discrimination based on sex. What it/ 
does in athletics is makes women eligible to 
compete with men in all sports. 

Bradley women may participate in five 
athletic activities on the intercoUegiate 
level. 

The Aquadettes is an aquatic art 
organization which specializes in 
performances, not necessarily competition. 
They will be in competition this year at 
Illinois State Dec. 4. 

The volleyball team finished its third 
season under the direction of Marty King 
last week. Thirteen girls participated, as 
Bradley closed with a 4-10 record. 

Two teams for the ladies are in question 
because of the inability to find a coach or 
interested participants. 

Efforts to start a basketball team this 
year have been slowed by the inability to 
find someone to coach. Carole Winkler of ~ 
the women’s physical education 
department served as coach of the 
basketball team last season, but she is 
currently involved with the Aquadettes as 
their advisor, and cannot serve both roles. 


Security director Dave Baer heads the 
track and field club, but his problem has 
been finding girls to participate. 

“One of the biggest problems with 
getting the women’s program going is 
financing,” King said. ‘That and finding 
someone to coach the teams as well as 
scheduling facilities for games and 
practices. 

“Financial backing has a lot to do with 
women’s sports,” King continued. “If the 
people with money care, the women’s 
teams will succeed. If they don’t care, the 
teams won’t go.” 


Participation by women in athletics has 
grown greatly in the past few years, even 
though Bradley has not seen the rapid 
growth as much as state schools have. 

At state schools and in high schools,” 
Winkler said, “women’s sports are growing 
at leaps and bounds.” 

The fact that high schools are opening 
up more opportunities for women in 
athletics has brought about the increase on 
the college level. 



Win, lose at ICC 


“Kids who compete in high school want 
to follow through in college,”King said. 
“Before, girls who wanted to compete were 
looked down upon,” King continued. “But 
society has changed. Now it’s not so bad 
for a girl to like sports.” 

Winkler described some of the problems 
in luring women to go on in sports at 
Bradley. 

At a junior college,* the girls can devote 
full time to athletics,” she said. “But at 
Bradley, the girls get caught up in the social 
activities, thebe is more social activity to 
look at.” 

As far as the effect of Title IX on 
athletic departments across the country. 
King and Winkler both agreed that it would 
not be as notable as many think. 

Title IX opens up many opportunities 
for girls to compete,” Winkler said. ‘The 
participation may be co-ed, though.” 

“A big wave will happen right away,” 
King said regarding the influx of women 
into the male domain of athletics, “It will 
taper off pretty quick, though. ”

It’s only listed as an exhibition 
game and will not count in the 
1974-75 won-lost record, but 
Bradley basketball coach Joe 
Stowell says “we like to win all of 
our games” in reference to 
Tuesday’s clash with the Brazilian 
National Team in Robertson Field 
House.

Senote unonimously opprovos constitution

A Student Senate constitution 
and statutes including election 
regulations were unanimously 
ratified by Senate at Monday’s 
meeting. 

The new constitution goes into 
affect immediately, according to

Senate’s newly ratified 
Constitution may not be legal, 
according to informed sources. 

Lecture Arts Chairman Bill 
Hoare said his organization would 
challenge the validity of the 
document in Court. 

A constitution had been passed 
454-134 in a student referendum 
Oct.* 9, 1973. The amending 
procedure in that 1973 
constitution stated that a

three-fourths vote of Senate’s 
membership and a two-thirds 
majority of students voting in a 
referendum was needed to change 
the constitution. 

Senate gave the new 
constit ution three-fourths 
approval and declared the 
document is in force, without a 
student referendum. 

Student Supreme Court Justice 
Debra Luzietti said the Court 
would not make any judgement 
on the legality of the new 
constitution unless a case was 
brought by a third party. 

“If we decided during a 
pre-trial hearing that we had 
jurisdiction in this area, we would 
continue on the case and rule if it

constitution and statues to 
Senate. 

The legislation was not tabled 


was legal,” Luzietti said. 
“However, until such time as a 
case is brought to us. I’m not 
going to state an opinion as to its 
legality.” 

She added that if the Court 
would determine that the 1973 
constitution was not valid, the 
newly passed document m^ht be 
legal. In re-drafting an entire 
constitution, Luzietti also said 
that it may not be necessary to 
following the amending 
procedure. 

‘The reason we drew up a new 
constitution was because there 
was mass confusion about which 
was the one ratified,” said 
All-school Secretary Steve 
Wittenborn. ‘There were three 
copies floating around and no one 
knew which was the correct one.” 

‘This constitution will enable 
Senate to work more flexibly and 
thereby serve students better,” 
added Chief Prosecuting Attorney 
Mark Belokon, a senior senator on 
Senate’s rules committee that 
voted unanimously to recommend 
passage of the new constitution. 
“As far as its legality is concerned, 
it is a matter that would have to 
be determined by the Court.” 

Hoare said he objected to the 
new amending procedure and to a 
passage, which also appears in the 


to Rules and Judiciary Review 
Committee for a week, which is a 
required procedure, because rules 
committee drew up the legislation 
and passed it unanimously, 
Wittenborn said. 

A draft of the Student Bill of 
Rights was also included in the 


1973 version, that states: “In 
matters which are within the 
province of student organized and 
directed activities, the student 
body through its duly elected 
representatives shall be the 
ultimate source of governance.” 
(Article 3, Section 2). 

That passage might be 
construed as giving Senate the 
power to direct all other student 
organizations, Hoare said. Luzietti 
said that this could be one

A two-week interterm course 
for non-business majors focusing 
on the problems facing modern 
corporations will be offered in 
January by the College of 
Business Administration. 

The course, designated BMA 
300 ‘‘Seminar in the Modern 
Corporation,” will attempt to 
provide the student with “a 
deeper understanding and 
sensitivity to problems,, 
opportunities and directions of a 
modern large corporation,” 
according to Dr. Thomas A. 
Bausch, dean of the college. 

The course will be on a 
pass/fail basis and worth three 
credit hours. 

Scheduled for Jan. 6-17, the 
seminar will be taught by Dr. 
Richard Hartman, professor of 
business administration and Dr. K. 
Mark Weaver, assistant professor 
of business administration, in 
conjunction with Caterpillar 
Tractor Company. 

“After several sessions 
preparing students for what they 
will be viewing, most sessions will 
be conducted at Caterpillar,” 
Bausch said. Sessions are 
scheduled to last five to seven 
hours each day. Discussions with 
Caterpillar executives, tours of 
manufacturing areas, research and 
development, pollution control 
facilities and a session with 
representatives of United Auto 


constitution. 

Wittenborn said the new 
constitution, which was 
distributed to senators at the 
meeting, is generally similar to the 
old one except that constitutional 
amendments now need only a 
three-fourths vote of the entire 


decision on its meaning would 
have to be determined in a Court 
case. 

Hoare said that All-school 
President Phil Pritzker approached 
Lecture Arts last semester with a 
request to finance speakers for a 
high school leadership conclave 
here. The* request was turned 
down and Hoare said he was 
concerned that Senate might 
order student groups to follow 
directives in the future if Senate 
had the power to give such orders. 


Workers have been scheduled. 

Bausch said he hopes the 
course will attract 15-20 
“interested students with 
questioning minds that will ask 
incisive, pointed questions.” 

A deposit of $180 will be 
required of students who enroll in 
the course. This amount will then 
be counted toward the student’s 
tuition payment next semester, 
when he will officially be listed as 
enrolled in the course. 

Although no tests will be given, 
a term paper will be required after 
completion of the course. 

Transportation to Caterpillar 
will be provided and arrangements 
can be made for living quarters, 
Bausch said. 

The College of Business 
Administration is offering the 
course, Bausch explained, because 
one of the objectives of the 
college is “to serve the 
non-business major who either 
plans to enter the business world 
after graduation or who is simply 
interested in studying business as 
a social institution.” 

“Of equal importance,” he 
added, “we hope the seminar will 
serve as a forum to help 
executives to better understand 
the thinking of the present-day 
college student.” 

Students interested in signing 
up for the course should contact 
Bausch (Ext. 269), Hartman (Ext. 
266) or Weaver (Ext. 263) as soon 
as possible. 


Senate to be passed. Formerly, 
the amendments also required a 
two-thirds affirmative vote of 
students in a referendum. 

The previous constitution was 
passed 454-134 by students in a 
referendum Oct. 9, 1973 (see 
story at left). 

“Otherwise, the changes were 
technical,” Wittenborn said. “We 
purposely avoided all 
controversial issues so that the 
constitution could be ratified. 

“We’re trying to get a 
constitution for Bradley’s student 
government and the Supreme 
Court. It’s time we stopped 
messing around with the 
constitution and we got on with 
Senate affairs.” 

Wittenborn told Senate that 
election regulations were 
unchanged except that the Who’s 
Who selection procedures were 
deleted and appendices were 
separated from the main body of 
the constitution. 

“We’ve deleted all controversial 
issues,” Senior Class President 
Dave Urbaniak said, “and now we 
have a structure down that we can 
work with and improve on.” 

In further Senate action. 
Senate approved a 
recommendation to abolish the 
physical education requirement of 
two hours of physical activity for 
each student. 

“Students have been asking for 
this for four years,” Academic 
Affairs Committee Chairman Jeff 
Majerowicz said. ‘The underlying 
assumption of this motion is that 
by abolishing the requirement, we 
will not defeat the purpose of 
building the Haussler Hall 
complex, since the P.E. 
department will be restructuring 
courses and making them more 
attractive to students. 

“Students will also want to 
take the activity courses when the 
new physical education complex 
is completed since they will still 
need one hour courses,” he added. 

The recommendation was 
made by Academic Standards and 
Curriculum Committee (ASCC) in 
May 1972 but that committee’s 
recommendation was withdrawn 
upon request by President Martin 
G. Abegg in order to qualify for a 
grant. The grant program no 
longer exists. 

Senate’s recommendation will 
be sent to ASCC and University 
Senate for consideration.

Studios to begin tomorrow

Five studio productions will be 
presented by majors and graduates 
of the Department of Speech and 
Theatre Arts .tomorrow and 
Sunday as a workshop in acting 
and directing, according to Tom 
Joyce, instructor of speech and 
theatre arts and studio 
coordinator. 

Participation in a studio, which 
consists of presenting, directing;

All plays were chosen by the 
students who then presented the 
selection to the theatre staff for 
its approval. ‘There is a decent 


variety of literature, with the 
studios representing four different 
styles, ranging from surrealistic 
comedy to absurdist literature,” 
Joyce said. 

The studios give theatre majors 
an opportunity to participate in a 
formal performance that is also 
critiqued, according to Joyce. 
“We chose critics who are

meeting of the scheduling 
committee to ask that the ban be 
' lifted. 

“It is my contention,” Pritzker 
said, “that the new security set up 
has worked quite well twice (at 
the Doc Severinson and Steve 
Goodman concerts). If the new 
appeal doesn’t cause the Field 
House Scheduling Committee to 
reverse its prior decision, I will 
make a direct appeal to President 
Abegg to give Lecture Arts more 
freedom in scheduling.” 

Pritzker said he had talked to 
Abegg about lifting the 
moratorium and had been advised 
“to investigate other channels” 
before making a formal appeal to 
Abegg. 

Pritzker presented a nine point 
plan to the committee Sept. 23 
that called for an enlarged 
security staff and greater publicity 


in the performing area. The 
scheduling commitee adopted the 
plan. 

Publicity of the smoking 
restriction and deployment of a 
large number of student guards, 
mostly from dorm staff, would be 
needed to run a safe concert, 
according to King. 

“I think once the audience sees 
we really mean business about it, 
we’re not going to have smoking 
problems,” King said. 

He added that a potential 
crowd disturbance if the smoking 
restriction is enforced, a fear 
expressed by all the members of 
the scheduling committee “is 
possible, but I don’t think it’s 
probable.” Such a disturbance 
would end the concert, which 
would deter individuals in the 
audience from resisting 
enforcement. King said. 

“I think we’re through that 
period of testing the system which 
we went through the late 1960’s 
and early 1970’s,” King said. 
“People aren’t trying to play 
games with us like they used to.” 

Pritzker said he learned from 
“informal sources within the 
university” that Bradley had 
received complaints in three areas 
about rock concerts: 

--noise generated by such 
events 

-traffic congestion around the 
Field House 

-undesirable clientel which 
attends rock concerts and 
allegedly uses marajuana, 
evidenced by the smell of pot 
around the Field House 

“I would say complaints that 
come in are divided between 
people who live in the area around 
the Field House and those 
complaints that haye filtered back 
here from city hall,” Pritzker said. 

He added that there is 
opposition to allowing rock 
concerts among the six members 
of the scheduling committee. 

“Two members of the 
committee were adamantly 
opposed to any concert that could 
be referred to loosely as a rock 
concert,” Pritzker said. “I really 
don’t think they had the interests 
of the students in mind in the

“The Family Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act of 1974,” 
an amendment to the omnibus 
school aid bill, became effective 
Tuesday. This law, sponsored by 
Sen. James Buckley of New York, 
gives students with the right to 
view their files, even those 
previously inaccessible, according 
to A11-school President Phil 
Pritzker. 

The law also prevents anyone 
outside the university from 
obtaining a student’s files without 
the student’s permission. A 
student also may challenge any 
information in his files that he 
feels to be incorrect or unfair to 


him, and attempt to remove it 
from his folder. 

At Bradley, offices keeping 
student files include admissions, 
counseling center, financial aid, 
placement center, dean of men 
and women, the health center and 
the registrar, Pritzker said. 

One provision of the 
amendment allows the 
department from which a student 
requests his file a 45-day period in 
which to comply, he explained. 

During this time, the 
department may give the student 
his entire file, remove any third 
party recommendations or 
contact any third parties to secure 
permission to release these 


Leadership honorary being re-established

Omicron Delta Kappa (ODK), 
a national leadership honor 
society, is being re-established at 
Bradley through the efforts of 
Dean of Men Edward King, Henry 
Vander Heyden, associate 
professor of speech and theatre 
arts, and All-school President Phil 
Pritzker. The society has been 
inactive on campus since 1969. 

‘The purpose of ODK is to 
recognize those students and 
faculty who have served the 
university,” Vander Heyden 
explained. ‘This service is as 
important to the university today 
as it was when the society was 
disbanded.” 

“ODK is an outstanding 
honorary society,” King added. 
“It is one of the most prestigious 
and recognized leadership groups 
on college campuses in the 
country.” 

Bradley’s chapter of ODK 
started April 22, 1950, with 13 
students, faculty and staff 
comprising the charter 
membership. 

Admission to the ODK Circle 
will be determined this semester 
by five faculty and staff members 
who make their selections by 
following a point system. 

The five areas of campus 
leadership to be considered are 


scholarship; athletics; campus 
government and social, service and 
religious activities; journalism, 
speech and mass media activities 
and creative and performing arts. 
Each area is divided into major 
and minor groups, and points are 
determined for each position a 
person holds. 

Selection of students, faculty 
and staff will be determined by 
the same procedure. Students will 
vote on prospective faculty and 
staff members just as the faculty 
and staff will vote on prospective 
student members. 

“A person must be active in at 
least two areas to be qualified to 
become a Circle member,” Vander 
Heyden said. “In the Circle, 
students, faculty and staff are 
equal in power.” 

Since no student membershp 
presently exists on campus, new 
student members will be selected 
by a five-member committee, 
composed of King; Vander 
Heyden; Frank Bussone, director 
of The Bradley University Fund; 
Orville Nothdurft, present dean of 
admissions and Dr. James 
Erickson, public relations 
director. 

“We hope to select five to eight 
new student members this 
semester,” King said. 

After the students are selected. 


they will vote on new faculty and 
staff members for next semester. 
Faculty and staff members are 
active for four years and then 
become inactive members. They 
may continue to participate in the 
Circle’s activities, but no longer 
vote. 

‘The five-member committee 
will make evaluation forms 
available to interested students,” 
King said. ‘The committee will 
review the forms and select the 
new members. An initiation fee of 
$25 will give members a life 
subscription to The Circle, the 
news magazine of the society, a

Omicron Delta Kappa: 
its history at Bradley 


Some of the first projects 
sponsored by Bradley’s chapter of 
Omicron Delta Kappa (ODK) 
shortly after its founding on 
campus in 1950 were a blood 
drive and participation in a 
Campus Day open house. 

In 1952, the replica of the key 
and stone that stands in the circle 
in front of Braldey hall was 
installed. 

ODK members also took part 
in the “Passing of the Torch,” a 
graduation ceremony held in front 
of Bradley Hall. In the ceremony, 
graduating seniors dressed in caps 
and gowns passed a lighted candle 
to juniors. Candles were also 
placed in every window in Bradley 
Hall. 

ODK sponsored its first 
leadership conference at Bradley 
in 1955. All campus groups, 
including fraternities, sororities. 


alumni, student government 
members and faculty advisors, 
were represented at the 
conference, which discussed goals 
and objectives for the campus. 

Later leadership conferences 
were co-sponsored by ODK and 
Mortar Board, a senior women’s 
honorary. 

The most important faculty 
position in ODK is faculty 
secretary. Past faculty secretaries 
include Bradley President Martin 
Abegg; the late Dr. A. G. Haussler, 
former executive secretary of the 
university; Dean of Men Edward 
King; Robert Lightfoot, director 
of the library; Dr. L. E. Norton, 
former chairman of the speech 
and theatre arts department; 
Henry Vander Heyden, associate 
professor of speech and theatre 
and Dr. Kalman Goldberg,' 
professor of economics. 


certificate of membership.” 

“When the Circle was first 
established at Bradley, only men 
were allowed to join. The national 
constitution has since been revised 
to allow women members,” King 
said. 

As a first project for the 
re-established society. King would 
like the ODK-Mortar Board 
(senior women’s honorary) 
Workshop held again. 

“It is good for the campus to 
have an active chapter of ODK,” 
King said. “ODK is a working 
organization which does 
something for the campus.’ 


recommendations to the student. 

Representatives of the 
departments at Bradley which will 
be affected by the amendment 
will meet to discuss thes three 
options and decide which policy 
to follow, Pritzker said. 

Pritzker said Bradley President 
Martin G. Abegg told him the 
university plans to comply fully 
with the regulations of the 
amendment, because a failure to 
do so would result in loss of 
federal funding. 

Student files may be shown to 
certain university personnel for 
academic reasons without the 
student’s permission. Pritzker said 
he hoped that “some type of 
bookkeeping would be done 
where the dates and persons to 
whom the files were shown would 
be recorded.” 

The Buckley amendment gives 
parents control over the files until 
the student is 18, but after that 
the student is responsible. This 
could necessitate ending the 
practice of mailing home 
freshmen mid-term grades without 
the permission of the student, 
Pritzker said.

Senate goes too far 

Magic was in the air at Monday’s Senate meeting. Quicker 
than, you can say abracadabra coupled with a quick 
sleight-of-hand, Senate voted itself a new constitution.

The document passed in that student referendum said 
constitutional amendments passed by Senate would need 
two-thirds approval of students in a referendum. The 
constitution ratified Monday is to go into effect immediately, 
without being put before students. 

This raises the question of legality. 

And the new constitution states that approval by 
three-fourths of Senate’s membership is the only ratification 
needed for constitutional amendments. 

The all-school officers and senators who urged passage of 
the new document said it wasn’t perfect. No one took 
exception with that view. 

This is the crux of the Scout’s objections. It is basically 
the same poorly worded, poorly conceived constitution 
Senate has always had. Only now Senate does not have to go 
to the students for approval to change it. 

Proponents of the new document said that reducing the 
obstacles for amending would give Senate the power to make 
positive changes. What they didn’t say is it also gives this and 
future Senates the authority to legislate any new powers and 
make changes students may not think are positive. 

The very manner in which it was approved raises a serious 
question of Senate’s wisdom. A draft of the new constitution 
was passed out just before Senate voted. There were also two 
statutory items circulated at the same time that were under 
consideration. 

The total legislation package amounted to about 15 
single-spaced pages. 

There was a 10-minute recess that lasted five minutes to 
consider all the measures. It was announced that no senators 
would be permitted to leave the room because it was feared 
they might not come back. 

The constitution passed unanimously after a brief 
discussion, as did the statues under consideration. 

Fewer than 10 of the 30 members of Senate who voted 
for the new constitution were at a rules committee meeting 
Sunday when copies of the documents were circulated and 
discussed. The remaining 20 or so Senate members (most of 
whom are referred to as “the sheep” by Senate leaders) 
probably didn’t have enough time to read the whole 
constitution before ratifying it, much less seriously evaluate 
it. 

If Senate were the kind of student organization that 
inspired trust and respect, it would not have made a snap 
judgment in passing such an important document. 

Hard work and serious consideration should have gone 
into evaluating a new constitution, but apparently Senate was 
too lazy to make such a commitment. If there were 
controversial issues that could not be settled by compromise. 
Senate could have followed the example Illinois set four 
years ago when it was revamping the state’s constitution. 

Two alternative proposals on controversial sections were 
put on the referendum ballot for voters to choose between. 
The major portion of the constitution that was not 
considered to be as controversial appeared on the ballot for a 
simple yes/no vote. 

By doing that, a whole constitution would not be rejected 
at the polls because of one or two controversial sections. And 
the voters were allowed to settle the controversial questions 
by being given a choice. 

By offering a little-discussed and admittedly poor 
constitution that cuts the voter out of the ratification 
procedure. Senate seems to be asking for the right to use its 
own discretion in making changes and defining its own 
purpose and powers. 

There s an old saying that before one can command 
respect and trust, one has to earn it. Senate, by virtue of its 
own laziness and ineptitude in this matter, has done just the 
opposite.

(Bradley Scout, November 1969) 

Almost $5,()00 damage was caused to the Student Center 
during a sit-in in which over 80 students were involved. The 
sit-in lasted from 11:45 p.m. to 6 a.m. The students’ 
grievances concerned the tuition hike and demandsby the Black 
Student Alliance. 

. . - A student gave his impressions of the evening’s 
happenings. “Many people in the basement of the student 
center, mostly black, having a good time; playing pool, food 
free-the basement has been liberated, the pool hall belongs 
to the people—dig it.” 

.. .Later, another student wrote, “I really cannot say what 
will happen, but in a civilized society, when grown men can’t 
listen to reason and have to resort to violence,then the whole 
human race had better take stock and realize what things 
have come to. Word has it that police are trying to break in the 
back door . . . (This was from an unsigned comment found 
in the Scout office after the protesting students left the 
building.) 

. . .Abbie Hoffman’s speech to nearly 1500 spectators in 
Bradley’s Field House is terminated by a “stink-bomb.” 
Hoffman said “the university is a prison; an institution of 
suppression and “the students at the universities are lost. I 
prefer to talk to high school students.” Why did he visit 
Bradley? “Just for the money. It takes a lot of bread to run a 
trial.” 


sorry if you still take it as such. 
I’m a senior, too, and I’ve just 
learned to ignore that statement; I 
realize he means nothing by it. 

Second, what the hell were you 
doing chasing him around the 
office discussing your financial 
matters for God and everybody to 
hear in the first place? 

If you make an appointment 
with Peelle he can’t go running 
around, because you’ve alloted 
this particular time for yourself, 
right?

Yearbook sales for this 
semester are down by over 300 
issues from the first semester last 
year, according to Anaga editor 
Marybeth Genis. Only 629 books 
have been sold so far, compared 
with 975 books last year. 

The Anaga will have four pages 
of four-color this year and 12 
pages of processed color, which 
uses only one color. Processed 
color is either blue, green or 
yellow. 

The color should be an asset to 
the book, Genis said. ‘There was 
a survey after the 1973 issue and 
we found that students wanted to 
see more color.” 

Last year the Anaga had 


processed color, but there was no 
four-color in the issue. “After last 
year, we heard about it. Students 
wanted to know why there wasn't 
any color.” 

The yearbook received $4259 
after appealing twice to the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC). They were 
funded $5950 last year. 

“At the first hearing, we 
requested $8300 but were not 
funded. We revised our budget for 
our appeal and asked for $7600, 
but they still didn’t give us 
anything.” 

After the first appeal, Anaga 
drew up a “survival budget” and 
went to Bradley President Martin 
G. Abegg for funds, Genis said.

^that crippled construction last 
summer. A possible major steel 
strike could cause a delay. 

“Despite these factors, I am 
confident we will be ready for the 
fall of 1975,” Wise said.

Social service major 


offers internships

The “social services” program, 
a new interdisciplinary major 
combining theoretical knowledge 
of the social sciences with 
internship and field work in 
human service agencies is now a 
part of the College of Liberal Arts 
and Science’s curriculum, 
according to Dr. Mohammed 
Najmi, chairman of the sociology 
department. 

Students participating will be 
required to take a broad range of 
social science courses, with a 
concentration in one of three 
areas: urban affairs, sociology or 
psychology. 

Each student will also 
complete at least six hours of 
internship at an agency selected 
by the students and the student’s 
advisor. 

‘The purpose of the program is 
to provide a well-rounded 
academic background in selected 
social science areas, combined 
with supervised internship, in 
order to prepare students for 
careers in social service,” Najmi 
said. 

Najmi also said many students 
have been frustrated in 
their attempts to find jobs in 
social service because “employers 
find their background lacking in 
applied orientation and practical 
experience.” 

The social services major will 
be administered by a committee 
composed of representatives from 


geography, psychology and 
sociology and the Urban Affairs 
Institute. 

The College of Business 
Administration is presently 
considering a proposal to include 


social services majors 


concentrating on urban affairs 
among its graduates, according to 
Najmi. 

Students in the program may 
work under qualified supervision 
in a variety of agencies including 
community services, mental 
health services, public welfare, 
child and family services, 
probation, care of the aging or 
handicapped and juvenile services. 

Other social service majors, 
particularly those concentrating 
on urban affairs, may choose to 
work on urban policy and 
planning with urban renewal 
agencies or area chamber of 
commerce committees. These 
students would provide research, 
analysis and proposals on urban 
problems and their solutions.

Before assignment to an 
internship, each student must 
submit to the department a 
bibliography of sources relevant 
to his chosen agency and ' an 
outline of his function in that 
agency, completed with assistance 
from his advisor, according to 
Najmi.

The department has presented 
a plan for the possible usage of 
Hewitt Hall “if and when it 
becomes available,” Koperski said. 

According to Joseph Mele, vice 
president for business affairs, 
there have been no other formal 
requests for the use of Hewitt, but 
no decision will be made on the 
use of the building until second 
semester.

Hewitt, compared with waiting 
until we have enough money to 
build a fine arts complex,” Mele 
said. 

There are currently no definite 
plans to build a fine arts complex 
because Haussler Hall is not yet 
completed and the funds would 
have to be raised, Mele added. 

“We tried to alert the 
university to the problems of 
relocating the department,” 
Koperski. said. “We would use the 
building (Hewitt) if we had it.” 

While there are no plans for 
new quarters for the speech and 
theatre arts department, Koperski 
said that Neumiller Chapel is an 
alternative, but there are several 
other factors to consider besides a 
performance area. 

‘Three faculty members have 
offices in the Carousel and we also 
need rehearsal space, room for 
storage and a shop area. 

“We used Neumiller Chapel 
nine years ago, but the space we 
used for rehearsal is now Mrs. 
(Jeanette) Dodge’s office, and the 
sociology department rooms were 
our dressing rooms. We had a 
house on St. James Street which 
was our seam shop,” he said. 

The major problems with 
relocating will be the amount of 
room needed and the amount of 
space available, Koperski said. “It 
is those things leading up to 
production which are the problem 
for the department.” • 

Three possibilities for the 


department, according to 
Koperski, are: 1) “we can tell the 
university to solve the problem,” 

2) “we can say here is a location 
which meets our needs and show 
them how we would use it” and 

3) “we could move someone else 
out and us in. Obviously the 
second proposal is best.” 

He explained that the 
renovation of Hewitt Hall is the 
best alternative available to the 
department now. 

Lack of facilities has hurt the 
department “very much” 
Koperski added. ‘We suffer 
considerably in our recruiting 
efforts. It is very difficult. To 
compensate, we talk about our 
programs. 

“We are very strong in the 
preparation of teachers at the high 
school level and we have a very 
high placement level of our 
graduates. This does help in 
recruiting.” 

Another disadvantage, he said, 
is that there are so many other 
schools in the state which have 
excellent theatre facilities to offer 
students. 

The department does not 
intend to curtail its activities for 
the remainder of the year, 
Koperski said, even when the 
future of the performance end of 
the department is so uncertain. 

But the use of Hewitt Hall, if 
approved, wouM give the 
department “a plac where we can 
say. This is where we work’.’

What can a basketball team 
that finished last season with a 
20-8 record and grabbed third 
place in a postseason tournament 
do for an encore? 

That is the question Bradley’s 
basketball team will set out to 
answer as it opens its 1974-75 
season a week from tomorrow 
night, hosting the Titans of Illinois 
Wesleyan in the Field House. 
Tipoff is. scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 

“It’ll be hard to improve 
over last year,” admitted coach 
Joe Stowell. “We’ve lost Seymour 
Reed, who was one of the best 
defensive forwards in the 
country.” 

Stowell also added that he will 
have only one player on the bench 
with varsity experience. This is a 
league whose teams are returning 
an average of four starters each, 
with depth as well. 

Junior center Greg Smith was a 
first team All-Conference choice.. 
His 17.9 points per game scoring 
average was tops for the Braves 
last season. 

Classmate Jim Caruthers scored 
at a 13.4 clip from his guard 
position and earned a spot on the 
All-Conference second team. He, 
along with Smith, was named to 
this year’s preseason 
All-Conference squad. 


Senior Mark Dohner, at 6-9, is 
the tallest Brave on the roster. An 
honorable mention all-MVC pick 
in 1974, Dohner averaged 12.5 
points as a junior and was the 
team’s second leading rebounder. 

The fourth starter is senior 
. guard Tom Les, whose value to 
the team cannot be pinned down 
by statistics. Dubbed “the Human 
Floorburn”, Les earned a spot on 
the All-Conference second team 
by virtue of his harassing and 
dive-oriented defense. 

Filling the hole left by Reed 
will be Stowell’s first big task. 
According to Stowell, 6-7 junior 
Mike Davis has the inside track as 
Reed’s replacement. “I see Mike 
as becoming an excellent 
ballplayer,” he said. 

He also noted that sophomore 
Larry Bentley has a shot at a 
possible starting role. 

Junior Willis Nance, a transfer 
student from St. Louis, also 
figures to play a major role in the 
Braves’ hopes. At 6-3, he can play 
either guard or forward. 

The only player to move up 
from the now-defunct junior 
varsity is junior guard Wayne 
McClain. “Wayne is really coming 
along,” Stowell said. “He’s a real 
leader.” 

There are five freshmen on the 
roster this year and according to 


Stowell, “they are bound to have 
an effect on the season. They’ll be 
seeing a lot of play.” 

Stowell singled out Bobby 
Humbles and Roger Phegley as the 
most i^ppressive frosh so far. 
Humbles was an All-Stater for 
Peoria Manual and Phegley was 
All-Conference at East Peoria last 
season. 

Other freshmen are Dennis 
Smith from Eldorado, who was 
Player of the Year in the Southern 
Illini League; Ed Crowder, an 
All-Stater from Danville; and Gary 
Church, an All-Conference 
selection at Washington High, 
Washington, Ill. 

Last year, the Braves were 
picked to finish in the second 
division of the Missouri Valley. At 
the end of the season, they owned 
a 9-3 league mark and had taken 
Valley champion Louisville to the 
wire to decide the conference 
title. 

“We surprised some people last 
year,” said Stowell. ‘This year 
there won’t be any surprises.” 

Conference coaches picked 
Bradley to repeat as runners up 
this season. In addition, one 
preseason poll has the Braves 
ranked 19th nationally. 

The coaches picked Louisville 
to take its second straight MVC 
championship. In fact, Stowell 
believes the Cardinals are capable 
of winning the NCAA title. 

But he is quick to point out 
that his team will not roll over 
and play dead for the Cardinals. 

This year’s schedule promises 
to provide some exciting games. 
Even more so than last season. 

In addition to the always 
potent conference schedule, the 
Braves will face an impressive 
array of n o n-conference 
competition. 

Detroit, Washington and 
Brigham Young adorn the road 
schedule, while Creighton, Iowa 
State and Illinois State head the 
list of non-league Field House 
visitors. ■» 

Last year’s squad used hustle, 
determination and desire to create 
a winning season. Their effort will 
be difficult to duplicate. 

“We have the nucleus of the 
team coming back,” he said. “If 
we get the effort, the season will 
take care of itself.”

Minus seven players from last season,

curtain-riser.

And the element of surprise? That’s what 
people all over the Missouri Valley called 
the Bradley magic last year, when, after 
being picked no better than seventh in the 
Valley, the Braves finished second at 9-3, 
one basket from the conference 
co-championship.

It wasn’t a thing of beauty, to 
say the least.

Last season’s high scorer Greg 
Smith finished with only one 
basket and two points, but tied 
for the team lead in rebounds 
(with Davis), picking off seven 
Brazil misses. 

‘X3reg really didn’t play a 
whole lot,” StoweU said, “^ter 
taking a few stitches in the chin in 
the early going. Greg will score 
some points for us.” 

Bradley led 50-38 at halftime, 
but the Brazilians rallied in the 
second half’s later stages, mostly 
against the Bradley newcomers.

Tilton plans to re-draft SABRC proposal; 
food service committee head leaves post

All-school Treasurer Kevin 
Tilton announced at Monday’s 
Senate meeting plans to re-write 
his initial proposal to restructure 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SACRC) and revealed 
a tirhetable for putting it up to an 
all-school referendum. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker also announced that he 
had asked food service committee 
chairman Randy Connour to 
resign. Pritzker did not state at 
the meeting if Connour submitted 
his resignation. 

At a Nov. 25 Senate meeting, 
Tilton had circulated a four-page 
proposal for restructuring 
SABRC. Senate voted at its Dec. 2 

Senate Report 

meeting to postpone any action 
on Tilton’s proposal until spring 
semester in order to allow 
organization heads, Senate and 
past SABRC members to examine 
it. 


of the Board of Trustees are 
scheduled to attend the Feb. 3 
meeting “and this may facilitate a 
change in the schedule.” 

‘The people who I know are 
opposed to the revision will be 
invited to Senate at that time 
(Feb. 3),” Tilton told the Scout 
Tuesday. 

Students who have comments 
would be asked to submit written 
replies to Tilton by the Feb. 3 
Senate meeting. The written 
comments would be circulated 
among senators at that meeting 
before the vote on the proposal, 
according to Tilton. 

“If the proposal passes in 
Senate,” Tilton said at Monday’s 
meeting, “it will go up for student 
referendum on Feb. 12. If it 
doesn’t pass, we will go with what 


we already have (the current 
SABRC structure).” 

If the new proposal would 
require the election of an 
additional all-school officer 
(SABRC chairman), Tilton said 
that some arrangements would 
have to be made to put candidates 
for SABRC chairman on the 
ballot for the March 5 all-school 
elections. 

When asked at the Monday 
meeting about the 
administration’s position 
concerning his proposal as 
opposed to a proposal submitted 
by Student Center Board 
President Melissa Sauter, Tilton 
said, ‘The administration will not 
act on any proposal unless it’s 
passed by Senate. The idea that

Cafeteria will close in economy move 


In announcing his intention to 
re-draft his proposal at Monday’s 
meeting, Tilton said, “I reject now 
many of the provisions of that 
proposal. I’m changing it from the 
first word to the last.” 

According to Tilton, his new 
proposal will be distributed to 
campus organization heads, last 
year’s SABRC members and to 
other outlets Jan. 20 or 21. 

At the Jan. 27 Senate meeting, 
Tilton said all senators would 
receive a copy and Senate would 
vote on the proposal Feb. 3. 
Tilton added that several members 


Williams west cafeteria will be 
re-opened next semester and 
Harper cafeteria will be closed in 
an effort to reduce the deficit in 
running the dormitories, 
according to a memo released by 
Vice President for Business Affairs 
Joseph Mele. 

Two other plans include 
serving eggs and meat on a 
rotating basis three days a week 
for breakfast and reducing 
weekend service to two cafeterias 
(from the present three) if 
occupancy in the dorms falls to 


1800 students. 

Anticipated savings will be 
$30,800 from implementation of 
the three procedures. Most of the 
savings for closing Harper 
cafeteria will be from the use of 
less labor, according to Mele. 

‘There was an evaluation of 
this year’s expenses two weeks 
before Thanksgiving. Canteen 
came up with seven ideas and 
took four to the Housing Board. 
These three were approved by the 
Board on Dec. 6,” Mele said. 

Some of the other suggestions 
included limiting students to 
seconds and possibly eliminating 
milk at lunch, he said. These 
proposals were turned down 
because of the difficulty in 
enforcing them. 

“We’re closing Harper because 
we’re trying to keep the costs to 
the student down. We will still 
suffer a good loss over and above 
what we anticipated, but this 
should help. 

‘We want to avoid raising the 
room and board rates again,” he 
added. 

According to Bob Byczynski, 
director of food service, the larger 
seating capacity of Geisert over 
Harper was the reason for the 
decision to close Harper. He 
added that the west cafeteria in 
Williams has the same seating 
capacity as Harper. 

“Closing down is easier than 
limiting portions, which would 
not have savings as substantial as 
closing Harper,” he said. “We 
would limit portions only in an 
extreme emergency.” 

Eggs and meat will be served 


for breakfast three days a week. 
The other days, meals such as 
pancakes or french toast will be 
offered. Bycznski said that some 
schools cannot even offer eggs and 
meat at breakfast. 

The re-opening of Williams 
west cafeteria will mean an 
estimated savings of $20,900. 
While most of this is in the labor 
costs, Mele said that rising utilities 
have been another major cause for 
the re-opening. The figure of 
$20,900 would automatically be 
doubled for next year he said. 

One of the reasons the deficit 
will be $60,000 this year is the 
high participation rate the

Student bank accounts in 
Swords Hall are being phased out, 
according to Vice President for 
Business Affairs Joseph Mele. 
Existing accounts will remain 
open, but the Controller’s Office 
is taking no new accounts. 

The change, first announced 
during fall semester 1973, is 
primarily due to difficulties with 
the bookkeeping machine used to 
handle student accounts. 

‘The machine was installed 
when the administration offices 
were moved into Swords Hall in 
1963,” Mele said, “and it’s getting 
to the point where it’s costing us 
money to* maintain it.” Cost to 
replace the machine would be 
about $8^000 - $10,000, 

according to Mele. 

‘The office will continue to 


cafeterias have. According to 
Byczynski, the 90 per cent rate is 
higher than the national average. 

Byczynski said he felt it would 
be more acceptable to the 
students to cut back on the 
service, as with the closing of 
Harper Hall, than to have to raise 
board rates for the next year. 

“We’ve gone the route of 
cutting some parts of the service 
rather than raising prices,” he 
said. He added that further 
measures will have to be taken if 
the prices continue to rise as they 
have in the past and if the waste 
of food continues. 


cash students’ checks,” said Mele.

Lecture course to examine today's issues

A new course which cuts across 
departmental lines will be offered 
beginning next semester. The title 
of the course is “Liberal 
Arts Perspectives in 
Contemporary Issues,” listed as 
LAS 300 in the spring academic 
handbook. 

A course summary describes 
LAS 300 as, “A semester long 
interdisciplinary examination of 
issues and problems facing citizens 
of today’s world. 

“A different topic is to be 
selected each semester. Selected 
faculty will discuss the 
relationships between the issue 
and their discipline.” 

Co-chairmen of the steering 
committee for the course are Dr. 
Paul Snider, professor of 
journalism, and Dr. Theodore 
Scharle, associate professor of 
philosophy. 

Other members of the 


ALL 
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committee are Dr. Mohamed 
Najmi, associate professor of 
sociology. Dr. Bhagat Singh, 
professor of chemistry and 
Richard Kuhn, a Bradley senior. 

The Committee will decide on 
the topic for each semester and 
organization of the corresponding 
lecture series. 

The only prerequisite for the 
course is junior or senior standing. 
Due to the revolving topic format, 
the course may be repeated for up 
to six semester hours, according 
to Snider. 

The course will not fill any 
group requirements, but the 
semester hours will count towards 
general electives credit. 

In the future, the number of 
semester hours will be determined 
according to whether split topics 
will be offered in the same 
semester. 

The topic for the spring 
semester will be ‘The Media: 
Information or Manipulation.” 
Snider said a major factor in 
choosing that topic was “great 
interest in the media as a result of 
Watergate.” 

The idea for the course was 
developed by Snider and Scharle. 

After reviewing questionnaires 
sent out to all the faculty 
members. Dr. Richard Bjorklund, 
dean of the College oif Liberal 
Arts and Sciences (LAS), noticed 
that both Scharle and Snider 


showed interest in developing a 
course like LAS 300. 

“Dean Bjorklund noticed that 
Dr. Scharle and 1 were thinking in 
the same direction so he suggested 
the two of us get together,” 
Snider explained. 

The course is unusual in the 
sense that many different 
departments will be involved, 
along with professional people 
from outside the university. 

“We (the steering committee) 
decided at the outset not to go to 
individuals to teach, but to 
departments because we would 
not know what teacher in that 
department would be interested,” 
Snider said. 

The course will be primarily 
taught by lecture. Snider 
mentioned the possibility that 
some presentations may be given 
via a telephone hook-up when 
industry or governmental public 
relations men are involved. 

In the tentative lecture 
schedule, a telephone interview 
with the governor’s press secretary 


is listed as a possiblity. 

Bjorklund expressed his view 
of LAS 300 by commenting, “I’m 
very much in support of the 
course.” 

He explained by saying that 
one of the major objectives of the 
college was “to provide an 
environment for students to 
develop an awareness of the great 
issues facing mankind. It seemed 
to me the faculty suggestion (of 
LAS 300) was a way to 
implement this objective.” 

Bjorklund said there have been 
no recent courses involving so 
many different departments in the 
LAS college. He added, however, 
that the School of Art is currently 
offering a course on medevial art 
which involves speakers from 
different disciplines within the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences. 

The College of Continuing 
Education will also offer the 
course to the general public, but 
without credit. 


recommendation was that “in 
essence. Rabbi Jacobs said we 
weren’t fulfilling the quota of 
activities and that a Hillel is 
needed on a bigger campus where 
more students would participate.” 

According to Brandt, the 
national organization pays 
Peoria’s Hillel $3,500 a year to 
pay for activities and the use of 
the building. He said that Jacobs 
felt the amount was too large to 
be used primarily by the 12-20 
active members of Hillel. 

“We just couldn’t get people to 
come to our activities,” Brandt 
said. “It seemed that the students 
were more interested in social 
rather than cultural events. 

“Where we might have seven 
people attend a class or cultural 
session, we’d have as many as 40 
or 50 students come to a lox and 
bagel brunch.” 

Dr. Alfred Katz, former 
counselor of Hillel and associate 
professor of political science, said 
that there is a possibility that 
Hillel will re-open later, however 
he is not convinced that it will. 

“Rabbi Jacobs was correct in 
his evaluation of the erosion of 
student interest and poor 
leadership,” Katz said. “However, 

I initially disagreed about closing 
Hillel because of the 
consequences. 

“Hillel is a spokesman for 
the Jewish students. Also, the 
parents of many Bradley students 
generally feel some security 
knowing that there is a Hillel near 
campus.” 

According to Brandt, 
Rabbi Jacobs’ decision 
“irrevocable.”

according to Dr. Donald M. 
Albanito, dean of the College of 
Continuing Education. 

The program is subject to the 
Board of Trustees approval on 
Dec. 22, 1974. * 

“Bradley has an obligation to 
provide classes for senior 
citizens,” Albanito said. ‘The 
tuition is so high, many senior 
citizens cannot afford to take 
courses offered here. 

“Senior citizens may register 
for a fee of $10 per semester hour 
(plus laboratory fees when 
applicable) for any graduate or 
undergraduate course, except 
applied music and individual 
study. Space must be available in 
the classes and the senior citizens 
must meet the prerequisites. 

‘The program will in no way 
limit the number of places 
available for Bradley students 
since they are paying tuition,” 
Albanito said. 

“The senior citizens will 
register Jan. 23, 1975 after all 
Bradley students liave completed 
their registration. Those interested 
in the program must have proof of 
their age and will be aided by 
Continuing Education with 
admittance and registration. 

“Senior citizens will be given 
the option of registering for credit 
or audit. As credit students, their 
performance will be recorded and 
transcripts of their work will be 


available to them. There is no 
limit on the number of courses for 
which a person may register,” he 
explained. 

The program will be made 
known to the senior citizens 
partially through a full-page 
advertisement in the Peoria 
Journal Star on Jan. 1, 1975 
about courses available for 
part time students. 

Senior citizen organizations 
will be contacted and asked to 
send out news releases to their 
members and to post information 
about the program. 
Advertisements will also be placed 
in the publication Senior Citizen 
Voice. 

“With this program, Bradley 
will demonstrate its commitment 
to the principle of life-long 
learning. Most Peorians do not 
typically think of Bradley 
conducting programs for the 
community. The idea of aloofness 
typifies Bradley,” Albanito said. 

“Reduced tuition will provide 
an important community service. 
Continuing Education is always 
trying to do something new for 
the community,” he added. 

“Allowing a reduced tuition 
rate for senior citizens is one 
other way to reach the 
community through Continuing 
Education,” Albanito concluded.

Student files being 


cleared of confidential 


material

Some reference letters and 
materials in student files that were 
submitted as confidential are 
presently being returned to the 
senders, according to Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg. 

The action comes as a result of 
the “Family Education Rights and 
Privacy Act of 1974,” or Buckley 
amendment, which gives students 
the right to inspect university files 
concerning them. 

The university has prepared 
four specific guideUnes, including 
returning confidential material, 
which it will follow pending 
clarification of the law by the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

The other guidelines are: 

-When requested, the 
university will continue to provide 
local addresses and telephone 
numbers of students officially 
enrolled. 

—In case of emergency when 
the student is unable to provide 
the information, the university 
will provide parents’ address and 
telephone number to the 
appropriate authorities. 

—News releases concerning 
student accomplishments will 
continue to be issued by the 
university unless there is written 
communication from students 
specifically requesting that such 
information not be sent. 

Concerning the confidential 
letters being removed from the 
files, Abegg said, “I have 
instructed the director of the 
placement to pull out any 
reference letters and return them 
to the sender if possible. 

‘Then it becomes the student’s 
responsibility to go back to the 
people and ask them to submit a 
new letter that could be made 
available to the student,” he 
added. 

Abegg also said that when the 
reference letters are returned to 
the sender, the Placement Office 
will include a notice that the 
letter can simply be returned to 
the file as long as the author 
knows the student has access to it. 

“We’re trying to respond to the 
law and still respect a degree of 
confidentiality,” Abegg explained. 

Confidential statements 
contained in counseling center 
and Deans of Men and Women 
files are currently being examined, 
and letters are being returned or 
the author contacted, according 
to Abegg. 

High school counselor 
recommendations included in the 
Admissions Office files have 
already been destroyed, Abegg 
said. 

He added that in the case of a 
new student, the counselor 
recommendation will be retained 
until the student officially enrolls 
as a student, at which time the 
record will be destroyed before it 
becomes a part of the student’s 
permanent record. 

‘That’s not a violation,” Abegg 
explained, “because until the 
student is admitted, he’s really 
not a student at Bradley.” 

Regarding veterans’ records 
contained in Diagnostic Center 
files, Abegg said a procedure 
similar to that at the Placement 
Center will be followed. 

The practice of sending home 



freshman midterm grades will also 
be discontinued beginning next 
semester. Abegg added that this 
change was already being 
considered by the Academic 
Standards and Curriculum 
Committee before the law took 
effect. 

According to the law, there are 
certain federal agencies that can 
have access to student files 
without permission of students. 

However, these agencies, which 
include the Comptroller General 
of the United States, the 
Secretary, an administrative head 
of an education agency or state 
educational authorities, must sign 
a form indicating the reason the 
information is being sought. This 
form will become a permanent 
part of the record and will be 
open to the student. 

Abegg said he knew of a 
number of people who had 
requested to see their files in the 
Registrar’s Office, but added he 
did not expect a large number of 
students to pursue this course. 

“Initially there may be a 


nurnber go to see them, but as 
long as they’re open, there aren’t 
that many students who have that 
degree of interest to go see them,” 
he commented. 

He added that in some cases, if 
students do not ask to see the 
files, the information in them 
might not be destroyed. 

Abegg noted that strict 
interpretation of the law could 
lead to major changes in 
university pohcy. 

For example, he explained, the 
university would not be able to 
release the information necessary 
in compiling a student telephone 
directory or would not be able to 
give out a home address and 
telephone number to contact a 
student’s parents in case of an 
accident. 

As a result of conflicting 
opinions as to the interpretation 
of the law, the Purchasing Office 
distributed a form to dormitory 
students explaining that unless the

Abegg said he thought the 
intent of the law was good, but 
added that in some cases, it may 
work against the interests of the 
students.

Lecture Arts to attempt concert booking

SABRC re-vamping 
needs greater input 

Student Senate has decided to re-organize the Student 
Activities Budget Review Committee (SABRC) in a way that 
appears distressing. 

It seems All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton has taken it 
upon himself to author the proposal almost single-handedly, 
making no guarantees that heads of organizations affected by 
this revision will have a substantial input into the final 
package that will be submitted to Senate. 

The Scout is one of many student organizations funded by 
SABRC that is affected by this. 

A promise has been made to circulate the Tilton proposal, 
when it is completed, among heads of organizations funded 
by SABRC and others during registration next semester. 
Tilton said he will present the proposal to Senate at its Jan. 
27 meetmg. 

At Senate’s following meeting Feb. 3, Tilton said that 
written comments from outside parties on his proposal would 
be circulated in Senate before the vote. 

If passed, it would be presented to students in a 
referendum. 

Exactly how input into the proposal to be considered by 
Senate will be facilitated, if it will at all, is not clear. 

Two questions were allowed from non-senators before 
discussion of Tilton’s plans was limited to Senate members 
by All-school Vice President Anne Edwards, who chairs 
meetings. Senate no longer seems to be a receptive forum for 
discussion of student affairs, if it ever was at all. 

We also find distressing that Tilton seems to be vacillating 
Only three weeks ago he submitted a proposal he is now 
scrapping. 

That proposal was drawn up in less than 24 hours, after a 
rules committee meeting, to be presented to Senate. This 
haste is reminiscent of the manner in wliich Senate approved 
a new constitution last month. 

The initial proposal drawn up by Tilton also borrowed 
heavily from another proposal offered by Student Center 
Board President Melissa Sauter. Apparently, Sauter’s proposal 
is now being ignored by Senate. 

At one point, Tilton told Senate that it “smacks of the 
worst kind of administrative arrogance” if university officials 
would approve any proposal not first approved by Senate. 

The fact that heads and members of student organizations 
directly'affected by SABRC seem to have been somewhat 
slighted in the decision-making process smacks of arrogance 
of another kind.

Student raps 
validation

One Men's View

What is it that bothers the average 
Bradley student about the Bookstore? Is it 
the seemingly outrageous cost of 
textbooks? Or, could it be the mystery of 
the end use of the Bookstore’s profit? Of, 
is it not having one’s books bought back at 
the end of the semester? 

What is bothering me, as part of the 
student body, is that the majority of the 
students are relatively uninformed about 
the Bradley Bookstore, which is 
primarily a service-oriented unit which 
generates income. 

The function of tliis article is to inform 
students about the operation and financial 
details of the Bookstore. In doing this, 
■hopefully, some of the Bookstore myths 
will be banished from the students’ 
thinking. 

What happens to every dollar paid for a 
textbook? Seventy-eight cents of each 
dollar goes to the publisher. This covers the 
royalty paid to the author and the costs for 
composition, paper, printing, binding and 
marketing. 

See figure 1 below. Tliis analysis 
indicates that for every dollar of textbook 
sales, a two cent loss is suffered. 

The Bookstore recovers this amount in 
its sales of supplies and gift items. The 
breakdown of the dollar allocated to these 
items is listed below in figure 2. 

Why do textbooks cost so much? Books 
are among the most costly merchandise 
handled by the store. They are high risk 
items. 

Poor estimates of class enrollments can 
lead to overstocks or understocks of books. 
The cost of shipping books is extremely 
high. Freight is chained by the weight of 
the merchandise and books are heavy. 
Books are handled many times before 
leaving the store in a Bradley Bookstore 
bag. The unloading, counting, pricing and 
inventory cost adds to the clerical and 


operational costs. 

Unallocated expenses, such as 
bookkeeping, data record keeping and 
rental space also add to the costs of 
operation. And, when the store runs out of 
texts for a course, the books are needed as 
soon as possible. Shipping by the fastest 
method possible costs more than regular 
freight charges. 

What happens to the Bookstore’s profit? 
The income generated by the Bookstore 
enters the general operating fund of the 
university. 

In terms of the university, without the 
excess income generated by the Bookstore, 
the university deficit in 1973-74 would 
have been $382,000 rather than the 
$357,000 deficit that did occur. 

Why doesn’t the Bookstore buyback our 
books at the end of the semester? The 
Bookstore buys back only texts that will be 
used again. These texts are selected by the 
faculty. 

The number of books to be bought back 
is based on an enrollment estimate cleared 
through the department chairpersons, with 
the assistance of past statistics furnished by 
the Registrar’s Office. 

This information is an effort of the 
Bookstore Advisory Committee to help 
increase the student knowledge of the 
Bookstore operations. All of the figures 
pertain to the fiscal year 1974.

WIU solves concert woes of 


Last in a series examining the 
current moratorium on Field 
House rock concerts.

After J. Giles and Humble Pie 
appeared in concert at Western 
Illinois University (WIU) last year, 
that nearby school was faced with 
prospect of a concert limitation 
similar to the one currently being 
imposed here. 

“Let’s face it,” said Elsie 
Jordan, performing arts advisor at 
WIU, ‘Sve’re in a part of Illinois 
where fire marshalls and public 
safety officials don’t understand 
big concerts like they do in 
Chicago.” 

Stage-rushing incidents, lighted 
matches for encores and smoking 
were problems created by crowds 
at those two concerts. 

WIU’s Solutions 

WIU took a number of 
measures to remedy problems 
caused by uncooperative crowds, 
according to Jordan. 

—A corps of 30 paid student 
ushers were added to 
security. “Smoking is a problem, 
but one of the ways its been 
curtailed is by paying an usher 
corps to fight it,” Jordan said. 

—Warnings that individuals in 
the audience not obeying rules 
may be ejected were printed on 
tickets and in the student 
handbook. 

--Publicity was limited to the 
student paper for concerts that 
might draw unruly crowds, 
reducing the number of non-WlU 
students in the audience. 

—A system of arranging major 
concerts was adopted in which 
two sets of forms would be filled 
out. The student group sponsoring 
the concert would investigate a 
group, usually through ratings 
printed in show business 
periodicals, to determine if the 
group has been cooperative with 
officials at other schools and to 
determine if the group has a 
history of disruptive concerts. 

. If after the initial investigation 
the student group sponsor decided 
it wants to book the concert, a 
four-line form listing the act, 
performing date and seating 
arrangements would be sent to 
WIU’s director of student 
activities and security director. 

After the concert is booked a 
second form detailing concert 
security arrangements would be 
sent to the same WIU officials. 

Union Board, WIU’s equivalent 
to Bradley’s Lecture Arts, 
sponsors almost all of these major 


concerts, which are defined as 
rock events in which the 
performing group is paid over 
$4,000. 

New Procedures Work 

Roy Mieendorf, a student who 
is chairman of the pop committee 
of Union Board, said the measures 
to remedy crowd control 
problems have been successful. 

He also said concert goers were 
aware that if WIU was forced to 
prohibit major rock concerts, 
there would be no other facility in 
the area to hold such events. This 
was another reason for greater 
crowd cooperation, Mieendorf 
added. 

Jordan said music trends to 
jazz, country and western and 
folk have also eased the situation. 

“We’re getting a different kind 
of music and a different reaction 
to it from the crowd,” she said. 
“And we’re finding less wine 
bottles than we did a year and a 
half ago.” 

Outsiders Cause Problems 

She added that non-WIU 
concert goers are the most 
difficult to deal with. 

“One of our biggest problems 
is with high school kids from Iowa 
and around here who come with 
the attitude, ‘Hey, Mom and Dad 
aren’t here so let’s juice it up.’ 
They don’t care about what 
happens the next morning,” 
Jordan said. 

Bradley is the smallest of the 
seven schools in the state that 
sponsor major rock concerts, 
according to Bobbie Applegate, 
Bradley’s Student Center program 
director. She said because of this, 
Bradley needs to attract a larger 
portion of the audience from 
outside the university than the 
other schools to insure an 
adequate ticket sale to pay for 
major concerts. 

Illinois State, Southern Illinois 
at Carbondale, University of 
Illinois, Northern Illinois, Eastern 
Illinois and WIU were named by 
Applegate as the other m^or 
concert schools. 

Large schools located in 
Chicago, like schools in other 
major metropolitan areas, usually 
do not book major rock concert 
attractions because of the 
competition of downtown 
facilities, Applegate added. 

“And the Peoria area is an AM 
market, so we have to buy for it 
to make money,” Applegate said. 
“No commercial FM station yet 
has been successful with a 
progressive rock format.” 

Costs Rising 

The average cost for booking a 


band has risen from $7,500 as 
recently as a year ago to about 
$10,000 today, Applegate said. 
Also, promoters (a middle man 
who contracts for a series of dates 
from a group’s agency and peddles 
them to different schools and 
arenas) have become more 
prevalent, increasing costs. 

Large stage requirements are 
now being specified in contracts, 
which is a hardship because most 
schools have only makeshift stage 
facilities, Applegate said. Groups 
are also increasing the cost of 
sound requirements in contracts, 
which a year ago would have cost 
Bradley $750 but now run 
$1,500. 

The festival atmosphere of big 
outdoor concerts have changed 
indoor concerts, according to 
Applegate, because the rowdiness 
of outdoor concerts has become 
“the accepted mode of behavior.” 

Concert Restrictions Vary 

The concert situation at other 
schools varies: 

-Illinois State, 45 miles east of 
Peoria, “has had no notable 
problems with crowd control or 
smoking, and they (members of 
ISU’s Entertainment Committee) 
have never been restricted from 
booking any type of concert 
here,” according to Barbara Sarff, 
program assistant. Good audience 
rapport of ushers, who are 
assigned to the same section for 
each show, is credited for the 
successful crowd control. 

“When an entertainer asks the 
audience to move up' to the stage, 
there is nothing that the ushers 
can do but go along and see to it 
that the crowd does not get too 
rowdy,” Sarff said. 

Security guards deal with 
crowd control only when a 
situation “gets out of hand .. . 
and they have been lucky not to 
have any problems,” Sarff added. 

-Self-imposed limitations by 
Eastern Illinois’ Student Concert 
Committee of not booking groups 
that “have demonstrated or 
initiated violence” has precluded 
the need for university imposed 
restraints, said Bill Clark, director 
of Student Activities and 
Organizations. He added EIU has 
not had major problems with rock 
concerts. 

—As a result of crowd control 
problems experienced at 
Augustana College in Rock Island, 
Ill., concerts are limited to only 
Augustana students. 

“Disobedience of the rules 
against smoking, drinking and 
eating” has resulted in concerts

being moved from the school’s 
new Physical Education Center to 
another facility, according to 
Quentin J. Fleming, coordinator 
of public events. 

—University of Illinois’ Star 
Course productions, one of four 
school-groups allowed to book 
concerts in the 17,000 seat 
Assembly - Hall, has experienced 
little problems with rock concerts. 
Star Course, which is the only of 
the four groups that is 
student-run, must approve acts 
with an advisory committee of six 
students and six faculty. It 
receives no financial support from 
the university. 

“I would say there hasn’t 
been a big hassle over smoking 
here,” said Marty DeGood, a 
student who is one of two senior 
managers of Star Course. 
Individuals in the audience to 
complain about the no smoking 
regulations because they do not 
feel there is a fire hazard in the 
all-concrete Assembly Hall, 
DeGood said. 

Match encores, with the danger 
of starting someone’s hair on fire, 
is the biggest crowd control 
problem, DeGood added. Star 
Course asks groups not to 
“pump” audiences by delaying 
return to the state for encores. If 
a group won’t do encores, the 
house lights are turned on 

immediately after the concert 
ends. 

—“We have not had a serious 
problem in enforcing our ‘no 
smoking’ ban when we have had 
concerts in our Fieldhouse,” said 
Timothy J. Harrington, Major 
Attractions Committee chairman 
at Drake University, Des Moines, 
Iowa. Competent ushers and 
careful selection of acts are 
credited in Drake’s success in 
staging concerts, Harrington said. 

—Concerts at Vanderbilt 
University in Nashville are not 
advertised to the general public. 
Vanderbilt students attend 
concerts free and non-students 
pay $3 for admission. Vanderbilt 
does not restrict smoking or the 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages during concerts. 

“Hard rock has never had 
many followers here,” said James 
H. Sandlin, assistant Dean for 
Student Life. “Mountain was the 
last so-called ‘big name’ to present 
a concert here and that was four 
years ago. 

“We had no trouble during that 
concert, or at any other concert, 
for that matter. The Grateful 
Dead concert caused no trouble 
two years ago.”

A change in the Bradley 
University by-laws to expand the 
number of Trustees and change 
the frequency of meetings has 
been unanimously approved by 
the university’s Board of Trustees. 

The expansion of the Board 
from the present 19 members to 
24 members is the result of an 
18-month study by an ad hoc 
committee of the Board.

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Students produce puppet show

While most students are busy 
mumbling to themselves about 
how much work they have to do 
and so little time to do it, Rich 
Schmutz and Dave Pearsall have 
somehow found time to put their 
imaginations to work in creating a 
puppet show for children. 

The series will eventually be 
aired on Channel 13 cable 
television with the potential of 
going nationwide. 

About a year ago, Peoria’s 
Grace Presbyterian Church (where 
Channel 13 has its studios) 
offered a half hour time slot to 
the Intervarsity Christian 
Fellowship on campus, providing 
they could come up with an 
acceptable program. 

Schmutz and former Bradley 
student Betsy Beckwith came up 
with the idea of using a 
seven-book series of children’s 
tales based on Christian allegories 
entitled Chronicles of Narnia by 
C. S. Lewis as script material for 
the puppet show. They are 
handling the programs 
independent of Intervarsity. 

Narnia is an Oz-Iike land of 
fascination in which time stands 
still, animals speak words of 
wisdom and children are lured by 
cursed candy to the whims of 
wicked witches. 

A long, drawn-out process of 
applying for copyright permission 
to use the books resulted in denial 
from the owners at the Episcopal 


Church of the United States. 

But the group has not been 
discouraged. Pearsall, Schumutz, 
Beckwith and close to 50 other 
campus and local volunteers have 
continued on as planned using 
original scripts instead of the 
Narnia books. 

“We’re working on a spinoff of 
A Connecticut Yankee In King 
Arthur's Court by Mark Twain,” 
Schmutz said, “sending four 
children back to Camelot days 
where they meet Merlin the 
Magician and all the others.” 

The scripts will consist of the 
children’s adventures as they 
travel through time. 

The four children are the main 
characters. Cluis Von Behren, an 
education major, and Maryanne 
Holler, a nursing major, are 
helping create the two girls parts; 
Schmutz and Pearsall are working 
on the boys’ roles. 

“We all identify so much with 
the puppets that they seem to be 
taking on our characteristics and 
personality traits,” Pearsall said. 
“We’ve even given them our own 
first names!” 

Besides these four, at least 40 
more puppet characters will be 
created including all the knights 
of the Round Table and, of 
course, King Arthur. 

The group has started from 
scratch with the script writing. 
“We stand around assuming the 
role of the character we’re playing 
and just start throwing out 


random thoughts until somebody 
says, ‘Hey! that’s good!’ and we 
all agree to use it.” 

So far, that’s the way the basis 
of the story line has developed 
and will continue until the series 
really gets rolling with some script 
writers, he added. 

The Channel 13 technicians at 
Grace Presbyterian Church are on 
standby waiting for the signal to 
start videotaping. All the 
theatrical aspects, however, are 
being handled by the 
Schmutz-Pearsall group. They are 
making all their own puppets, 
staging and scenery. 

The group is trying to get 
permission to take pictures of the 
inside of a castle-like home on 
Grandview Drive by Detweiller 
Park to use for King Arthur 
scenes. “We’re trying to make 
things as real as possible,” 
Schmutz said, “in case we go on 
national networks. 

“We want to really make it 
into a religously oriented series, 
not just a nice little story,” 
Pearsall said. “Of course, how well 
it goes over depends on the kids. 
We hope to get some response.” 

Schmutz has designed a 
temporary stage used for practice 
sessions and live programs for 
local church groups and he has a 
design for a new stage that will be 
more functional for the TV 
cameras. Presently the group 
members are absorbing all their 
expenses but Grace Presbyterian

has agreed to make a donation. 

The group is having a good 
time working on the series, 
especially since the pressure for 
copyright permission is off and 
they are free to go any direction 
they want. 

“We are trying to put Christian 
ideas in an enjoyable facility for 


children from six to ninety-six 
which demonstrates how God’s 
love is manifest in our lives,” 
Schmutz said. 

“We try to keep clear in our 
minds that the purpose of the 
whole project is to glorify God 
and not the people working on 
the scripts,” Pearsall said.

coeducational courses can be used 
to fulfill the physical education 
requirement.

The English style of riding, 
using a flat saddle that is common 
in show and pleasure riding, will 
be taught along with grooming 
techniques. The course will 
include text materials and written 
tests.

End to Senate control of student funding proposec 


A proposal that would remove 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) from the 
control of Senate has been 
circulated among heads of 
organizations funded by SABRC. 
Melissa Sauter, a senior^ drafted 
the 12-page proposal last month. 

Sauter, president of Student 
Center Board which received the 
biggest allotment from SABRC 
this year ($18,476 of the 
$55,000), was a member of the 
committee two years ago. 

“When I sat on the committee, 
it seemed very disorganized to 
me,” she said. 

While at the regional 
convention of the National 
Entertainment Convention (NEC) 


in River Forest, Ill., Sailter said 
she participated in discussions 
“for structuring well-organized 
funding committees.” 

The proposal she drew up 
subsequently was used by 
All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton 
in a proposal for reorganizing 
SABRC he drafted and submitted 
to Student Senate Nov. 25. 
Monday in Senate, he announced 
that he was going to completely 
re-write his proposal and submit it 
to Senate Jan. 27. 

Sauter said Tilton’s initial 
proposal was very similar to her 
proposal in many areas but left 
out sections dealing with goals, 
policies and allocation procedures. 


It also set up a separate procedure 
for funding Senate, which was not 
included in Sauter’s proposal. 

“I didn’t agree with the basic 
philosophy behind it (the separate 
procedure to fund Senate) 
because it implied Senate was in 
some way different than any 
other student organization on 
campus,” Sauter said. “It implied 
that Senate deserves some special 
consideration.” 

Sauter added that she feels her 
proposal should be given “as 
much consideration” as Tilton’s 
proposal in the final 
decision-making process. 

A SABRC chairman would be 
elected in an all-school election to 


serve for a one year term, under 
provisions of Sauter’s proposal. 
Currently Senate’s treasurer chairs 
the SABRC committee. 

The proposal calls for the eight 
student members to be selected 
from candidates interviewed by 
the SABRC chairman, the 
vice president for business affairs 
and four faculty advisors. 

Under the current 
arrangement, SABRC consists of 
two senators appointed by the 
All-school President with the 
approval of Senate, a justice 
selected by Student Supreme 
Court and four other members 
chosen by Senate’s treasurer (a 
non-voting member of SABRC)

Bills for this ad and ones similar 
to it ranging from $159 to over 
$300 have been arriving at the 
purchasing office since August. 

No one at Bradley authorized 
the ad in “El Mexicano” or have 
heard of it or the other 
publications that have demanded 
payment, according to Tom 
Taylor, director of purchasing. 

Taylor has attempted to locate 
the source of these bills by phone 
but has met with Little success.

“Most of them are boiler-room 
outfits,” Taylor said. He said his 
calls have been ignored, referred 
to people who did not know what 
he was talking about and in one 
case the phone had been 
disconnected. 

This type of ad hoax has been 
going on nationally for the last 
five years. The ads usually are 
concerned with equal opportunity 
treatment of minority groups and 
are ridiculously high in cost. 
Corporations in the past have paid 
as much as $300 for a $5 ad. 


One publication charges $395 
per column inch for a four inch 
ad. A similar ad in the New York 
Times is $68 per column inch. 

In many cases, universities, 
corporations and small businesses 
have paid exorbitant rates for ads 
that are never printed. 

Taylor said that many large 
institutions have been victimized 
because “one hand doesn’t know 


what the other is doing.” Many 
groups have simply paid the bills 
without first investigating * their 
incredibility. 


Taylor said he tells the ad 
publishers “give us a purchase 
order” on the rare occasions he has 
been able to reach them. No one 
has yet been able to produce one. 

Taylor said he is not convinced 
that “El Mexicano” even exists. 
One of the bills he received from 
them included the tear out page 
on which the ad for Bradley 
appeared. 

Taylor could not locate 
circulation figures for “El 
Mexicano” leading him to believe 
the page was printed for the sole 
purpose of being mailed with the 
ad bills. 

The bills received by Bradley 
had a Redondo Beach, Calif, 
address.

There will also be 
an extra $2400 if extra staff is 
needed at the computer center. 

Authorization for students to 
pre-register will be sent to all 
departments by April 7, when 
academic advisement will begin. 

‘The authorization is a date 
form indicating the student is 
eligible to register. The form will 
be like the one students receive 
for the regular registration,” Jass 
said. 

“Sending the authorization to 
pre-register to the departments 
will give the departments the 
option of making advisement 
mandatory or letting students 
pick it up without advisement,” 
she explained. 

In a report to University 
Senate in April 1974, the 
advantages and disadvantages of 
the system were listed. The 
opportunity for and availability of 
academic advisement was one of 
the advantages, as was the amount 
of control a department could 
exercise over academic 
advisement. 

The new system will guarantee 
a seat in classes a student receives 
tickets for, and students will also 
be able to find alternate sections 
or classes when the one desired is 
closed. 

Pre-registration will not 
necessarily guarantee a student 


the section or even the class he 
wants, Jass said. 

There may be the same 
problems with closed classes and 
sections there is at regular 
registration. Pre-registration will 
allow the students more time to 
decide on electives or alternate 
courses, she added. 

The system will also let 
students know their schedule of 
classes before they come to school 
in the fall. They will also receive a 
bill of their exact costs. 

On July 1 and 19 and Aug. 4, 
students who have pre-registered 
will receive a copy of their 
schedule with a data correction 
form and a bill with an 
“invitation” to pay their fees. The 
form will also have an 
appointment for completion of 
registration, which includes 
library card and ID validation and 
picking up meal tickets, Jass said.

Center does not take money from 
Bradley to pay for improvements, 
Ritter said. “All money coming in 
here must stay here” the Student 
Center Director said. Also any 
debts incurred by the Student 
Center cannot be assumed by the 
university, Ritter said. 

The Student Center has made 
a profit for most of the time it has 
been open. Funds that remained 
after the government indenture 
was paid each year was put into 
the fund for Student Center 
improvement. ‘The Student 
Center is a self contained unit,” 
Ritter explained. 

During the last five years the 
Student Center has made 
improvements in several other 
rooms in the building, drawing 
from this fund. 

The cafeteria’s color scheme 
will be red and white with tables 
made of rock maple. Floor tile 
will be installed in heavily traveled 
areas and a special carpet 
treatment will be used to prolong 
the life of the carpet by making it 
easier to clean. Ritter said that 
additional pieces of carpeting and 
tile had been purchased to 
facilitate future repairs.

With the new basketball season came a new 
policy of student identification validation for 
tickets. After only one trial run, the procedure 
has apparently caused a bit of havoc among 
students, mostly those who don’t understand 
what’s going on. 

Here’s the way the set up works. Let’s use, for 
example, tomorrow’s Loyola game, which is one 
of the validation games. 

Students interested in claiming a ticket to the 
game had to go to the Field House ticket office 
Tuesday or Wednesday and present a valid 
student identification card. The ID card was 
punched and the student got a ticket for a seat in 
the student section. 

Tomorrow when that same student goes to the 
game, he goes to the back door, shows the usher 
his ticket stub and his already validated ID card. 
He then goes to his seat and watches another 
Bradley basketball win. 

All games not listed in the validation schedule 
(pubUshed in the Nov. 15 Scout) are treated just 
as they were in the past. 

Students can go to the ticket office and pick 
up a ticket (with the presentation of a student 
ID) for the game between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. THE 
DAY OF THE GAME, or else go to the back door 
of the Field House as soon as the doors open that 
night. In other words, it’s just like it has been 
every other year. THIS IS FOR 
NON-VALIDATION GAMES ONLY. 

According to Jenny Reiser, ticket office 
manager, “We haven’t validated in about four 
years. The students really don’t know what’s 
going on. There were only about 400 validations 
for the Wheaton game (a validation game), and 
many others who came to the ticket office the 
day of the game for tickets.”

Students who do not get their tickets at the 
designated validation times, must wait until 7:20 
the night of the game to get a ticket. 

“When the validation time is up,” Reiser said, 
“we put all the tickets in a box and they go to the 
back door for distribtuion to students who come 
the night of the game.” 

The idea of validation, is obviously not for 
games like Wheaton. It’s for big games like 
Louisville (Jan. 25) when a good seat, or any seat, 
means a wait in long lines. 

‘The vahdating is for the students,” Reiser 
said. ‘The student who validates not only gets a 
better location than the one who waits until 7:20 
to get a ticket, but he’s sure of a seat once the 
game starts. 

“We aren’t trying to deprive the students of 
seats. The tickets that aren’t sold don’t get sold to 
outsiders. They’re for the students. Never have all 
the tickets in the student section been used.” 

Athletic director Chuck Orsborn said one of 
the reasons for the new validation procedure was 
that “last year’s procedure was being abused. 
Non-students were sitting in student seats. 

“I’ve been here 28 years,” Orsborn continued, 
“and we’ve tried every conceivable way to seat 
the students. 

‘There was a time when we didn’t even give 
tickets to the students. We just let them go in and 
sit where they wanted. 

“We started with the tickets about 10 years 
ago, and personally, I’m open to suggestions for 
changing things.” 

Actually, Bradley students have it pretty good.

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Senate passes SCB head's SABRC proposal

Student Senate voted 20-0 at 
Monday’s meeting to approve 
Student Center Board President 
Melissa Sauter’s proposed revision 
of the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC). 

SABRC, a committee of seven 
students that is chaired by the

all-school treasurer, allocated 
$55,000 in university funds to 
student organizations last year. 
Under its previous structure, two 
of its seats were reserved for 
senators and one for a justice of 
the Student Supreme Court. 

The Sauter proposal calls for 
the election of a SABRC chairman 


in all-school election, who cannot 
concurrently hold a position in 
any organization seeking SABRC 
funding. A student referendum 
will be held Wednesday seeking 
approval of the establishment of 
the position of SABRC chairman 
as a fifth all-school officer (see 
story at bottom right). 

Eight student members 
compose SABRC in Sauter’s 
proposal and are selected by the 
SABRC chairman with four 
faculty advisors and 
faculty advisors and an 
administrative representative on 
members vote on allocations to 
student organizations seeking 
funds. 

A quorum consists of the 
chairman, six student members 


and two faculty members. 
Two-thirds majority vote is 
necessary for approval of budget 
requests. 

A similar proposal on SABRC 
re-organization submitted by 
All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton 
was defeated 16-8 prior to 
consideration of the Sauter 
proposal. 

Rules committee chairman 
Howie Golub, senior senator, 
offered six amendments to the 
Tilton proposal. One amendment 
was dropped before consideration 
and two of the remaining 
amendments passed. 

The amendments which passed 
dealt with student membership of 
SABRC. The first stated that 
three members would be chosen 
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by the SABRC chairman and 
university presidential designees 
on the committee; one chosen by 
Student Supreme Court and three 
senators appointed by the 
all-school president with the 
approval of two-thirds of the 
Senate. 

The second amendment 
staggered the terms of student 
members. 

In offering the first 
amendment, Golub said that it 
insured “greater accountability to 
the student body on how money 
is spent.” 

When voting on all the 
amendments was complete. 
Off-campus Senator Geoffrey 
Brookman made a motion to 
reconsider the passed 
amendments. 

After some confusion on 
whether senators were voting on 
the amendments or a motion to 
reconsider the amendments, both 
amendments were defeated. 

Tilton’s proposal was voted on 
and defeated 16-8. Senate then 
passed the Sauter proposal. 

Tilton’s proposal was the third 
version of his plans to revise 
SABRC. Sauter said she disagreed 
with Tilton’s original plan because 
it provided for a separate funding 
procedure for Senate. 


Basketball season ticket for students proposed to reduce deficit

A proposal for selling a $10 
season ticket to students for home 
basketball games to partially 
offset the athletic department’s 
$100,000 annual deficit has been 
formulated by Athletic Director 
Charles Orsborn. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker has been asked to “see 
how the student will react to the 
proposal” and report to the April 
meeting of the Board of Trustees, 
Orsborn said. 

Currently, just over 2,000 
tickets are available to students at 
no charge. Orsborn said student 
attendance averaged 936 during 


the 1972-73 season and 1,194 
during the 1973-74 season. 

Orsborn estimates that 
$10,000 would be generated by 
sales of student season tickets and 
another potential $2,000 per 
game in the sale of the remaining 
seats to the general public which, 
are currently reserved for 
students. This year, an additional 
$10,000 to $16,000 would have 
been made from selling unused 
student tickets to the public, 
Orsborn estimates. 

The extra income the proposed 
system could produce would 
depend on attendance. The 
proposed system would generate 


additional income only when all 
non-student tickets are sold and 
there is a demand for tickets 
currently reserved for students. 

Students who did not buy 
season tickets would buy $250

general admission tickets for each 
game they wanted to attend. 

Orsborn cited three advantages 
to the proposal: 

—It would do away with the 
current validation system. 

-Students would have to stand 
in line for tickets only once a 
year, for the season ticket, instead 
of for each game. He added that 
other systems, including a lottery, 
could be used to decide who 
would get first choice of student 
season tickets. 

—The proposal would enable 
the university to sell the balance 
of tickets not purchased by 
student season ticket holders. 

“I’m willing, if the 
administration is, to have the 
$10,000 that we realize from the 
student money for the basketball 
season ticket be reassigned to 
fund other student activities,” 
Orsborn said. “But I have no 
jurisdiction over that.” 

He added, “My first suggestion 
would be to add it to the 


intramural budget, but if not, it 
could be given to SABRC 
(Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee) or some other 
student-funded activity.” 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Joseph Mele said he would 
not favor re-assigning the money 
made from sales of student season 
tickets to fund non-interscholastic 
athletic activities. 

“It is my thinking if we 
implement this program, we 
would generate about $30,000, 
which would just reduce (the 
athletic department’s $100,000) 
deficit,” Mele explained. 

Orsborn said 1,300 students 
list their permanent address as 
within 50 miles of campus and for 
that reason 1,400 tickets were 
reserved for students for the 
Illinois State University game 
played over semester break. 

According to Ticket Manager 
Jenifer Reiser, 467 students 
attended that game, in which 
every non-student seat was sold. 

“We all know that nobody 
wants to pay for something that 
they’ve been getting for nothing,” 
Orsborn said. “But if we are going 
to compete with our state schools 
we are going to need more 
income. 

“At schools such as ISU, 
students have assessed themselves 
a special fee for athletics. ISU has 
18,000 students, so it has. an 
income in support of its athletic 
program of roughly a half a 
million dollars,” Orsborn added. 

Even though Bradley does not 
have a football program, a major 
expenditure in ISU’s athletic 
budget, Orsborn said Bradley’s 
basketball funding still does not 
compare favorably with ISU and 
many other state supported 
schools. 

Orsborn also said ticket prices 
for some general admission tickets 
and some season tickets will be 
increased next year. 


“Separate funding said that 
somehow Senate was different,” 
Sauter said. “All organizations 
funded by SABRC should receive 
the same treatment. 

She added the previous SABRC 
structure created a conflict of 
interest because the all-school 
treasurer chaired it (as a 
non-voting member) and two seats 
were reserved for senators. This 
was not fair, Sauter said, because 
Senate was one of the 
organizations funded by SABRC. 

The Sauter proposal was 
endorsed in a letter to Senate 
signed by heads of six 
organizations funded by SABRC 
including Anaga, Associated 
Women Students, Lecture Arts, 
Panhellenic Council, Presidents’ 
Council for Fraternal Affairs, 
Scout and Sauter representing 
Student Center Board. 

In December, a letter was 
drafted by the same organization 
heads offering suggestions to 
Tilton after he had announced 
that he planned to revise his 
original proposal. 

The letter emphasized that 
SABRC should be independent of 
other student groups, including 
student government. 

The letter also suggested that 
there be “a study of the structure 
and funding procedures” after the 
allocations had been made. 
Suggestions and changes would be 
made at this time. 

Organizations should be 
offered an opportunity to add 
their own input during the review. 

The letter also suggested that 
SABRC should have the power to 
demand that funds of an 
organization be spent on activities 
specified in the organization’s 
budget request, “but (SABRC) 
should not have the power to 
determine the exact dollar 
amount the organization allots to 
the various parts of the activities 
covered by the goals.” 

In mid-January, Tilton 
circulated copies of his second 
proposal. He met with the 
organization heads who drafted 
the letter Jan. 26. 

The following day at a meeting 
of Senate, Tilton distributed 
copies of his proposal and 
announced changed which 
senators entered on their copies. 

The organization heads made 
minor changes in Sauter’s 
proposal during three separate 
meetings before it was retyped 
and circulated in Senate Jan. 27.

The other major event 
scheduled for Homecoming is the 
formal.

Season tickets fair 

Students may be asked to give up what is probably the 
best “deal” they have going on campus. It would mean an 
end to free student admission to all home basketball games. 

The athletic department says it needs to reduce its 
$100,000 deficit and a proposal for a $10 student season 
ticket has been formulated by the athletic director. 

Additional money will be raised by increasing some of the 
ticket prices for general admission and some season ticket 
holders. This has already been decided. 

The prospect of paying for something that was free is 
never very pleasant. However, the athletic department will 
need additional revenue if it hopes to remain competitive 
with other schools. 

A student season ticket is fair in that only students who 
wish to see basketball games would be charged a fee that 
supports intercollegiate athletics. The athletic department’s 
deficit is off-set by university funds - of which 85 per cent is 
tuition from all students. 

So we pay one way or another and perhaps this would be 
the fairest. 

The Scout would like to offer these suggestions to any 
student season ticket proposal; 

- The best seats in the student section should be reserved 
for student season ticket holders. 

- Instead of being limited to the same seat every game, 
student season ticket holders should be permitted to pick up 
a ticket for a seat in the reserved section as they arrive at the 
game. This would allow students to sit with different persons 
each game if they chose and maintain the casual atmosphere 
in the student section. 

- Students should be able to purchase season tickets 
during fall registration when they pay other fees. 

- Reduced rates for tickets to single games should be 
available to students who do not buy season tickets. 

The goal of the proposal is to free unused tickets from the 
student section at games at which all general admission 
tickets are sold. 

Hopefully such a plan will achieve this goal with the least 
amount of inconvenience to the students. 

Vote 'yes' Wednesday 
for SABRC office 

Students will vote Wednesday on a proposal to create a 
fifth all-school officer. It is part of the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee (SABRC) revision proposal passed 
by Senate Monday.

Pocket calculator revolution 
bargain for student consumers

In an era of spiraling inflation, 
this year students are getting at 
least one bargain-electronic 
calculators. 

In 1972, when the little 
calculators first hit the market, a 
standard model cost about $150 
and was produced by about 40 
different companies. Now the 
average cost of a calculator is only 
$45, and some very simple models 
can be bought for as little as $13. 

The reason for the price fall 
was that everyone realized a good 
thing when they saw it at the 
same time. 

Electronics firms rushed to 
meet the rapidly escalating 
demand for calculators, and over 
the last two years, overproduction 
plus advances in technology 
caused a glut of calculators. 

Texas Instruments, one of 
the largest firms, started the price 
deflation because it cornered a 
sizeable part of the electronic chip 
manufacturing, and found itself in 
the enviable position of providing 
its competitors with chips. 

Chips are semi-conductors on 
which electronic circuits are 
imposed in large numbers to build 
integrated circuits - the most 
essential part of all calculators. 

Since it made its own chips, 
Texas Instruments was able to 
lower its price first, and other 
companies had to follow suit to 
stay in competition. Over the last 
two years, half of the firms 
producing calculators were driven 


out of the market or out of 
business. 

Now electronics firms are 
doing everything they can to 
unload their machines. 

“Not since the introduction of 
mass-produced transistor radios 
has the consumer gotten a better 
deal,” commented Bruce Vogeli, a 
mathematics professor at 
Columbia University. Twelve 
million calculators were sold last 
year, up from only 2.5 million in 
1972. Industrial estimates are that 


calculator manufacturer or 
assembler couldn’t do anything 
wrong,” commented Edward 
White, chairman of Bowmar 
Instruments. “Everything he came 
out with sold. Now things have 
changed,” he lamented. 

Calculators will probably be a 
bargain through 1977, industry 
spokespeople have said. By then 
there will be 160 million units in 
use, and sales will decline to about 
40 million per year in 
replacements, because calculators

Hoare said SCB has already 
booked Sue and Richard Thomas, 
a husband-and-wife folk singing 
duo for April 18. 

“I hope to make that a Lecture

Hoare said that Illinois State 
University and Eastern Illinois 
University have both placed bans 
on rock concerts within the last 
month. 

“If ISU can’t put on concerts, I 
can see why we can’t. After all, 
they have a very good auditorium 
in which to put on concerts.

A plan for thematic living, 
which would enable students to 
receive credit hours for living 
together with other students and 
faculty members while pursuing a 
topic of mutual interest, has been 
proposed by All-school President 
Phil Pritzker. 

Assisting Pritzker with the 
proposal were Dr. William Hall, 
associate professor of political 
science; Dr. John DePinto, 
associate professor of biology ^d 
Dr. Dennis Mclnerny, assistant 
professor of English. 

Under the plan, students would 
have the opportunity to study a 
topic in depth with other students 
with diverse interests. The 
program would take place on a 
co-educational floor in Williams 
Hall. Faculty members working 
on the project would have an 
office-suite on the floor. 

The program would be taken 
for 12 semester hours of credit. 
Students could earn 3 - 6 hours in 


Humanities, Social Sciences and 
Natural Sciences. 

Although no definite plans 
have been mad^, there will 
probably be no regularly 
scheduled classes held in 
classrooms. Definite plans for how 
the project will be set up will not 
be made until the pilot plan is 
approved. 

The three faculty advisors will 
probably decide this along with 
the theme over the summer, 
according to Pritzker. 

Pritzker explained that 


Harvard, Yale, Northwestern and 
Stanford have similar programs. 

The university has to 
experiment with academic 
innovations,” he said. 

Although he had been 
considering the plan since 
November 1973, Pritzker first 
presented the concept last spring. 

He expects a decision within 
three weeks from the Academic 
Standards and Curriculum 
Committee. If it passes the 
program, the University Senate 
would then vote on it.

Interterm course praised in evaluations

“Seminar in the Modern 
Corporation,” the interterm 
course offered during the semester 
break, “was far better than any of 
our expectations,” said Dr. 
Thomas A. Bausch, dean of the 
College of Business 
Administration. 

Twenty non-business majors, 
who enrolled in the pass-fail 
course (BMA 300), were chosen 
from about 60 applicants 
representing 10 majors. 

“Most of the students felt this 
was a fairly unique opportunity to 
gain insight into the functioning 
of a large corporation,” said Dr. 
Richard Hartman, professor of 
business administration, who 
co-taught the course with Dr. K. 
Mark Weaver, assistant professor 
of business administration. 


In the students’ written 
evaluations of the course, “16 
rated the course as excellent, 
three above average and one 
average,” Hartman said. “When 
asked if the course should be 
offered in the future all 20 said 
yes.” 

Bausch said he felt the best 
aspect of the course was that it 
brought students together. “I 
think the students learned as 
much about each other as they 
learned about the corporation,” 
he said. 

“You see how other students 
ask questions and react,” said 
Howard Strong, a senior enrolled 
in the course, “and you begin to 
see yourself better.” 

The personnel at Caterpillar 
“coo perated completely,” 
according to Bausch. “The 


students were impressed by the 
interest Caterpillar showed in 
them,” he said. 

Although no definite 
arrangements have been made, 
“there’s a good chance we’ll offer 
the course again,” Bausch said, 
“with two sections, one for 
business and one for non-business 
majors.” 

During the two-week course, 
students toured three of 
Caterpillar Tractor Co.’s major 
local installations and attended 
question and answer sessions with 
Caterpillar personnel, including 
the president, five vice presidents, 
union officials and the chairman 
of the board of directors. 

The course met five days a 
week, from six to eight hours a 
day. 

“It was a pretty long day,” said 


Fewer students on a.p. this semester 


One hundred fifty-one students 
were dismissed from Bradley 
during semester break for 
academic reasons. Ray Zarvell, 
director of orientation, said that 
452 students are on academic 
probation (a.p.) this semester. 

The number of students on a.p. 
declined from 526 last semester, 
Zarvell said. The majority of those 
presently on a.p. are freshmen. 

Dr. Glen Arvin of the 
Academic Review Board said that 
90-100 of the dismissed students 
have petitioned for readmittance 
to the university. 

Arvin said all petitions have 


been processed but no figures on 
how many were approved are 
available at this time. 

Explaining the number of 
students dismissed, Zarvell said, 
“My hunch is that since they 
knew they wouldn’t flunk out for 
three semesters, that they waited 
too long get to themselves out of 
trouble.” Divided into classes 
there were 42 freshmen, 71 
sophomores, 28 juniors and 10 
seniors dismissed. 

Zarvell said that freshmen on 
a.p. will be contacted by mail and 
by student aides at mid-semester 
and will be advised to join the 


Curriculum II program (see page 
2). “I think the whole university

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Scout reviewer picks 10 most entertaining movies from ’74

At the beginning of each new year 
every critic worth his keep, and a few 
that aren’t, comes up with a list of 
what he considers to be the ten Ijest’ 
films of the previous year. 

Now I am not much different from 
the rest for I, too, have a list of my 
favorites but I will not say that they 
are the best for in many respects they 
aren’t. 


Hence I will give my list of movies a 
different title and one that should 
answer the question, which so far no 
one has asked me, as to what I consider 
film to be. Is film an entertainment 
medium for art or an art medium for 
entertainment? I present to you what I 
consider to be the ten “most 
entertaining’’ movies of 1974. 

“Murder on the Orient Express” - 
G)mplex in plot, rich in detail, perfect 
in characterization and flawless in 
execution; the Agatha Christie murder 
mystery is back and it isn’t a remake of 
some early classic though even if it was 
that version couldn’t compare with this 
one. Albert Finney is simply marvelous 
as the eccentric and fastidious Hercule 
PDirot and director Sidney Lumet has 
got his first real success since “Fail 
Safe.” The supporting cast is second to 
none and as the murder is slowly 
unraveled by Poirot it appears as 
thoi^h they all had a reason to do in 
the department; but which one? 
Whodunit! 

Was it the rich American widow 
(Lauren Bacall), was it the fanatical 
Swedish missionary (Ingrid Bergman), 
was it the aging Russian princess 
(Wendy Hiller) or how about her loyal 
servant (Rachel Roberts). But then 
there’s this aristocratic young diplomat 
(Michael York) and his wife 
(Jacqueline Bisset). Or was it the 
conductor (Jean-Pierre Oassel), could it 
have been the stuffy English M^or 
(Sean Cbnnery), was it his mistress 
freely during the first half, bog down 
at the beginning of part two but surge 
back for a riotous conclusion. Woody 
Allen writes, directs, acts, edits, scores 
his own music and for all I know also 
runs the projectors. The rest of the cast 
is straight-faced and uniformly 
excellent. Diane Keaton is the perfect 
foii for many of the film’s jokes. 


(Vanessa Redgrave) or was it (yes 
mystery fans you guessed it) the butler 
(John Gielgud). 

Whodunit? Don’t think I’ll give that 
away so place your bets on your 
favorite suspect and hurry to the 
theater for there’s a seat waiting for 
you in “Murder on the Orient 
Express.” 

“The Three Musketeers” - Yes the 
swashbuckler is back and they didn’t 
make it like they used to, they’ve made 
it better! From its magnificent title 
credits to its ballet-like end sequence 
this film is lusty, humorous, thrilling, 
sweeping and just plain fun. Dumas 
was never quite like this. 

There’s adventure, danger, intr^ue, 
romance, some great directing by 
Richard Lester and a cavalcade of fine 
performances. Michael York provides a 
refreshingly eneigetic and bumbling 
D’Artagnan. Oliver Reed, Frank Finlay 
and Richard Chamberlain portray 
Porthos, Athos and Arimus (the 
“Th^ee Musketeers”) with similar gusto 
and unbellievability. Charlton Heston, 
Faye Dunaway and Christopher Lee 
are at their menacingly evil best as 
Cardinal Richleu, Milady and 
Rochefort respectively. Raquel Welch 
is finally given a chance to do some 
real acting and proves she can as York’s 
fair maiden. There are some great bits 
by Simon Ward, Geraldine Chaplin and 
Jean-Pierre Cassel but the real frosting 
on this cake is Michel LeGrand’s 
musical score. 

It captures the carefree and 
adventurous mood of the film, the 
refined decadence of the period. If 
you’ve already done yourself the favor 
of seeii^ this film do yourself another; 
buy its soundtrack, buckle down your 
swash and prepare to relive the best 
Peroid Adventure to come in years. 

“Sleeper” - When a part-time 
clarinet player and full-time dupe gets 
pickled in aluminum foil because of 
complications after minor surgery and 
then wakes up 200 years later the 
result is an often erratic but wildly 
hilarious and zany satire a la “1984.” 
This time Big Brother is up against a 
be-spectacled Bozo (Woody Allen) and 
he hasn’t got a chance.

Woody Allen has again proven himself 
to be the best heir of the Marx 
brothers’ madness and Max Senet 
slapstick. Finally, what else can be 
done but to parody Orwell and say, 
“From the age of the Orb, the 
Orgasmatron, the inflatable anti*gravity 
suit and the mad e-in-Japan flying belt; 
greetings!” 

“Young Frankenstein” - Mel Brooks 
has di^ into the venerable Mary Shelly 
classic and has come up with a monster 
mash to end them all. It has the look 
(especiaUy in the black & white 
photography), the atmosphere and the 
sets of the early 30’s or^nal. The only 
difference is that it’s peopled with 
outrageous takeoffs of the main 
characters. 

Brooks strikes out in all directions 
and he scores so many times that you 
can forgive him frequent misses. Far 
from playing it for laughs the actors 
take their roles seriously and turn in 
some fine performances. Gene Wilder is 
hilariously neurotic as Frankenstein’s 
grandson. British comedian Marty 
Feldman plays an odd-eyed feor with a 
migrating hump. Cloris Leachman is 
the stone-faced and stainless steel Frau 
Blucher whose very name causes horses 
to rear. Peter Boyle proves to be a 
natural for the role of the monster as 
does Madeline Kahn who plays Wilder’s 
foxy fiancee. Gene Hackman and 
Kenneth Mars are also on hand and 
provide two of the best scenes in the 
movie: the monster meeting the blind 
man and the dart game. 

In all this is a savage satire of the 
horror thriller with no cliche spared, 
no pun unused. So if you’ve been 
waiting for the Gothic Horror Thrillers 
to get their just rewards this movie is 
for you. 

“Death Wish” - For those of you 
who want to see just rewards on a 
more serious level there’s this dark and 
nightmarish view of life in New York 
or really any big city. In the beginning 
the film shows you a typical 
upper-middle class family with a 
generous father (Charles Bronson) who 
still loves his wife, daughter and even 
his son-in-law. The good life is theirs 
for the most part but then its shattered 
violently when the wife and daughter 
mistakenly let in some Fun City 
animals and I do mean animals. 

What follows is sad, ironic, 
heartrending, ominous, predictable, 
thoi^h forgivably so. Bronson etches a 
believable portrait as the architect and 
family man who turns vigilante. (The 
architect by the way has seemingly 
emerged as the new cinema hero with 
this film, “Earthquake” and “The 
Towering Inferno”) Vincent Gardenia 
is the sly and politically all-knowing 
police detective who finally catches 
Bronson after a battle of wits. And 
Hope Lange has a small but pivotal role 
as Bronson’s wife. 

This film tries to make a point 
about vigilantism and street arime 
though what that point is and if it 
succeeds is up to the individual. But 
what “Death Wish” does have is ah 
able cast, a director who has the touch 
of Hitchcock (Michael Winner) and 
great, moody, location photography. 
**The Towering Inferno” - Can a 


film with the backing of two motion 
picture companies, a buget of 14 
million dollars, a cast of 11 stars and a 
producer^director the likes of Irwin 
Allen miss? Hell no! “Grand Hotel” 
gets hot as it has never done before. 
This one not only ‘towers’ above most 
of the rest it makes ’em pale into 
insignificance. Why bother barbecuing 
an airUner, even if it is a 747, when 
you got a whole skyscraper full of 
stereotypes to bake.

disaster films this one crams all its 
slices of life and romantic interludes 
into the first 20 minutes (Newman and 
Dunaway get three to show you how 
much they love each other). But once 
the spark ignites disaster consumes 
soap and the race against doom is on. 
The quality and munificence of the 
special-effects goes without saying, the 
money here was well spent. A. D. 
Flowers and L. B. Abbot don’t eclipse 
the actors with their work but they 
deserve to be ranked along with them. 

The performances of all concerned 
are nothing to really rave over but they 
can’t be faulted either. Nobody did 
any wrong in appearing in this film and 
you can’t do any either by seeing this 
finely crafted epic. You’ll be awed, 
amazed, terrified and hanging on the 
edge of your seat till the end credits 
roll. 

“Earthquake” - What is done to just 
one building in “The Towering 
Inferno” happens to an entire city here 
in “Earthquake.” Lacking the detail of 
the other film it makes up for it in 
capturing, or at least attempting to, the 
life of a city from the first inklings of 
danger to the outbreak of disaster and 
the terror of its aftermath. 

Still this film is a few cuts below the 
other, most particularly in the acting. 
Ava Gardner and Charlton Heston 
haven’t done this bad in years and 
Cienevieve Bujold is only marginally 
better. As it turns out George Kennedy 
and Lome Green have the best 
performances and the best Ones. 
Elsewhere Richard Roundtree, Ltoyd 
Nolan and Victoria Principal put in 
pleasing appearances as a stunt cyclist, 
a doctor and a voluptuous young thing. 

But it’s Albert Whitlock and the 
umversal sound team who come up 
with the best job of all. Power lines 
sway, belfries go bats, skyscrapers 
crumble, expressways crack and dams 
break. All to the slightly jarring rumble 
of sunsurround. Mark Robson’s 
direction is uniformly good and 
includes a few ingenious ideas; such as 
starting off the quake while you’re 
watching another movie in a movie 
theatre. Poor acting and stock lines 
aside, a few bucks is a small price to 
pay for such an experience. 

“The Island at the Top of the 
World” - In 1954 Disney proved they 
could do something good other than 
animation with “20,000 Leagues 
Under the Sea.” Now, Jules Verne is 
back and Disney has him at the Top of 
the World.” The adventure’s fantastic, 
the escapes hairbreadth, the plot 
implausible and the special-effects 
terrific. 

The film starts off on a fast clip 
with a wealthy but eccentric 
Englishman (Donald Shinden) 
practically shanghaiing a wholesome 
American scientist (David Hartman) to 
France where they meet another 
eccentric; the Frenchman (Jacques 
Marin) who built the airship they’ll 
use, the Hyperon. Shortly thereafter 
they take off for the Artie to find 
Shinden’s long lost son. 


To many this film is for little children 
but if you like Jules Verne and sci-fi 
when to hell with the kids and do 
yourself a favor by going on this most 
incredible journey. 

“Ctold” - Strictly speakirg this is a 
James Bond film without James Bond. 
From its sinister plot to its outrageous 
characters and implausible action the 
whole movie smacks of Ian Lancaster 
Fleming and if he were alive today he’d 
be responsible for it. Its star is Roger 
Moore who has succeeded Sean 
(jonnery as 007. Its director is Peter 
Hunt who did “On Her Majesty’s 
Secret Service.” And its plot, like its 
title, concerns one of Fleming’s 
favorite subjects - gold. 

Its sterling cast includes Ray 
Milland as the owner of South Africa’s 
largest gold mine, the Sonderditch. 
Susannah York is his love starved 
daughter. John Gielgud is the ruthless 
head of an international conspiracy 
that is trying to destroy the 
Sonderditch. Simon Sabela is the top 
miner of the Sonderditch and Moore’s 
assistant. Bradford Dillman is the 
detestible son-in-law of Milland and a 
co-conspirator. Finally Roger Moore, 
blue of eye, square of jaw, is our very 
Bondian hero who saves the mine and 
gets the girl in the end. 

This film does everything but have 
Moore strap on a Walther PPK and 
have the villian say, “SPECTRE is not 
satisfied with your work.” “Gold” 
doesn’t go all the way though its far 
enough and if you want Bond but can’t 
get it this is the next best thing. 

“The Man with the Golden Gun” - 
Finally, here’s a James Bond film with 
James Bond. This is not Flemii^’sbest 
work however there is no such thii^ as 
bad Fleming or a bad James BoikI film. 
This time 007 is the apparent target of, 
a professional assassin named 
Scaramanga whom no one has seen but 
has a very identifying feature. Find out 
who he is and why Bond hops the 
globe and eventually winds up in Asia. 

Christopher Lee turrns out to be 
Scaramanga and here he’s at his 
menacingly evil best. Maud Adams is 
his girl who wants out and eventually 
gets done in. Herve Villechaize is a 
pint-sized Oddjob named Nick Nack 
who sees to Scaramanga’s needs. Britt 
Ekland is Bond’s girl and Clifton James 
returns as Sheriff Pepper. Elsewhere 
Bond regulars Bernard Lee, Desmond 
Llewellyn and Lois Maxwell put in 
their required appearances. 

There are the ingenious devices, the 
inexplicable plot twists, the naughty 
double-entendre lines, the sinister plan 
for world domination, the 
confrontation between Bond and the 
bad guy and the explosive finale. This 
one doesn’t move quite as well as the 
others and Fleming’s character is 
showing its age but who cares? With 
Saltzman and Broccoli at the helm, 
Guy Hamilton on the rudder and John 
Barry hanging out the music James 
Bond will be with us for some time. 
R^ht now however he’s back and grab 
him if you can by all means.

Business enrollment rises; 
students more job oriented

The depressed economy and a 
greater student concern for future 
job availability are causes of the 
recent seven per cent increase in 
enrollment in business classes, 
according to Dr. Thomas A. 
Bausch, dean of the College of

Business Administration, who 
spoke at Bradley’s monthly press 
conference Jan. 28. 

“Students are becoming more 
job oriented because they see the 
problem of unemployment,” 
Bausch said. “While students used 
to feel they needed a degree to get 
a job, they now tend to feel they 
need a business degree.” 


The increase in the business 
school occurred during 1973-74 
even though total enrollment at 
Bradley dropped five per cent. 

“Students may be disillusioned 
because a degree in business is not 
necessarily a ticket to a job,” 
Bausch said. 

He added that although jobs 
are scarce, there is a great demand 
for accountants, qualified women 
and minorities in business. 

“Business schools should do 
more to extend opportunities to 
middle-aged women because 
industry wants them,” Bausch 
said. Also, schools are not meeting 
the demand for minority and 


part-time students, he said. 

Bausch said demands for 
specialization by industry are 
de-emphasizing the need for a 
well-rounded education. 

“There is a danger that 
education may become 
sub-optimal,” he said. 

“But at Bradley we want to 
offer more than just technical 
skills - we’re concerned that 
students reach full potential and 
continue to grow.” 

Bausch said business schools all 
over the country are facing similar 
problems and there is a possibility 
of business graduates flooding the 
market in the future.

The installation of new steam 
lines servicing Williams and 
University dormitories has caused 
the muddy condition in the 
square located between Constance 
Hall and the Bookstore-. The work 
began during semester break. 

“The lines were seven or eight 
years old and were deteriorating,” 
said William Wise, director of 
plant operations. “We had to 
replace both the steam service 
lines and the main return pipes.” 

Wise added that the 
replacement of pipes was not 
really unusual since most lines 
develop leaks after seven to ten 
years of service. 

As for the restoration of the 
excavated area. Wise said, “The 
grading, sidewalk replacement 
(the portion leading to Williams), 
and clean-up will have to wait 
until spring or whenever weather 
permits.” 

Wise also explained why some 
rooms in Williams have had valves, 
a vent which controls the air flow 
from heating ducts, removed. 


“We’ve been getting 
deterioration of the valves in some 
cases, which causes water leaks 
from the units. These valves are 
mainly for maintenance use, 
shutting the unit off, not for 
temperature control,” he said.

He wins with a 6-5 center who 
can’t jump very well.

Bradley’s track team opened its 
indoor season unofficially Jan. 31 
when it participated in the 
Augustana College Open Meet in 
Rock Island.

Frank Leonard grabbed second 
place in the half-mile, with a time 
of 2:05.4.

Freshman Carlos 
Pignato also fared well in the half, 
placing third in 2:06.1. 

Jim Winfield placed second in 
the two-mile with a 9:58.7 
clocking. 

Brown was third in the 60-yard 
high hurdles and Jim Gelaro took 
a third place finish in the triple 
jump. 

Bradley’s mile relay team 
finished second in 3:48.9, just 
eight-tenths of a second off the 
winning pace set by St. Ambrose. 



“And I feel that when you 
participate in anything, you 
should try and play as hard as you 
can.

he graduated from Bradley) an 
the elementary and secondary 
school levels. Result: 129 wins 
and 56 losses in six years, plus a 
promotion to coach the Braves 
freshmen squad on the HDltop. 

Nine years, 120 wins and 15 
losses later Stowell got the 
Bradley head coaching job, 
succeeding athletic director Chuck 
Orsborn. 

Stowell’s 148-91 record really 
doesn’t show what he has done at 
Bradley and the respect that he 
has received from his players, 
opposition, coaches, referees and 
league officials alike. 

“I don’t think records are 
always indicative of how good a 
coach you are,” said Stowell. “In 
high school, there is no recruiting 
and records might be somewhat 
more indicative at times, although 
what a coach is doing is also 
considered,” he added. 

And that brings up the “other” 
jobs that are required by major 
college coaches: that of recruiting 
and public relations. 

“You’ve got to be yourself,” 
Stowell said. “I think I have a 
compassion for people. I enjoy 
work and I want my players to 
work. I want to try and work 
harder each year and try to make 
more demands upon myself than 
on my players.” 

Stowell’s chores have gone a 
lot farther than just signing some 
high school players. He works and 
teaches basketball at various age 
levels beginning with his summer 
clinics for youngsters eight 
through 16 and following that up 
with his tours to foreign 
countries. 

He commented on his interest 
for the youngsters and his travels: 

“We teach primarily 
fundamentals on dribbling, 
shooting, and defensive play. We 
have both boys and girls and we 
try to have the girls compete 
against the boys because girls are 
now competing job-wise and 
athletic-wise and there’s no reason 
that they can’t compete against 
the boys. 


“I’ve had opportunities to 
travel overseas f^rom the State 
Department and the Partners of 
America and they’ve chosen coach 
and All-Star teams to go overseas 
and play ball and conduct clinics. 
I’ve met a lot of great people and 
we’ve also hosted coaches of other 
countries to come here and 
examine our program. I think it’s 
great to go and meet people and 
show them what kind of a 
country we have.” 

Although he’s not as well 
known for his playing as his 
coaching, Stowell had many thrdls 
as a player. As a senior in 
1949-50, Bradley won the 
Missouri Valley Conference title 
for the first and only time 
outright. That team went to both 
the NCAA and NIT finals and was 
voted number one in the country: 
Playing in the finals of the NCAA 
was, according to Stowell, his 
biggest thrDl as a player. 

His biggest thrDl as a coach has 
not yet come, though. “I would 
like to take a team to the NCAA 
and I would like to win our 
league. This is difficult, but 
nonetheless, this is what I’d like 
to do.” 

After watching Bradley play, 
fans and opponents alike aD know 
that somehow, Joe Stowell is 
going to accomplish what he sets 
out to do. 

He’s puDed off some minor 
miracles recently, and even 
though other teams may have 
more talent, Stowell believes in 
what he can do. Soon, everybody 
believes. You can bet that Illinois 
and LouisvDle believe.

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Swimmers off to quick getaway start as records fall

For the Bradley University 
swimming team this season, it has 
been out with the old and in with 
the new. 

The old, a rather mediocre 
past, has been replaced for the 
Braves by the new, 11 new school 
records and a 5-3 dual meet 
record. 

“Time-wise, we’re way ahead 
of last season,” said coach Jim 
Spink, after watching his squad 
take recent victories against 
Wheaton, Millikin and Wabash. 

Bradley’s best effort was the 
Wabash meet, a 59-53 win on Jan. 
31. 

“We had our best times of the 
year,” said Spink. “We broke five 
records and won the meet in the 
last event.” 

The last event, the 400-yd. 
freestyle relay, was the crucial 
factor for the Braves, who had 
trailed 53-52 before the event.

Loomis and Tim Harris made up 
the squad that won the event, 
shattering the old school record. 

Records were also broken in 
the 400-yd. medley relay, the 


200-yd. butterfly, the 500-yd. 
freestyle, and the 100-yd. 
freestyle. 

Spink added that his team had 
“real good wins” against Millikin 
and Wheaton in a double-dual 
meet. 

“It was the first time we had 
beaten Millikin in a few years and 
I was pleased with our times,” 
said Spink of the 6645 win. 

Wheaton fell 7241 in the other 
half of the double-dual as Folmar 
and Harris broke records in the 
200-yd. backstroke and the 
200-yd. freestyle respectively. 

The Braves fell to Notre Dame 
and Northern Iowa by 6845 and 
62-51 scores. 

“Notre Dame just had too 
much for us,” said Spink. “And at 
Northern Iowa, I think we were at 
a disadvantage swimming in a 
20-yard pool. 

“A 20-yard pool makes the 
difference in the extra turn, but 
all our times were school records

for a 20-yard pool.” 

Bradley’s only other loss was 
against Loyola by a 59-54 score 
when the Braves could not win 
the last relay. 


John Evers was disqualified in 
the breaststroke in that meet on 
what Spink called a “highly 
disputed call.” 

Spink thought that the Loyola 
meet was “one we could have 
won, because we had good times.” 

Overall, Spink credited the 
team’s improvement to the 
increase in the number and 
quality of the personnel with the 
squad this year. 

“They are working harder at 
practice,” said Spink. “We have 
more talent and their times get 
better as they compete with each 
other more.” 

Bradley next competes in a 
dual meet against Rockford 
tomorrow. Earlier this season, 
Bradley finished third in the 
Rockford Relays. 

In the Rockford Relays, 
Bradley took six first-place 
finishes and set six meet records, 
but could muster only 120 points.

Bradley took to the road last 
week and came back with a split 
of two games, winning 91-89 at 
Tulsa and losing 83-76 at Wichita 
State, bringing the Bradley record 
to 10-7 not including last night’s 
game against Drake. 


A couple of outstanding 
performances have been turned in 
thus far this season.

The Bradley Hockey club takes 
a 6-9-1 record into tonight’s game 
against Western Illinois.

Bradley is home for afternoon 
games both Saturday and Sunday 
and against Beloit and Knox.

Bradley 65, Louisville 59 . . . more than 
the score of one basketball game . . . 

Louisville came into Robertson Field 
House Jan. 25 ranked second or third in 
the nation, depending upon which wire 
service one tended to place the most 
significance in. 

The Cardinals had won'13 straight 
games in 1974-75 including four in the 
Missouri Valley Conference. 

Bradley had not beaten Louisville since 
January of 1971 and the Cardinals held a 
seven-game winning streak over Bradley. 

In 1974-75, Bradley was a mediocre 8-6 
and had just lost six out of its last eight 
games. 

But then records usually mean little 
when Louisville comes to town . . . 

“I said last year that I had never seen a 
better crowd than we had against Louisville 
then,” Bradley senior Mark Dohner said. “1 
thought there would never be a crowd that 
loud again. I was wrong ...” 

The 1971-72 Bradley freshman team, 
had split two games with the Cardinals, 
each team winning on its home court. Only 
Dohner and Tom Les had advanced to the 
varsity in those three years between 
victories. 

Past Bradley-Louisville clashes had been 
classics. 

In 1972, the Jim Price-led Cardinals beat 
the Braves twice in games Bradley could 
have easily won. 

Louisville won 75-71 at Peoria and 
52-46 at Freedom Hall in a game decided in 
the final minute. 

. That 1972 Louisville team finished 
fourth in the nation. 

1973 was a down year for Bradley 
basketball, as the Braves finished 12-14. 
But Bradley led Louisville in a nationally 
televised game from the Field House before 
succumbing 84-76 to poor second half 
shooting. Louisville won handily, 91-74 at 
Louisville. 

The 1973-74 games would well rank as 
the series’ best, up until then. 

Louisville won at home 74-65, but that 
Braves team was not the same one that 
finished the season. 

Those who have been around Bradley 
basketball for a long time still claim that 
the March, 1974 game was the best ever. 

Louisville took an early lead in the MVC 
title game and held on throughout the first 
half and for most of the second half. 

With nine seconds left, Jim Caruthers’ 
comer jump shot tied the game and sent 


7,300 delirious fans into a state of mass 
hysteria. 

The Cardinals came back and won 
87-84, but the score was lost in the 
emotion of the game. 

In 1974-75 Bradley was thought to be 
Louisville’s closest rival, despite coach 
Denny Crum’s insistence that his Cardinals 
could blitz the Valley field and finish 14-0. 

The first time the two teams met in 
Louisville, Bradley played a control game 
and led 70-68 with 10 seconds left to play 
and freshman Roger Phegley at the free 
throw line for one-and-one. 

Phegley missed, Louisville rebounded, 
ran the clock down to three seconds, Allen 
Murphy shot and missed. But 6-10 
freshman Ricky Gallon was there for the 
tip-in to tie the score at 70 and send it into 
overtime. Louisville eventually won 82-80 
setting up the dramatic rematch in Peoria 
on Jan. 25. 

LouisvOle took the early lead again and 
held on until midway through the second 
half when Phegley put Bradley ahead 39-37 
at 15:56 of the second half. 

Bradley looked as if it was about to run 
away and hide with a 50-41 lead with 
12:26 left, but Louisville came back and 
took a 57-53 lead with 4:31 left. 

Five Smith and two Phegley points later, 
Bradley led 60-57 with only :53 left. 

Murphy made it 60-59 with 33 seconds 
to go, before Les hit the first of a 
one-and-one with :19 to go to seal the 
decision. 

“I play basketball 365 days a year fora 
situation like that,” Les said. “I had to 
make those free throws,” 

Les, who later earned Missouri Valley 
Conference Player-of-the-Week honors, 
was all over the court and numerous times 
seemed to be tormenting the Cardinal big 
men, especially Gallon, inside. 

“I got tired once in the first half,” Les 
said, “and coach Stowell took me out. 
Then there was a TV timeout and I went 
right back in. 

“In a game like that, you just have to 
put tired in the back of your mind. 

“Up to now the game was the greatest 
thrill of my basketball life. But I plan on 
having more big ones just like it.” 

Bradley coach Joe Stowell, commenting 
on the Bradley-Louisville rivalry, said, “We 
played Louisville 85 minutes this year, and 
were right with them all the way.” 

Les took it a big farther. 

“We played Louisville 85 minutes and 
outplayed them for 80 of those minutes.” 


stand around and expect to win.” 

North Texas boasts nine 
lettermen from last year’s 13-13 
squad, four of whom are only 
sophomores this time around. 

If tradition means anything, 
the Braves will have an added 
advantage when they take the 
court tomorrow. They have 
always played well before the 
cameras, sporting a 17-9 record 
over the last eleven seasons, with a 
13-2 record at home. 

Tulsa, one of only two Bradley 
road victims this year, visits the 
Field House Thursday night. The 
Braves handed the Hurricanes a 
two-point defeat Jan. 30 on Greg 
Smith’s last second shot. 

‘Tulsa has a good team,” said 
Stowell. ‘They’ve just had trouble 
winning the close ones.” 

One major factor that 
contributed to the Bradley victory 
in Tulsa was the fine defensive job 
on Missouri Valley Conference 
leading scorer Ken “Grasshopper” 
Smith, who was held to just four 
points. Stowell singled.out Mark 
Dohner as doing a particularly 


good defensive job on Smith. 

Bradley was 10-7, 34 in the 
Missouri Valley Conference, going 
into last night’s game here with 
Drake. The seven losses equal the 
total number of setbacks for the 
regular season last year. 

Louisville now leads the 
Valley, followed by Wichita State, 
which is ineligible for a postseason 
tournament. 

Bradley is in the middle, then, 
of a tight race for second place, 
and could still end up with a 
tournament bid come March. 

Stowell sees a tournament bid 
as a real possibility. 

“We’ve played well and 
soundly beaten some good 
non-conference teams,” he said. 
‘This should definitely weigh in 
our favor.” 

But first comes the current 
three-game home stand, followed 
by a tough three-game road trip, 
which includes non-conference 
power, Detroit, and two more 
home games before the regular 
season finale March 4 in St. Louis.

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Trustees respond to questions 
on student rights, Bradley budget 


“Having been a student here at 
one time, I can understand the 
feeling that we need something to 
protect our rights. 

“But it seems to me that the 
intelligent approach to the 
solution of the problem is to deal 
with specifics, and not with the 
assumption that students have no 
rights,” Robert Morgan, U.S. 
District Court judge, said at 
Student Senate Monday. 

Morgan, with other members 
of the Board of Trustees, 
appeared at Senate to take part in 
a question and answer period. 

Several areas were covered in 
the discussion including the 
university’s budget. Trustee 
meetings and Board membership. 

• Morgan’s comment was in 
response to All-school President 
Phil Pritzker’s question about the 
Student Seante motion that 
Senate work with the Board of 
Trustees in writing a new Student 
Bill of Rights and Responsibilities'. 

Morgan added that he was 
impressed with the constructive 
approach of including student 


responsibilities, but said he did 
not know what the problem was 
with the present Bill of Rights. 

Pritzker pointed out that he 
wanted the Senate and the Board 
to have a common viewpoint on 
the question of student rights. 

A Student Bill of Rights would 
bring the legal and rights under 
the national constitution “a little 
closer to home,” Pritzker said. 

The present Bill of Rights 
was written by students alone, 
according to Pritzker, and the 
Trustees have never signed either 
the Constitution or the Bill of 
Rights. 

Board member David Connor 
said he felt the BiU of Rights 
assumes an adversary relationship 
and questioned exactly who the 
adversary was in this situation. 

All-school Secretary Steve 
Wittenborn said he made the 
proposal to help clear up “the 
state of mass confusion over the 
Bill of Rights.” His purpose, he 
said, was to have a document 
which would carry some credence 


The motion is currently tabled 
with Senate’s Rules Committee 
and if it passes Senate would 
probably go before the Board of 
Trustees at their April meeting. 

Membership on the board was 
recently increased from 19 to 24 
members and meetings were 
changed from monthly to 
quarterly. 

Frederick Bourland, Board 
vice chairman, said the university 
has developed to the point that it 
merits advice from a wider range 
of interests. 

The purpose of the Board, 
according to Bourland, is the 
setting of broad policy guidelines, 
while the administration runs the 
university within this framework. 

Provisions have been made for 
emergency meetings, he added, 
and three or four members may 
call for a meeting at any time. 

Connor said, ‘The decision 
disengages the Board from the 
day-to-day affairs. Trustees will 
function much better in this 
format.”

Board members was the university 
budget. A11-school Treasurer 
Kevin Tilton said that since up to 
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85 per cent of the university 
funds are from student tuition, he 
asked if the university budget 
would be made public. 

Bradley President Martin 
Abegg said that the budget had 
been handed out for the past four 
years, and financial information 
has been made available to the 
students. 

Specifically, Tilton asked for a 
budget more detailed than the one 
handed out at the Founder’s Day 
ceremonies last fall. 

Abegg replied, “We’ve found 
that most have difficulty 
understanding the budget as we 
print it and that if we provided 
more details the problem would 
be compounded. 


Student Court rules constitutions invalid; orders referendum 


8 points against 
le rebound.

The Student Supreme Court 
has ruled that both the 
constitution passed in a student 
referendum in October, 1973 and 
the constitution passed by Senate" 
last November are invalid. 

The Court will issue a directive 
to Student Senate to offer one 
version of the constitution for 
student referendum at the 
all-school elections on March 5, 
according to Chief Justice Deb 
Luzietti. 

‘The referendum and the 
document put up for 
consideration will be under Court 
supervision,” Luzietti said. “We 
may possibly but the Court seal 
on all constitution copies to 
insure that they’re all the same.” 

The 1973 constitution, which 
passed by a student vote of 
454-134, went through the proper 
ratification procedures, she said, 
but “there was sufficient doubt to 
strike the constitution because the 
document students voted on was 
not the exact same as we follow 
now. There were several different 
copies floating around at the 
time.” 

The constitution passed in 
November was struck down by 
the Court because it had not been 
atified by the student body as 
pecified in the constitution in 
brce at the time. 

Luzietti said that Senate could 
hoose to put either constituion 
ip for the referendum or could 


submit an entirely new one. 

The case was brought to the 
Court by Lecture Arts Chairman 
Bill Hoare, on behalf of Lecture 
Arts (LA). 

All-school Treasurer Kevin 
Tilton represented Senate, but 
offered no defense. 

The three counts before the 
Court alleged that Senate had 
“disregarded its own stated 
procedure for amendment of its 
charter”, and in doing so “had 
jeopardized the funding of his 
(LA) and other student 
organizations,” and that refusal to 
make copies available and by 
making changes in the document 
at its whim. Senate had violated 
the constitutional rights of the 
students. 

Luzietti said that the Court 
would suggest that the Senate 
take a look at the ultimate source 
of governance clause in the 1974 
constitution. 

The clause reads, “In matters 
which are within the province of 
student organized and directed 
activities, the student body 
through its duly elected 
representatives shall be the 
ultimate source of governance.” 

Putting the referendum under 
court supervision will make the 
chance of something going wrong 
“minute,” Luzietti said. “Senate 
has the opportunity to make 
themselves a valid constitution 
under Court supervision. 

“Certainly Court needs a valid 


constitution. Students have a right 
to have a constitution and to 
know the rules and regulations 
falling within those guidelines,” 
she said. 


Tilton said that it will not be 
his responsibility to take any 
further action with the case. 
Further action will be the decision 
(Continued on page 2) 


But certainly I would be more 
than happy to resppnd to any 
questions regarding the budget,” 
he added. 

Bourland agreed and said 
nothing in the budget is secret, 
with the possible exception of 
faculty salaries. 

A question on Gov. Walker’s 
accelerated building plan, wliich 
could reportedly bring $600,000 
to Bradley brought some laughter 
from the trustees, when one 
asked, “Have you seen the check 
yet?” 

According to Abegg, the 
program must be passed by the 
legislature and money 
appropriated. 

Basis for awards, if the 
program is passed, would be $200 
per full-time student who is an 
Illinois resident, he said. 

Before any money is received, 
a plan would have to be presented 
to the State Board. There would 
also be several restrictions on the 
use the money can be put to, 
Abegg said. 

Also present at the meeting 
were Board members Robert Leu 
and Ray Neumann. 


Vote approves SABRC changes 


The creation of a fifth 
all-school office, designated 
Student Activities Budget Reveiw 
Committee (SABRC) Chairperson, 
was approved by an overwhelming 
majority of 1524 in Wednesday’s 
referendum. 

The referendum asked if 
students favored the 
implementation of the proposal

for the reorganization of SABRC 
passed by Student Senate Feb. 3. 

Another major change in 
SABRC, which last year allocated 
$55,000 in university funds to 
student organizations, is 
composition of membership, with 
eight students selected by the 
chairperson, four faculty advisors 
and an administrative 
representative. 

Only student members of the 
committee will vote, a two-thirds 
majority is necessary for approval 
of budget requests and a quorum 
will consist of the chairperson, six 
student members and two faculty. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker said that while he was 
pleased the referendum passed, he 


didn’t believe most students 
understood what was under 
consideration. 

Copies of the proposal were 
available at the polling place in 
the Student Center foyer and at 


the library. 

Elections Committee Chairman 
Dave Urbaniak said many students 
either looked through the 
proposal or asked what it was 
about before voting.

BU doing employee analysis

The Affirmative Action officer 
and advisory committee are 
currently in the process of 
analyzing Bradley’s labor force, 
according to Charles Chamberlain, 
Affirmative Action officer and 
director of personnel. 

Affirmative Action is a 
national government program 
which requires various schools to 
have a written policy concerning 
employment and recruitment 
procedures. Schools subject to 
this program are those that receive 
a specified amount of government 
funding. Bradley is included in 
this, Chamberlain said. 

“Affirmative Action has come 
about because of a number of 
recent executive orders. Civil 
Rights Acts and laws, prohibiting 
discrimination,” he explained. 

‘The purpose is not only to 
prevent discrimination but to 
insure that women and minority 
groups are considered for all job 
openings.” 

The program, which was 
introduced at Bradley in the fall 
of 1973, requires that the school: 

1) Issue a written policy of 
employment procedures 

2) Publicize the policy 

3) Survey present minority and 
female employment to determine 
if these groups are being 
underutilized 

4) Identify any areas of 
underutilization 

5) Establish goals and develop 
programs to accomplish these 
goals. 

Bradley’s Affirmative Action 
program, designed by 
Chamberlain and the 
seven-member faculty and 
administrative advisory 
committee, was outlined in a 
written statement released by 
President Martin G. Abegg in 
November, 1974. 

The program was approved by 
the University Senate and the 
Board of Trustees. The statement 
was distributed to all Bradley 
employees. 

The policy stresses that ability

and merit are the basic criteria for 
employment and promotion of all 
university staff. 

It states: ‘There shall be no 
discrimination against any 
individual in hiring, promotion, 
retention, training or other 
personnel matters regarding all 
employees with regard to race, 
color, religion, national origin, sex 
or age, except where such factors 
is a bona fide occupational 
qualification.” 

Chamberlain said that 
recruitment policy focuses on 
efforts to consider women and 
minority groups. 

“We’re now in the process of 
breaking down information about 
our labor force by department, 
race and sex,” Chamberlain said. 
This is so that we can compare 
what we’ve got to the resources 
that are available.” 

An Affirmative Action plan 
specifically for academic 
appointments was released to all 
department chairmen by Dr. 
George B. Ferguson, vice 
president for academic affairs, in 
December 1974. 

This plan includes a list of 
questions, to be completed by the 
person reviewing an applicant for 
employment, which concerns 
consideration of female and 
minority group' members for that 
particular job opening. 

Chamberlain said that 
implementation of Bradley’s 
Affirmative Action program is a 
step-by-step process that will be 
worked on over a period of time. 

‘This area is relatively new, so 
we’re defining the law as we go,” 
he said. “It is important that we 
constantly keep aware of changing 
policies of other schools and new 
laws.” 


sometime this summer by the 
Assembly and will go into effect 
fall, 1975. 

According to Director of 
Financial Aid Thomas Cromwell, 
the increase will release 
approximately $150,000 of 
Bradley’s funds. Thus, Bradley 
will be able to distribute an 
additional $150,000 to help 
students who require financial aid, 
he said. 

Financial aids will also receive 
approximately $75,000 from the 
Supplementary Educational 
Opportunity Grant fund and 
possibly a six to sewen per cent 
increase in funds from Bradley 
due to the tuition increase. 
Tuition for 1975-76 school year 
has been increased to $1,200 per 
semester and room and board to 
$590 per semester. 

Last year, the state approved a 
raise of $50 for state scholarships 
but it was not finalized until 
September. Because the ceiling 
was raised for students receiving 
the maximum amount of available 
scholarship funding from the 
state, these students received a 
refund check for $25 from the 
state first semester. 

If the State Assembly approves 
the proposal earlier this year than 
it did last year, the confusions and 
extra bookwork caused by the 
delay will not occur again, 
Cromwell said. 

Three legislative changes in 
state scholarship funding have 
occurred this year. The ISSC 
award was increased to $1,350 
from $1,300 and part-time 
students became eligible for the 
scholarship. 

Also, eligibility for the 
program was extended by two 
semesters. A student may now 
receive an Illinois State 
Scholarship for up to ten 
semesters instead of only eight. 

For the first time in several 
years, financial aid forms have 
been sent home to students. 
Students having questions should 
contact the Financial Aids office 
in Swords Hall 218.

Dangerous practices 


begun by referendum 

While the Scout is pleased with the passage of the 
reorganization of the Student Actvities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC), a couple rather dangerous precedents 
were set during the referendum Wednesday. 

The first is not uncommon for Bradley elections: low 
voter turnout. But we heard a different explanation this time 
from the elections committee chairman. 

He explained that he believed students just took for 
granted that the people offering the reorganization knew 
what they were doing and were presenting a good proposal. 

In this case, we believe it was a good proposal. But this 
type of complacency can easily lead to mischief if students 
don’t care enough to watch what’s being proposed. 

SABRC, after all, allocates students’ activities fees, which 
in turn are used to provide the majority of entertainment and 
services provided by student organizations. SABRC is one of 
the few campus groups that truly has an effect on all 
students. 

The other new twist to the election process involved the 
students who did vote, but who hadn’t made up their minds 
on the proposal before arriving at the polling place. 

In this referendum, the uninformed voter accounted for a 
significant number of the ballots cast, due to the placement 
of the polling place in the Student Center foyer, right in the 
path of most students who cut through the Center during the 
day. The elections committee was literally pulling people off 
the street in an effort to get students to express an opinion. 

The Scout has no quarrel with the placement of the 
polling place, but rather with the way information was 
disseminated when voters asked what the referendum was 
about. 

In many cases, the election judges explained the changes 
under consideration, rather than simply referring them to 
copies of the proposal. While we believe the elections 
committee chairman when he says no attempt was made to 
influence voters, similar conduct in the future could lead to 
serious abuses of the referendum process. 

The Scout urges the elections committee to conduct 
extensive informational campaigns in the future before any 
referendums, which will hopefully reduce both the number 
of complacent students who allow decisions to be made 
without their knowledge and uninformed students who arrive 
at the “polls” often without knowing a referendum is being 
conducted.

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Emeritus physics prof celebrates 50th year as Ph.D.

A teacher can officially retire 
at 65. But at 74 years of age. 
Dr. Ernest Ising, professor 
emeritus of physics, is still 
annually renewing a part-time 
contract—and the university is 
only too happy to have him. 

Ising has held his doctorate for 
50 years and is well known in 
physics circles for his 
development of the Ising Model. 
The model’s principle has to do 
with the movement and 
arrangement of molecules in 
creating magnetic potential. 

Since the completion of his 
work in 1925, his model has been 
used in many fields such as 
biology, and others have 
expanded his calculations to 
include a two-dimensional 
analysis. 

He was recently honored by 
the German Consul General in an 
awards ceremony held in Chicago 
where he was presented with a 
special certificate and a renewal of 
his degree. 

Ising received his degree from 
the University of Hamburg and 
went to work first for General 
Electric, but wasn’t satisfied so he 
went back to the university to get 
an education degree. 

“I taught in the German public 
schools until Hitler came to power 
and threw me out,” Ising said. 

He and his wife tried to get to 
the United States, but the closest 
they came was an opportunity to 
stay in Luxemburg while their visa 
applications were being processed. 
After the German occupation of 
Luxemburg in 1940, they had to 
find odd jobs doing anything from 
laundry to bookkeeping. 

“Then I opened a school for 


Jewish children which I 
conducted for two or three 
years,” Ising said, “then they were 
all deported to concentration 
camps in Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. 

“I helped for a time in a home 
for the aged and finally was 
drafted to work on the railroads.” 

He learned to speak English by 
taking lessons over the BBC and 
some private lessons, and 
eventually worked as translator 
for the United States. 

“We waited until 1947 after 
the war to get passage to the 
United States and finally arrived 
in New York where my sister 
lives.” 

He applied for openings 
throughout the United States 
through a New York teachers’ 
employment service and was 
accepted first at a teachers’ 
college in North Dakota. 

“At the end of the year the 
agency from New York notified 
me of an opening here at 
Bradley.” 

“The Hilltop” was quite 
different when Ising arrived in 
1948. 

“There was no library, no 
administration building, no Baker 
Hall, just one dormitory, and 
Robertson Memorial Field House 
was only half built. 

“Faculty and students lived in 
quonset huts all over campus,” he 
added. “There were no paved 
streets and North Institute ran 
straight through the campus. 

“I was hired during a growth 
period at Bradley when there was 
a lot of hiring being done and a 
new building going up almost 
every year.” 

He added, however, that he 


feels the present is a stagnant 
point in the university’s history, 
reflecting the status of the 
nation’s economy. 

Ising has seen Bradley go 
through many changes ~ and 
traumas -- such as the burning of 
Bradley Hall in 1962. 

At that time, the science 
departments were using the two 
wings in the basement of the hall 
for their offices and laboratories. 

The day of the fire, Ising was 
not yet on campus but heard 
Bradley Hall was burning. 

“I rushed over to try to recover 
some of the equipment from the 
department but they wouldn’t let 
me in.” 

In some ways, though, the 
tragedy seemed a blessing, for, as 
Ising describes, “One day I 
opened the door to my classroom 
and it was so termite eaten, it 
came off the hinges right into my 
hands. And one day in class while 
doing an experiment I had spilled 
a bottle of ink that left a big black 
stain on the table ... so, luckily, 
Bradley Hall burned down.” 

With growing concern over the 
status of the university, and in 
view of the declining enrollment 
and rising operational costs, Ising 
is still optimistic about Bradley’s 
future. 

“We have come to the point 
where our goals must change. We 
have to produce less cars, less 
dishwashers, less trash compactors 
and become more service 
oriented.” He added, “We cannot 
waste all the air and water because 
there is a limit to the raw 
materials available. 

I think the administration 
sees people slowly realizing this 
and anticipates the turning point

when education 
comeback.” 

He pointed out that the 
construction of Haussler Hall is a 
good indication that the 
administration is counting on just 
such a shift in priorities. They 
wouldn’t have sunk all that 
money into the complex if they 
weren t confident of a return to 
higher education causing an 
increase in enrollment in the years 
to come, he explained. 

Ising is pleased with the quality 
of education here at Bradley and 
his life in Peoria.

What’s the “in” spot on 
campus where more and more 
Bradley students meet their 
friends this time of year?

Frayed wire causes sparks 
on Channel 47 tower 


Although it resembled a 
Fourth of July celebration 
Monday around midnight when 
sparks began flying from the 
Channel 47 tower between Jobst 
and Baker halls, there were no real 
electrical problems associated 
with it, according to Philip 
Weinberg, director of the center 
for learning resources. 

The cause of the sparks, which 
rained down sporadically for 
nearly 15 minutes, was a wire 
with frayed insulation striking the 
metal tower, Weinberg said. 

The wire is a part of a system 
that keeps ice from forming on

the tower. The 
installed with the 
last fall. 

The tower crew repaired 
wire Tuesday. 

‘These things always look 
more spectacular than they are,” 
Weinberg said. He explained that 
the type of power is 
electro-magnetic radiation, which 
is not the type that would 
generally cause a fire. 

The campus radio station, 
WCBU, was shut down 
temporarily until the cause of the 
sparking was determined. 


but there’s no way of comparing 
flu cases at this time.” 

Hasselbacher said flu 
symptoms of fever, sore throat, 
chest congestion and a persistent 
cough are being reported by many 
students. Bed rest as long as the 
fever persists, aspirin and a 
decongestant were recommended 
by Hasselbacher for flu sufferers. 

The Health Center, located in 
the basement of Heitz Hall, is 
open weekdays 8:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m. and 6:30-10 p.m. Saturday 
hours are 10 a.m. to 1 p.m.

“Bradley is one of 200 colleges 
and universities out of 2,700 in 
the United States that have 
program training in this type of 
work,” MuUendore said, “but we 
couldn’t exist without the 
cooperation of the community. 
We get a spinoff, too - concern in 
the community for Bradley.” 

The clinic may move into the 
facilities of the Peoria School of 
Medicine in Burgess-Sisson halls 
once they are vacated, he said. 

Another more specialized 
service provided to the 
community, MuUendore said, is 
the Oral Facial Anamolies Clinic. 
“An evaluative team of medical 
and non-medical specialists” 
volunteer their time once a month 
to study cases, diagnose and 
recommend further treatment to 
patients free of charge. 

Nulling and Speech and 
Hearing students participate as 
observers. They also work in 
volunteer practicum around the 
community at places such as 
Zeller Zone Home for the 
Mentally Retarded. 

Mullendore reported that 
enrollment in the school is now 
considered to be at a maximum 
with 85 to 100 students, including 
15 or 20 graduate students, and 
with particularly the graduate 
program growing annually. 


is much better than the one I 
went through. In Germany there 
were no class standings, no testsand 
no way of measuring your 
progess. 

“You would choose your own 
textbook, get it approved by the 
teacher and then you were pretty 
much on your own. Nobody cared 
if you went to any classes or not.” 

After continuing like this for 
an approximate four years, or 
until the student thinks he is 
ready, he then goes before a 
commission of professors who ask 
questions over the fields studied 
and they decide whether or ot the 
student is eligible to graduate. 

‘Of course it’s different, too, 
in the fact that the number of 
students who go on to the 
universities in Germany is so 
much less than in the United 
States.” 

Ising went on to say that his 
students seem dedicated and 
intelligent, and he sees no 
evidence of a decline in the 
quality of education here. 

He and his wife prefer the 
slower pace of the Peoria life style 
to bigger cities with their traffic 
jams and urban sprawl. 

The couple travel often. Last 
summer they spent a week in* 
Spain, Switzerland and Italy, and 
toured southern France on a barge 
with only five passengers. 

^“We travel very much but 
we’re always glad to come back to 
Peoria,” he said. 

Peoria needs involved citizens 
like the Isings. Mrs. Ising holds a 
doctorate in economics and has 
taught some courses at Bradley in 
the past. She now teaches a 
“Great Books” discussion group 
with a dedicated weekly 
following. She is also very active 
with Planned Parenthood and the 
League of Women Voters, and 
heads a committee studying 
energy problems. 

Ising enjoys yoga, mountain 
climbing, attending Peoria 
symphonies and productions by 
the Peoria Players. 

“It’s not like New York,” he 
said, “but we are satisfied with 
our experiences here at Bradley 
and Peoria and are confident 
about our future.”

stressing the relationship between 
schools of Chinese pphilosophy 
and various media of Chinese art.

The Bradley Voluntary Action

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Employment outlook still bleak for grads, but ‘more jobs than students think’

The good news for the college 
grad seeking employment is that 
this year’s job outlook will only 
be a little worse than last year’s. 
The bad news is that last year’s 
opportunities were the worst since 
World War II. 

Just how bad the job market is 
depends on two factors: your 
chosen field and your 
expectations. 

Most surveys agree that 
chemical, mechanical and 
electrical engineers (in that order) 
will have the least trouble finding 
jobs in their field, and that 
professionals in accounting, sales 
and computer systems remain in 
demand by job recruiters. 

All other areas, according to a 
survey of 701 employment 
organizations taken by the College 
Placement Council (CPC), show 
declines in anticipated hiring: 
sciences, mathematics and other 
technical openings are down 12 


per cent, business is down 11 per 
cent, other non-technical openings 
are down three per cent and 
unclassified jobs are down six per 
cent. 

Hiring by state and federal 
governments is, however, 
expected to be about the same as 
last year. In its fall newsletter the 
Civil Service Commission said that 
last year more than 12,000 liberal 
arts and other “generalist” 
candidates were hired out of a 
total 22,600 new jobs and that 
hiring should increase to 23,000 
in 1975, although budget cutbacks 
could reduce that number. 

Women and minorities will 
continue to have an employment 
edge in white collar jobs, 
according to a 1974-75 national 
recruiting trend survey by 
Michigan State University’s 
placement services. The MSU 
survey found that the 220 
businesses, industries, 
governmental agencies and 
educational institutions which 


responded will emphasize hiring 
of women and minorities. 

Elementary and secondary 
level school teachers should again 
be feeling the job pinch. Last 
September 221,000 beginning 
teachers were competing for only 
118,000 jobs, according to the 
New York Times. 

An Encouraging Word 

Nevertheless in the depths of 
gloomy predictions, an occasional 
encouraging report is heard. After 
conducting a nation-wide study of 
white-collar job opportunities, 
Frank S. Endicott concluded, 
“It’s much too soon for college 
seniors to assume that there are 
not going to be any jobs for them 
when they graduate.” 

His survey found that women 
with bachelor’s degrees will find 
seven per cent more openings this 
year than last, and men with 
bachelor’s degrees will find 
roughly one per cent more. 

The placement director at the 
University of Wisconsin agreed 
with the Endicott report. ‘There 
are a lot more jobs than students 

think,” he said. “A good 
percentage of new graduates, 
especially liberal arts graduates, 
get depressed by what they read 
and hear, so they just back off 
and don’t even sample the job 
market. 

“Or they take the first job that 
comes along and don’t push for 
what they should be looking for,” 


he added. 

Despite the fact that those 
with graduate degrees are among 
the worst affected group (17 per 
cent fewer openings), the job 
shortage may be driving students 
into grad schools. 

Liberal arts students have 
found the need for more training 
or retraining to prepare for areas 
in which there may be better 
employment opportunities in the 
future. 

Why Get A Degree? 

In light of the fact that a 
college degree can’t insure a 
graduate a white collar job of his 
choice, educators have taken 
another look at the purpose of 
education. 

Many counselors have advised 
Uberal arts majors to take a 
computer science or accounting 
courses. A University of Michigan 
survey reported that 35 out of 42 
business and industrial companies 
said they would be more willing 
to hire liberal arts graduates who 
had at least some business-related 
skills. 

At the Association of 
American Colleges annual meeting 
in Washington, D.C., educators 
debated whether colleges should 
adjust their curricula in order to 
insure employable skills or 
whether the traditional liberal 
arts program should hold fast. 

“If we convinced him (the 
student) to come to college to get 


a liberal education and to learn, to 
think and play with his head, we 
can graduate him feeling 
satisfied,” said Arthur Stickgold, 
assistant professor^ of sociology at 
California State University at Los 
Angeles. 

“It is simply false advertising 
to imply that a B.A. is a meal 
ticket - an automatic entry into 
middle management with 
unlimited career opportunities.” 

Terrel Bell, U.S. Commissioner 
of Education, however,, felt that i 
the goal of the liberal arts college I 
must change. 

‘Today we in education must 
recognize that it is our duty to 
provide our students with salable 
skills. To send young men and 
women into today’s world armed 
only with Aristotle, Freud and 
Hemmingway is like sending a 
lamb into the lion’s den.”

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Pucksters sweep

Bradley pushed its hockey 
record to 9-9-1 last weekend with 
a sweep of three home games at 
Logan Ice Dome. 

Bradley knocked off Western 
Illinois 4-3 Friday, edged Beloit, 
4-2 Saturday and had an easy 
time in shutting out Knox 7-0 
Sunday. 

The Braves hope to keep up 
their winning ways tonight when 
they return to action at 9:30 at 
the Logan Ice Dome against 
Knox. 

Mike Hall scored a three-goal 
hat trick, and Steve Becker scored 
the game-winner with less then 
four minutes left in the final 
period to give Bradley its 4-3 win 
over Western Illinois Friday. 

Becker and Dan Todd scored 
third period goals to break a 2-2 


Potter's third place paces track 


Jim Potter let loose with a leap 
of 24-2in the long jump to 
capture third place and score 
Bradley’s only points in the 
Illinois Intercollegiate Indoor 
Track Championships last 
weekend in Champaign. 

Potter’s jump was only two 
inches short of his all-time best. 


and, according to coach Jake 
Schoof, it was only the second 
time this season that his senior 
star has been able to jump into a 
Pit.^ 

“His whole series of jumps was 
good,” said Schoof. “I believe all 
of his jumps were over 23 feet and 
he had two over 24.” 



Potter’s third place finish was 
good for six points, which gave 
the Braves 10th place in the meet. 

The University of Illinois won 
the meet with 171 points, nudging 
Southern Illinois-Carbondale 
(164% pts.) which was 
disqualified in the final relay. 

Although Potter was the only 
Bradley trackster to place, Schoof 
noted a couple of other bright 
spots. 

Freshman Dave Brown reached 
the semi-finals in the hurdles, and 
classmate Jim Forster turned in a 
9:39 clocking in the two-mile run.

Frosh Harris leads 
splashers to sweep

With 20 games now behind 
them, the Bradley Braves leave 
today for a tough three-game road 
trip as they head down the stretch 
in the current basketball season. 

The Braves took an 11-8 
record, 4-5 in the Missouri Valley 
Conference, into last night’s game 
here with Tulsa. Despite the fact 
that Bradley defeated the Golden 
Hurricane on the road two weeks 
ago, yesterday’s encounter was to 
be no lark. 

Tulsa dumped Louisville 
Saturday night, and led by as 
much as 13 points in the second 
half. 

Bradley travels to Des Moines 
tomorrow for a rematch with 
Drake, the only conference team 
to beat the Braves in the Field 
House this year, pending the 
outcome of last night’s game. 

The Bulldogs used a controlled 
offense and a tough zone defense 
to whip the Braves last week. 

“We’ll have to play better 


defense,” Bradley Coach Joe 
St o well said, indicating that 
Bradley let Drake score down low 
too often in the first meeting. 

“We shot well enough to win, 
but we missed some free throws 
down the stretch and that hurt 
us,” Stowell added. 

Stowell made a couple of 
changes in the starting lineup for 
last Saturday’s game with North 
Texas, and Bradley came out with 
a convincing 95-82 win. 

Freshman Bobby Humbles 
started in place of Jim Caruthers 
at guard and scored 21 points, his 
season high. But Caruthers still 
came off the bench to score 24 
points and become the 18th 
player in Bradley’s history to 
score over 1000 points in his 
varsity career. 

“A lot of fans may have 
wondered about the change,” 
Stowell said. “But Jim hadn’t 
been shooting well and it was just 
a matter of letting him sit down 
and take a closer look at what was 


going on.” 

Stowell also hoped that the 
change, which included freshman 
Roger Phegley replacing Greg 
Smith, might help put some new 
life into the team that would 
carry through the final seven 
games. 

After tomorrow’s game with 
Drake, Bradley goes to Detroit for 
a non-conference game. The 
Titans were drilled Monday night 
by Southern Illinois, 95-62. 

But Stowell warns that Detroit 
is a better team than they showed 
against the Salukis. “Southern 
plays up there (at Detroit) in a 
couple of weeks and I wouldn’t be 
at all surprised if the situation is 
reversed,” he ^id. 

“They’ve got a real good ball 
club, and they were rated in the 
Top Twenty in the preseason 
polls.” 

The Titans, now 11-8, lost only 
one starter from last year’s 17-9 
squad and picked up some 
excellent recruits last spring.

Bradley University’s swimming 
team, led by freshman Tim Harris, 
disposed of three more dual meet 
opponents last week to boost its 
season record to 8-3. 

The squad also broke six 
school records, some for the 
second and third time this season. 

“This is our best year since 
1966-67,” said coach Jim Spink, 
“We simply have had good times.” 

Feb. 6, the Braves took care of 
Valparaiso, 84-27. 

Harris broke his sixth record of 
this season in the 1,000-yard 
freestyle with a time of 10:39.4, 
breaking the old mark of 10:49.2 
set by Ed Siggelko in 1973. 

“Valparaiso was hurt by illness 
that meet,” said Spink about the 
lack of competiion. “We set one 
record but I thought we could 
have done better.” 

The Braves then splashed their 
way to a 73-40 win over Rockford 
College. 

Five records fell in that meet 
and Spink was extremely happy 
with his squad’s performance. 

“We looked real good and had 
good times. I was especially 
pleased with Dave Haussler, who 
did well in the 200-yard individual 
medley.” 

Haussler was timed at 2:08.9, 
which is only four-tenths of a 
second off Robb Sellinger’s record 
set in 1970. The record is the 
oldest record left in the Bradley 
swimming books after this season. 

Reg Folmar, Siggelko, and 
John Evers, also broke records for 
the Braves against Rockford. 

Folmar broke his own record 
in the 100-yard backstroke, as he 


was timed at :57.3, three-tenth 
of a second improvement. 

Siggelko bettered his mark i 
the 200-yard backstroke by a fu 
second, and Evers shave 
one-tenth of a second off h 
200-yard breastroke time. 

In a meet at the Peoria YMC 
Tuesday, Bradley swampe 
Northeastern Illinois 72-38. 

“We weren’t working as hari

Spink also noted that th[

Words like “heaven” and “wonderful” 
and “something we’ve needed for a long 
time” pop up when talking about the new 
physical education complex, Haussler Hall, 
wliich gets closer to competition as the 
days go by. 

For the women’s physical education 
department, Haussler Hall provides an 
opportunity, a first opportunity, to really 
get equal facilities, not only locker 
facilities, but classroom facilities and office 
facilities. 

The women will get a chance to have a 
real gym to play in, not the crackerbox 
referred to as the Hewitt Hall “small gym,” 
the women’s gym. 

“It will be heaven for us,” Marty King 
of the women’s P.E. department said. 
“Things will be so much better for us. . .” 

With Title IX now in effect, Bradley will 
have to provide the women with more of a 
chance to compete on the intercollegiate 
level, although there will still be some 
problems there too. 

“We won’t be able to increase our 
staff,” King said, “so we still won’t have a 
basketball coach. One of us already here 
will have to take the job if we are to have a 
team.” 

In the east wing of Hewitt Hall, 
recruiting isn’t as big a word as it is in the 
men’s physical education department on 
the other end. 

The so-called minor sports have been 
hurt in the past because of Bradley’s poor 
quality P.E. facilities (i.e. no swimming 
pool, no indoor track, no on-campus tennis 
facilities), but Haussler Hall will be a big 
step in bringing Bradley fortunes up to 
higher standards. 

“It will be a big help to our recruiting,” 
swimming coach Jim Spink said. “I’m sure 
we wouldn’t have gotten the people we 
have now if it weren’t for the fact that the 
new building will be finished next year. 

“We can’t do anything but get better,” 
Spink continued. “We’ll have time for more 
practice and with a pool on campus we will 
be able to get some people out to our 
meets. 


“It’s something we’ve needed for a long 
time at Bradley, and it will help all of our 
sports as well as upgrading our P.E. 
department.” 

Track coach Jake Schoof also voiced 
optimism in the value of the new facility as 
a recruiting instrument, but he was a bit 
skeptical regarding availability of the 
facility for such things as track practice all 
the time. 

“It’s not a solution to all of our 
problems,” Schoof said. “It will alleviate 
some of the problems we now have, but it 
will also present some new ones, like 
scheduUng. 

“The track (located on the second floor) 
goes around all three of the gyms. If the 
tennis team or the women’s volleyball team 
wants to block off one of the gyms for 
practice, we lose one of our turns. 

“Plus the fact that we won’t be able to 
have any indoor meets because there are no 
provisions for a pit for the long jump or the 
triple jump. 

“Physical education will have to be the 
first priority in the new building, and it will 
be great for P.E. I’m sure it will help, but 
I’m not sure how much.” 

Erom the bottom up, Haussler Hall will 
look something like this on the inside: 

The basement will house the swimming 
pool, an auxiliary gym for use to be 
determined on a day-to-day basis, three 
-liandball courts and a dance studio. A 
balcony will overlook the basement. 

On the first floor will be 13 offices as 
well as all of the men’s and women’s locker 
facilities. 

The second floor will have a weight 
room, three gyms with the middle gym 
marked off for tennis, volleyball and 
badminton surrounded by the indoor track, 
a combatives’ gym and another classroom. 

As Schoof said, “The new building will 
not be a sports palace, but a physical 
educatiori complex.” 

Most students would agree that 
anything, including their high school 
facihties, would look like a palace next to 
Hewitt Hall. 
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Would drop project, raise G.P.A. requirement 

University Senate to consider honors revision

The proposal for dropping the 
required thesis or project for 
those students graduating with 
honors is now pending in the 
University Senate. 

If passed, the proposal would 
raise the grade-point average 
necessary to qualify for cum 
laude, magna cum laude and 
summa cum laude honors, but 
drop the thesis or project that is 


now mandatory for receiving such 
honors. 

The proposal was passed by the 
Academic Standards Curriculum 
Committee (ASCC) after being 
submitted by the Academic 
Regulations subcommittee of the 
ASCC. Dr. Brendan Liddell, 
professor of philosophy, is 
chairman of the subcommittee 
which also includes Dr. Ronald 
Koperski of the speech 


department, Dr. Robert Lindberg 
of the School of Speech and 
Hearing Sciences and Jeff 
Majerowicz, a member of the 
Student Senate. 

The proposal suggests a 
minimum grade point average 
(G.P.A.) of 3.40-3.59 for cum 
laude honors, 3.6-3.79 for magna 
cum laude and above 3.8 for 
summa cum laude. A student 
entering his first senior semester 


with a G.P.A. of between '3.25 
and 3.40 could receive cum laude 
honors if he successfully 
completed a 3-6 semester hour 
project approved by a 
departmental committee of his 
major. 

Students showing exceptional 
ability, but with less than a 3.25 
G.P.A. could receive cum laude 
honors if they complete a more 
rigorous 6-9 semester hour 
project, dependent upon an 
invitation to do so by a 
departmental committee in his 
major. 

A student who falls into an 
honors category by G.P.A. alone 
would be able to raise his honors 
level designation by completing a 
3-6 semester hour project. The 
project would have to be 
approved by his department 
before the first semester of the 
student’s senior year. 

Liddell explained the proposed 
changes. “In the past few years 


there has been a trend of rising 
G.P.A. s among graduating 
seniors. In view of this rise we 
propose to create a higher 
standard, but remove the honors 
thesis as a requirement. 

“The present system requiriog 
a thesis has reduced many of these 
projects to little more than a term 
paper. Under the proposal’s 
guidelines, the quality of the 
honors projects ^ould increase 
because it carries added 
incentive,” Liddell said. 

“In order to maintain some 
quality control on the projects, 
each department would appoint a 
committee to set certain norms 
and see that they are upheld,” he 
added. 

If passed, the proposal would 
not go into full effect until the 
fall semester of 1976. Next year’s 
graduating seniors would have 
the choice of meeting the present 
or revised standards, if the 
proposal is adopted. 



Engineering students allowed to structure own curriculum

Students in the College of 
Engineering and Technology may 
now opt to design their own 
major to satisfy personal career 
objectives, according to Dr. Peter 
Bulkeley, dean of the college. 

‘The reason for the major is 
that it provides a useful avenue 
for highly motivated, high

potential students and allows the 
maximum amount of flexibility 
possible,” he said. The 
student planned major 
requirements are stated in terms 
of areas of study including 
humanities and social sciences, 
mathematics, computation, 
physical sciences, basic studies in 
engineering or technology and

free electives. The student, in 
consultation with an advisor, is 
responsible for choosing specific 
courses. 

‘The student plarmed major is 
useful from a curriculum point of 
view because it defines what we 
mean by engineering education in 
terms of expectations, not course 
numbers that satisfy the faculty’s 
understanding of what it takes to 
become a certain type of 
engineer,” Bulkeley said. 

The student planned major 
program began in November and 
although it has been publicized, 
there are no participants. 

“Based upon my experience 
before coming to Bradley, I don’t 
expect a rush for student planned 
majors - usually only the very 
brightest are attracted,” Bulkeley 
explained. A student who wants 
to plan his own major is usually 
one who has well-defined goals, 
Bulkeley said, and will do a great 
deal of work choosing courses to 


Rapline, Bradley’s telephone 
crisis intervention service has 
officially closed, according to 
Rapline advisor Bonnie Delinski. 

The decision, effective Monday 
of this week, came because of 
fewer calls to the service. “We 
were getting more informational 
and crank calls this semester,” she 
said. 

“Commitment from the 
operators just isn’t as great with 
those types of calls. The kinds and 
amounts of calls don’t warrant 
manning the phones.” 

A taped message on the 
Rapline phone will refer callers to 
Call For Help, a service similar to 
Rapline run by Allied Agencies. 
The telephone number for Call 
For Help is 691-7373. 

According to Delinski, there 
were about 25 operators working 
for Rapline this year. Fifty 
students turned out for a training 
session in October. 

“In a way, I guess Rapline 
outlived its purpose,” Delinski 
said. “And that’s good. We started 


arrive at a sequence that achieves 
personal goals. The average 
student feels more comfortable 
when guided by arv established 
curriculum, especially in the 
technical fields, he added. 

As chairman of a committee at 
Stanford that reviewed student 
planned major proposals, Bulkeley 
found that the selMesigned 
majors were strong and 
well-balanced. 

To qualify for admission into 
the program a student must have a 
B average and submit a proposal 
for the major before the end of 
his sophomore year. The proposed 
major must have advisor approval 
and contain a list of specific 
courses, accompanied by a short 
essay describing the student’s 
career objectives. 

This proposal is then 
considered by a faculty 
committee, which consists of one 
member from each department in 
the college and Bulkeley. 


“Criteria for evaluation of the 
self-designed major is based on 
how well the courses satisfy the 
student’s stated career objectives, 
and if they are of the scope and 
quality to qualify the student for 
a bachelors degree from the 
college,” said Bulkeley. 

The student planned m^or 
presently leads to a bachelor of 
science degree. 

The proposal that the student 
planned major lead to either a 
B.S. in engineering or a B.S. in 
technology was acted on by the 
Curriculum subcommittee of 
Academic Standards and 
Curriculum Committee (ASCC) 
yesterday, according to Dean 
Thomas Bausch, chairman of the 
subcommittee. It will be voted on 
by ASCC at the Feb. 25 meeting. 

“Precedent has been set 
making it within the scope of 
authority of a college to 


promulgate a major without 
ASCC review, if the major is 
entirely within the college,” said 
Bulkeley. 

A description of the student 
planned major was distributed to 
ASCC in November as an 
informational item, he added. 

“What really counts to the 
employer is what is on the 
transcript,” Bulkeley said. ‘The 
degree designation is only a 
semantic nicety.” 

About 20-30 per cent of 
engineering colleges have similar 
“wild card majors,” according to 
Bulkeley. 

These enable qualified students 
to make indepth career choices 
that aren’t within the traditional 
curriculum. He cited as examples 
pre-med in engineering fields or a 
coupling of life science and 
engineering interests in an 
environmental engineering career.

Head of revised funding committee to face transitional problems 


For the first time, students will 
elect the chairperson of Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) as a result of 
reorganization of that group, 
which allocated $55,000 to 
student organizations last year. 

“I would say that the first year 
is critical,” said Student Center 
Board President Melissa Sauter, 
who authored the SABRC 
revision. “The effectiveness of the 


new system will be determined on 
how it is run this year — which 
means someone really qualified 
has to take the position.” 

The new chairperson should 
have a background in finance or 
mathematics and be ready to 
evaluate budgets objectively, 
according to Sauter. 

The chairperson will have the 
responsibility of making sure 
money is allocated on a “zero” 



based system, meaning 
organizations must justify every 
dollar in their budget. Funds will 
not be allocated on the basis of 
what an organization received the 
year before. 

“I don’t see a great amount of 
glory involved, but it would 
definitely be a learning 
expedience,” Sauter said. ‘The 
chairperson would probably learn 
more about the management and 
operations of student 
organizations than any of .the 
other elected offices.” 

The chairperson elected this 
year will face problems in the 
transition from the old to the new 
system. 

The deadline for announcing 
the due date for budgets from 
organizations will have already 
passed after the March 5 election. 

BU President Abegg will have 
to select four advisors for SABRC. 
who with the chairperson will 
choose student members after 
reviewing applications and 
conducting interviews. 


In the future, the chairperson 
will be elected in the fall election 
and terms of student members 
and presider^tial designates will be 
staggered. 

Kevin Tilton, who as all-school 
treasurer was SABRC chairperson 
last year under provisions of the 
old committee, said finding a 
chairperson with experience in 
student affairs would be difficult. 

SABRC regulations now 
require that the chairperson 
disassociate himself from 
organizations seeking funding and 
Tilton said this would discourage 
many qualified students from 
seeking the post. 

“I hope people aren’t fooled 
into thinking that the job of 
SABRC chairperson will be any 
less time-consuming as a result of 
splitting the job of Senate 
treasurer and SABRC 
chairperson,” Tilton said. 

“Most of the time that is spent 
by the all-school treasurer is 
spent administering SABRC. So 
the new system will make the job 


of all-school treasurer a whole lot 
easier, but it won’t make the job 
of SABRC chairperson any less 
difficult.” 

Aside from selection of student 
members, the chairperson will 
have to formulate procedures for 
conducting budget hearings for 
organizations, Tilton said. 

“It’s a lot of work crammed 
into a six week period,” Tilton 
explained. 

Once hearings and appeals are 
completed and final allocations 
are made, Tilton said, the 
work-load for the chairperson and 
committee members will be 
significantly reduced. 

Tilton said he had encouraged 
a student he felt was very 
qualified to run for chairperson, 
but the student “did not feel he 
could afford to put in the kind of 
work that is required.” 

Tilton added that as far as he 
knew, no member of last year’s 
SABRC had intentions of running 
for the position in the March 
election.

Determination of the causes 
and severity of the housing 
problems experienced by off 
campus students are being studied 
by Dr. William Hall’s State and 
Local Government course (P.S. 
202) this semester. 

Hall, associate professor of 
political science, said the project 
“is not a survey in any 
circumstance.” He described the 
project as a “laboratory 
experience” explaining that the 
students would have to contend 
with both university and local 
government bureaucracy in their 
search for solutions. 

The class is divided into four 
task forces for the study. The first 
will examine any studies that have 
been done on off campus housing 
in the past. Hall said. This group 
will also be responsible for 
collecting information from the 
university housing authorities, the 
deans and student government 
leaders. 

Collecting information from 
the students is the prime 
responsibility of the second task 
force. Hall said. An interview form 
will be developed and two 
students will conduct each 
interview. 

“All interviews will be 
confidential,” Hall said. 

Off campus students who are 
having housing problems are 
encouraged to contact members 
of this group at 672-3179 or 
672-3016. 


The third group will be an 
“evidence gathering task force.” 
Students will inspect the housing 
unit and gather photographic 
evidence of the problem. Hall 
said. He said that sworn 
statements will be taken from the 
students to supplement the 
photographic evidence. 

Looking for possible 
solutions” is the goal of the 
fourth group. ‘We’re in the 
process of contacting about 20 
universities to see what they’ve 
done with student housing,” Hall 
said. 

Hall said that it is difficult 
right now to determine what kind 
of solutions will be reached. He 
suggested that strict building code 
enforcement might be one 
solution. 

“Blacklisting housing might be 
another solution,” Hall added. 
‘The class will make the final 
decision on what course to 
pursue.” 

If legal action is taken. Hall is 
hopeful that the city will pursue 
the work initiated by the class. 

“More inspections might solve 
the problem,” Hall said. 

“And handbook on tenant 
rights will undoubtedly be 
written,” Hall said. 

He said that many students are 
unaware of their rights and 
responsibilities when they sign a 
contract with the landlord. Hall 
said that the tenants handbook 
would probably be distributed at

Senate to offer 1974 charter 
for referendum in March

A 1974 draft of the Student 
Senate Constitution passed by 
Senate in November will be put 
up for student referendum in the 
March 5 all-school elections, 
according to Senior Senator 
Howie Golub, Rules and Judiciary 
Review Committee chairman. 

The referendum stems from a 
Bradley Student Supreme Court 
decision of last week stating that 
both the October 1973 and 
November 1974 constitutions are 
invalid. 

Copies of the 1974 
constitution will be available to all 
students prior to March 5, 
according to Golub. 

A letter written by All-school 
Treasurer Kevin Tilton requesting 
“a complete and comprehensive 
copy of the Bradley University 
budget for 1974-1975” was read 
at Monday’s meeting. 

The letter was addressed to 
Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg and asks for the complete 
budget in addition to a statement 
entitled “Comparative Financial 
Information,” which was released 
to students at the Oct. 14 Senate 
meeting. 

“In my opinion, a printed 
complete and comprehensive copy 
of the Bradley University budget 
... is the best instrument for 
communicating an understanding 
of the financial operations of 
Bradley University,” Tilton wrote. 

In further Senate action. 
Senior Senator Mark Belokon, 
proposed Senate institute an 
“Outstanding Senator Award” to 


be given the senator who “has 
best furthered the ideals of the 
Bradley Student Senate.” The 
motion failed in a hand vote.

Student hides out in dorm 


over spring break

When spring rolls around, a 
student’s fancy turns to break 
time and where to go.

One student, who asked not to 
be identified, made another 
choice last spring. He decided to 
stay in his dorm room, something 
that just isn’t done at Bradley 
because dorms are closed. 

“I had the money to go home, 
but my family wasn’t going to be 
there and all my friends are here 
and they were going home. So no 
matter what I did, there wouldn’t 
be anyone around,” the student 
said. 

So instead of wasting the 
money to go home and do 
nothing, he decided to stay here 
nine days and do nothing, which, 
for Peoria, isn’t unusual. 

When asked why he didn’t go 
to a fraternity, where rooms were 
being rented for $2 a day, he 
replied, “Who’d ever want to live 
in a fraterntiy?

Twelve hundred acres of 
Bradley University-owned land in 
the Banner Drainage District of 
Fulton County is presently held in 
trust by a local bank, according to 
Joseph Mele, vice president for 
business affairs. 

‘The coal company which 
donated the land in 1960 for tax 
purposes still holds mineral rights, 
so until they’re through with it, 
the area generates revenue for 
Bradley,” he said. 

“The state of Illinois is 
interested in purchasing the land 
for use as a conservation area, and 
I expect we will sell it once we get 
’ possession,” Mele said. 


The plot is adjacent to an 
existing conservation site and, 
because of its stripped condition, 
is useless. The only complication, 
he explained, is that “the people 
of the area want it to be used for 
industrial, not conservation, 
purposes.” 

Other Bradley land holdings 
include nine farms, “run as 
investments, using tenant 
farmers,” according to Mele. 
These lands, eight in Illinois and 
one in Kansas, total 3,500 acres, 
the largest being 800 acres and the 
smallest, 40 acres. 

“At the time the farms were 
donated their values totaled $2.3 
million, and the land value has

probably doubled since that 
time,” said Mele. 

The lands, on the average, 
produce an income of $100,000 
to $125,000, depending onweather 
conditions and the going price of 
the commodities produced, which 
are primarily corn and soybeans. 

“As long as they generate 
income, we’ll keep them,” Mele 
said. About four years ago 
Bradley sold three Iowa farms 
which >yere not being sufficiently 
productive, he added. 

Bradley owns other land in the 
immediate campus area, such as 
the- half city block at Underhill 
and St. James. .Earlier this year, 
the possible conversion of this 
land to a parking facility was 
considered, but Mele said, “we 
really don’t want to put any 
money into it right now.” 

He explained that if the 
proposed MacArthur 
Highway-University connection is 
built, the land would have to be 
sold to the city. 

Mele mentioned that the land 
there was seeded a few years ago 
and is available for recreational 
purposes in the spring and early 
fall, but added “I don’t think it is 
used much.”

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Cosby speaks of dentists, parents 
as audience roars with laughter

It was set up like a concert and 
yet it didn’t seem like one. Just a 
friendly chat with the audience 
about old times, as Bill Cosby 
entertained the Field House 
crowd Saturday night. 

Cosby immediately set up the 
casual atmosphere. Sitting in or 
walking around a metal folding 
chair in the middle of the 
basketball court, Cosby tried to 
include everyone in his comedy 
sketches. 

True to his informal set-up, he 
launched into stories that were 
familiar to people of all ages. As if 
to emphasize this, he would twist 
and turn to different parts of the 
audience each time he told a joke. 

Dressed in a Bradley P.E. 
department T-shirt, warm-up 
pants and sneakers, Cosby began 
his show with the statement 
“People who smoke dope 
probably work harder getting high 
than anybody. Man has a never 
ending search for a high and he 
never knows when he gets there.” 


He added, “You can’t smoke dope 
in here because it’s too loud.” 

Cosby then discussed people 
who drink. “People who drink 
have an easier time ’cause all they 
need is a little elbow movement. 
You know, they always say that 
they never get sick, but you just 
can not possibly hold 18 quarts of 
beer in your system.” 

The show was divided into two 
main topics, with a lot of side 
tracking. The first dealt with 
dentists ajid the second with 
mothers and fathers as seen from 
a child’s point of view. 

“You know, dentists have the 
highest suicide rate,” Cosby said. 
“It seems natural ’cause they have 
to inflict pain, ^nd no one likes 
that. 

“You can’t even fool a little 
kid. Most of the time, like at the 
doctor, a lollipop can fool the kid^ 
for a minute till he gets the shot. 
But at the dentist it’s an entirely 
different matter.” 

The routine flowed into 
another about getting up in tiiu 


morning. “Clock radios - they 
like walk into your brain. All of a 
sudden you hear this voice with 
the news and weather. In the 
morning you always live with this 
hope factor. Like someone will 
tell you school has been called off 
today.” 

Cosby then acted out the scene 
at the dentist. “You know 
dentists are dumb. First they 
show you the tools of pain with 
those hooks on the end. Then 
they want to talk to you once 
your whole mouth is numb and 
your lower lip is almost 
non-existent.” 

Both children and parents 
seemed to identify with the 
miniature pictures Cosby gave of a 
child’s everyday life during the 
second half. 

An example of this is a story 
about a child accompanying a 
parent to the grocery store. 

Cosby, taking the part of the 
little kid, asked plaintively, “Can I 
have a po-po-ta-to chip? Just one 
little po-ta-to chip?” 

“No!” the mother answers. 

Cosby then explained his 
solution. “You know how you’ll 
get your way? Just find a crowd 
and keep up the questions.” 

A grocery trip with a father is a 
different matter, however. “Now 
you can’t fool around with your 
father at all. First of* all, your 
mother sent him out in the middle 
of a football game. Plus he knows 
that you were sent with him so he 
couldn’t talk to no women.

“If you try that routine on 
him, he just says, ‘I said no and if 
you put one hand on those potato 
chips I’m gonna throw ya in the 
freezer. You know I have a lot of 
friends who like to eat frozen 
boys.’ ” 

The last part of the show 
concerned his childhood 
frienships with Roland and 
Orland. “A lot of kids never liked 
Orland because he got to go to the 
bathroom any time. You see he 
has a weak bladder and stomach. 

“But I liked him because you 
could make him throw up any 
time. I used to step on a banana 
and then show it to him!” 

Cosby then described Roland, 
saying, “He was cool ’cause he 
used to turn his eyelids inside out. 
He was the first kid to get kicked 
out of church for life.” 

A graphic description of their 
friendship included their first 
roller coaster ride, puberty, 
pimples, dating and Cosby’s first 
love. 

In his closing, Cosby spoke to 
the people in the audience who 
consider themselves losers. 

“Remember when you first 


started out it was one helluva 
race. Even if you never win 
anything else, you beat out 100 
million sperm cells in the 
beginning. And what’s more, you 
had to be on time. You mighta 
got there and no one was home!” 

Cosby’s true genius, however, 
is visual. So few can understand 
from reading about his act how 
Cosby had the audience roaring 
with laughter. But he did.

Set seven new school records 


Freshmen Henis, Whalen shatter Bradley swimndns matte

“Satisfying.” 

That one-word summation of 
this season’s swimming team’s 
performance was given by Tim 
Harris, one of the most impressive 
freshman swimmers in Bradley 
history. 

Teammate, Roy Whalen just 
nodded his head. 

Between the two, seven 
Bradley swimming records have 
been broken this year, some two 
and three times. 


“I don’t consider records to be 
that important,” Harris said. “I 
just like to improve my times. 
Sure, records are nice to hold, but 
overall I want to be satisfied.” 

Part of Harris’ satisfaction has 
come in his individual 
performances this season. He has 
broken four individual records 
and has been a part of two relay 
records. 

Whalen, from West Islip, N.Y. 
has one individual record and the 
same two relay contributions to 


his credit. 

“I believe it’s all in the mind,” 
Whalen said. “It depends on how 
ready you are that day. If I’m 
going to do a good time. I’m just 
going to do it.” 

Harris, who prepped at Brother 
Rice high school in Chicago, has 
marks in the 200, 500 and 
1000-yard freestyle events, 
breaking each old record by at 
least two full seconds. 

“I’ve been happy with my 
freestyle performances,” Harris

remarked. “I’ve knocked about 
two seconds off every event, 
compared to my high school 
times.” 

Harris had never swam the 
1000-yard freestyle, but broke the 
old record by almost 10 seconds. 

“There wasn’t any pressure 
against Valparaiso that day and I 
felt real good,” he said. 

“In practice, we do a drill 
called ‘locomotion,’ where you 
swim one hard lap and then an 
easy lap, then two hard ones and 
another easy one. I swam the 
1000 like that and I had no 
trouble at all.” 

Whalen hopes to improve on 
his own individual record in the 
100-yard freestyle. He shaved 
one-tenth of a second off Robb 
Sellinger’s old record in January 
against Wabash. 

“I was a sprinter in high 
school, but lately I’ve been 
working more on mid-distances,” 
Whalen said. “I haven’t changed 
my stroke style any since high 
school and my times seem to be 
getting better.” 

Whalen’s major concern is 
psychology. 

“I just have to be psyched up 
enough to swim a good time. 
Competition improves my 
performances, because it forces 
me to get ready,” he explained. 

Harris credited Bradley 
swimming coach Jim Spink with 
some of his success in the 
freestyles. “Coach worked with 
me on some changes in my 
freestyle and it has helped, 
obviously.” 

Harris also holds the record in 
the 200-yard butterfly. “1 left my 
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and Roy Whalen 

butterfly style alone. It hasn’t 
changed at all,” he said. 

Whalen and Harris were part of 
two relay teams that broke 
records this year - the 400-yard 
and 800-yard freestyle relays. 

“In the relays, the whole 
squad’s outcome depends a lot on 
that first guy,” Whalen said. “If 
he turns in a good time, the rest 
of the team gets a little more 
psyched.” 

Both newcomers are on 
swimming scholarships and were 
recruited to Bradley by 
representatives in their respective 
cities. 

“I decided on Bradley because 
1 wouldn’t be too far away from 
home and I liked the school 
itself,” said Harris, a criminal 
justice administration major. 

Whalen admits Bradley’s east 
coast representative did a job on 
selling the university to him. “I 
saw the school and met the coach, 
and I liked both.” 

Both freshmen swimmers are 
anxiously awaiting the opening of 
the new pool in Haussler Hall. 

“Right now we are practicing 
less than we did in high school,” 
Harris said. “But when the new 
pool is built we will have a lot 
more time to practice.” 

Whalen, who is an undecided 
major, is also awaiting the new 
pool. “I’ll like the extra practice 
time.”

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Road-trip losses dim Bradley 
post-season tournament hopes

The Bradley basketball Braves 
clipped the Tulsa Golden 
Hurricane in the Field House Feb. 
13, and then saw 
their hopes for a post-season 
tournament bid all but 
extinguished with consecutive 
road losses at Drake and Detroit. 

The team travels to West Texas 
State tomorrow and returns home 
next Thursday for a rematch with 
the Buffaloes. 

Bradley put four players in 
double figures and dropped Tulsa 
last week, 92-87. Freshman 
Bobby Humbles came in off the 
bench to score 21 points and 
share team scoring honors with 
Mike Davis, who also led the team 
in rebounds with a dozen. Greg 
Smith pumped in 20 points and 
Mark Dohner added 15. 

Senior guard Tom Les added 
another record to his name, this 
time for most assists in a career. 
The old record of 256 was held by 
A1 Smith, now with the Utah 
Stars in the ABA. 

The Braves were outscored by 
14 points from the field, but 
connected on 28 free throws to 
Tulsa’s nine. 

Sixty-two fouls were whistled 
in the game, 34 against thfe 
Hurricane, who fouled out six 
players. 

The Drake Bulldogs dealt 
Bradley’s tournament hopes a 
severe blow last Saturday in Des 
Moines, dumping the Braves 
82-73. 


The Braves started out in a ball 
control offense, but were forced 
to abandon their game plan when 
they fell behind early. 

“When we got behind, we had 
to take it to them and we got 
ourselves in foul trouble,” coach 
Joe Stowell explained. 


Drake’s Terry McKissick, who 
hurt the Braves in Peoria, led all 
scorers with 30 points, hitting on 
8 of 10 field goal attempts and 14 
of 18 from the foul line. 


Bradley basketball coach Joe 
Stowell was named Tri-County 
Sports Figure of the Year 
Tuesday at the 54th annual 
Midwinter Sports Banquet 
sponsored by the Peoria 
Advertising and Selling Club. 

Also in contention for the 
honor was former East Peoria 
prepster Roger Phegley, who was 
Most Valuable Player in last year’s 
high school base^ll tournament 
and is currently a member of the 
Bradley basketball team. 


Stowell and Drake coach Bob 
Ortegel almost came to blows on 
three different occasions, once 
during the game and twice after 
the contest had ended. What the 
argument was all about remains a 
mystery. 

Stowell declined comment on 
the incident and would only say 
that it had nothing to do with the 
game. 

Les led Bradley with a 
career-high 18 points. He was 
joined in double figures by Davis 
and Smith with 13 each and 
Humbles 10. 

Smith’s 11th point put him 
into the 1000-point club, a 
plateau reached two weeks ago by 
Jim Caruthers. 


Bradley traveled to the Motor 
City Monday and came out on the 
short end of an 82-75 score. The 
loss dropped the Braves’ season 
record to 12-10. 

‘They’re a real good team,” 
Stowell said of Detroit. 

Titan freshman John Long 
drilled in 30 points to take game 
scoring honors. He also led both 
teams in rebounding with 12. 

According to Titan coach Dick 
Vitale, the game was the best his 
team has played this season. 
Stowell acknowledged that 
catching the host team on a great 
night has helped add to his team’s 
road woes this season. 


“We’ve played some good 
games on the road,” he added. 
“But unless you have a 
dominating team, you have to 
play quite a bit better away from 
home in order to win.” 

Davis led Bradley with 23 
points. Humbles, in a starting role, 
ripped the nets for 18, 14 in the 
first half. Jim Caruthers added 11. 

The Braves will seek to even 
their league record at 6-6 when 
they visit West Texas State 
tomorrow. 

“They have some good 
personnel,” Stowell said. ‘They 
jump well, so we’ll have to go to 
the boards hard.”

What a difference a year makes, not 
only in looking at the facts but also in 
listening to the opinions. 

After 22 games in 1974, the Bradley 
basketball record was 16-6 and moving 
forward. 

After those same 22 games, coach Joe 
Stowell was praised as a miracle worker, 
taking a team picked seventh in most 
pre-season polls into the runner-up spot in 
the Missouri Valley Conference. 

Today, Bradley is sporting a mediocre 
12-10 record and all of the hopes and 
dreams of a post-season tournament berth 
have all but been chucked for another year. 

Stowell’s 1974 miracle is sometimes 
looked at as “lucky” by his critics, those 
same critics who were calling for his job 
after the 1973 (12-14 record) debacle. 

After last Saturday’s disagreement 
between Stowell and Drake coach (and 
former Bradley player) Bob Ortegel, the 
Bradley mentor is described by those who 
care little for anything but a winner, as 


nervous wreck”, a “poor loser” and a “bad 


sport’ 

What Stowell is, in truth, is a man 
extremely caught up in his work, a man 
who demands 100 per cent effort from not 
only his players and assistants, but also 
everyone else involved with the 
advancement of Bradley basketball, 
including the fans in section MM who 
scream for his hide every chance they get. 

If all Bradley athletes were so motivated 
as Stowell’s basketball players, a winning 
tradition would no doubt abound on 
campus and the Field House foyer would 
have a few more MVC championship 
trophies. 


In the eyes of more than one observer, 
Bradley has lost its killer instinct on the 
basketball floor since the Louisville upset 
in January. 

Against Drake at home Feb. 6, the 
audience just sat back and waited for 
Bradley to find itself and beat the 
Bulldogs. The Braves were definitely the 
better team, but the best team does not 
always win. Final score, Drake 68, Bradley 
66 . 

Early season Field House sell-outs are 
no more. The students who don’t want to 
see Bradley lose in the Field House (who 
does?) aren’t coming out. The die-hards 
still make the road trips to Des Moines and 
St. Louis and wait in lines to get then- 
validated tickets early. But the die-hards 
aren’t the ones making the loudest noises. 

The spirit is there. Just take a look 
across the court at the theatre seats and see 
the people standing up and doing the 
B-R-A-D-L-E-Y cheer. But then those 
people used to come out and watch the 
1973 team play - what do they know 
about backing a winner? 

Two home games remain on the 
schedule — next Thursday against West 
Texas State and next Saturday against New 
Mexico State, the MVC’s surprise team of 
1975. 

The die-hards will be there, but it takes 
more than just those few brave souls to 
raise the roof off the airplane hangar. 

If student support continues to 
diminish, the athletic organization will 
have no alternative but to sell the student 
tickets to Peorians, who would be more 
than willing to pay $2.50 a game for the 
same seats that we, the Bradley students, 
get for nothing.

Student Senate approved 
several revisions for the November 
1974 constitution at Monday’s 
meeting. The revised constitution 
will be offered for student 
approval at the all-school elections 
Wednesday. 

The recommendations which 
passed included deletion of the 
subsections dealing with making 
recommendations to 
SABRC-funded organizations and 
approvals of charters; establishing 
procedural rules for the Student 
Supreme Court and disbursement 


of monies owed by the court. 

Another change in the 
constitution referred to length of 
terms for appointed senators. 
Previously, an appointee served 
until the next all-school election. 
Under the revision, a senator 
would remain in office until the 
term expired. 

Opponents to the 
recommendation argued 
unsuccessfully that an appointee 
shouldn’t serve when there is a 
possibility of electing someone. 

In the article dealing with the 
Student Supreme Court a 


proposal was amended to read 
“Decide cases arising out of any 
violation of any student’s rights, 
when requested by that student.” 
The last phrase was an addition to 
the original subsection. 

The ultimate source of 
governance clause was deleted. 
The clause stated that in all 
matters within the province of

source of governance. 

The constituion will become 
operative if it is ratified by 
two-thirds of the students voting 
in the referendum.

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Approximately 78 per cent of 
Bradley’s 1974 fall freshman class 
compiled academic averages of B 
or higher throughout their high 
school study, according to a study 
conducted by the Cooperative 
Institutional Research Program of 
the American Council on 
Education (ACE) and the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. 

An additional 10.2 per cent 
achieved a B- average, the study 
revealed. 

The study is conducted yearly 
by ACE and involves surveying 
freshman entering classes in 
colleges and universities 
throughout the country. 

The ACE is administered at 
Bradley as a part of the freshman 
orientation program. 

Of the entering freshman, 60.6 
per cent indicated they selected 
Bradley because of its academic 
reputation. The next most 
important factor for students was 
Bradley’s special academic 
programs, with 29.4 per cent 

« listing this as a major reason for 
their decision. 

Some 78.5 per cent of the 
respondents indicated that 
Bradley was their first choice 
among the colleges they were 
considering, while 4.6 per cent 
indicated that the university was 
less than their second choice. Over 
half of the entering freshmen, 
58.5 per cent, are planning to 
pursue graduate study upon the 


degree 


i 


completion of their 
requirements at Bradley. 

In political orientation, only 
2.6 per cent of the entering 
students consider themselves to be 
far left or far right in their 
thinking, while 51.6 per cent label 
themselves as middle-of-the-road. 
An additional 31.9 list themselves 
as liberal and 13.8 per cent as 
conservative. 

In the self rating categories, 
70.5 per cent rank themselves as 
above average in academic ability, 
and 67.4 indicate they have a high 
drive to achieve. 

Major objectives in college are 
to become authorities in their 
fields (65.0 per cent), help others 
in difficulty (60.7) and develop a 
philosophy of life (64.9 per cent).

Sections that said Senate was the ultimate source of 
governance in student affairs and could make 
recommendations about the programs and activities of other 
student organizations have been dropped. 

Also, amendments to the institution will need a 
two-thirds affirmative vote by students voting in a 
referendum. The student ratification step was conspiciously 
absent in the constitution passed by Senate in November 
1974. 

The constitution contains a comprehensive student rights 
section. The package is worthy of passage.

The International Affairs Organization of Bradley University is 
proud to present the former Soviet and American intelligence agent, 
Kaarlo R. Tuomi, on the evening of Tuesday, March 11 in Neumiller 
Chapel. 

Tuomi, who was born in Michigan in 1917, moved to the Soviet 
Union with his family at the age of sixteen. He was indoctrinated in 
communism by his Finnish stepfather and lived a life of hard work and 
poverty not unlike the lives of millions of other Russian citizens. 

However, because of his good command of the English language, the 
young Tuomi was selected by the KGB (Soviet State Police) as a 
possible prospect for espionage activities directed against the U.S. 

Through the use of blackmail, he was brought into the Soviet 
intelligence agency and soon was involved in extensive work against 
Soviet citizens suspected of sympathy or collaboration with the West. 

Eventually, he was trained to be sent as a spy working within the 
United States. After years of training, he arrived in America in 1959. 
Soon, however, he was apprehended by FBI agents and eventually was 
convinced into becoming what is commonly referred to as a “double 
agent.” 

After years of dangerously working as an informant for the U.S. I 
while maintaining his Soviet contacts, he was upset by the events^ 
surrounding the Cuban missile crisis. Receiving orders to return to the 
U.S.S.R., Tuomi was forced to choose between his family in Russia and 
his freedom in the United States. 

Partially because of his newly developed faith in the democratic j 
processes of the United States and his awakening to the realities of] 
Soviet life, Tuomi chose to remain in the U.S.A. as a private citizen. ] 

At present, Kaarlo Tuomi is on tour throughout the United States,] 
recounting his exciting life experiences. The best-selling book The KGB ' 
by John Barron contains one entire chapter devoted to this fascinating 
individual who is currently on the “hunted list” of the KGB. 

The International Affairs Organization is most fortunate to bring 
this fine speaker with the financial help of Student Senate, Scholars’ 
program, the School of International Studies and its student honorary 
society. Mu Epsilon Pi. 

The lAO wishes to thank these organizations for their financial

will circulate, to all students, an 
information sheet listing past 
programs and proposed programs 
of organizations asking for 
money. The amounts requested 
by the organizations will be 
included too. 

This information sheet will 
have provisions for a student 
check-off which will allow 
students to express their 
preferences and priorities as to 
which organizations receive 
money. 

This presents a unique 
opportunity for students to have a 
direct say in how their money is 
spent.

Women opposing and backing ERA proposal 


Thirty-four states have ratified amendment-four more needed

Mrs. Hilma Skinner is proud of 
her cooking. So proud, in fact, 
that she recently baked dozens of 
chocolate chip cookies, wrapped 
them carefully in small plastic 
baggies and shuttled them down 
to the Colorado State Capitol 
where they were distributed to 
each of the state legislators. 

Her goal: to soften up the state 
legislature so it will rescind its 
approval of the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA), an 
amendment that proposes to 
nullify laws that treat men and 
women differently. Skinner is part 
of a national anti-ERA drive that 
is locked in struggle with ERA 
proponents. 

The proposed amendment has 
been ratified by 34 states, four 
short of the necessary 38 states to 
make it part of the U.S. 
constitution. 

The Illinois Senate is expected 
to consider the amendment 
Tuesday. 

Anti-ERA lobbying has paid 
off. Two of the 34 pro-ERA 
states, Nebraska and Tennessee, 
have rescinded their previous 
approvals. Although there has 
been some doubt about the legal 
validity of such action, anti-ERA 
forces hope for more reversals. 

The ERA controversy has 
revolved around several key 
arguments. The following is a 
synopsis of both sides of the 
conflict, and is based on 
statements and literature from 
ERA foes, such as Phyllis Schlafly 
and the League of Housewives, 
and ERA supporters, including the 
National Organization for Women 
and the Citizens’ Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women. 

Anti-ERA: The ERA will 
destroy the family. 

Pro-ERA: The ERA will have 
no effect on private actions, only 
those which are regulated by law. 
Husbands and wives will continue 
to make their own decisions about 
their personal lives. 

Anti-ERA: The ERA will do 
away with a husband’s obligation 


to support his wife and 
Pro-ERA: All states 
husband to support his 
children and some 
husbands and wives to 
each other.

If there should be a draft again, 
they would be subject to the same 
physical tests as men and receive 
assignments based on their 
capabilities. As always, any person 
who has the prime responsibility 
for caring for a child would be 
exempt from the draft.

The courts have ruled that a 
married woman living with her 
husband can only get what he 
chooses to give her. In some 
“community-property” states he 
controls her earqings and 
property. According to the New 
York Bar Association, the ERA 
would require married couples to 
support each other. Where one is 
the chief wage earner and the 
other runs the home, the wage 
earner would be obliged to 
support the homemaker. 

Anti-ERA: The ERA will end a 
husband’s obligation to pay 
alimony and child support. 

Pro-ERA: Under the ERA, 
alimony and child support would 
be based on circumstance, not 
sex. If one marriage partner had 
been the money maker and the 
other had no resources, that 


weights and work long hours. 

Pro-ERA: Until recently, laws 
in many states limited the number 
of hours women could work or 
the weights they could lift in 
certain jobs, regulated their 
working conditions for other jobs 
and banned them altogether from 
still others. Some rules were 
helpful; others kept women from 
better jobs. 

Many of these restrictions were 
the target of sex-discrimination 
complaints filed under Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Act. As a 
result, the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission has 
ruled such laws invalid. 

Anti-ERA: Young women will 
be drafted and forced into combat 
duty. 

Pro-ERA: Today there is no 
draft for anyone; still, several 
hundred thousand women 
volunteers are serving in the 
armed services. Under the ERA, 


Anti-ERA: The ERA will 
require the integration of public 
rest rooms, school locker rooms, 
college dormitories, prisons, 
public hospitals and the like. 

Pro-ERA: In 1965 the 
Supreme Court established the 
constitutional right to privacy. 
This permits the separation of the 
sexes in all places that involve 
sleeping, disrobing or other 
private functions.

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Chances for coffee house revival remain uncertain

Efforts to revive Coffee 
Grounds Inn are moving slowly, 
according to Lecture Arts 
Chairman Bill Hoare and Student 
Center Board member Kenna 
Grubb. 

Hoare and Grubb, who said 
they are looking into the situation 
in an unofficial capacity and not 
representing their respective 
organizations, said they hope to 
have a proposal ready by the end 
of the semester. 



Coffee Grounds Inn, a coffee 
house operation that was a social 
gathering place for students, was 
discontinued in the fall semester 
of 1973. 

At that time, it was located in 
the unused Williams dorm west 
cafeteria. The cafeteria has since 
reopened and is no longer 
available. 

“We’re trying to find both a 
location and money,” Grubb said, 
“and basically we don’t have any 
support from the university.” 

Hoare said he believes such a 
facility is needed, as demonstrated 
by attendance at Premier Series 
events. The series, scheduled in 
the Student Center Ballroom, 
features wine or beer with folk 
singers or other low-key type 
entertainment in an informal 
atmosphere. 

“The biggest hassle right now is 
finding a facility,” Hoare added. 
“If it’s feasible, I’d like to have it 
implemented by next year. 

“I also don’t know where the 
money would come from to get 
that either. However, I hope to 
have some answers by the end of 
the semester.” 

A three-member Student 
Senate committee that was 
investigating the possibility of 


reviving the coffee house first 
semester has disbanded, according 
to All-school Vice President Anne 
Edwards, member of the 
committee. Senators Howie Golub 
and Dave Urbaniak were other 
members of the committee. 

“We’re still interested in 
getting the coffee house,” 
Edwards said. “But now Bill and 
Kenna are kind of picking up the 
slack and seeing what they can 
do.” 

Housing Director Ken Goldin 
said the Sit ‘n’ Bull room in the 
Student Center and Harper dorm 
cafeteria, which is closed, are the 
best places to locate a coffee 


house at this time. 

The Sit ‘n’ Bull room would be 
the better location and Harper 
cafeteria is available, although the 
food serving area has been 
panelled, according to Goldin. 

Goldin’s Grill, a coffee house 
that served food in Williams west 
cafeteria, closed soon after 
opening early in 1973 because of 
financial problems. Golden said 
“it had a ton of people” but its 
clientele did not buy enough food 
to pay costs of keeping it open 
late at night. 

Staff salaries, cleaning and 
security costs were major 
expenses for the facility. 


according to Goldin. 

Goldin said he did not feel a 
coffee house could survive, saying, 
“From my experience, financially 
it hasn’t been a success.” 


He added that declining 
enrollment would make it even 
harder to attract students to 
support a coffee house than 
previous years.

A goal of $400,000 in 
unrestricted donations to the 
university has been set for the 
1975-76 school year by President 
Martin G. Abegg and the Board of 
Trustees, according to Victor 
Atchison, Vice President for 
Development. 

Approximately $200,000 has 
been raised to date and further 
fund-raising efforts include a 
direct mail campaign to 20,000 
alumni; personal visits to large 
donors (corporations, foundations 


and individuals); a proposed 
telethon and additional efforts 
through the new Income, Trusts 
and Bequests Department. 

Unrestricted money is defined 
as money to be used for any 
expenses within the budget of the 
university. Other types of 
donations are classified as 
restricted money: money to be 
used for purposes specified by the 
contributor, such as endowments, 
or as capital: money given for 
buildings and facilities. 

“Unrestricted money

hardest money to raise, but the 
most important contributions to 
the university,” Atchison said. 
‘The reason for the difficulty is 
that most people want to see 
where their money is going.” 

The goal is established by 
taking the university’s total yearly 
projected expenses and 
subtracting projected income 
from tuition, endowment income 
and income from auxiliary 
enterprises such as room, board 
and the bookstore. The difference 
is the amount of deficit to be 


faced by the university and this 
amount determines the goal for 
unrestricted contributions. 


This year’s Campus Carnival, 
titled “Cinerama 75: Lights, 
Action, Carnival,” is scheduled for 
April 11 and 12. The goal of the 
event is to raise $8,000 for 
charity. 

The carnival will again include 
clowns, games, raffles, 
refreshments and entertainment.

Seminars will focus on geography, plannin

Bradley’s geography 
department is sponsoring a series 
of informal seminars which will 
focus on contemporary social 
problems. The theme for this 
semester is the relationship 
between geography and planning. 

George Stoner, assistant 
professor of geography and 
department chairman, explained, 
“We’ve been looking for some 
time for some kind of a formal, 
yet informal, vehicle outside the 
directed research activities to 
interface with our students ~ both 
majors and serious students from 
general course classes. 

“It has been launched for our 
students because so many of them 
are interested in going into 
planning,” he added. 

Planning, according to Stoner, 
translates into land use and is 
involved with urban set-up. 


environment, economics, 
operations research, engineering, 
as well as geography. 
Psychologists and sociologists also 
work along in planning. 

“In this particular round,” 
Stoner said, “we’re trying to focus 
on the relations between 
geography and planning. The 
focus is now narrowed -to the 
interest of our students. They can 
get some insight from the speakers 
on what the real world demands 
from them in planning.” 

Several Bradley graduates from 
the geography department are now 
working at companies which deal 
in planning. One such graduate, 
Brenda Miller, is a housing planner 
at the Tri-County Regional 
Planning Commission in East 
Peoria. Miller will be speaking at a 
seminar, tentatively scheduled for 
March 12. 

Stoner added that Miller 


could, for example, be used as a 
resource for Dr. William Hall’s 
political science class investigation 
of off campus housing. 

Despite being a small 
department here on campus, 
geography, as a college major, is 
nationally on the increase. “The 
problem is, we’re still stuck with 
the old image of what geography 
is: where bananas are grown, and 
things like that,” Stoner 


explained. 

He continued, “There is a new 
geography; namely, an interest in 
problem solving and requiring a 
greater use of mathematics and 
statistics. We’re moving geography 
away from just describing places 
to analyzing how things got to be 
the way they are.” 

Stoner stressed that the entire 
seminar was to be informal, 
saying, “We want our students to 


have access to us in a different 
role; something besides th 
classroom, parties, offices, and th 
like.”

Record-breaking swimmers 
win Private Coliege title

In capsule-form, last week’s 
Bradley University swimming 
team’s performance looked 
something like this: 10 first place 
finishes, eight meet records and 
six school records. 

And, more importantly, the 
championship of the Illinois 
Private College Swimming and 
Diving Championships held at 
Millikin University in Decatur. 

The Braves finished at the top 
of the 13-team meet with a total 
of 405 points, followed by 
Millikin’s 381 and Rockford 
College’s 308. 

‘That was our biggest win,” 
said coach Jim Spink, who uses 
the same comment after every 
Bradley victory. 

“We weren’t as deep as some of 
the other teams but our reserves 
came through with good 
performances,” Spink said. “And, 
as usual, we had some of our 
fastest times.” 

Freshmen Roy Whalen and 
Tim Harris accounted for six' 
Bradley first-place finishes. Harris 
broke one record and tied 
another, and both participated in 
the three winning relays. 

Harris captured first in the 
500-yard freestyle and the 100 
and 200-yard butterflies, breaking 
the 500-yard free record for the 
fourth time this year. 

Harris was timed at 4:58.7 in 
the 500 free and tied Robb 
Sellinger’s mark in the 100-yard 
butterfly with a time of :53.1. 

Whalen took first in the 50, 
100 and 200-yard freestyles, 
getting his best individual time in 
the 200-yard butterfly. 

John Evers set a Brave record

Four years ago, Mark Dohner of V.I.T. was the leading 
high school player in the state of Illinois and Tom Les was 
averaging about 10 points a game for a highly regarded Nile 
Notre Dame basketball squad.

Tomorrow the two will 
play their final games in a 
Bradley uniform before the 
home crowd. 

For the pair, it has been 
four years of contrast. Dohner 
was recruited by a few 
schools, while Les had to go 
out and try to sell himself to a 
coach. 

Both were starters on the 
1971-72 freshman squad 
which compiled a 10-5 record 
under coach Ron Harris. 

Dohner was the leading 
scorer with 24.4 points a game

“I was looking forward to a better season this year than it 
has been,” Dohner said. “But if we win our last couple games 
we will go to a tournament. 

“One of the goals of any basketball player is to go to a 
tournament, and we can still do it.” 

“Right now, these last few games and a tournament are 
the most important things in my Ufe,” Les said. “They’re just 
about all I’m thinking about.” 

The Bradley coaching staff played a big part in luring both 
Les and Dohner to Bradley, and both have been satisfied with 
what they have gotten out of the program. 

“We’ve got the best coaches of any school in the nation, 
the crowd is great, Bradley is a good academic school and the 
people are great,” Dohner said. “Add them all up and I think 
I made the right decision in coming here.” 

Les’ thoughts were much the same. 

“The coaching staff has had the biggest effect on my life,” 
Les said. “Playing under coach Joe Stowell has been a great 
thing. 

“The people of the media and the community have been 
good to me, and I wouldn’t trade them for anything in the 
world.” 

Both Dohner and Les will graduate in May, Les with a 
degree in accounting and Dohner in physical education. 

“I can tell that I’m going to be a strong alurnnus,” Dohner 
said. “I might be a graduate assistant or something, but I 
intend to be part of the Bradley athletic scene next year.” 

Les’ future is more uncertain, because, as he says, 
“Basketball is the most important thing to me right now.” 

Stowell is philosophical about his graduating seniors. 
“There is a saying that goes ‘You can prove ’em right or you 
can prove ’em wrong.’

Bradley beats W. Texas State ' 
closes home season tomorrow

Greg Smith scored a game high 
21 points and Tom Les, Jim 
Caruthers and Mark Dohner 
chipped in six free throws down 
the stretch to give Bradley a 78-75 
basketball win over West Texas 
State last Saturday night. 

The victory was Bradley’s third 
road win of the year and gave it a 
13-10 overall record, and pulled 
its conference mark up to 6-6, 
pending the outcome of last 
night’s rematch with the 
Buffaloes. 

West Texas led Bradley by five 
at halftime and extended that 
margin to eight with 13 minutes 
remaining. 

But Bradley came roaring back 
with 18 unanswered points, many 
of them off the fast break. 

“We ran the fast break better 
than we have for quite a while,” 
said coach Joe Stowell. 

But the Buffaloes didn’t give 
up, coming back to take a one 
point advantage with less than 
three minutes left. 

Then Les, Caruthers and 
Dohner paraded to the free throw 
line and made all six of their 
bonus situation tosses to give 
Bradley its final margin. 

The Braves shot only 34 per 
cent from the field in the first 
half, but came back to hit on 18 
of 24 shots in the final frame and 
finish the game with an even 50 
per cent shooting mark. 

The second half hot streak 
helped to preserve Bradley’s 
conference-leading team field goal 
percentage, a mark which also 
places the Braves among the top 
15 teams in the nation in that 
category. 

“Our shot selection is better 
than most teams,” Stowell 
explained. 

New Mexico State, the 
Missouri Valley’s number two 
team, comes to the Field House 
tomorrow. The Aggies own a 19-5 
record, honorable mention in the 
latest Associated Press college 
basketball poll, and stand a good 
chance to be the Missouri Valley’s 
second representative in the 
NCAA tournament. 

New Mexico State handed the 
Braves a 76-74 overtime loss in 
Las Cruces last month. Bradley 


guard Jim Caruthers did not play 
in that game due to illness. 

‘They’re a very patient team,” 
Stowell said of the Aggies. ‘They 
try to set the tempo of the game.” 

Patience paid off in the way of 
several “back door” layups for the 
Aggies in the first meeting 
between the two teams. 

Bradley travels to St. Louis 
Monday, where it will close out 
the regular season. 

“They’ve improved quite a 
bit,” Stowell said, pointing to the 
Billikens’ game with Louisville 
two weeks ago. 

“St. Louis had them down 23 
points in the second half, which is 
almost unbelievable.” 

The Cardinals, however, 
outscored the Bills 41-11 over the 
last 14 minutes to take a 75-68 
win. 

One noticeable absence from 


the St. Louis lineup this tirajj 
around will be 6-8 Bill Morris, tin 
MVC’s top rebounder last year! 
who was suspended from the teaml 
for figliting . with a teammate. 
According to Stowell, losing 
Morris seems to have made the 
Bills a better team. ; 

As for a post-season 
tournament, Stowell is still! 
optimistic. ‘There are a lot of 
good teams around with 16-10 
records,” he said. “And Drake has 
got it tough now with games on 
the road.” 

Should Bradley finish third andi 
New Mexico State go to thei 
NCAA, the Braves could make 
return trip to the Collegiatel 
Commissioner’s Tournament 
Even a fourth place finish would 
hold the possibility of a bid to the 
National Invitational Tournament 
in New York.

Tilton ticket elected in large voter turnout

Kevin Tilton and Kevin Carroll 
were elected all-school president 
and vice president in a landslide 
victory in Wednesday’s spring 
elections. Student Senate’s

constitution was also ratified by 
approximately the same margin. 

In the other races for all-school 
offices, Bob Poznanovich was 
elected secretary, Anne Edwards 
was chosen treasurer and Claire 
Manning won the race for SABRC 
chairperson. 

In a race generally 
characterized by a lack of 
. definitive issues, Tilton and 
Carroll received 1,026 votes, 
compared with 274 ballots cast 
for running mates Richard Scott 
III and Kevin May nor. A third 
president-vice presidential pair, 
Joe McJohn and Wally Tuten, 
received 12 votes. 

Senate Elections Committee 
Chairman Dave Urbaniak said he 
was pleased with the voter 
turnout of 1,326, over 200 more 
ballots than cast in last year’s 
all-school election. He added there 
seemed to be a higher Greek voter 
turnout than in the past. 

Due to a confusion in election 
regulation?, a run-off election was 
announced as necessary between 
Manning and Jeff Lisabeth, the 
top vote-getters for the office of 
SABRC chairperson. After printed 
election regulations were 
consulted, however. Manning was 
declared the winner. 

The confusion stemmed from 


an election regulation stating that 
one candidate for all-school 
president must receive over 50 per 
cent of the votes cast for the 
offixe. Election officials 
temporarily believed this 
regulation pertained to all 
all-school offices. 

The regulation, however, reads 
in part, “All-school president 
must win by a majority of votes

cast. In all other cases, the 
candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be declared 
the winnei:(s).” 

Tilton said his major areas of 
concern will include expansion of 
on-campus legal, health and 
recreational services, as well as 
keeping the Student Senate office 
open all day Monday through 
Friday to be available to handle 
student complaints, suggestions 
and problems. 

He added that he didn’t think 
there were any major issues in the 
campaign. 

Carroll, who as vice president 
will preside over Student Senate 
meetings, said he plans on 
“continuing the trend toward 
making Senate more accessible by 
making it possible for all students 
who attend meetings to voice 
opinions or ask questions without 
overcoming parliamentary 
obstacles.” 

As SABRC chairperson. 
Manning said she plans to begin 


immediately on a campaign to get 
student activities budget requests 
gathered, so that bjdget hearings 
can begin after spring break. 

She added that although 
preliminary notices sent out by 
Tilton in his former role as 
all-school treasurer and head of^ 
SABRC indicated budget 
applications would be due March 
10, she would prefer organizations 
contact her to arrange a new 
schedule. 

Manning also said applications 
would be available beginning 
Monday for the seven student 
positions on the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC). 

Urbaniak commented there 
seemed to be little interest in the 
campaign until the day of the 
election. One all-school debate 
drew about 80 persons, while 
another was cancelled due to lack 
of interest.

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English, foreign languages considering department merger

Members of the foreign 
language and English departments 
are discussing the possibility of a 
merger between the two 
departments, according to Dr. 
Richard Bjorklund, dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences (LAS). 

Dr. Thomas Kent, acting 
chairman of English, Dr. Peter 
Dusenbery, assistant professor 
English and Dr. Paul Rastatter, 
associate professor of foreign 
languages, are studying the 
feasibility of such a merger. 

“I look at the formation of 
goals for the College and the 
development of policies to reach

those goals,” Bjorklund said. 
“Within that context, I try to 
look at the financial stability of 
programs in the College and the 
excellence of those programs.” 

The merger, if implemented, 
would not mean the end of either 
foreign language or English, 
Bjorklund emphasized. The new 
department would still have a 
chairman for languages and one 
for English. The department 
would possibly be renamed 
Languages and Literature. 

The decision to study a merger 
came at a joint meeting of 
full-time faculty for both 
departments. Bjorklund said the 
feeling was unanimous that the 
study for a merger be pursued. 

The task group will have a 
report by the end of the semester. 
In the study, other alternatives 
will also be considered, Bjorklund 
said. “There are other areas to 
study, but this one is further 
ahead than the others.” 

If a merger is initiated, it 
would not be until next year, 
Bjorklund indicated, so that “it 
wouldn’t disturb either 
curriculum.” 

In changing the departments, 
Bjorklund said there were three 
considerations: 

-concern for the quality and 
efficiency of programs and 
teaching in the departments. 

— concentration on 
administrative problems. Since 
there are 24 departments in the 
College, Bjorklund said that 
consolidation of the departments 
would allow him to devote more 
time with departments. 

-consideration of the costs 


involved for two departments as 
opposed to one. 

According to Kent, the 
proposal is still in the investigative 
stage. The task force will send out 
letters of inquiry to other schools 
which have similar programs to 
look at what changes might occur. 


Student feedback will also be a 
part of the task force’s report 
which will be made by the end of 
the semester. 

One of the results Rastatter 
hopes to see if the merger is 
implemented is the addition of 
new courses and possibly new 
degree programs.

Mele responded that he 
thought Lecture Arts had been 
informed of the move through 
Student Center Board. 

“There will be some effort 
made in the future to inform 
Lecture Arts of what we’re 
doing,” Mele told Hoare, “but I 
feel we’re not obligated to do that 
since it’s university funds. And 
once the funds are in a reserve 
account, they are no longer your 
responsibility, they’re mine.” 

After the meeting, Hoare said 
the expenditure from the reserve 
fund for the cooler “was fine,” 
but he resented that Lecture Arts 
was not informed.

school or are unsure of their 
future, he added. 

About 90 per cent of the 
senior class has registered with the 
Placement Office. This figure has 
remained fairly constant each 
year, Pardieck explained. “Our 
placement averages are at least as 
good and probably superior to 
competing state schools. 

Liberal Arts and Sciences 
(LAS) placement is “entirely hard 
to define,” Pardieck said. He 
estimates that about 30 per cent 
of the December LAS graduates 
were successfully placed. 
“Business and industry are waking 
up to Liberal Arts graduates,” he 
added. 

Bradley’s reputation is growing 
across the country, according to 
Pardieck. Local industries have 
provided more full time 
placements than other areas. He 
said that co-op programs with 
Peoria corporations have given 
Bradley students a chance to work 
with prospective employers.

account to a restricted account by 
the university July 1. Hoare said 
he learned of the transfer last 
week. 

Non-university groups that let 
the university do their bookkeeping 
have agency accounts, according 
to Joseph Mele, vice president for 
business affairs. Expenditures 
credited to agency accounts may 
be made by the heads of the 
non-university groups without the 
approval of the university. 

Channel 47 is one such group 
that maintains an agency account, 
according to Mele. 

Restricted accounts need 
university approval before 
expenditures can be made. 

Mele said the status of the 
account was changed at the 
recommendation of the school’s 
auditors because the Lecture Arts 
reserve fund, as an agency 
account, was not included in 
financial statements of the 
university, although it contains 
“university generated monies.” 

The change-over was made as 
part of a university-wide 
re-organization that took place 
when administrative data 
processing was shifted from a 
computer in Swords Hall to the 
Holmes Hall computer, according 
to Mele. 

“What we attempted to do this 
year is to take out everything that 
we considered university monies 
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out of agencies,” Mele said. 
“Because in the strictest terms 
agency refers to someone else’s 
money, an organization that 
wants to deposit money that 
we’re serving as agents for. And 
Lecture Arts is part of the 
university and not a separate 
agency.” 

When Hoare asked if Lecture 
Arts would be able to use the 
money, Mele replied, “I have no 
qualms about you using that 
money, as long as you justify the 
use of it to me, as treasurer of the 
university.” 

Lecture Arts can continue to 
draw from the reserve fund as in 
the past, subject to university 
approval, to finance activities not 
covered by Student Activities 
Budget Review (SABRC) 
allocations, Mele added. 

Mele said Hoare was not 
informed of the shifting of the 
account due to an oversight, 
since the change-over was made in 
the summer, when Hoare was not 
at school. 

“I’m really sorry that this 
transfer is causing so much 
confusion, but what we’re doing is 
re-defining the account,” Mele

The recession has very 
definitely made placement for 
Bradley graduates more difficult, 
according to Bob Pardieck, 
director of the Placement Office. 
“It is the sole factor that has 
decreased recruiters,” Pardieck 
said. 

The Placement Office attempts 
to locate full time jobs for seniors, 
in their specific interest field. 
Industrial recruiters visit the 
campus to interview seniors for 
post-graduate employment. 
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said. ‘The account is serving the 
same function as it has in the past 
- there’s no difference.” 

Mele said that the director of 
student activities and program 
director were informed of the 
account shift last summer. 

Bobbie Applegate, program 
director, who is Lecture Arts 
advisor, said she accidentally 
learned of the account shift last 
week. 

E.J. Ritter, director of student 
activities, said he was told the 
shift was being contemplated but 
did not discover it had occured 
until recently. The apparent 
communication problem was his 
responsibility, Ritter said. 

The Lecture Arts reserve fund, 
over 20 years old, contains profits 
from programs of previous years, 
although all the profits did not 
come from Lecture Arts 
sponsored events, Ritter said. 
Hoare said most of the reserve 
fund was accumulated from 
profits from rock concerts. 

Hoare also asked Mele why an 
expenditure that partly paid for a 
cooler on the second floor of the 
Student Center to refrigerate beer 
was made without the knowledge 


Pardieck said that only about 
175 recruiters will visit Bradley 
this year, compared to 450 in 
1970 and over 600 in the middle 
1960’s. 

“I see next year’s recruiting 
being as good as this year’s,” 
Pardieck said. 

Some corporations are 
returning here to recruit after a 
three or four year absence, 
Pardieck noted. “Everyone that 
has recruited here has had jobs to 
offer,” he said. 

Placement of December 
graduates was good, Pardieck said, 
adding “all of our accounting 
majors were placed.” He added, 
however, that this is the case 
almost every year. 

“Relatively good for mid-year” 
is Pardieck’s description of the 
potential for placement of 
teachers. 

“A number of them are full 
time jobs, but many are not career 
positions,” Pardieck said. He said 
that most teachers have been able 
to do substitute work if they were 
not placed in a full time position. 

Eighty to 85 per cent of the 
business school majors were 
placed, Pardieck said. Many 
students choose not to be placed 
because they are entering graduate 


A recommendation to change 
the number of houre required for 
sophomore standing from 24 to 
30 hours and 56 to 60 hours for 
junior standing was approved at 
Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. 

The recommendation will be 
considered by Academic 
Standards and Curriculum 
Committee and the University 
Senate. 

According to Academic Affairs 
Chairman Jeff Majerowicz, ‘The 
change provides for a more honest 
system by giving a freshman a 


better idea of the number of 
hours he should take.”

U. Senate to consider two honors’ revisions 


Two proposals that would raise 
the grade point requirement for 
graduation with honors and either 
drop or retain a mandatory 
honors project will be considered 
by University Senate at its March 
20 meeting. 

University Senate debated the 
proposals at a Feb. 20 meeting for 
about 45 minutes, but did not 
take a vote because a quorum was 
not present. Sixty-one members, 
four more than a quorum, were 
present when the debate began 
but only 51 were on hand when 
debate ended-, according to Dr. 
Robert Thomson, associate 
professor of education, who is 
president of University Senate. 

Academic Standards and 
Curriculum Committee (ASCC) 
submitted a proposal drawn up by 
its academic regulations 
subcommittee that would require 
an honors project, which would 
be reviewed by departmental 
committees. 

ASCC members include the 
dean of each college, the director 
of each school, one faculty 
member from all four schools of 
the university and one faculty 
member each from engineering, 
business and education. 

The registrar and two students 
are also members and the dean of 
the graduate school is an 
ex-officio member. 

Dr. William Hall, associate 
professor of political science, 
offered an amended proposal that 
eliminated the requirement of an 
honors project. The Hall proposal 
is the same as the ASCC except 
that it drops all references to 
honors projects. 

Both proposals would increase 
the minimum grade point for the 
three honors classifications as 
follows: 

"Summa Cum Laude from 

3.50- 4.00 to 3.804.00. 

--Magna Cum Laude from 

3.50- 3.75 to 3.60-3.79. 

-Cum Laude from 3.25-3.50 to 
3.40-3.59. 

Dr. Brendan Liddell, professor 
of philosophy and chairman of 
the Academic Regulations 
subcommittee, said the full ASCC 
rejected a proposal his 
subcommittee drew up last spring 
that would have dropped an 
honors project requirement. 

Liddell said the subcommittee 
formulated the present proposal 
this fall “because ASCC rejected 
the recommendation to drop the 
honors project.” 

The minimum grade points for 
each honors classification was 


raised to keep pace with the trend 
of increasing grade points and 
keep honors selective, Liddell 
said. 

The average grade points of 
seniors during the 1966-67 
academic year was 2.33 (on a 4.0 
scale) aand has been rising steadily 
each fall, according to Registrar 
Ruth Jass. Last semester, seniors 
averaged 3.11. 

The grade point figures were 
calculated by dividing semester 
hours by honor points, which are 
determined by grades. 

Jass attributed the rise to 
leniency in dropping classes and 
course repeatability. 

The ASCC proposal also has 
provisions allowing students who 
don’t meet the grade point 
requirement to receive honors 
through completion of a 3-6 
semester hour project. 

The Hall proposal has no 
provisions for exemptions and 
uses grade point as the only 
criteria. 

Hall said if a student’s grades 
do not meet the grade point 
requirement, “there’s nothing 
distinctive about the student’s 
academic behavior,” and does not 
merit honors. 

He added that . requiring 
projects “penalizes” students 
graduating with honors. 

“Under the present system, the 
students doing the honors projects 
are the students who least need to 
prove that they possess the skills 
to complete that kind of project,” 
Hall explained. 

Hall said senior seminar courses 
or equivalents often duplicate the 
goals of honors projects. 
Requiring honors projects “dilutes 
all the efforts” of a senior 
attempting to complete both a 
project and senior seminar 
research courses, according to 
Hall. 

Dr. Richard Bjorklund, who as 
dean of the college of liberal arts 
and sciences (LAS) is a member of 
ASCC, said he favors retaining the 
project requirement because it 
develops or improves skills in 
writing, data analysis, designing 
projects and oral presentation and 
defense of the project. 

He added that to retain “at 
least an option on doing the 
project, that is minimal for me.” 

A survey of LAS indicated 
faculty preferred dropping the 
project requirement, Bjorklund 
said. 

Hall’s proposal has the best 
chance of passing in University 
Senate, he added.

Racism major issue? 

When asked if he was pleased with the all-school election 
results, one Student Senate official sarcastically remarked, 
“Why shouldn’t I be? I’m white.” 

“Did you think race was a major issue in the election?” he 
was then asked. 

His reply? “There were no others that I knew of.” 

And so went Wednesday’s all-school election. Two major 
slates for all-school offices - one black and one wliite. And 
the whites made a clean sweep. 

Admittedly, the candidates on the winning slate had more 
Student Senate experience than their black opponents. But 
no one talked about experience when discussing the reasons 
for the lop-sided victories, particularly in the case of the 
presidential-vice presidential contest. 

The polling place could be described as crowded during 
peak times between classes and during the lunch period. The 
same student body that mustered fewer than 100 persons to 
attend debates of the issues had lines formed outside the 
Ballroom Annex doors. 

And again, the main issue seemed to be race, not who was 
most qualified for the job. 

Oh, there were scattered comments about a decrease in 
apathy or knowing a particular candidate personally. But the 
subject of race kept popping up. 

One transfer student said candidly that there had been a 
lot of talk about the racial issue, especially in the fraternities. 

Another student acted embarrassed when asked what she 
thought the biggest campaign issue was. The question was 
then rephrased, asking why she though there seemed to be 
such a big voter turnout. 

She muttered a little about people being more interested 
than they used to be, then snickered, adding that there were 
other issues. Although she couldn’t bring herself to utter the 
words, it was obvious that what she thought the real issue 
was. 

Race. 

An issue that should have long ago ceased to be an issue. 
This is 1975. Prejudice is supposed to be a thing of the past, 
especially in an “intellectual” area like a college campus. 

Apparently we’re not all as open-minded as we thought. 

LA rates consultation 

The university shifted Lecture Arts’ reserve fund from an 
account independent of university control to a restricted 
account, which will require direct administrative approval/or 
expenditures. Strictly speaking the move is proper since 
Lecture Arts is part of the university. 

It seems that through some oversights, however, that 
Lecture Arts and some administrative staff members involved 
in student activities were not informed of the shift. 

Lecture Arts “worked and sweated to make that money” 
in the reserve fund, in the words of the student head of that 
organization, and moving the account without notice is 
certainly stepping on a few toes. 

The university is running at a deficit, projected at 
$600,000 last semester, and Lecture Arts projects have made 
profits in past years. In view of those facts, one would think 
greater care and effort would have been made to inform 
Lecture Arts, out of respect for its successful efforts on 
behalf of the university, if nothing else. 

Correction 

Senate’s new constitution will not need two-thirds 
approval of students voting in a referendum to pass 
constitutional amendments, as reported in a Scout editorial 
last week. 

The two-thirds student approval was needed only to ratify 
the constitution in the referendum held Wednesday. 
Amendments need only three-fourths vote of Senate to pass.

“The best teachers are 
always students at heart, who stay 
on top of what’s going on,” he 
said. 

In addition to publishing, the 
English faculty has been active in 
reading papers at various 


institutions and attending 
nationwide conventions. 

“Confronting people from 
other universities and arguing and 
discussing issues with them allows 
you to come back to Bradley 
much better equipped,” Mclnemy 
said. “You don’t get into the rut 
of repeating the same things over 
and over or giving students your 
pet theories all the time - that’s 
the beauty of going off to these 
professional conferences,” he 
added. 

Accomplishments and 
affiliations similar to those held 
by members of the English 
department are numerous among 
teachers in other departments, but 
go unpublicized and 
unrecognized, according to 
Mclnemy. These activities 
indicate “a sign of life which is 
critical to a university 
community,” he explained.

Cheated on an exam lately? 
There is a growing concern about 
college administrators that 
academic dishonesty is running 
rampant. They may be right. 
According to the Washington Post 
“Cheating appears to be rising 
nationally, particularly in large 
public universities.” 

And although a 1964 survey 
found that schools which employ 
the honor system have the least 
amount of cheating, 11 years 
later, colleges which do employ 
the honor code have found that 
more than one-third of each class 
cheat. An outbreak of cheating 
has attacked a number of 
campuses. 

The law center at Georgetown 
University in Washington, D.C. 
has gone so far as to revoke a law 
degree because of a cheating 
incident there and an F was given 
to another law student after a 
“cut and paste job of plagiarism 
on a seminar paper.” 

The University of Florida’s 
honor court is presently dealing 
with an organized cheating ring 
involving 200 students and every 
department in the College of 
Business Administration.

Why cheat? 

The how-to’s and prevention of 
cheating have been finely 
scrutinized by many school 
officials. But in the process, 
according to some observers, they 
have lost sight of a more 
important question: why is there 
cheating? 

“As long as grades maintain the 
basis for measuring academic 
achievement and as long as these 
grades depend on exam scores, the 
motivation for cheating will 
remain high,” explained a faculty 
member at Eastern Mennonite 
College. 

“Grading encourages cheating 
by wanting a certain grade out of 
desperation,” said Bernard 
Nisenholtz, a professor at Indiana 
University at South Bend. 
“Grades are determined by the 
individual teacher. The grading 
policies of professors vary widely 
because of individual biases in 
teaching, learning and evaluating 
methods. The system of grading is 


San Bernardino. “Remember that 
the lower rates for driving 
insurance go to A and B 
students.” 

Most psychologists and school 
officials have agreed that the roots 
of cheating are in the elementary 
school system. 

A 1970 study by Leroy Barney 
revealed that 70 per cent of all 
grade school children cheat. The 
study found that children cheat to 
hide misunderstanding of an 
assignment, to prevent others 
from thinking they are stupid or 
to escape from trying to live up to 
unrealistic expectations. 

This trend is seen throughout 
the continuing educational careers 
of students, the study showed. A 
New York Times survey has found 
that this fearful obsession with 
grades has led to students 
sabotaging the work of others to 
improve their class standing. The 
survey also showed that students 
feel their grade equals their 
personal net worth.

On the way home for lunch or 
on the way to a 4:10 class, 
students may have noticed the 
presence of an old friend 
accompanying them across 
campus. 

At 4 p.m. Monday through 
Friday and noon Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays, the 
tower above Bradley Hall has 
resumed its students’ serenade 
after about a semester of 
silence. 

The “bells” that ring are really 
an electronic instrument called a 
carillon, controlled by a keyboard 
much like an organ. Last year the 
equipment fell into disrepair and 
arrangements had to be made for 
someone to come from California 
to do the work. 

But now that the bells are 
alive, well and ringing on 
schedule, the mystery still 
remains: Who’s responsible for 
their ringing? 

Rumor has it that Bradley has 
its own version of the hunchback. 
Others claim a short stocky monk 
in flowing robes takes a little 
hammer to a set of chimes in the 
tower and taps out a tune by ear. 
Or are there bats in the belfry? 

With a keen ear and some 
investigating, I discovered a 
secluded seven by five room on 
third floor Bradley where a petite 
music major named Judith 
Ludwig sits behind the carillon 
keyboard and plays while the 
campus listens. 

“It was funny the way I was 
picked to play,” Ludwig said. 
“Dr. Cannon walked into the 
room one day and asked if anyone 
could play the carrillon keyboard. 

I didn’t even know what it was 
but I told him I’d take a look at 
it. 

“I took that one look and fell 
in love,” she said. “It doesn’t take 
a whole lot of talent. It’s the same 
as a regular keyboard only 
smaller.” 

Ludwig, who is also a local 
church organist, began her daily 
duties only a few weeks ago this 


semester. 

“I usually play three to four 
songs at a time ~ a total of about 
ten minutes. But the first day I 
played for about half an hour. I 
guess I got carried away,” she 
laughed. 

“I played too slowly at first,” 
she added. “I have to be careful 
not to play so fast that no one 
will recognize the song, but not so 
slow that people will fall asleep 
between two notes. Also I had to 
be careful and find a happy 
medium where the notes wouldn’t 
run together in resonance.” 

Ludwig transferred this year 
from Millikin University in 
Decatur, Ill. She is majoring in 
applied piano and plans to 
continue playing church organ 
after graduation and to eventually 
give private lessons in her own 
studio. 

In previous years, the music 
department paid a student to play 
the bells, but Ludwig said she 
couldn’t see taking money for 
playing ten minute spots, 
especially doing something she 
loves. And she takes her 
responsibility seriously. 

“So many people are listening 
that I like to prepare the night 
before. I copy the songs I’m going 
to play over on manuscript sheets 
so I can read them easily and 
won’t have to flip pages.” 

Ludwig explained, “Sometimes 
I like to make a program out of it. 
One day I played songs from 
“Oliver!” and the next day I did 
songs from “Camelot.” 

She makes the sole decision as 
to what she plays but is open for 
suggestions. If anyone has any, he 
should leave a note with Dorothy 
Blum of the music staff in 
Constance Hall. 

“I’m willing to learn just about 
anything,” she said, “including 
things like fraternity and sorority 
ceremonial songs. I’ll be playing 
hymns for the Easter season and 
tomorrow’s my friend’s birthday 
so I’ll probably be playing ‘Happy 
Birthday’.”

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VFW may occupy church 
pending council action

A VFW post may soon occupy 
the present site of the University 
Baptist Church, 824 N. 
University, pending a City Council 
decision on the issuance of a club 
liquor license for the post. 

Bradley University bid on the 
property for possible use as a 
small theatre, recital hall or art 
gallery, but was turned down 
because the bid wasn’t high 
enough, according to President 
Martin G. Abegg. He requested 
the specific bid amounts not be 
released. 

He added that while the church 
“very much wanted to sell us the 
property the bid from the Peter 
W. Sommer VFW Post 814, 
presently located on Main Street 
on the future site of the Peoria 
School of Medicine, was 
apparently higher than the 
university’s bid. 

During a City Liquor 
Commission hearing Feb. 18 on 
the issuance of the club license, 
representatives of area 
homeowners’ groups expressed 
opposition to the approval of the 
license. 

Paul Cation, chairman of the 
liquor commission, said many 
residents are concerned that with 
a liquor license, the club could 
become a “hangout for Bradley 
student groups.” 

When asked at the meeting 
what would stop students who 
were VFW members from bringing 
25 or 30 friends into the post 
home. Jack Schad, chairman of 
the post’s building committee, 
replied, “I can’t answer that. I 
don’t think we’d be interested in 
having 25 or 30 students in there 
every night. We’re not in the retail 
liquor business.” 

Abegg said that a post close to 
campus could attract students, 
assuming the club will have a 
cash bar. He added that much 
would depend on how the post 
controls admittance. 


If for some reason the post 
does not acquire the property, the 
university might reconsider its 
bid, according to Abegg. Action 
on the liquor license is expected 
at Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting. 

Asked if the university planned 
to make arrangements with the 
post concerning parking for 
students during the day, Abegg 
replied that he assumes any such 
agreement would be a reciprocal 
one, with post members using 
Bradley parking at night, and this 
represents a commitment he is not 
ready to make.

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Braves close season with home split, road win

The Bradley basketball team 
split its last two home games, then 
held off host St. Louis in overtime 
to finish their 1974-75 season 
with a 15-11 overall record. 

The Braves placed five players 
in double figures Feb. 27 as they 
downed the Buffaloes of West 
Texas 75-72. Mike Davis led the 
balanced scoring attack with 16 
points, followed by Roger Phegley 
with 13, Jim Caruthers and Greg 
Smith with a dozen each and 
Bobby Humbles with 10. 

Bradley shot only 41 per cent 
in the first half and trailed by one 
point at the intermission. 

But early in the second half a 
couple of skirmishes between 
Buffalo center Dallas Smith and 
several Bradley players helped 
ignite a Brave rally to a 12 point 
advantage. 

“We play with emotion 
anyway,” coach Joe Stowell said. 
“But sometimes incidents like 
that can spark a team.” 

Whatever spark the team 


gathered in the West Texas game 
was extinguished by New Mexico 
State very quickly on Saturday 
night. In front of a sellout 
Homecoming crowd, the Aggies 
jumped out to a 10-1 lead, 
stretched it to 19 points late in 
the second half, and then held off 
a furious Bradley rally in the final 
six minutes to win, 64-54. 

Bradley shot 35 per cent for 
the game., by far its worst 
performance of the season. 

“I wish I could explain it,” 
Stowell said. “We missed some 
layups. But our overall shot 
selection wasn’t quite as good as it 
has been either. 

“It’s discouraging. We wanted 
to get off to a good start. But 
when they got out on us, we got 
frustrated and tried to force too 
much.” 

New Mexico State, by contrast, 
could do no wrong. The Aggies hit 
55 per cent, scoring many of their 
points on layups. 

“They played an excellent 
ballgame,” Stowell said. “Their 


deliberate offense made us 
over-anxious on defense and that 
carried over into our offense.” 

The Braves traveled to St. 
Louis Monday night for the 
season finale and came away with 
a 78-75 overtime win over the 
Billikens. 

“We dictated the tempo of the 
game, just like New Mexico State 
did to us,” he said. 

Late in the first half, St. Louis 
turned the ball over several times 
in rapid succession and Bradley 
jumped out to a 44-31 halftime 
lead. 

The Braves extended the lead 
to as many as 16 points midway 
through the final period before 
the Bills gathered momentum and 
tied the game and sent it into 
overtime. 

Then came a barrage of free 
throws, a common occurrence in 
the late stages of recent games, 
and when Tom Les drove the lane 
for a layup with 13 seconds left, 
the game was over. 

It was fitting that Les, whose

With a dual meet loss, 
second-place in a triangular and a 
fifth-place finish in the Missouri 
Valley Conference meet, the 
Bradley track team closed out its 
1975 indoor season. 

At DeKalb Feb. 28, Northern 
Illinois scored 88 points to 
outdistance the Braves (35) and 
Southern Illinois-Edwardsville 
( 20 ). 

Jim Potter won the long jump, 
his leap of 23-6% setting a new 
Evans Field House record. He also 
placed second in the 60-yard dash, 
being edged out at the tape in a 
time of :06.4. 

Jim Winfield won the two mile 
in 9:40.2, and doubled with a 
third-place showing in the mile. 

Freshman Elmer Harris scored 
Bradley’s only other victory in the 
400-yard run with a time of :51.2. 

“We did fairly well,” coach 
Jake Schoof said. “Winfield ran a 
pretty good race, and freshman 
Andy Guasto was over 50 feet in 
the shot put for the first time this 
year.” 

Monday saw the tracksters pick 
up eight points to finish fifth in 
the conference indoor meet. 
Drake and North Texas State tied 
for first place with 77 points. 
Wichita State was third and West 
Texas State placed fourth. 


Potter was second in the long 
jump, and was one of only two 
jumpers to go over 23 feet. 

Freshman Dave Brown grabbed 
fifth-place in the same event, 


while Jerry McMahon took fifth 
in the shot put. 

Bradley’s mile relay team of 
freshmen Bill Henderson, Steve 
Chernick, Carlos Pignato and 
Elmer Harris scored the only 
other points by placing fourth. 

“I was encouraged with the 
performance of the freshmen,” 
said Schoof. Four frosh, Chernick, 
Harris, Guasto and Brown, all 
reached the finals, but did not 
place in their respective events. 

‘The only thing that kept 
Brown from placing in the triple 
jump was that he hurt his ankle 
running the hurdles,” Schoof said. 

Brown’s injury was enough to 
keep him from competing against 
Illinois State on Tuesday. Without 
the services of Brown, high 
jumper Kevin Furguson, hurdler 
Steve Page and sprinter Lance 
Baumann, the Redbirds handled 
the Braves by a 9348 count. 

Potter doubled with victories 
in the long jump and the 60-yard 
dash, placed second in the triple 
jump and third in the high jump. 

Winfield once again won the 
two-mile, Jim Gelaro won the 
triple jump and Guasto 
outdistanced the field in the shot 
put. 

The meet ended the Braves’ 
indoor season at 0-2 in dual meet 
competition. But Schoof was, for 
the most part, pleased with the 
performances turned in. 

“We looked strong in the field 
events, and once we get outdoors 
we should do even better,” he 
said.

‘The problem was depth,” said 
Spink. “I think Oakland had four 
swimmers in every event and three 
divers in every diving event.” 

Bradley’s team total was 388 
points, compared to Oakland’s 
781, Notre Dame’s 681 and 
Northern Michigan’s 455. 

In the first day of the 
three-day meet, two Bradley 
records fell. Tim Harris, a

Evers was third in the 100-yard 
backstroke with a record-breaking 
time of 1:04.2. 

In the 800-yard freestyle relay, 
the team of Folmar, Schackle, 
Whalen and Harris finished third 
and set a school record at 7:19.6. 

Harris set a meet record as well 
as a school record in the 200-yard 
butterfly with a time of 1:56.3. 

Spink regarded these 
accomplishments as the products 
of hard practice despite some 
obvious barriers.

A season that started unspectacularly 
with a 76-72 win over Illinois Wesleyan 
ended Monday with less fanfare than it 
began as Bradley beat St. Louis 78-75 in 
overtime. 

The year that was to be ours wasn’t. The 
tournament that should have been ours 
wasn’t either. 

New Mexico State coach Lou Henson 
called Bradley “the best 14-11 team” his 
tournament-bound Aggies had played all 
season. 

At a lot of universities across the nation, 
a 15-11 record would be a welcome change. 
Not so at Bradley. 

Maybe the Brave-backers got spoiled 
after last year’s surprise success, after the 
6-0 start the 1974-75 team got off to, after 
the 65-59 upset win over Louisville in 
January. But 15-11 was just not good 
enough this year. 

The Bradley problem was on the road, 
as is usually the case. The Braves were 4-8 
away from Robertson Field House, and 
11-3 in the hangar. All three losses came at 
the hands of tournament-bound teams — 
Drake, Creighton and New Mexico State. 

But on the road . .. Well, North Texas 
State, which finished the year with a robust 
6-20 record whipped the Braves at Denton 
in January. 

There were close road losses . . . The 
ones at Louisville and New Mexico State in 
overtime, for example. 

A lot of people missed the boat in 


making preseason Valley picks. The MVC 
coaches had Bradley second and New 
Mexico State seventh. The sports 
information directors had Drake sixth and 
Bradley third. Again, close, but close only 
counts in horseshoes. 

Bradley loses only two players for next 
year, both the tallest and shortest members 
of the squad. 

Triple record-holder Tom Les and Mark 
Dohner will not be back for another year. 
They will have to be replaced. 

Freshmen Bobby Humbles and Roger 
Phegley, both welcome additions, return 
for their sophomore seasons along with 
Mike Davis and Greg Smith. 

And surely Jim Caruthers, Bradley’s 
15th leading scorer of all time, won’t be on 
the bench next season as he was as this 
season closed. 

With no post-season tournament, 
Bradley’s second season will be on the 
recruiting trail. Substitutes for Les and 
Dohner will have to be found - a 
playmaking guard and a big front court 
performer. 

Names like Bob Bender of Bloomington, 
Jay Lowenthal of Pontiac, Bill Ricca of 
Bergan, and Tom Dore of East Leyden are 
mentioned as the recruiting wars begin. The 
first three are guards, among the best in 
Illinois. 

But it’s the Dore-type player that 
Bradley is in need of. Dore is 7-2 and his 
talents need polish, but at 7-2 it would be 
worth the risk. !

Saturday’s meeting will begin 
at 9 a.m. with the debates. The 
delegation proposing each agenda 
item will open the discussion to 
the assembly. Each speaker 
wishing to debate on the item will 
be allowed a certain length of 


time to present his country’s view. 
The president of the assembly has 
the power to limit the discussion, 
which ends when a resolution has 
been determined. 

One resolution submitted to 
McClintock is a proposal by Great 
Britain requesting that Cypress be 
made a UN protectorate. The 
delegation from India has 
subftiitted a resolution concerning 
the United States lifting their ban 
on shipments of arms to Pakistan. 

“Through our experiences in 
the Model UN we are able to 
identify with the problems and 
accomplishments of the real UN 
in New York. We can identify 
with the activities involving the 
UN,” Roy Ginsberg said. 

“Most of the Model UN 
participants are members of the 
lAO or International Studies 
students. We have made a 
heart-felt effort to invite the 
whole campus to join the Model 
UN, but the response has been 
low.

students, according to Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg. 

Abegg made the announcement 
at Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. 

Publication of the budget is in 
response to a letter from outgoing 
All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton, 
which requested detailed 
information concerning 
expenditure of university funds. 

“It would be unrealistic to give 
the current budget, because that is 
in the process of modification 
from time to time,” Abegg said. 
“In order to get a feel for what 
had been expended as opposed to 
what has been budgeted,” he 
added, “it would be better to 
publish a report of the year that 
has been completed.” 

“I think that the publication of 
this budget is a big step forward,” 
outgoing All-school President Phil 
Pritzker commented. “I hope 
students appreciate the effort and 
the hours of negotiation that went 
into it.” 

Abegg’s announcement was 
followed by closing remarks from 


the retiring all-school officers and 
graduating Senate members. 

Pritzker outlined the successes 
and failures of his administration 
and added that he felt “there were 
too many of the latter and too 
few of the former.” 

Inefficiency of the ad hoc 
Food Service Committee and 
Senate’s failure to implement 
feedback obtained by the Senate 
questionnaire distributed last 
semester were some of the 
shortcomings Pritzker cited. 

He also apologized for Senate’s 
failure to prevent the $200 tuition 
increase and for the length of the 
Field House concert moratorium. 

“The successes I have listed,” 
Pritzker added, “are student 
successes and not Senate’s, mine 
or the four people sitting up 
here.” 

Some of these accomplish¬ 
ments were the SABRC revision, 
ratification of Senate’s 
constitution, the questionnaire 
and publications by Senate’s 
Communications Committee. Also 
mentioned were a better 
student-board of trustees 
relationship. Homecoming and the 
National Leadership Conclave 
sponsored by Bradley. 

Outgoing all-school secretary 
and three-year Senate member 
Steve Wittenborn emphasized 
Senate’s need to change direction 
from that of the past three years 
and a need for new ideas. He 


recommended justification of the 
expenditure of Senate funds and 
commented on Senate’s failure to 
go to the students. 

During the meeting. Student 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Deb 
Luzetti installed the new 
all-school officers. Newly elected 
All-school President Kevin Tilton 
outlined some of his objectives for 
the year. 

Tilton stressed more emphasis 
on committees, saying, “The real 
work of Senate goes on in the 
committees. These are the most 
important part of the Student 
Senate.” 


Tilton announced his intention 
to dissolve two of the four 
standing committees, 
Communications and Campus 
Affairs and Activities. He added 
that Rules Committee will 
definitely remain and that the 
continuance of Academic Affairs 
Committee is uncertain. 

“The committees will not be 
standing but will be ad hoc,” he 
said. “They will be created for a 
specific purpose or goal and will 
then cease to exist.” 

Tilton said his primary goal is 
the establishment of an 
on-campus recreation facility.

Students today 'respond to trust, persuasion'

Student attitudes, objectives 
and activities have changed 
remarkably at Bradley since 1970, 
according to Dean of Men Edward 
King. 

King spoke Tuesday at March’s 
edition of Bradley’s monthly press 
conference. 

‘The change has not been with 
the students but with the 
administration - they have 
thrown out about 90 per cent of 
the arbitrary regulations that the 
students felt were repressive,” 
King said. Changes that have been 
made include the rules concerning

curfews, visitation hours and 
alcohol consumption. 

“In essence what we have said 
to the students is: we will trust 
you to live your lives as you see 



The powers and obligations 
previously assumed by the 
university in a role of substitute 
parent are no longer accepted by 
the courts, so the atmosphere has 
changed from one of law 
enforcement to ^ one of helping. 
King said. 

“The only concern we have for 
students now is a human one - it 
is our obligation to him as a 
person to assist him in any way 
we can. Besides, we weren’t very 
good parents to begin with.” 

Parents’ reactions to lessening 
administrative control of student 
behavior range from complete 
agreement to resentment toward 
“permissive attitudes.” ‘There are 


still some things you can’t do,” 
King said. 

“If a student is disruptive, we’ll 
stop him.” 

King, who has been at Bradley 
since 1957, noted the changes in 
atmosphere and student- 
administration relationships. 
‘There used to be an anxiety, a 
frustration, because rules 
stemming from our own distrust 
of human nature forced students 
to play games with us,” King said. 

He explained that he no 
longer plays the role of 
policeman, but is more interested 
in the human counseling 
relationships. 


“It used to be a totally 
different environment. Some 
students have no idea of the 
changes. They take it for granted 
that the things they’re used to 
have always existed.” 

There has also been a change in 
the type of students who attends 
Bradley today, as compared to 
those of the sixties. King said. 
“The students today are more 
serious - they are here because 
they want to be, not to avoid the 
draft.” 

The enrollment of women has 
gone up steadily, as has the 
number of minority students, he 
added.

"fit, not as we think you should.” 
The majority of the students have 
handled this freedom in a mature 
fashion.

students and teachers, journalism 
teachers and history teachers. 

Dr. Donald Albanito, dean of 
the college of continuing 
education, said he was 
disappointed that only one 
evening course, a graduate level 
engineering course, was scheduled 
by departments. 

“I’ve been talking about this in 
deans’ council meetings and I’m 
fairly confident that come 
Summer 1976, we will offer more 
courses at night,” he said. 

He said night graduate courses 
in business administration are 
particularly needed because those 
classes attract persons who work 
during the day. 

Albanito said he would also 
like to see credit courses 
scheduled in more “variable time 
frames” outside the two 
structured five-week session 
format. 

A graduate organizational 
management course for credit 
taught on two weekends earlier 
this semester attracted 30 persons, 
according to Albanito.

Negligence cited 
in worker’s death 

A metal strap breaking, 
allowing a scaffolding to fall, 
caused the Feb. 28 death of a 
Haussler Hall construction 
worker, a coroner’s jury ruled 
Friday afternoon. 

The jury was told by a state 
safety inspector that there 
appeared to be negligence on the 
part of the deceased worker, 
Francis L. “Butch” Gossage, a 
co-worker and their employer, 
Longbons Roofing and Sheet 
Metal Co. of Decatur. 

The jury recommended that, 
after an investigation of the 
incident, the proper authorities 
take whatever action they deem 
necessary as a matter of safety. 
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Violations of zoning lows cause 
non-renewal of fraternity lease 


The lease on the Alpha Phi 
Alpha fraternity house will not be 
renewed because of violations of 
the city zoning ordinances, 
according to Zoning Enforcement 
Officer Chloe Brunnemeyer. 

The violations deal with a lack 
of off-street parking and having 
the fraternity in the wrong zoning 
district, she said. 

The area for the house is zoned 
R-3 or high density residential. A 
fraternity needs university district 
zoning. 

Zoning ordinances also state 
that there must be one off-street 


parking space for every two beds 
and one space for each four active 
members not residing in the 
house. 

The site of the fraternity has a 
two-car garage and students have 
been parking on the lawns and on 
the street, according to 
Brunnemeyer. 

Chances of a variance being 
granted or the zoning being 
changed are very slight, according 
to Brunnemeyer because the area 
is so busy. 

According to Brunnemeyer, 
residents in the house may live 


there until September, when the 
lease on the property expires. 

The problem with having the 
house there, she said is that any 
residence which has boarders must 
still have the required off-street 
parking. 

According to Alpha Phi Alpha 
member Roimie Knowles there 
are seven boarders in the house 
and four of them have cars. Most 
of the people who park on the 
street are people from the Peoria 
School of Medicine, he said. 

Knowles added that they had 
never received any 
communications from the city 
about the ordinance. 

According to Brunnemeyer, 
the owner of the property was 
notified and the agreement to let 
Alpha Phi Alpha remain was 
between the city and owner. 


WW my purchase church 
despite liquor license denial

Although the Peter W. Sommer 
VFW Post 814 lost its bid 
Tuesday night for a liquor license 
at 824 N. University, the post 
may still purchase the property, 
according to Post Commander 
Sam A. Feleccia. 

Bradley President Martin 
Abegg indicated two weeks ago 
that if the VFW decided not to 
locate on the present site of the 
University Baptist Church, across 
from Williams Hall, the university 
miglit reconsider its bid on the 
property. 

The university’s original bid 
was turned down by the church as 
being too low. 

“1 don’t know yet what we 
plan to do,” Feleccia said. “We 
may decide to go ahead and take 
the church without a liquor 
license. Our members can do 
without liquor.” ^ 

Feleccia said the decision on 
whether to purchase the church 
property would have to be made 
by the club members, who had 
not met to discuss the issue as of 
Wednesday night. 

During Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting, three Bradley area 
homeowners’ groups spoke in 
opposition to granting the liquor 
license. Councilman James 
Bateman, who represents the 
Bradley area, also read a letter 
from Abegg urging rejection of 
the license request. 

Abegg’s letter, dated March 5, 
said, in part, “I must express a 
serious concern for the potential 
problems that could result if the 
license is -approved for the 
location proposed.” 

Specific potential problems 
Abegg listed in the letter included 
additional traffic and parking 
burdens for the area and the

Renner and Warren Reynolds are 
defeated. Renner voted in favor of 
the rejection of the license at 
Tuesday’s metting, while 
Reynolds was absent. 

Tuesday’s vote was 5-2 to deny , 
approval of the license for that 
site. 

Post 814 was formerly housed 
at 1013 Main St. on property the 
city bought for the Peoria School 
of Medicine urban renewal 
project. 


Health Center 
reports measles 

Several cases of German 
measles have been reported to the 
Health Center recently. The six or 
seven confirmed cases is not 
unusual for this time of year, 
according to nurse Harriet 
Robards.

Releasing budget 
creates good will 

A detailed copy of the University’s actual "budget for 
1973-74 has been made public. It is^ probably the most 
detailed picture of Bradley finances ever released by the 
administration. 

A letter to President Abegg from All-School President 
Kevin Tilton, who was all-school treasurer at the time the 
letter was sent, requested a budget of approved expenditures 
for the current academic year. After Tilton and then 
All-school President Phil Pritzker met with administrators in 
an one and three-quarter hour meeting, an agreement was- 
reached. It was decided that a budget listing actual 
expenditures for the past year would be made available for 
public inspection at the reserve desk of the library. 

This budget is dated, but perhaps it was feared that 
misdirected criticism and protest would result if more current 
data became public. 

Before the budget was released, President Abegg invited 
Scout editors to consult administrators for clarification of 
questions when researching stories on the budget. Perhaps 
there was concern "that misleading editorials or incomplete 
stories would result from financial disclosures. 

Such fears of an uproar, we feel, will prove to be 
unfounded. 

The spirit of the gesture in releasing financial information, 
not the line item figures, is what will have impact. 

In this case it is the secrecy of suppressed information, not 
so much its content, that tends to create problems. In the 
long run, the gesture of releasing financial information will 
alleviate mistrust and suspicion. 

The Scout urges the administration to continue to take 
steps in the future to enlighten students and faculty by 
releasing more financial information. It will facilitate more 
meaningful understanding and communication among all 
segments of the university.

Muddy Waters, who became famous playing in clubs in 
Chicago’s South Side ghetto, will appear in concert tomorrow 
night with Luther Allison in the Field House. 


Folk music archivist Alan 
Lomax came to Clarksdale, Miss., 
in the early 1940’s to record a 
local blues musician for the 
Library of Congress. 

That gave the artist, McKinley 
Morganfield, who sometimes 
chopped cotton for a living, the 
idea of moving North where he 
might make it as a musician - and 
where factories had work and a 
job was not called off when it 
rained. 

The artist, who is known by his 
nickname Muddy Waters, endured 
hard times in Chicago’s South 
Side ghetto but eventually earned 
a reputation as one of the most 


respected blues musicians 
performing today. 

Muddy Waters will appear with 
blues singer Luther Allison in 
concert tomorrow at 8 p.m. 
Tickets for the Lecture Arts event 
are $4 in advance and $5 at the 
door. 

Muddy Waters wrote such 
blues classics as “Got My Mojo 
Workin’,” “Long Distance Call,” 
“Tiger in Your Tank,” and in 
1954 penned “Rollin’ Stone,” a 
number that later inspired Bob 
Dylan’s “Like a Rolling Stone.” It 
also gave an English rock group 
and an American rock magazine 
their names. 


College alcoholism rising as drug use falls

With a downturn in the use of 
drugs such as LSD, amphetamines 
and even marijuana, many young 
people across the nation have 
returned to another drug that was 
number one all along: alcohol. 

And what’s more, many of 
them are getting farther into the 
liquid drug than they ever did 
with other drugs. The result is a 
serious and growing problem of 
young alcoholics. 

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) 
released a report last summer 
showing that one out of every 20 
college students is a problem 
drinker. Of all the students 
surveyed, the 18 to 21-year-old 
age bracket had the highest 
percentage of problem drinkers, 
followed by the 21 to 24-year-old 
group. 

“There is an alarming switch 
(among students) from drugs to 
alcohol - the parents’ choice of 
drug,” according to Thomas 
Berquist of the National 
Clearinghouse for Alcoholic 
Information. “College students 
think they’re indestructible,” he 
added. 

The new popularity of alcohol 
can be traced to a number of 
factors. Primarily, young people 
have found that drugs like 
marijuana and LSD carry legal 
dangers, are disapproved of by 
most of their families and are 
often harder to get than alcohol. 
By switching to beer, wine or 
spirits one can find just as good a 
high that’s easy to get and carries 
fewer risks. 

There have been other reasons, 
too. Increasing pressures and a 
deterioration in the quality of life 
have driven many to seek 
something that relaxes them and 
makes them feel good. Alcohol as 
a drug has also come back into 
vogue because it has a different 
effect than some other drugs. As 
one California fraternity man put 
it, “booze gets you rowdier than 
pot.” 

Stemming the Tide 

Whatever the reasons, alcohol 
use has continued to grow. At a 
number of colleges, administrators 
have become aware of the need to 
help deal with the problem. 

At Indiana University, a 1973 
survey of students found that 
almost 90 per cent admitted to 


using alcohol as a recreational 
drug, and last fall administrators 
in charge of dormitories noticed 
“what seemed to be an 
overwhelming increase in alcohol 
use. It just seemed to be the mode 
of behavior to get yourself 
wrecked on booze.” 

Last month, the university 
launched a task force on alcohol 
education to develop an 
educational package about the 



drug for use on campus. One of 
the first in the country, the group 
has found that most alcohol 
educational material is aimed at 
older drinkers. 

In addition, lU boasts the first 
college campus chapter of 
Alcoholics Anonymous. Since its 
organization last fall, AA has set 
up weekly meetings and a 24-hour 
hotline. The group presently has 
only six to eight members who 
attend regularly, but the hotline 
has received many inquiries from 
people worried about the amount 
of alcohol they are consuming. 

Finally, the university has 
stopped requiring that its resident 
assistants report for disciplinary 
action any student drinking in the 
dormitories. 

Rather than turning in friends 
who were engaged in a very 
common activity, many RAs took 
no action at all. Now, disciplinary 
action takes a back seat to 
counseling and RAs are 
empowered to take certain 
personal actions if they feel 
someone is overusing alcohol. 

At UCLA, a program has been 
established called Student Health 


Advocates. The student advocates 
are trained to deal with minor 
health problems. They do 
counseling, dispense aspirin and 
cough medicine and encourage 
those with alcohol problems to 
seek help from the Student Health 
Service, which has been working 
with Dr. Karl Ullis, an expert in 
adolescent alcoholism. 

“Traditional behavior like the 
return to fraternity and sorority 
life is the mode for everyone 
across the country and alcohol use 
is obviously very traditional,” he 
noted. 

At San Jose City College in 
California, community worker 
Angela Walsh persuaded college 
officials to sponsor a seminar on 
alcoholism for half a credit. She 
pointed out that a big problem for 
alcoholics is social attitudes. 
Often those around the alcoholic 
ignore the problem or pretend 
that he is not responsible for his 
own actions. At colleges, there 
may actually be social pressure 
encouraging alcohol abuse. 

At most schools there are 
simply no facilities to help a 
young alcoholic. Rules against 
alcohol use on campus make 
school employees unapproachable 
for fear of disciplinary action and 
infirmaries and health centers are 
often ill-equipped to handle more 
than the simplest health problem. 
Administrators have barely begun 
to wake up to the problem. 

Evolution of a Drunk 

According to treatment 
experts, there are two stages in 
the development of alcoholism. 
The first is psychological: a 
preoccupation with liquor, a 
personality change, gulping or 
doubling drinks and an increase in 
tolerance. The second, physical 
stage, occurs when the disease has 
progressed over a period of time. 
Symptoms can include blackouts, 
ulcers and liver or kidney damage. 


For those who suspect they 
may be slipping into an alcohol 
problem, the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism 
has a ten question test: 

1) Do you think and talk about 
drinkjng often? 

2) Do you drink more than 
you used to? 

3) Do you sometimes gulp 
drinks? 

4) Do you often take a drink 
to help you relax? 

5) Do you drink when you are 
alone? 

6) Do you sometimes forget 
what happened while you were 
drinking? 

7) Do you keep a bottle hidden 
somewhere for quick 
pick-me-ups? 

8) Do you need a drink to have 
fun? 

9) Do you ever start drinking 
without really thinking about it? 

10) Do you drink in the 
morning to relieve a hangover? 

A “yes” answer to four or 
more questions “may indicate you 
have a drinking problem,” the 
Institute has advised. 

For those with a drinking 
problem. Alcoholics Anonymous 
is still considered the best road to 
travel in many parts of the 
country, particularly in non-urban 
areas. AA can be contacted 
without obligation for 
information on symptoms and 
treatment of alcoholism. 



But the blues, at least in his 
early days, did not earn Muddy 
Waters a good living. At a time he 
was working on an assembly line 
in a factory, white rock groups 
were making a fortune recording 
his songs. 

He holds no grudge. 

“There’s enough blues to go 
around,” he said in a People 
magazine article this month. 

“Why even with the Cream or 
Eric Clapton I hear sounds I heard 
as a little bitty boy that I don’t 
own or have any rights to. The 
kids have been influenced by me, 
and that makes an old man feel 
good.” 

Muddy Waters, 59, got his 
nickname from his grandmother 
because he used to sneak out 
often to play in mud. 

He got his start, at age 13, 
playing the harmonica and singing 
for the Saturday night fish fries in 
Clarksdale. 

“I was making about 50 cents a 
night, a fish sandwich and a half a 
pint of moonshine, and I was 
getting on,” he explained. 

At 17, he took up the guitar. 

Muddy Waters, like a lot of 
blues artists, was fond of whiskey 
until, during an engagement in 
Detroit nine years ago, he 
developed a nosebleed that would 
not stop for a week. A doctor 
attributed it to high blood 
pressure and advised him to cut 
down at once. 

As a result. Muddy Waters 
switched to champagne and now 
drinks a few bottles of $ 11.95 
Piper-Heidsieck a day - that is, 
unless he’s sipping on some 
cognac. 


SABRC funds 
to stay level 


The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
budget for the 1975-76 school 
year will remain constant, Joseph 
Mele, vice president for business 
affairs, said. 

SABRC wiU allocate $51,000, 
$4,000 less than this year’s total 
allocation. Because intramurals, 
funded $4,000 this year, will be 
dropped from the SABRC budget, 
next year’s allocation represents 
no change, Mele said.

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Follow-up on two-year-old project 


Study checks results of h.s. level counseling

A follow-up on a study made 
two years ago on high school 
students who were suspended is 
now being conducted by the 
College of Education, in 
cooperation with the Urban 
Affairs Institute. 

“We conducted the original

study to help alleviate problems 
associated with students being 
suspended from high school,” said 
Dr. Charles Lewis, Chairman of 
Guidance and Personnel Services. 

“They’re out on the streets and 
hot learning anything,” Lewis 
continued. “In addition, chances 
are big that they’re moving in a 
circle of friends that is not 
desirable.” 

Jhe project, done in 
cooperation with Manual and 
Peoria Central High Schools, was 
conducted from July 1, 1972 to 
June 30, 1973. Participating in 
the program were 103 high school 
students, mostly freshmen and 
sophomores. 

“Whenever a student was 
suspended, which was usually for 
three days, we had a graduate 


student meet that student,” Lewis 
said. “He was invited to 
participate in the program and 
come to Bradley each day for the 
term of his suspension.” 

The high school students were 
provided with individual and 
group counseling. They were also 
tutored in subjects they needed 
special help in and were given the 
opportunity to visit university 
classes, labs, and studios. 

“We attempted to help them 
see their situation more 
realistically,” Lewis explained. 
“When they went back to school 
we worked with teachers, parents 
and other school personnel to see 
if we could help them over the 
long haul.” 

Data from the study revealed 
that counseled students began to 


show a greater tendency to get 
their work done. The study also 
showed that, although grade point 
averages of all suspended students 
dropped, averages among 
counseled students dropped 
significantly less than those who 
had not been counseled. 

The study being conducted 
now is to collect information on 
the present status of the high 
school students who participated 


in the project. 

“It will measure the attitudes 
that the students now have 
toward school and the project, 
looking back on it,” Lewis said. 
“We’ll also look at the student’s 
performances academically and 
will check attendance and tardy 
patterns.” 

Lewis stated that final results 
should be available by the middle 
of this summer.

Campus thefts decline nationally

It was 2 a.m. when the woman 
walked down the hallway and 
stood in front of her dorm room. 
Odd - the door was ajar. She 
pushed it open and stared at the 
brightly lit room. Five minutes 
later she assessed her losses at over 
$1,000; her stereo, radio and 
purse had all been stolen. 

Theft is the number one crime 
on college campuses, according to 
a survey conducted last summer 
by the Insurance Information 
Institute, which studied crime 
statistics from 28 schools across 
the country. The results of the 
survey, however, 


were 
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inconclusive, since many crimes 
are not reported. But generally, 
the following trends were found: 

Thefts are on the downswing. 
According to the FBI there has 
been a sharp decline over the last 
year in the number of robberies, 
burglaries and auto thefts on 
college campuses. 

Smaller, more isolated colleges 
seem to have less serious crime 
problems: less theft, little violence 
and less vandalism. Urban 
colleges, with large student 
bodies, have the most difficulty. 
Apart from the exposure of the 
urban colleges to “outsiders,” no 
attempt was made by the survey 
to identify other factors leading 
to higher crime rates on these 
campuses. 

No matter what type of 
campus, the most vulnerable area 
- and the prime crime target -- is 
college dormitories, where little 
effort is made by most students to 
prevent larcenies. In fact, one 
school reports that 90 per cent of 
larcenies in the dormitories occur 
through open doors, and that 
forced entries are rare. 

“Students are their own worst 


enemies,” says campus policeman 
George A. Hill, Jr. of Harvard 
University. ‘They neglect security 
precautions, fail to question 
intruders in dorms, prop open 
entrances that should be kept 
locked, and have a frustrating 
trust in the honesty of others,” 
Hill said. 


Many students exhibit a 
reluctance to report crimes. “In 
one recent case,” observes the 
security director at an Iowa 
school, “some students observed a 
man carting stuff away from a 
dorm for two-and-a-half hours 
before we received a call.” 


The nature of thefts varies 
extensively. In some cases, there 
are active student criminals. Art 
Holtorf, director of safety for 
Washington State University at 
Pullman, ended a crime wave by 
apprehending one student who 
stole over $30,000 in tape decks, 
TVs and other items.

Campuses, as noted earlier, also 
act as magnets for “outsiders” 
who steal autos, bicycles and 
other easily resaleable items. 

. At certain times during the 
semester the crime rate is higher 
than usual. New students are 
particularly vulnerable to thefts 
before they become acclimated to 
their new environment. They may 
bring expensive stereo equipment, 
for example, that would have 
been better left at home, 
according to one campus security 
officer. The number of crimes also 
increases around holiday time, 
especially Christmas.

Administration and the Peoria 
Chamber of Commerce, according 
to Dr. Thomas A. Bausch, dean of 
the college. 

Fred Roberts of the Chamber 
of Commerce will arrange the 
interviews at the student’s 
request, Bausch said. The college 
is offering this service in order to 
bridge a “serious information 
gap” existing between students 
and their prospective careers, he 
explained. 

“It’s rather difficult for a 
student to walk into his first 
couple of job interviews without 
being scared to death,” Bausch 
said. He added that he hoped the 
service will help students “survive 
this type of experience.”

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Slow pace destroys suspense 
in Gothic film 'Stepford Wives'

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In 1956 a lively and 
imaginative science-fiction thriller 
called The Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers was released. Now, in 
1975, they’ve borrowed its plot, 
polished its production, added a 
half-hour to its running time and 
muddled it with feminist 
overtones. 

The Stepford Wives is every 
radical feminist’s worst idea about 
what male chauvanist pigs and 
men in general want out of 
women. It attempts to operate as 
a modern Gothic thriller about a 
suburban town where the wives all 
mysteriously “change” into 
perfect, bland housewives. It only 
occasionally succeeds and this is 
greatly due to the maddeningly 
slow pace at which the movie 
moves. 

The nature and the plot of this 
film demands it have a fast pace 
(like the ’56 original), but instead 
the build-ups in suspense take so 
long you know pretty much what 
the various cUmaxes will be. 

Bryan Forbes, an experienced 
hand at making fast-paced films, 
should have known better. This is 
not to say that all slow paced 
films are inferior. One of my 


favorites of 1974 and indeed for 
all time is Murder on the Orient 
Express, which is very slowly 
paced, but its nature and plot 
demand it. 

Katherine Ross does what she 
can with her role, although her 
expressions of terror look more 
like she’s asking, “why is it taking 
so long?” Peter Masterson does 
little by comparison with his role 
as Ross’s husband. 

Tina Louise, Nanette Newman 
and Paula Prentiss are switched 
for cyborg doubles (robots) and 
the first two babble on about the 
joys of Easy-On Oven Cleaner and 
padded bras while Prentiss short 
circuits after being stabbed by 
Ross (though this scene does start 
off eerily, it ends up as low 
comedy). Finally Patrick O’Neal 
gets to skulk around and cast 
lecherous leers as the local villian. 

Taken as a whole, this movie 
could have been a dandy little 
sci-fi thriller but as an overlong 
modem Gothic it leaves a lot to 
be desired. If you want a good 
story about cyborgs, tune in the 
Six Million Dollar Man. Steve 
Austin isn’t a whole lot better but 
he’s more fun.

McMahon holds the school 
Bcord in the shot, while Winfield 
as claim to the six-mile record.

Schoof, however, those two may 
not be alone in their quest to 
lower the record standards. 

“Andy Guasto (a freshman 
from West Babylon, N.Y.) has a 
chance at the record in the shot 
put,” he said. “He could also 
break the record in the discus.” 

As for the longer races, Schoof 
sees any one of a number of 
distance runners with a shot at 
school records in the three and 
six-mile runs. 

Heading that list of challengers 
are freshmen Mike Freeman and 
Jim Forster, both of whom had 
solid cross-country seasons last 
fall. 

Schoof also mentioned 
sophomore miler Frank Leonard 
as capable of a new record. 
Leonard ran just two-tenths of a 
second behind A1 Smith’s record 
setting pace at the Illini Classic 
last spring. 

Freshman Dave Brown and 
Steve Page, a transfer from Triton 
Junior College, have shown 
promise in the high hurdles. “And 
they’ll both be better at 120 yards 
outdoors than they are at 60 
yards indoors,” Schoof promised. 

Schoof looks to Elmer Harris 
for help in the 440-yard run and 
in the mile relay. “Elmer had a 


good indoor season,” he said of 
his freshman speedster from West 
Babylon, N.Y. And Bill 
Henderson (a junior from 
Chicago) could be pretty good, if 
he recovers from a sprained 
ankle.” 


But it is the field events where 
the Braves appear to be the 
strongest. In addition to Potter’s 
all-encompassing talents and the 
weight team of McMahon and 
Guasto, there is a crop of talent in 
the field. 


“Brown has already proved 
himself in the long jump and the 
triple jump,’’said Schoof. 

“Glen Giesel should do well in 
the pole vault. He may even have 
a shot at the school record.” 

However, high jumper Kevin 
Ferguson who cleared 6-8 last 
year as a freshman, is out with a 
foot injury and is a doubtful 
performer for the outdoor season, 
according to Schoof. 

“He’s on a special program 
now and it"all depends on how 
well he responds to treatment,” 
he said. 

As for the season, Schoof is 
not sure of what is in store for the 
team.

A recent letter appeared in the Scout 
regarding the quality of intramurals at 
Bradley.

Men s, women s physical education departments to combine over summer

Janice Michelsen 
A merger of the men’s and 
women’s physical education 
departments will become effective. 
July 1, 1975, according -to 

Mildred Caldwell, who will be 
chairperson of the new combined 
department. All activity courses, 
as well as professional physical 
education classes, will be open to 
both male and female students. 

“What we had in mind is the 
fact that there should be equal 
opportunity,’’ Caldwell said. She 
added she does not anticipate 
problems, since presently many 
modern dance and recreational 
activity classes such as volleyball, 
archery and square dancing are 
coed. 


“There was some apprehension 
of a woman signing up for a 
wrestling class, for example, but

such as ISU,” she said. 

“The basic reason for merging 
is that it’s ludicrous to have a P.E. 
major for men and another for 
women. That doesn’t happen in 
any of the other departments,” 
she said. 

Combining the departments 
will make the curriculum more 
consistent, Caldwell said. 

Another factor in the decision 
came as a result of preliminary 
discussions with the architects 
planning Haussler Hall and the 
priorities established for that 
building. 

“We won’t be on separate sides 
of the building, as we are in 
Hewitt, so there is need for only 
OTe department,” she explained. 



“We’ve revised the curriculum 
so students will have a broader 
opportunity to study,” Caldwell 
said. Physical education majors 
will have the opportunity to 
choose an area of concentration 
from teacher training, coaching, 
physical therapy and pre-graduate 
study. 

New courses will be listed in 
the fall academic handbook as 
SPE (special physical education) 
or PPE (professional physical 
education). A student who has 
already obtained credit for a 
men’s activity course (MAC) or a 
women’s activity course (WAC) 
will be ineligible to enroll in the 
corresponding SPE courses. 

“Some restrictions will be in 
effect for at least a couple of 
years until we don’t have any 
more confusion with MAC and 


WAC,” Caldwell said. 

Although the combined 
department begins operation at 
the start of the fiscal year, 
summer physical education 
programs will not be affected by 
the change. 

William Stone, who is currently 
the chairman of the men’s 
physical education department, 
will divide his time betweeii 
physical education and athletic 
direction. The men’s P.E. 
department has only one full time 
teacher, Joseph Russell, since the 
others have responsibilities in 
physical education and athletics, 
Caldwell said. 

Mr. Stone and I are working 
together on things that have to be 
done concerning the merger, and 
so far it’s been going quite 
smoothly,” Caldwell said.

A freshman student has 
reported she was the victim of a 
rape attempt early Saturday 
morning near the intersection of 
Bradley and University avenues. 

The 19-year-oId student said 
she was confronted by two men 
while walking home from a party 
about 2:30 a.m. Reportedly, one 
man propositioned her and when 
she refused his advances, the men 
held her and began to undress her. 

She said she swore at the men 
and tried to hit and kick them as 
they struggled. The men fled 
when she began to yell the name 
of her boyfriend. 

After reporting the incident to 
Bradley security, she was taken to 
a hospital for examination. 

The case has been turned over 
to Peoria police, according to 


Director of Security David Baer, 
because “from outward 
appearances, it involved someone 
from outside the Bradley 
community.” 

Peoria police detective Sgt. 
Don Swank said the student was 
unable to positively identify her 
attackers after looking through 
their files. He added they have no 


indication whether persons within 
the Bradley community are 
involved, particularly because 
there were several events around 
campus that night that might have 
attracted outsiders. 

Baer advised that to avoid 
similar situations, students should 
get someone to walk with them, 
instead of walking alone.

Folk-rock group America’s 
appearance in the Field House has 
been re-scheduled for May 7 at 8 
p.m. That date is the last day of 
regular classes of the current 
semester and is followed by an 
open study day before finals 
begin. 

Tickets for the concert will go 
on sale March 31 at 9 a.m., which 
is the Monday classes resume after 
spring break.

A public hearing for residents 
of the area has been tentatively 
set for April 10 at 3:30 p.m. 
in City Hall room 400. The 
hearing’s purpose would be to 
discuss the proposal before the 
commission makes a 
recommendation to City Council. 

City Traffic Engineer James 
Hauck said the commission will 
also be sending notices to 
residents on both streets to 
inform them of the hearing and to 
ask for suggestions. 


At present, parking is banned 
on Fredonia from Institute to 
University on the south side, but 
Hauck said he didn’t think it was 
the intention of the commission 
to ban parking on both sides of 
flie street. 

“Although that would be the 
ideal situation in terms of space, I 
don t think it’s necessary to 
eliminate parking on both sides,” 
Hauck explained. He added, 
however, that the commission 
might consider a ban on both 
sides if that suggestion was made 
at the public hearing. 


Tim Henderlong, executive 
secretary-elect of the Presidents’ 
Council for Fraternal Affairs 
(PCFA), said his group, composed 
of representatives of 15 
fraternities, discussed the proposal 
at a meeting Sunday evening. 

A representative of PCFA will 
be sent to the public hearing, 
according to Henderlong, but he 
added that PCFA will not make a 
final decision on its position until 
its April 6 meeting. 

‘But if they’re thinking about 
restricting parking on both sides ” 
Henderlong added, “at least my 


house (Tau Kappa Epsilon) will be 
against the proposal.” 

He added that most fraternities 
need the amount of parking they 
presently haye available to them 
and that most of the congestion 
on Fredonia seems to be on the 
section closest to Western, where 
parking is allowed on both sides 
of the street. 

During the March 13 traffic 
commission meeting, a proposal 
to make both Barker and 
Fredonia one way streets and to 
close the streets off at Western 
Avenue was temporarily rejected. 


Hauck said the traffic 
congestion in the area was 
brought to the attention of the 
commission by commission 
members who live in the area. 


Due to problems in generating 
enough advertising revenue, this 
edition of the Scout contains only 
e^ht, rather than the usual 12 pages.

Resistance, apathy obstacles 


cause food group to disband

An uncooperative 
administration and poor student 
implementation of procedures 
were reasons for disbanding the ad 
hoc food service committee of the 
student government last semester, 
according to former All-school 
President Phil Pritzker. 

The purpose of the committee 
was to evaluate the food service, 
provided by Canteen Corp., and 
to make any necessary 
recommendations. Opinions of 
students eating in the dorms were 
to have been sought concerning 
the food, cafeteria help and the 
preparation of the food. 

“I feel I wasn’t able to do what 
I wanted,” Pritzker said. “There 
was an uncooperative atmosphere 
by various administrative offices 
and a lack of student initiative 
and involvement. I disbanded the 
committee at first with the idea of 
using informal sources for

evaluation, but this didn’t 
succeed.” 

A survey was to have been 
taken of all those eating in the 
dorms. The committee’s chairman 
received a preference sheet from 
Canteen which was distributed to 
dorm residents. 

The preference sheet had 
students indicate likes or dislikes 
for a particular food but no 
survey was ever taken to discover 
students’ attitudes about cafeteria 
help, display of food or 
cleanliness of the cafeteria. 

According to Joseph Mele, vice 
president for business affairs, a 
detailed survey presently exists 
which includes questions on the 
training of managers, attitudes of 
people serving food, the quality 
and display of the food, the 
serving hours and the cleanliness 
of the cafeteria. 

When asked about the 
possibility of starting a new food 
service committee, Pritzker said 
he believes a committee is a few 
years off because the 
administration is tired of a long, 
drawn-out process. 

“As long as there are no 
students complaining about the 
food, I won’t start a new food 
service committee,” new 
All-school President Kevin Tilton 
said. “When enough students 
become unhappy with the 
performance of Canteen, it might 
be necessary to start a new

committee,” he added. 

“Bob (Byezynski, food service 
director) has done a good job 
working with Canteen. The 
administration and the students 
are both happy,” Tilton said. 

Both Mele and Richard Scott 
III, a presidential candidate during 
the recent all-school elections, 
think a food service committee 
should be started. 

“It is a good idea to have a 
food service committee,” Mele 
said. “There should be a new 
evaluating committee that will 
work directly with Canteen. 

“The committee should be 
comprised of all dorm students 
who meet periodically to evaluate 
Canteen. I don’t think the 
committee should be placed under 
the control of Student Senate,” 
he added. 

Scott also said a new 
committee should be started. 
“More student participation from 
those in the dorms who eat the 
meals every day is ffeeded,” he 
said. “The committee must be a 
very open committee and the 
director of the food service 
himself should be part of the 
committee,” he added. 


During the recent election 
debates, Scott said he received 
many complaints about the 
quality of the food and the 
inability to separate room and 
board costs in the housing 
contract.

Both Mele and Byezynski said 
that the quality of the food hasn’t 
changed since last year. The 
quality is the same in all the 
dorms, but the preparation may 
differ, they claim. 

Mele said he doesn’t believe 
room and board rates will ever be 
separated because of the financial 
situation. Since the dorms operate 
at a loss, income from room fees 
help to offset the board losses. 

Canteen will be retained as 
Bradley’s food service for the 
1975-76 school year. 

The decision was made solely 
by the administration since no 
serious disapproval of Canteen 
was voiced to the administration 
by students, according to Mele. 
The contract states either Bradley 
Canteen may give 60 days

“In the beginning of the year, 
prices really skyrocketed,” he 
continued. “It was either get 
cooperation from the students or 
take a drop in the quality or the 
quantity of food.”

Tilton to propose recreation facility study

Studies of on-campus 
recreational facilities and of the 
feasibility of expanding campus 
health services are among the 
programs All-School President

Other programs Tilton said he 
would outline are a student bill of 
rights and publication of a 
booklet listing Peoria services 
available to students. 

The recreational facilities study 
will include “a survey of present 
facilities to see if any could 
possibly be used more effectively 
and if dates for their use could be 
allocated more fairly,” Tilton 
said. 

If present facilities are found 
to be inadequate. Senate will “put 
together a proposal to construct a 
new facility,” he explained. 

Before such a proposal could 
be submitted to the 
administration, he added. Senate 
would have to examine 
thoroughly the cost of the 
project. 

“I would hope there can be 
some facility made available that 
can be used one night of the 
weekend for a coffeehouse type 
program and would be available 
on other nights on a rotating basis 
to other student groups,” Tilton 
said. 

Tilton added that the area used 
should not be subject to union 
rules which, for example, prohibit 
the playing of records in the 
Student Center Ballroom. Some 
student organizations cannot 
afford to hire bands for their 
social functions, he said. The 
target date for completion of the 
study is May 15, according to 
Tilton. 

The Senate rules committee 
will soon begin preparing a 
student, bill/ of. ri^ts, 'to be* ^ 


presented to the Board of 
Trustees April 24, “to insure that 
administration, faculty and staff 
members don’t infringe on the 
rights Bradley students enjoy as 
citizens of the United States,” 
Tilton explained. 

Tilton said he was referring 
particularly to First Amendment 
freedoms and the possibility that 
students’ rights may occasionally 
be violated by dormitory staff 
members. He said the rules 
committee would investigate the 
legality of staff members entering 
dorm rooms and confiscating 
students’ property. 

Another subject of 
investigation may be the 
guidelines for student candidates 
campaigning in the dormitories. 
Tilton said during the recent 
campaign “several limitations 
were placed on candidates in the 
way we could approach students” 
in University Hall. He added that 
he had written to the 
administrator who posed the 
obstacles and hopes to receive a 
policy clarification. 

The Peoria Service Access 
Booklet, listing social, health, 


legal and recreational services 
available to students, will be ready 
by the beginning of the fall 
semester, according to Tilton. 

Senate will ask the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee for $1,500 to fund the 
project, Tilton said. The booklet, 
compiled by an ad hoc committee 
of Senate, will be provided free to 
Bradley students, he said. 

During the fall semester. 
Senate will compile a 
“comprehensive study of 
alternatives that Bradley can 
utilize in raising revenue other 
than further tuition increases,” 
Tilton said. 

Although he took office March 
10, Tilton expects it to be a few 
weeks before students begin to 
take full advantage of his 9 to 5 
weekday hours in the Senate 
office. 

“Any time any student has a 
problem,” he said, “that’s why 
the office is open.” Tilton said he 
sees this as the main function of 
student government, explaining, 
“We can do things other students 
can’t by virtue of our position.”

administration are “amazingly 
accessible,” according to Tilton, 
but he finds it difficult to judge 
his exact relationship with them. 

An adversary relationship can 
sometimes be helpful in dealing 
with the administration, Tilton 
said, in order to accomplish 
student goals. 

“You don’t want things to be 
too cozy,” he said, “but you can’t 
be a complete thorn in their side.” 


students not to waste food. 
Byczynski said that the Coca Cola 
Corp. picks up close to 75 per 
cent of the cost. 

Similar food ecology programs 
are being used at Michigan State 
and Ohio State Universities. 
Michigan State started the 
programs when they wrote to 
Coca Cola and asked them to 
support the idea. _ 

Byczynski believes that the 
wasting of food is basically a 
problem of awareness. He said 
that students must realize that 
small amounts of food that are 
wasted build up quickly. 

“I think the students have been 
cooperative,” he added. “Dorm 
councils have helped some. 
University Hall held a meeting on 
each floor about it.” 

Byczynski hopes to formulate 
new ideas for the ecology program 
for the fall semester. He says that 
for the remainder of this semester, 
the food service will just stick 
with the posters. 

“We probably won’t be using 
any more table signs though,” he 
said. “College students seem to 
have a habit of writing certain 
comments on them.” 

He didn’t specify what those 
comments might be.

At Monday’s meeting, Tilton nominated Jim Adreoni tor 

the position after Rules and Judiciary Committee 

recommended Terry Locke. 

Certainly Tilton has the right to make a nomination and 
let Senate know his choice. But he spent almost 10 minutes 
stating the reasons for his choice, bringing up much of the 
material covered in the rules meeting. 

Tilton did not give reasons for Adreoni’s nomination at 
the committee meeting saying he would give them at the 
following Senate meeting. The committee meeting would 
have been the proper forum for debate on the candidates. 

The Scout feels that perhaps he should have followed his 
own advice and made his speech, including his reasons for the 
nomination, at the rules meeting. 

Monday’s Senate meeting was not the place tor the 
endorsement speech. The meeting of the rules committee was 
open and those senators interested in questioning prospective 

candidates should have attended. 

Any senator planning to follow the committee 
recommendation might have been instead easily swayed by 
the eloquent speech given by Tilton before the whole Senate 
Monday. 

Rules committee members, who presented their 
nomination before Tilton’s speech, were clearly unprepared 
for the length and depth of Tilton’s speech. 

Substantative information from the committee meeting 
should not be brought up in Senate. 

Tilton said at the March 10 Senate meeting, that 
candidates would not be at the March 17 meeting in order to 
prevent questions from senators who had not attended the 
rules meeting. He made it clear that lengthy consideration of 
chief justice candidates should be confined to the rules 

committee meeting. . au 

Any conflict should be settled in committee, and then, it 
unresolved, be taken to the Senate meeting where both sides 
would have equal time to present their views. 

One senator said about Tilton’s speech, “He had senators 
who had been there for two weeks thinking they knew more 
about rules committee and procedure than those of us who 
have been there for months.” 

We do not necessarily disagree with the final outcome ot 
the Senate vote, but we do feel that all debate on candidates 
should be confined to rules committee meetings. 

We hope the high-handed way the function of rules 
committee was circumvented will not be precedent for 
Tilton’s term as all-school president. If so, it will be a long 
year.

You concert buffs who did not 
catch Saturday night’s show in the 
airplane hanger missed a few good 
things; 

-Among the best in blues was 
on hand. Muddy Waters and 
Luther Allison are first class in the 
field of blues and only a handful 
of other artists could be compared 
to them. 

-Since blues is not really 
AM/Top Forty trash, Peoria’s 
spaced out teenie hoopers were 
conspiciously absent. No one 
missed them. 

-It was homecoming for a 
former employee of Caterpillar 
Tractor Co. in Peoria, who got 
star billing. (Can America boast 
that?) 

Four years ago, Luther Allison 
quit working at Caterpillar to 
make music his full time pursuit. 
He made a splash at the Ann 
Arbor Blues Festival Rolling 
Stone gave him many kind words) 
and he is now recognized as the 
best of the young blues artists. 

In concert, Luther switched 
from straight, mellow blues to 
what one might call “the jumpin’ 
stuff.” His performance really 
gave the 1,100 in the audience a 
feeling for the way blues 
influenced and is so much a part 
of rock ‘n’ roll. 

Borrowing from B. B. King’s 
“Chains and Things,” Luther sang 
his Caterpillar blues. 

Woke up this morning 

After another one of those crazy 
dreams 

Nothing is going right this morning 
The whole world is wrong it seems 
Oh, I guess it’s the chains that bind me 
I can’t shake them loose-these 
chains and things 

Gotta go to Caterpillar this morning 
Seems like everything is lost 
While in Peoria, Luther would 


play weekend engagements at 
clubs in Chicago, but said he had 
trouble getting Saturdays off from 
work. Leaving his secure, regular 
job at Cat created real “fear” in 
him because he had his famUy to 
support. 

But since he left the security of 
a job to play on the road, his 
music has been fulfilling for him. 

“I’ve got a lot of ghetto area I 
want to cover and a lot of college 
campuses I want to talk to, he 
said after the concert. “And if I 
can get the gas money together. 
I’m going to do it.” 

Backstage before the concert, 
Muddy Waters was drinking 
champagne (he had to give up 
whiskey on the advice of his 
doctor) and playing in a high 
stakes card game with his piano 
player. He sat in the smoke-filled 
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dressing room, looking rather 
burned out. 

It was appropriate preparation 
for his performance because the 
man from an old school in the 
Mississippi delta played his burned 
out blues in Peoria. 

His six-man band opened with 
fast paced music, but when 
Muddy Waters came out, he 
stayed with slow blues. 

Surrounded by two guitar 
players in his band. Muddy Waters 
only played on his guitar in 
occasional bursts. 

The crowd was responsive, in a 
quiet sort of way, tapping gently 
to the slow beat on the wooden 
stands under their feet. 

As Luther said when he began 
his performance, “You have a 
hole in your soul if you don’t like 
the blues.”

Student aides, recruiting bolster admissions 


The projected figure for next 
fall for new freshmen is 875 and 
385 transfers, according to Acting 
Dean of Admissions Charles 
Wharton.

Several factors must be 
considered in the recruiting 
efforts carried on by admissions, 
Wharton said. The tuition increase 
automatically cuts down on the 
number of students who will 
consider a private school, but 
Wharton said this can be 
overcome by stressing the 
financial aid opportunities. 

With the tuition increase, there 
has been a corresponding increase 
in the financial aids budget, 
according to Wharton. 

Students looking at colleges 
look at the reputation of the 
college, its academic programs, 
the size and location and the 
diversity of programs offered. 


Bradley offers over 80 
different programs, which is 
definitely an asset in recruiting, 
Wharton believes. 

But the best way to attract a 
student is by arranging a visit to 
the campus. This is done through 
the summer orientation program 
and through the Admission Aides 
program. 

Admissions Aides sponsor two 
weekends during the year when 
approximately 60 to 70 student 
visit campus. Students also visit 
on an individual basis throughout 
the year. 

“We’ll be reviewing the 
recruiting efforts this spring. 
Admissions Aides is one of our 


biggest assets, certainly a strength 
to the recruiting effort,” Wharton 
said. 

Even with falling enrollment, 
Bradley has not lowered its 
standards for admissions, he said. 

“The academic quality of 
freshmen has gone up. Test score 
averages and gradepoints along 
with class rank have risen, 
showing we have higher academic 
quality in the incoming classes,” 
he explained. 

It is up to the colleges to go to 
the students now instead of 
students going to the colleges, 
Wharton said, adding the personal 
element in recruiting will help 
keep enrollment up.

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Tilton’s nominee for chief justice confirmed 
over Senate rules committee recommendation 


Jim Andreoni, Bradley 
Supreme Court associate justice 
for two semesters was appointed 
chief justice at Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting. 

Andreoni’s appointment, 
recommended by All-School 
President Kevin Tilton, was

approved by a 20-5 roll call vote 
of Senate but was opposed by 
Senate Rules and Judiciary 
Review Committee. 

Rules supported Terry Locke 
after a committee meeting held 
last week. Tilton conducted one 
hour -interviews with the 
candidates at the meeting and 
announced his support of 
Andreoni. 

According to a statement read 
by rules chairman Howie Golub, 
the committee’s major criteria foi 


their recommendation were 
knowledge of the law and judicial 
processes and the ability to act as 
a mediator and to adapt the law 
to Bradley University. 

“We feel that Terry Locke met 
these two criteria necessary to 
successfully execute the position 
of chief justice of the Supreme 
Court,” Golub said. 

Tilton stated the two primary 
duties of chief justice are to 
preside over all sessions of the 
court and to represent the court 
to the administration.

“The

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The first white man to venture to the region we now 
call Peoria was the great Polish explorer Rolf Numbnutz 
in the fall of 1691. It was Numbnutz who gave Peoria its 
name as he camped one night on the shores of the mighty 
Illinois River. 

According to the lore and legend of the land, 
Numbnutz woke up one morning, was overcome by the 
stench of the river, and fell over backwards, unconscious 
into a huge pile of bear droppings. In honor of his 
triumphant discovery Numbnutz christened the region 
Peoria, a word which Is taken from the language of local 
Indians meaning ''brown spot on your shirttail." 

For nearly two hundred years other explorers 
successfully avoided the area, concentrating Instead on 
probing the exciting rugged terrain of the nearby 
farmland.

A clarification of the policy 
that restricts the serving of 
alcoholic beverages outdoors on 
campus will be sought from Board 
of Trustee memhers as a result of 
a request made by Performing 
\rts Committee (PAC). 

Joseph Mele, vice president for 
[business affairs, said he is going to 
lold all applications of school 
)rganizations for special liquor 
[censes from the city pending a 
Ruling from the trustees. 

A request by PAC for 
^rmission to apply to the city for 
1 special liquor license to serve 
>eer to students was denied by 
dele before it went to the city. 
^AC wanted to serve the beer at 
in outdoor amateur show on the 
[uad west of the Student Center, 
ccording to PAC Chairman Bill 
ioare. 

Mele said he denied PAC 
lermission to apply for the license 
lecause serving liquor outside was 
l violation of a regulation 
ipproved by the board in 
»Iovember. 

The regulation states, ‘The 
pnsumption and/or dispensing of 
ilcoholic beverages on special 
occasions will be permitted in 
pecified areas in the Student 
Center or ‘the residence halls if 
Ipproved by the vice president for 
lusiness affairs (subject to 
he acquisition of the appropriate 
icense and insurance).” The 
iculty club is also eligible to 
we liquor after gaining approval. 
At an alumni reunion in 
igust, beer was served at a social 
pnction on the patio of Geisert 
)rm, according to housing 
irector Ken Goldin, who 
oordinated the event. Goldin 


added that he plans to make 
another request for a special 
license to serve liquor outdoors at 
a similar reunion this summer. 

A private conference scheduled 
on campus this summer also hopes 
to receive a special license from 
the city ‘to hold a braut and beer 
social function on the Heitz dorm 
patio near Geisert dorm, 
according to Jack Kuntz, director 
of conferences. A special license 
application to the city is being 
contemplated for that conference, 
said Dr. James Erickson, assistant 
to the president. 

Beer being served outside at 
the alumni reunion was “probably 
in violation of that policy last 
August,” Mele said. 

He added that he interpreted 
the regulation passed by the 
Board of Trustees as prohibiting 
any kind of drinking outdoors on 
campus, but plans to phone 
appropriate trustees for a ruling. 


The special license needed to 
serve beer legally at such events is 
temporary. Applications are made 
to the mayor, who as city liquor 
commissioner, grants or refuses 
requests.

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Men seeks reaction to first draft of schooi goais proposai

A preliminary draft of the 
revised university goals 
formulated by the Advisory 
Committee on University Planning 
has been issued by Bradley 
president Martin G. Abegg. A final 
draft will be compiled after input 
from the first is received, he said. 

Copies of the statement are 
available for student inspection at 
the Reserve Desk of the library. 
Students who want a copy for 
personal use may contact the 
president’s office. 

Abegg has requested that 
written comments and suggestions 
for the proposal be submitted to 


his office by April 28 so they may 
be implemented into the second 
draft. 

The statement of goals is the 
first part of a revision of the 
university goals approved in 1968. 
The second part, to come out 
next year, will be composed of 
specific objectives as opposed to 
the more general goals. The 1968 
document contained both goals 
and objectives. 

“It is important for any 
institution to have established 
goals that the general 
constituency of the university 
agrees to and works toward,” he 
said. 


One of the significant changes 
he feels is in the preamble where 
it states that the purpose of 
Bradley shall be the pursuit of 
excellence in providing higher 
education. 

The 1968 version says that 
Bradley shall provide a learning 
environment to pursue higher 
education, but makes no mention 
of the pursuit of excellence. 

The revised goals deal with 
university components in general, 
such as faculty, students, 
administration and responsibility 
to the community. The document 
lists factors such as academic 
excellence, resources and

accessibility as prime goals for 
the university. 

The proposed goals are 
purposely geared to general 
concepts because by definition in 
the proposal they are “aspirations 
that are beyond present levels of 
achievement.” 

Abegg said that depending on 
reaction to the second draft of the 
goals document, the document 
will be ready to go to Student 
Senate and University Senate next 
fall and, if approved, go to the 
Board of Trustees for approval. 

The statement of objectives 
(second part of the revision) will 
be formulated by next year. It 
will go through the same process 
of review by university members 
as the goals document, according 
to Abegg. 

The second part on objectives, 
the Comprehensive Planning 
Document, will be “evaluated, 
up-dated and reported on each 
year,” Abegg said. It will contain 
the specific programs and policies 
which will be carried out by the 
university to achieve its goals. 

An annual report will be 
published by the president 
outlining the progress towards 
goals and new priorities, and 
programs for the future year.

Walkers, volunteers needed 
for Hike Against Dystrophy

Plans are being finalized for the 
second annual city-wide Pike Hike 
Against Muscular Dystrophy 
(MD), set for April 19. 

Registration will begin at the 
Field House between 7 and 9 a.m. 
for the event, sponsored by the Pi 
Kappa Alpha (Pike) fraternity. 
The 20-niile route has been 

charted in a circular path which 

will end at the Pike house. 

This year’s hike has been 

dedicated to the late Tom Ruble, 
son of Dr. John Ruble of the 
accounting department, who died 
from MD just this past February. 

‘The main idea,” said hike 

co-chairman Owen Keenan, “is for 
us to try to help people who need 
it and have some fun while doing 
it.” ® 

Last year’s project yielded a 
total of $22,820, an effort which 
gained a national award for 
community involvement for the 
Pike house. Keenan also attended 
the annual Jerry Lewis Labor Day 
telethon. 

Three separate competitive 
categories have been arranged: 

1) The individual who raised 
the most money will receive a $50 
gift certificate from Bergner’s. 

2) The organization that raises 
the most money (with a $750 
minimum) will be awarded a 
$ 1,000 scholarship to make use of 
any way the organization sees fit. 

3) The high school that raises 
the most money per student 
enrolled in the school, will win a 
free rock band for a dance the 
second weekend in May. 

In addition, a separate 
competition may be arranged for 
high school cross country teams 
which choose to run the 20 miles. 

The Pike Hike is handled with 
walkers being responsible for 
picking up a registration sheet 
from various spots on campus. 


Each walker then obtains sponsors 
who pledge a certain amount of 
money per mile walked. 

The morning of the hike, a 
copy of the sponsor sheet is left at 
the registration desk and the 
original copy is carried with the 
walker to be stamped at 
checkpoints every two miles along 
the way. 

Refreshments, first aid, corn 
starch to put inside shoes and 
plenty of encouragement will be 
provided along the way. 

All workers and organizers are 
volunteers. The co-chairmen are 
Pat Hartel and Owen Keenan, 
publicity chairman is Gary 
Mannering. Other volunteers 
include nurses and persons who 
will handle the checkpoint. 

Public service announcements 
are being handled by the media 
and a slide show presentation and 
information booth have been 
available at Northwoods Mall. 

Registration cards may be 
obtained at local places of 
business as well as the Student 
Center, Bookstore, ICC and area 
high schools. Route maps 
will be available soon. 

During last year’s hike a 
12-year-boy raised $628.30, and 
Bradley basketball players Tom 
Les and Mark Dohner dribbled 
basketballs the fuU length of the 
course. 

Those who complete the full 
route can look forward to free hot 
dogs, soda, and other 
refreshments. A band has also 
been scheduled to play at the Pike 
house afterward. 

Students who would like to 


have “Pike Hike-April 19,1975” 
silk-screened on a T-shirt free of 
charge, may drop shirts off at the 
Pike House, 706 N. Institute. The 
shirts are designed to give added 
publicity to the hike and might 
encourage people to sponsor 
walkers.

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Edttor's Notebook 


April is the home stretch for many seniors who are 
stumbling toward graduation. With post-graduate study out 
of the question for a number of seniors, there will be those 
who are confronted by the need to find gainful employment 
in a time of economic recession. 

Depressing, isn’t it? 

For that reason. I’d like to relate the story of an old high 
school chum of mine who began an odyssey last August 
about the same time the rest of us were facing the adventure 
of another school year. His story, I believe, will eventually be 
re-lived by many of this year’s Bradley’s graduates. 

He had to file for unemployment. 

“There’s nothing to be ashamed of,” John told me. “You 
just walk in there and they give you a fist fuU of forms to fill 
out.” 

Meetings with deputies, who review the job finding efforts 
of applicants, are held every week. And the benefit checks 
are not sent unless appointments are kept. 

The deputies examine forms asking when, where and to 
whom the unfortunate applied for a job and why he failed to 
get it. 

John said most of the deputies who worked at the office 
he went to were “super tense, hyper types” who constantly 
blinked and twitched nervously during interviews. 

When appearing for appointments, everyone got in line to 
receive a small form and then was referred to one of two 
other lines or deputies. At first, lines were short, but when 
the economy worsened during the winter, John recalled lines 
would wind around the office up to three times. 

On one occasion, John got to the office at 7:45 a.m., 
which didn t even open until 8:30 a.m. It was noon before he 
got to see a deputy. 

“When I got to the front of the line, it took 20 seconds 
to sign a form and I was gone.” 

Later, he discovered the office was busiest in the mornings 
and^so he started sleeping late on days he had appointments. 

People look upon going to the unemployment office and 
standing in line as a job in itself,” he observed. “It takes a lot 
out of you standing in line—it’s unreal. 

“It’s more boring than any work. Sometimes I would get 
weak and feel like fainting,” said John, who was a hearty 
laborer working construction until unemployment lines 
ruined his health. 

When asked if he would talk to others standing in line he 
replied, “Not if I could help it. 

these young women with their kids who never 
said anything and the old ladies standing around talking 
about how cute the kids are.” 

Others chatter endlessly “about things back at the plant ” 
John said. ’ 

On one occasion, a middle aged man started to smile at 
John, winking occasionally. 

Because of the increased volume caused by rising 
unemployment, the office started a policy of holding 
interviews every five weeks and John would only have to mail 
short forms to receive checks for the other four. 

“I can fill out one of those cards with my eyes closed,” he 
explained, saying he would simply answer all the questions 
‘no’. 

One of John s favorite unemployment stories recounts the 
time he tried to sneak into the employees’ parking lot. A 
deputy saw him and hollered franticaUy, telling John he was 
breaking the rules. 

“I remember going to high school with him. He was one of 
the biggest/w /2 in the whole school, ” John said, noting the 
deputy was driving a late model Lincoln Continental. 

There is no justice in the world, especially the 
unemployment office.

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I would like to briefly review some of 
the major events in the study of 
consciousness in the last few years in the 
areas of physiology, psychology and 
sociology. 

About 15 years ago, much optimism and 
enthusiasm developed regarding man’s 
inner potential and the possibility of its full 
unfoldment. This intuition led scientists to 
search for techniques for developing 
consciousness, and a great deal of 
experimentation began. 

One of the many techniques that 
were tried and brought into the laboratory, 
was Transcendental Meditation (TM) as 
taught by Maharishi Mahesh Yogi. 

In March of 1970 came the first major 
breakthrough in the scientific investigation 
of consciousness, with the publication of 
Dr. R. K. WaUace in Science magazine 
describing a fourth major state of 
OTnsciousness through TM-a state called 
“restful-alertness”-characterized by a 
dramatic reduction of oxygen 
consumption, an increase in skin resistance 
indicating relaxation and EEG patterns 
characteristic of alertness. 

These original findings on TM were 
replicated at Harvard University and the 
University of Colorado in the U.S.; in 
Canada; in England and in Denmark. 

From the very beginning, the research 
began to pour in from all different fields. 

From the University of Sussex in England 
came the report of increased perceptual 
acuity in meditators; from France, a doctor 
reported increased coherence and 
orderliness of brain functioning in 
meditators; from the U.S. it was found that 
reaction time was faster, blood pressure 
was normalized, and the physiological 
efficiency of the cardiovascular and 
respiratory systems was increased. 

From Canada, reduced insomnia and 
stabilization of organized memory were 
noted; from Germany was a report that the 
immune system was strengthened and that 
meditators exhibit increased liveliness, 
cordiality, tolerance, emotional stability 
and efficiency. 

TM is a simple, effortless technique 


which provides the body with a deep levdfl 
of rest so that stresses and strains in thij 
nervous system can be released, enablinj] 
the nervous sytem to function in a norinal 
manner. 

TM is not a philosophy or a religion, nor 
does it require a change in life style on 
belief that the practice will work. TM 
involves no concentration or contemplatioj.| 
and is therefore irrespective of one’s ability' 
or past experience. 

There have now been more than 300 
studies done in 20 countries on TM. One 
study that stands out among these way 
done at Berkeley: it gives the first hint of 
development of higher states of 
consciousness. 

This finding was of increased field 
independence-an increase in the stabilityl 
of one s internal frame of reference along 
with increased cognitive clarity. This is a 
measure that was previously believed to be 
unchangeable in human beings. 

There are now close to one million 
meditators in the world. There are over 200 
meditators in Peoria. Those practicing TM 
report this fourth state of restful alertnessl 
to be profoundly refreshing, both mentally] 
and physically. * 

Accumulated tension and fatigue whicli| 
hinder efficient functioning of the nervousf 
system are dissolved in a natural way: tha 
result is increased energy and developed] 
creative intelligence, more inner stabilityj 
and improved clarity of perception at alj 
levels of experience. 

TM can be easily learned and enjoyed by] 
everyone. It provides deep rest as a ba^ 
for dynamic activity, expands awareness 
and insures full development of thel 
individual in a natural way. 

There will be a special presentation on] 
the Transcendental Meditation program by] 
the Illinois Director of the Students] 
International Meditation Society on]

iBradley's preschool: more fun 
for the students or staff?

observed when the children sit in 
the carpeted area and play little 
finger games, look at books or 
engage in some musical activity. 
The center provides a record 
player, piano and toy musical 
intruments for the children. 

The session usually ends with a 
type of structured activity such as 
making collages, puppet shows, 
reading aloud or painting. 

“We have a balanced program 
designed to build feelings of 
confidence and self-esteem,” 
Etaugh commented. 

“The assistants are trained and 
constantly evaluating themselves 
and each other. They are well 
aware of the center’s positive 
approach policy and wouldn’t, for 
example, criticize a child in a 
“shame on you” manner, but 
would criticize only a specific 
behavior.” 

Parents are informed of what is 
happened at the center through a 
periodic newsletter. They are also 
encouraged to attend at least one 
conference session when they can 
discuss the individual child’s 
T>rogress. 

“We discourage parents from 
sitting in during class time except 
for the first and last days of the 
session because it has proven to be 
disruptive in the past,” Etaugh 


said. 

“But one of the things we 
would like to have in the future is 
a one way viewing mirror so 
parents could observe without the 
child’s knowledge.” She added, 
“Of course that would be 
impossible at our present 
location.” 

None of the present assistants 
will be returning to the center 
next fall, so Etaugh is now 
accepting applications to fill those 
positions. 

In addition to the regular 
T uesday/Thursday morning 
session, a Monday/Wednesday/ 
Friday session will be 
incorporated. 

Some background in 
psychology or at least a course in 
child development is preferred. 
The only other requirement is 
that applicants be available and 
consistently willing to devote the 
necessary time. 

Applications and further 
information may be obtained 
from Etaugh at second floor 
Comstock Hall. The deadline for 
application is April 16. 

Who knows-new assistants 
might get to meet an adorable 
blonde guy, too. But they 
shouldn’t be put off if his mother 
comes to pick him up every day. 


Meanwhile, psychology major 
Steve Glasser helped round up 
recruits for finger painting detail. 
Each child was given a sheet of 
paper specially treated to stick to 
wet surfaces, with his or her name 
on it. 

Before Brinkmann allocated 
the smeary goop, the children 
were fitted with painter’s smocks 
to protect their clothing. Still 
some stray red stuff found its way 
to shirt sleeves and even the back 
of one boy’s neck. 

A little red on the neck is 
dangerous in a big cify so he got 
ushered, reluctantly, to assistant 
Sue Preston who manned the 
water bucket for quick clean-ups. 
After wiping off wet hands and 
arms, the toddlers did their part 
by hurrying the dirty paper towels 
to their rightful home in the 
corner trash can. 

Supplies, equipment and 
Brinkmann’s salary are taken care 
of through the weekly $5 fee 
Peoria parents pay for the 
program. 

The room is equipped wth a 
small refrigerator, an aquarium of 
fish, two rabbits, toys, books and 
countless other odds and ends. 

Student assistants seem to 
really earn their three credit hours 
per semester. For example, a girl 
with the sniffles charges over to 
the familiar tissue box and grabs 
one, but can’t get much further 
without help. 

A little guy wipes out on a 
wooden truck while an assistant 
picks up another frustrated 
pre-schooler so he can blow on 
the mobile and watch it turn. 

One of the eight student 
observers from education, nursing, 
home economics or speech and 
hearing classes, ducks to avoid a 
rubber ball. Another youngster 
comes around the room happily 
hiccuping while observing the 
observers. 

Boys play with dolls, dishes 
and purses and girls play with 
trucks, balls and helmets—nothing 
is discouraged or reprimanded as 
not being “normal.” 

“We try to use a positive 
approach,” Etaugh said, “by 
rewarding good behavior rather 
than punishing bad. In a case 
where a child is endangering his 
own or others’ safety, we would 
be more firm. 

“But we don’t employ any 
kind of physical punishment even 
though some parents have told us 
we can spank their child if we 
want.” ' 

She added, “Distraction works 
well at this age, too, so at the time 
we might simply remove the child 
from the playing area for a few 
minutes.” 

The schedule at the center 
begins with a 50-minute free play 
session, followed by a snack, 
usually of cookies or fruits and 
juice. Children are welcome to 
seconds if they ask with a 
“please,” but no one is forced to 
eat anything he doesn’t want. 

Etaugh mentioned the 
possibility of experimenting with 
some different things such as 
vegetables to help teach the 
children concepts of texture, 
color, weight and shape. 

“You can make anything a 
learning experience,” he said. 

After snacks, a quiet time is 


his own locker while head teacher 
Judy Brinkmann, taped a big 
“Chris” on his back. 

Faculty coordinator, Dr. Claire 
Etaugh, associate professor of 
psychology, commented, “We 
could do such little tasks for 
them, but they wouldn’t be 
learning anything.” 

Chris finally decided which of 
the three play areas he wanted to 
start with and zeroed in on the 
carpeted “quiet” area, where

15 other two and three-year-old 
toddlers were “psyched” for their 
bi-weekly visit to the Center for 
the Study of Early Childhood 
Development. 

Chris’ mother said good-bye 
and assured him of her return at 
11:30 a.m. when the day ends at 
the center. Chris seemed 
anxious—only because he couldn’t 
get to those toys fast enough. 

Before he could make it to the 
play kitchen, complete with stove, 
sink, dishes, pots and pans, he 
took off his coat and hung it in 


student assistants Pam Morris and 
graduate student Arlene Gerson, 
alternated reading aloud and 
teaching them basic concepts such 
as sharing and saying “please” and 
“thank you.” 

Etaugh explained, “We have 
separate areas with play 
equipment we rotate at each 
session so there are different types 
of activities available, like 
muscle/motor-play toys in one 
area, quiet activities like puzzles 
and books in another and 
domestic play in the third.”

The business management and 
administration (BMA) department 
would like to expand its Small 
Business Institute to include some 
non-business majors and provide 
more services to small business 
owners and managers in the Peoria 
area, according to Dr. K. Mark 
Weaver, assistant professor of' 
business management and 
administration. 

“We can do this if we get the 
right students, the right number 
of students and more community 
interest,” Weaver said. “We also 
need more firms.” 

Most students now working 
with the institute are BMA majors 
enrolled in a three-hour course in 
business policies, according to 
Weaver, but some marketing and 
accounting majors are also 
participating in the program. 

Student consultants act as 
“counselors and problem-solvers” 
for businessmen, researching, 
evaluating efficiency and 
analyzing current problems and 
possible solutions according to the 
firm’s specific needs, Weaver said. 


Students, or teams of students, 
are assigned to business firms on 
the basis of academic training, 
interests and any prior work 
experience, according to Weaver. 

Frequently-encouiitered 

problem areas in small businesses 
are accounting, marketing, 
advertising, inventory, personnel, 
site location and layout, financial 
planning and organizational 
structure. Weaver said. 

In the 1974-75 academic year, 
130 student consultants 
participated in the program, 
assisting 40 businesses within a 
40-rnile radius, according to 
Weaver. Eighty students are now 
working through the institute. 

“We’ve covered everything 
from glass to clothing to foundries 
to printing to body and fender,” 
Weaver said. “Every kind of small 
business has some problem.” A 
rough definition of a “small 
business” is “anything that grosses 
from $5 - $10 million a year,” 
according to Weaver. 

The institute is funded by the 
U.S. Small Business

Administration (SBA) through a 
contract with the BMA 
department to provide 
management assistance for small 
businesses. With these funds, the 
department takes care of the 
expenses of students working 
through the institute, including 
npn-business majors, according to 
Weaver. 

At the end of each term, 
student consultants submit 
reports to the institute and the 
SBA detailing their activities, 
expenses and recommendations 
made to the client firms. 

Non-business majors wishing to 
participate “will probably have to 
take it through professors in their 
major departments,” Weaver said. 
Junior and senior students may 
work with the institute as part of 
a project or course in their majors^ 
he explained. 

Additional services planned for 
the expanded program include a 
resource pool, a regional data 
bank and a follow-up and review 
program, in which consultants 
check on clients’ progress a year 
or two after recommendations 
have been made, according to 
Weaver. 

“Really, it’s just to keep them 
above water and show that they 
can be profitable,” Weaver said. 

Student consulting services are 
provided at no cost to clients, 
according to Weaver. “If any 
students on campus work for or 
have any affiliation with small 
businesses they think could use 
counseling, they should contact 
us,” Weaver said. “The institute 
signs up 20 new clients each 
semester.” 

The program originated in 
1969 as a Minority Assistance 
Program, designed to aid small 
businesses owned by members of •

According to Panhellenic 
Council (Pan-Hel) President 
Maggie lost, the Presidents’ 
Council for Fraternal Affairs 
(PCFA) and Pan-Hel are 
attempting to coordinate 
fraternity and sorority activities 
with an emphasis on the Greek 
system and not separate fraternity 
and sorority systems. 

Jost, elected to the Pan-Hel 
presidency by last semester’s 
Pan-Hel board and Dean Primm, 
Pan-Hel advisor, said that the 
biggest change in next year’s 
program will be “mostly 
combined fraternity and sorority 
activities.”

Inter-Greek Council which will 
combine efforts of the PCFA and 
Pan-Hel and coordinate activities 
between the two organizations, 
according to Jost. 

Pan-Hel’s activities for next 
year include expanded 
Community service projects. This

The Braves tried once again to 
open the home season yesterday 
at Meinen Field against Illinois 
Wesleyan, and take to the road 
once again for three games at 
Notre Dame today and tomorrow. 

Monday, the baseballers are 
home to Eastern Illinois for a 
doubleheader and travel to 
Northern Illinois Tuesday for a 
pair of games. 

Bradley also completed a 3-3 
spring break trip to the south 
during March. 

The doubleheader with St. 
Louis originally scheduled for 
Meinen Field was changed to St. 
Louis after a snowstorm early in 
the week made Meinen Field 
unplayable. 

Freshmen Guy Hoffman and 
Roger Phegley each allowed only 
one run Saturday as the Braves 
topped the Billikens 2-1 and 4-1. 

The win made Hoffman, a 5-9 
lefthander from Ottawa 
Marquette 3-0 on the season. 
Phegley moved to 2-0. 

Sunday Bradley stranded 13 
men on base and lost the first 
game 5-4. Daryl Klusendorf was 
the loser in relief of Mike Kubera.

Against Illinois State, Bradley 
fell behind 7-1 in the first game 
but battled back, only to fall 
short, 7-5.

SCB seeks trustee approval 
to sell beer, wine by drink

A request to allow Student 
Center Board (SCB) to charge 
students by the drink for 
alcoholic beverages at special 
events will be presented to the 
Board of Trustees at its quarterly 
meeting Thursday and Friday. 

Currently, students have 
unlimited drinking privileges after 
paying a fixed fee separate from 

Serving alcoholic beverages 
outdoors on campus remains a 
violation of university regulations, 
according to the policy of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Joseph Mele, vice president for 
business affairs, recently asked 
several trustees for clarification of 
the policy, following a request by 
a student organization to hold an 
event on the quad at which beer 
would be served. 

the admission charge for SCB 
events at which liquor is served. 

SCB is asking for the change 
because of financial losses at such 
events, according to Melissa 
Sauter, SCB president. Charging 
by the drink would be a fairer 
way to distribute the cost, she 
said, because students would pay 
only for the liquor they drink. 

Charging by the drink is also 
expected to reduce waste and 
spillage. Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
funds subsidized losses incurred at 
this year’s events. 

“It’s cost us a lot of money 
and so it’s made our budget really 
tight this year,” Sauter said. “If 
we can charge by the drink, the 
admission price will be nothing or 
very nominal.” 

Sauter added that both beer 
and wine would be available at the 
same event if the request is 
approved, instead of one or the 
other as under the current system. 

Charging by the drink would 
also allow SCB to offer more 
activities to students, according to 
Sauter. “We haven’t been as active 
this semester because of financial 
reasons,” she said.

such events was made last month 
by Joseph Mele, vice president for 
business affairs. Money from the 
fund formerly was Lecture Arts 
Committee’s (now Performing 
Arts Committee) reserve fund. 

“Since it went very well, I 
didn’t deny SCB requests for 
additional special events and I 
don’t intend to in the future 
(because of a fixed limit),” he 
explained. 

Mele also said there will be no 
fixed limit on the number of 
events at which alcoholic 
beverages may be served next 
year. Approval for such events 
must be given by Mele. 

During the fall semester, a limit 
of eight hquor events had been 
suggested, but that number was 
surpassed. 


At this time, SCB must sponsor 
or co-sponsor Student Center 
student liquor events and Mele 
said he will consult SCB about 
expanding the privilege to other 
student organizations. 

“If other student organizations 
were granted use of the Student 
Center’s liquor license,” Sauter 
said, “then we’d feel certain strict 
guidelines sshould be imposed. 
SCB would be glad to help draw 
up some guidelines based on its 
experiences of this past year.” 

Sauter said other student 
organizations would have to be 
responsible “because one 
organization can blow it for the 
rest” and could cause the Student 
Center liquor license to be 
revoked. 


Alternative offered 
for basketball pass

A tentative proposal to 
continue the $10,000 credit from 
student activity fees to the 
athletic department and institute 
a $5 basketball season pass for 
students will be presented by 
All-school President Kevin Tilton 
to the Board of Trustees at their 
meeting next week. 

Tilton said he will seek 
endorsements and input from 
fraternity, sorority, off-campus 
and dormitory student groups 
before taking his proposal to the 
Board of Trustees. 

Tilton’s plan would call for 
elimination of the current system 
of validating IDs before basketball 
games. Students without a season 
pass would pay $ 1.50 at the ticket 
window at game time. 

A student section would be 
marked off in the best bleacher 
seats under Tilton’s proposal. The 
plan calls for students to buy a 
season pass at fall registration or 
later in the year. The pass would 
be exchanged later for a book of 
tickets which are again exchanged 
at the game for a ticket with a 
seat number. 

This would allow students to 
go in groups or with different 
people each time and still sit 
together. 

“If possible. I’d like to see a 
student section where students 
with passes can sit without 
having to change them for a 
numbered ticket. But that 
depends on what problems there 
would be for security and the 
Field House staff,” Tilton said. 

He added he does not plan any 
action on the seating until the 
Board of Trustees decide between 


Tilton’s proposal and an earlier 
plan offered by Director of 
Athletics Charles Orsborn. 
Orsborn’s proposal would^ allow 
students to buy a $10 season 
ticket with a reserved seat. 
Students without season tickets 
would pay $2.50 for each game. 

Under the Orsborn proposal, 
the $10,000 credit to the 
basketball program would be 
eliminated. 

According to Tilton, if the 
Orsborn proposal is adopted, and 
if student attendance at the games 
remains at approximately 1000, 
the athletic department will break 
even, since student season tickets 
would then raise approximately 
$10,000. 

“If fewer students go, it might 
raise revenue, but only at the 
expense of student participation,” 
Tilton said. 

According to Tilton, having 
ticket money come out of the 
operating budget would not 
necessarily mean a tuition 
increase. The university would not 
raise tuition $2.50 (which is the 
amount paid for each student out 
of activity fees) but would absorb 
the cost rather than raise tuition a 
greater amount and lose students, 
he commented. 

One of the main advantages 
Tilton noted to his proposal is 
that by having tickets, students 
would not have to show IDs at 
the gate. 

With the season pass, Tilton 
said students would be paying for 
the program through their activity 
fees, but those who wanted to go 
to the games would be paying 
somewhat more.

Monologue performance probes guilt feelings offer

A large bearded man stepped 
before a Psychology 103 in 
Neumiller Chapel and announced 
he was a substitute professor for 
the regular teacher. 

The substitute began lecturing 
on his announced topic as the 150 
students took notes casually. 

But the notetaking ceased 
when he started to stray into an 
area that was removed from the 
discussion of theory. The lecture 


watched Smith portray Dr. Galley 
in early February without 
knowing in advance it was a play. 

“About one fourth of the class 
raised their hands. Generally, they 


became a discussion of the way 
one person can use guilt to 
control and eventually destroy 
another. 

It was a case history. In fact, it 
was his own story. 

The guest lecturer was Doug 
Smith, a local actor, whose lecture 
to the class was a performance of 
a one-act, one-man play Dr, 
Galley, The play centers around 
the eerie lecture a substitute 
teacher delivers to a graduate 
psychology class. 

“We asked after the class, ‘How 
many of you discovered this was 
not a visiting professor?’ ” said 
Dr. Roiteil G. Lowder, professor 
of psychology. Lowder’s class

Lowder had invited Smith to 
do the play for his class after 
seeing it in a local theater in 
Peoria last summer. 

“It has a very definite 
emotional impact,” Lowder 
explained. “It had an impact on 


me when I saw it and I knew it 
was a show.” 

The psychological drama 
includes some sharp social satire 
and treats guilt on both the way it 
is used and the way a person deals 
with his own guilt. 

“Guilt is probably the greatest 
controlling factor I know of in 


real life,” Smith said. “And it’s 
illustrated quite well in the play in 
what Dr. Galley reveals he did to 
his wife.” 


He added, “His handles on 
reality become more and more 
difficult to hold on to as the play 
goes on.”

An associate justice of the 
Student Supreme Court has 
refused to resign after being asked 
by the all-school president and has 
declined to accept a dismissal 
from the chairman of Senate’s 
Rules Committee. 

Donna Gorzynski, the justice, 
refused to resign after All-school 
President Kevin Tilton requested 
her resignation in a letter dated 
March 17. Tilton’s letter cited 
“excessive number of absences, 
arrangement of priorities” and her 
view of her role as an associate 
justice as reasons for the request. 

Gorzynski had missed seven of 
26 court sessions, with five 
absences unexcused, according to 
Tilton’s letter. Gorzynski, 
however, maintained she had only 
three or four unexcused absences 
among the seven misses. 

Senate’s constitution states 
“Any justice of the Student 
Supreme Court having a combined 
total of four unexcused absences 
or more than six excused absences 
from regularly scheduled Court 
meetings during one academic

year shall be immediately 
dismissed.” 

After Gorzynski refused to 
resign. Rules Committee 
Chairman Howie Golub sent a 
letter dated March 19 informing 
her that her “dismissal from the 
Student Supreme Court is 
effective immediately.” 

Court Chief Justice James 
Andreoni has refused to enforce 
the dismissal, saying that the 
matter is beyond his hands unless 
a case is brought before the court. 

Gorzynski explained her 
absences saying she considered as 
her first priority some mandatory 
sorority meetings that were 
scheduled at the same time as 
court sessions. She is a member of 
the executive board of Chi Omega 


sorority. 

She said she believes Tilton had 
no justification in asking her to 
resign, because “I’ve done an 
excellent job on court this year 
and most of the meetings I missed 
were on Sunday nights when 
traffic tickets were the only 
considerations.” 


Golub proposed a 
constitutional amendment in 
Senate Monday which would give 
the all-school president power to 
enforce dismissals. The proposal 
was to have been considered last 
night in Senate Executive Council. 


Tilton declined to comment 
whether he planned to take 
further action in Gorzynski’s case 
if the amendment passes.

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Bradley, dinner playhouse apprenticeships 
offer experience in theatre administration

An apprenticeship program 
between Bradley University and 
the Pekin Dinner Playhouse has 
been arranged, according to Dr. 
Ronald Koperski, chairman of the 
speech and theatre arts 
department. 

The program will give students 
the opportunity to gain practical 
experience in the areas of theatre 
administration and technical 
procedures. 

Work involving the theatre box 
office, publicity and public 
relations will be a part of the 
administrative apprenticeship 
program. Lighting, stage 
management and set construction 
and design will be learned in the 
technical aspect of the program. 

The Pekin Dinner Playhouse is 
scheduled to open Dec. 5 in 
downtown Pekin. The building is 
presently a movie theatre but will 
undergo remodeling costing over 
$750,000. 

Arrangements for the 
apprenticeship program have been 
made with Robert Clements, the 


general manager of the Playhouse. 
Clements has managed several 
dinner theatres in the Indianapolis 
area. 

The students who will 
participate in the apprenticeship 
program will receive college credit 
and a union hourly wage. The 
Pekin Dinner Playhouse is an 
Equity dinner theatre. 

Selection of one or two 
students to participate in the 
program will be done by both 
Bradley and the Playhouse. 
Bradley will recommend students 
and both sides will reach an 
agreement on the students 
selected, according to Koperski.

Flexible seating 

It always seemed like an easy thing to get into the 
basketball games; that it is it did before the system of 
validating IDs was started last semester. Then it was a matter 
of getting everybody together at the same time to validate. 

If the Board of Trustees approves either of the proposals 
on season tickets for students next week, there won’t be any 
validating system to complain about. But people will still 
complain. 

Under both of the proposals, students will be required to 
pay if they want to see the basketball games. 

The Scout supports the proposal offered by Kevin Tilton, 
inasmuch as it offers the best deal for students with lower 
prices and less rigid rules for season ticket holders. 

One of our main objections to Orsbom’s proposal is that 
students have a reserved seat and keep that seat for the entire 
season. 

In Tilton’s plan, students can go to the Field House the 
day of the game with any other students they want and are 
not necessarily limited to going with the same group of 
friends. 

If students must pay for season tickets, the system should 
be as informal as possible to allow for more of the 
enthusiasm which always has characterized Bradley 
basketball. 

Five dollars seems a minimal fee to insure entrance and 
good seating at all home games. For students who don’t want 
a season pass they can get into games at a reduced rate of 
$1.50 per game. 

The Scout pointed out what we felt were inadequacies in 
Orsborn’s proposal in a Feb. 7 editorial. The problems of 
reserved seats and high prices have been somewhat eased 
under the new proposal. 

Hopefully, Tilton’s goal of making a general student 
section where' numbered tickets are not necessary will be 
eventually approved. 

If season ticket holders received different colored passes, 
the problem of people without season tickets sitting in the 
reserve section could be reduced. Security staff members 
could tell by the color of the ticket whether or not that 
person belongs in the reserve section. 

No matter what the outcome of next week’s trustee 
meeting, it seems the students are the ones who will end up 
paying for basketball tickets. It’s only a question of five 
dollars now or a larger tuition hike later.

I’ve always been amazed at the many incoherent, 
sometimes illegible letters the Scout receives.

For two-sport star Phegley, there is no off-season

About this time last year, 
Roger Phegley was a 6-5, 
175-pound right handed pitcher 
for a mediocre East Peoria High 
School baseball team. 

He had just finished his high 
school basketball career, a 
three-year starter at guard (yes, a 
6-5 guard around whom his team’s 
offense was centered for two 
years). 

A lot of things have happened 
to Roger Phegley in a year. 

Around baseball state 
tournament time last year. East 
Peoria and Phegley caught fire, 
and a team that was 8-8 in the 
Mid-State Nine Conference during 
the regular season finished second 
in the state tournament, losing the 
championship game 3-2 in extra 
innings to Glenbrook North. 

Phegley won eight games in a 
row before losing in relief in that 
title game and closed the season 
with a 13-3 record, a winner of 
better than half of his team’s 
games. 

The weather had a lot to do 
with that, though. 

“We’d play and I’d pitch one 
day, and ^en it would rain for a 
couple of days and I’d be ready to 
pitch again,” Phegley said. 

Phegley finished his high 
school basketball career with 
better than 1,000 points scored, 
but he didn’t impress a lot of 


college scouts along the way. Only 
Culver-Stockton and Monmouth 
tried to sign him for basketball. 

As far as baseball, the 
Cincinnati Reds offered Phegley a 
$2,000 bonus to sign as a free 
agent and start out in a rookie

league in either Billings, Mont., or 
Seattle, Wash. 

As Phegley said, “I didn’t want 
to play baseball in the snow.” At 
the same time, Bradley 
approached him about staying at 
home and playing, and the idea 
appealed to him. 

“I got offers from Spoon River 
and Blackhawk for baseball,” he 
said. “But Bradley gave me the 
best offer. I got books and tuition 
and could live at home with a 
chance to play baseball and 
basketball.

state baseball tournament and it 
was announced afterwards.” 

The fact that Phegley even 
made the basketball team at 
Bradley as a freshman walk-on 
was a surprise to a lot of people, 
but not Phegley. 

“Everyday I’d go to practice 
and they’d be cutting guys. My 
locker wasn’t cleaned out and 
nobody told me not to keep 
coming, so I just worked my butt 
off everyday and made it. 

“I played all summer in Hewitt 
Hall with some of the new guys 
(Ed Crowder and Bobby 
Humbles) and Caruthers (Jim) and 
Les (Tom) and Dohner (Mark) 
and played as well as anybody.” 

And Phegley’s biggest thrill in 
the Bradley red and white? “Just 
making the team as a freshman 
walk-on was a big thrill, and then 
getting a chance to start later on 
... Those were big thrills.” 

Basketball coach Joe Stowell 
drew praise from Phegley, who 
has grown to 6-6 and weighs 


almost 200 pounds.

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Busy baseballers boost record 
to 11-9 with split at Northern

Bradley University’s baseball 
team split a doubleheader, won a 
single game and lost a three-game 
series last week to steady its 
record at 11-9 for the spring. 

The baseballers play a 
three-game series at Macomb 
against Western Illinois today and 
tomorrow. The Leathernecks 
whipped the Braves five times last 
year, including a pair of 
doubleheader sweeps. 

Bradley goes to Naperville 
Tuesday for a twin bill with North 
Central and returns home under 
the Meinen Field lights one week 
from today to play Indiana State. 
Game time is 6 p.m. All Bradley 
students are allowed free 
admission to home baseball games 
with an ED card. 

St. Francis College of Joliet is 
in Peoria for a doubleheader April 
26 beginning at 1 p.m. 

The Braves came up with three 
runs in the bottom of the ninth to 
defeat Illinois Wesleyan, 4-3, April 
9 at Meinen Field. 

The Titans had scored three 
runs in the top of the ninth off 
winner Mike Kubera (1-0), but 


Bradley retaliated with a pair of 
singles, two walks and a suicide 
squeeze play executed by second 
baseman Steve Preece. Pinch 
runner Dan McLaren scampered in 
from third on Preece’s perfect 
bunt. 

Preece and Gary Carter had 
two hits apiece for the Braves. 

Bradley, travelling to South 
Bend, Ind., was dealt a crushing 
blow as Notre Dame swept three 
straight games. 

The injury-plagued Braves were 
beaten 5-4 in the Friday contest 
and 8-3 and 20-2 in the Saturday 
doubleheader. 

Fre^shman Guy Hoffman, Mark 
Allard and Roger Phegley took 
the losses for the Braves, who got 
only 12 hits in the series. Notre 
Dame upped its record to 9-3 with 
the wins. 

The Irish remembered well the 
double-thrashing they had taken 
last year from the Braves, who 
beat Notre Dame 7-1 and 17-1 at 
Meinen Field. 

Notre Dame hit a home run per 
game and finished the series by 
collecting 21 hits in the final 
game. 


Hoffman, a question mark as a 
starter because of a spike wound 
on his pitching hand, lost his first 
decision of the season Saturday in 
the opener. 

Monday, sophomores Kuubera 
and Rich Russell kept the Eastern 
Illinois bats in check throughout 
as Bradley swept a doubleheader 
from the Panthers, 5-1 and 7-0. 

Russell gave up only two 
harmless singles as he recorded his 
second win of the season in his 
first career start at Bradley. It was 
the Braves’ first shutout of the 
year. 

Tuesday, the Braves split a 
double header with Northern 
Illinois, dropping the first contest 
13-12 and winning the second 
game 9-2.

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Admissions, Financial Aids 
to combine under new dean

The university is presently 
conducting a search to fill the new 
position of Dean of Admissions 
and Financial Aids, according to 
Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg. 

The decision to combine the 
offices of Admissions and 
Financial Aids was made after the 
former Dean of Admissions 
Orville Nothdurft was moved into 
the Development Office early this 
year, Abegg said. 

The final decision, tentatively 
scheduled for mid-May, will be 
made by Abegg, who has received 
input from the Admissions and 
Retention Committee of the 
university. 

“We will still have the separate 
offices, with directors for each 
program, but they would report 
to the dean who would in turn 
report to me. This is my 
understanding of how it would 
work, but it is possible that 
whoever fills the position would 
use a different system,” Abegg 
said. 


Presently, the director of 
financial aids reports to the 
vice president for business affairs 
while the dean of admissions 
reports to Abegg. 

Administrative experience in 
both areas, communications skill, 
compatibility, leadership and 
interest in the university are some 
of the qualifications specified for 
the job. 

Combining the two offices will 
result in closer coordination 
between them, he said. The 
advantages include earlier 
information for prospective 
students on financial aid, better 
communication between the 
offices and having staff members 
knowledgable in both areas, 
Abegg said. 

Six persons from outside the 
university have been or will be 
interviewed, and three people 
currently with the university and 
one former member of the 
university administration are also 
under consideration for the 
position. 

If a member of the university 


community is chosen, the 
appointment will be effectively 
immediately, according to Abegg, 
and would be effective by July or 
August if possible for someone 
from outside the university.

A motion to provide the 
all-school president with the 
power to enforce the dismissal of 
Student Supreme Court justices 
was passed unanimously in 
Monday’s Student Senate 
Meeting. 

Senate’s constitution states 
that, “Any justice of the Student 
Supreme Court having a combined 
total of four unexcused absences 
or more than six excused absences 
from regularly scheduled court 
meetings during one academic 
year shall be immediately 
dismissed.” The motion passed 
Monday adds the clause, “and the 
Student Body President shall have 
the power to enforce the 
dismissal.” 

Senator Howie Golub 
explained that “the addition is 
not meant as grounds for 
impeachment, but to clarify the 
existing section.” 

Golub, at last Thursday’s 
executive committee meeting, said 
that in his opinion the 
amendment would not be 


retroactive. 

On Tuesday, the day after the 
amendment was passed in Senate, 
All-school President Kevin Tilton 
sent a letter to Student Supreme 
Court Associate Justice Donna 
Gorzynski dismissing her from 
Court (see story below). 

In the letter, the reason given 
for the dismissal was the number 
of absences she had accumulated. 

Golub also explained that the 
all-school president is given this 


power because, according to the 
constitution, he appoints and 
removes student members of 
university committees. 

“In my eyes, the justice, once 
having acquired these absences, 
should see it as his duty to remove 
himself from the bench,” Golub 
said. 


In further Senate action, Giles 
Flannagan and Fred Roberts, 
members of the Peoria Area 


Chamber of Commerce, showed a 
slide presentation about the 
Chamber of Commerce’s role in 
community development and 
improvement. 

According to Flannagan, “The 
Peoria Chamber of Commerce is 
devoting its attention to the 
question of relevancy and how we 
are addressing ourselves to the 
problems of this community.” 

Flannagan asked for suggestions 
and ideas from senators as to 


Peoria’s needs. Development oi ^ 
the Main Street and downtown 
areas, public transportation and 
increased attention to Bradley 
students as consumers and 
valuable citizens were areas of 
concern discussed.

Tilton dismisses justice for absences 


ALL LIBRARY BOOKS 
ARE DUE 

MONDAY MAY 12 
OR GRADES MUST 


BE WITHHELD.

AU-school President Kevin 
Tilton has sent a letter to Donna 
Gorzynski, associate justice of the 
Student Supreme Court, 
dismissing her as a result of 
absences. 

The action came Monday after 
Senate passed a constitutional 
amendment giving the all-school 
president the power to dismiss 
justices after they have 
accumulated six excused or four 
unexcused absences. 

Chief Justice James Andreoni 
said he would comply with the 
dismissal letter. He would not 
elaborate of the decision. 

“It just wouldn’t be proper to 
comment on it at the present 
time,” Andreoni explained. “The 
action has been taken and it 
speaks for itself.” 

Gorzynski would not comment 
on any aspect of the situation. 

Absences accumulated when a 


previous constitution of Senate 
was in effect are being included in 
Gorzynski’s total, according to 
former Chief Justice Deb Luzietti, 

The dismissal could be 
considered an ex post facto 
application of constitutional law 
and be reversed if challenged in a 
court case, Luzietti said. 

Under the previous Senate 
constitution, justices were entitled 
up to 10 absences. The number 
was established by the Court after 
interpreting the old constitution, 
Luzietti said. 

The new constitution, ratified 
this spring, states justices should 
be dismissed after accumulating 
four unexcused or six excused 
absences. 

“Gorzynski can sue in court 
saying her dismissal was 
unconstitutional,” Tilton said, 
“but in my opinion that’s not a 
valid point. But it’s for the Court 
to decide.”

I would like to rebut some of 
the statements made in the Scout 
of April 18 in the article entitled, 
“Justice Resignation Requested.” 

I feel that the situation was 
misrepresented and that I was 
misquoted. 

First of all, it said that I had a 
total of seven absences, five of 
which were unexcused. In fact, I 
only had five absences, four of 
which were recorded as 
unexcused. These facts can be 
verified by the court record. 

Another misrepresentation is 
the fact that the old constitution 
differed from the new 
constitution with respect to the 
wording. A complete 
understanding of this difference is 
necessary before a fair 
interpretation can really be made. 

Indeed, Chief Justice James 
Andreoni has refused to enforce 
the dismissal. However, the 
decision was made by the entire 
court in a special meeting at 
which I was not present until the 
decision had been made. Also 
sitting in at this meeting was 
former Chief Justice Debra 
Luzietti. 

I was also misquoted as to my 
opinion of my performance on 
court this year, and my 
explanation of my arrangement of 
priorities was misrepresented 
through the omission of several 
key phrases which would have 
given a fair and complete 
interpretation of my position. 

I stated that I would attend a 
mandatory meeting of my 
sorority before a Court session 
only if a quorum could be met 
without my presence. 

Furthermore, any mention of 
my sorority affiliation was 
unnecessary. It projected a poor 
image not only of the sorority in 
question but also of the Greek 
system as a whole. This poor 
publicity was totally unwarranted 
in this situation. 

It is necessary that, in the 
future, all articles printed in the 
Scout be thoroughly researched so 
as not to injure any person or 
organization mentioned by 
misrepresentation in reporting.

You start out on one of these 
walks thinking it will be a great 
chance to meet people and talk to 
them about all sorts of marvelous 
revelations. You think you’ll have 
all the time in the world to sort 
out any confused thoughts you 
may have accumulated during the 
years. 

Then it becomes apparent that 
nothing matters except getting to 
the next checkpoint. Everyone 
you pass on the way is talking 
about it. The cars that patrol the 
route are all driving toward it. 
And when you finally get there, 
the people at the checkpoint are 
talking about getting to the next 
one. 

You can become a master at 
devising ways to amuse yourself 
over 20 miles of Peoria 
community. I tried counting the 
number of out-of-state license 
plates (an old standard) but there 
were none. I tried convincing 
myself I was really asleep at 
home, but I woke up when I felt 
something squishy underfoot. It 
was then I saw the Cocker Spaniel 
moseying along like he had every 
jright in the world to do what he 
had just done. That was one 
companion J’d have with me the 
rest of the trip ... stuck to my 
[shoe. 

I then tried counting the 
lumber of smashed Pabst cans 
[lying in gutters and grass, but I 
‘>st count early in the game. At 
[that point I pretended 1 was a 
)lane and tried gliding, but it 
lidn’t work out. People kept 
|riding by yelling things out their 
Icar windows and I couldn’t 
ncentrate. 

Your mind can play tricks on

I remember feeling nervous

Students in search of an activity course 
to fulfill their physical education 
requirement were no doubt surprised to 
find SPE 173 -- personal defense ~ offered 
next year. 

The course being offered is another step 
toward growing interest in self-defense, 
through karate, jujitsu and aikido. 

In 1971, Dennis Hill came to Bradley 
and formed the karate club, and interest 
has grown since. 

According to Hill, who earned his black 
belt in karate while in Japan in 1968 and 
then earned a black belt in jujitsu in 1973, 
“I saw that Bradley lacked the martial arts. 
I wanted to present them to the people at 
Bradley, to see what kind of response I 
would get.” 

At first, only three students showed 
interest in karate, but by the end of the 
first semester, 1971, 17 students were 
enrolled in the program. 


Currently, Hill has three groups among 
his students - club members, area women 
who take the course through the Bradley 
Continuing Education program and the 
Bradley Security Department. 

The purpose of the club, according to 
Hill, is to promote the karate spirit. The 
club was not designed as a money-maker, 
and the student who invests his $50 into 
the program gets a year’s worth of daily 


instruction. 

The objective of karate is not to 
destroy, but to learn respect for Ufe. “In 
karate, we have a deep respect for life,” 
Hill said. “Ironically, by learning to destroy 
one learns to preserve.” 

The Bradley Club is sanctioned by the 
Wado-Kai of All-Japan Karate Federation 
and the American Ju Jitsu Association in 
Tokyo. 

In the past two years, two club members 
have attained black belts and two more will 
have achieved them by the end of the 
current school year. 

Bruce Ulrich and Dave Thomas were 
awarded black belts last year, and Dick 
Kuhn and George Jertersonke will receive 
their black belts later in the month. 

The club will demonstrate variations of 
the martial arts at the Fine Arts Festival 
this weekend in the quad. 

Kuhn, who has been a club member for 
three years and is presently the club’s 
captain, described how he got involved in 
the program. 

“A friend of mine was into it,” Kuhn 
said, “so I thought I’d try it. At first I 
wanted to learn about self-defense, but 
after about a month it got to be more of a 
way of life. 

“I became fascinated with Zen and 
martial art literature. Most who join our 
club subsequently wish to become 
acquainted with Eastern thought.”

Last Saturday the Braves were 
at the Viking Olympics. Jim 
Potter scored 36% points to be 
named the meet’s outstanding 
athlete and led his teammates to 
a second-place finish behind host 
Augustana. 

Potter won the long jump and 
the 100-yard dash, was third in 
the high jump, fourth in the triple 
jump, fifth in the javelin and 
anchored the victorious 440-yard 
relay team. 

Freshman Dave Brown scored 
30% points by wiiming the triple 
jump and taking second in the 
long jump, third in the high 
hurdles, fourth in the 220 and 
tying with three others for fifth in 
the high jump. 

“Those two got almost half of 
our points,” praised Schoof. “But 
we just didn’t have enough depth 
to do well in a meet like that. 
Depth and injuries really hurt us.” 

Bradley returned home

SABRC allocates over $46,000 to 15 organizations 


Fifteen of the 17 student 
rganizations requesting funding 
om Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
eceived funds amounting to 
46,395, according to figures 
eleased Monday. 

The amount allocated leaves 
5ABRC with a reserve fund of 
!4,605. The committee originally 
rtarted with $51,000. 

According to SABRC 
Chairperson Claire Manning, the 
committee is expecting about 
seven appeals. The hearings for 
ippeals were scheduled to begin 
ast night. 

One of the criteria used in 
ieciding which group received 
funding was based on “whether or 
lot the activity was a campus 
service for all,” Manning said. 

“We haven’t funded anything 
that won’t be open to students on 
campus, but for example, we 
funded Greek Week, Black 
Culture Week and speakers, for 
\WS because they are open,” she 
said. 


This year the committee also 
refused to allocate money for 
refreshments for student activities 
where requested in budgets. In 
letters sent to organizations 
announcing that group’s 
allocation and SABRC reasoning, 
it was stated that a small fee 
should be charged for 
refreshments. 

SABRC hopes to be able to 
promote social issues through its 
distribution of funds, according to 
Manning. “Although it may be 
minority’s view, if the majority 
are able to attend, the group 
fulfills the requirement of 
appealing to a wide sector of the 
student body,” Manning said. 

Bowling and soccer were the 
two organizations which were not 
funded by SABRC. 

In a letter to the captain of the 
bowling team, it was stated that 
bowling would probably be 
eligible for funds from the 
basketball contingency fund and 
therefore, SABRC funds were not 
necessary. 


Lack of attendance at soccer 
games was the main reason 
soccer received no funds 
Because SABRC funds come from 
fees paid by all students, SABRC 
decided it could not justify 
funding. 

All other organizations 
requesting funding received at 
least a portion of their request, 
but no organization received their 
total request. 

Some of the biggest cuts were 
made in the Student Senate, 
Performing Arts and Student 
Supreme Court budget requests. 

Homecoming and coffeehouse 
funds were deleted from -the 
proposed budget submitted by 
Senate. In a two-page letter to 
All-school Treasurer Anne 
Edwards, SABRC pointed out 
that Homecoming, if 
well organized was a 
profit-earning event and needed 
no funding. 

The plans for a coffeehouse 
were termed “an unjustified and 
serious gambling with student

Trustees pass separate drinks for SCB; 
no action on season basketball tickets

week granted Student Center 
Board (SCB) permission to sell 
alcoholic beverages by the drink 
during special events. 

In other action, the board left 
any decision on implementation 
of a student season ticket plan for 
basketball games to the discretion 
of administrators. 


The sale of liquor by the drink 
goes into effect immediately, 
according to Joseph Mele, 
vice-president for business affairs. 
He said some private conferences 
to be held in the Student Center 
this summer have already asked 
permission to sell liquor by the 
drink.

informal discussion,” trustees 
decided distribution and 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages outside on campus is a 
violation of university regulations, 
clarifying an existing rule. 

SCB will not begin selling 
liquor by the drink until special 
events scheduled for next fall, 
according to SCB President 
Melissa Sauter. 

Sauter said admission to special 
events will be reduced to 25 or 50 
cents next year and no decision 
has been made on the price of 
beer and wine drinks. 

This year, SCB offered 
unlimited drinks after a fixed 
admission fee fpr drinking 
privileges. Permission to sell by 
the drink was sought by SCB 
because of financial losses 
incurred under the fixed cost 
arrangement, Sauter said. 

Because students will pay for 
what they drink, the new system 
will be a more equitable way to 
charge for liquor, according to 
Sauter. 

Changing the current student 
ticketing system for basketball 
games will be worked out by 
administrators and the all-school 
president, according to President 
Martin G. Abegg. 

“As far as the board is 
concerned, it left it to the 
administration to come up with a 
plan and implement it in the fall,” 
Abegg said. 


He added that he hoped to meet 
with Athletic Director Charles 
Orsborn and All-school President 
Kevin Tilton during the week to 
agree on a ticketing procedure. An 
announcement would be made as 
soon as a new plan is adopted, 
Abegg said. 

The season ticket proposal 
would off set the athletic 
department’s deficit and enable 
Bradley to sell tickets reserved for 
students, but not used, to the 
general public. 

Orsborn and Tilton had 
submitted proposals for 
instituting a student season ticket 
to the board. Students withID.’s 
currently are admitted free of 
charge. 

Orsborn said a compromise 
proposal to present to other 
administrators is being 
contemplated. 

A compromise would have to 
determine season ticket price and 
whether tickets would be 
transferrable. Both reserved and 
section seating have been 
suggested. 

Tilton offered a third proposal 
Tuesday that student tickets 
remain free but would have to be 
picked up a week before a game. 

The details remaining to be 
worked out include the amount, if 
any, to be charged, whether to 
have reserved seats or sections and 
whether or not the tickets could 
be purchased at registration. 


“We couldn’t get anyone to 
complain,“ said Bruce Meckler, a 
member of the group responsible 
for interviewing students and 
collecting information. 

Fear of landlord reaction, and 
economy and advantages of 
off-campus living were the reasons 
cited by students for their 
reluctance to officially complain. 
Sworn, confidential interview 
statements were to be used to 
obtain photographic evidence of 
the problem. 

“Students aren’t likely to 
confide without some indication 
that something will be done, but 
no one will do anything till 
students are willing to complain,” 
said HaU. 

“One of our purposes was to 
provide some solutions as to what 
we know about other places, so 
another group who wants to do 
this will already have some 
information and written material, 
and will not have to redo all the 
research,” he added. 

Other ideas being investigated 
include the possibility and 
feasibility of a tenant union, use 
of city-trained student housing 
inspectors, and a tenant handbook 
on housing regulations. 

“We’re not the only ones who 
have investigated it; if people are 
willing to put up with it then it’s 
not a problem,” according to Rick 
Travis, another class member.

Completion date for Haussler 
threatened by possible strike 


Due to an 11 week concrete 
strike, Haussler Hall’s projected 
date of completion is now 
estimated to be mid-July, 1975, 
according to William Wise, 
Director of Plant Operations. 

Contracts of all four trades 
(plumbers, steamfitters, plasterers, 
and carpenters) expired yesterday 
exposing the complex, to another 
potential setback. 

“We only need one (trade) to 
go out on strike,” Wise said. “If 
one goes out, everything stops.” 

The possibility exists that even 
without a settlement, the 
tradesmen would agree to 
continue working without a 
contract. Negotiations could 
continue through summer 


vacation or another strike could 
be called at any time. 

If a strike materializes, it could 
mean classes would be forced to 
meet in present facilities until the 
complex is completed. Wise said. 

“We’re facing a possible 
hardship with this thing for a 
couple of months (in the fall),” 
Wise said. “We’re prepared for the 
worst but hoping for the best.” 

Despite recurring strike threats, 
Wise reports that construction 
progress has gone well. Weather 
conditions created “less problems 
than anticipated,” although the 
roof didn’t get on, as hoped, for 
the winter.

A program leading to a 
ijbaccalaureate degree in the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences (LAS) and Master of 
Business Administration (MBA), 
has been approved by the Colleges 
of LAS and Business 
Administration. The new 
curriculum is to be called “The 
Liberal Arts and Sciences-Master 
;of Business Administration 
•Program (LAS/MBA). 

The main idea behind the 
program is to make it possible for 
non-business undergraduates to be 
sufficiently prepared in business 
courses so they may enter the 
graduate school in B usiness 
Administration after graduation 
from the college of LAS. 

Graduates so prepared can 
receive their MBA just one year 
!! after having received a 
baccalaureate degree in an LAS 
curriculum. 

The idea for the program was 
initiated by Dr. Thomas Bausch, 
dean of the College of Business 
Administration. 

“In most MBA programs over 
fifty per cent of the students have 
non-business backgrounds. Yet 
these programs require li4 to 2 
years beyond the baccalaureate, 
for the student spends one or two 
semesters acquiring what is 
essentially undergraduate 
backgrounds in mathematics, 
economics, and business,” Bausch 
pointed out. 

The total number of hours 
required for admission to the 


MBA program will be 30 of the 
124 needed for an LAS major. 

A student may wait as late as 
his junior year to declare in the 
LAS/MBA program, but those 
students who begin taking the 
prerequisites in their freshman 
and sophomore years will have an 
obvious advantage. 

Also required for admission to 
the MBA portion of the program, 
are satisfactory scores on the 
“Aptitude Test for Graduate 
Schools of Business” (ATGSB) 
and compliance with the 
grade-level requirements of the 
graduate school. 

Dr. Richard Bjorklund, dean of 
LAS has endorsed the program 
and commented that many majors 
in LAJS curriculum who now 
enroll in business courses as 
undirected electives, might now 
choose them “as a more 
purposeful way to prepare for 
advanced work and a career in 
business.” 

Dr. James Ballowe, dean of the 
graduate school said, “One thing I 
applaud about the program is that 
it shows consolidation within a 
college (Business Administration) 
on the graduate level ... This is 
also the first such program to 
draw on the resources of two 
colleges and to include graduate 
education.” 

Ballowe also expressed his 
opinion that “many undecided 
majors would be interested 
because while they still can obtain 
a good social educational 
background in LAS, they would

also have a masters in business to 
show a prospective employer.” 

Ballowe said that the program 
is a positive response to the 
university goal of supporting 
graduate programs which enhance 
its undergraduate programs. 

Those students in the 
LAS/MBA program will have, in 
effect, two advisers, one for the 
undergraduate LAS program and a 
special adviser for counseling on 
the MBA portion of the program. 

Dr. Peter Dusenbery, assistant 
professor of English and Professor 
Frank Wiebe of business are 
temporary advisers to students 
interested in the program. 

Dusenbery defined the 
adviser’s role as being “to make 
sure students rheet the 
prerequisites , for entry into the 
MBA program.” He also stated 
that probably only high caliber 
students would be able to 
complete the program in the 
alloted time due to the rigorous 
schedule of classes required.

I would like to comment on 
the method used for 
pre-registration. I realize that this 
was the first time Bradley had a 
pre-registration and that it is 
bound to get better, however, I 
think that whoever set it up could 
have thought of a better way of 
doing it.

Computer age dawns tor journalism department

Three technological 
breakthroughs have occurred in 
the history of the publishing 
industry. The first was the 
invention of movable type by 
Johann Gutenberg in 1454, the 
second was the invention of the 
Linotype machine by Ottmar 
Mergenthaler in 1886, and the 
third, currently in progress, is the 
replacement of manual 
typewriters with TV-like picture 
screens attached to noiseless 
keyboards. 

To keep up with the times. Dr. 
Paul B. Snider, professor of 
journalism, started acquainting his 
students with the Video Display 
Terminal (VDT) this semester. 

The VDT or Cathode Ray 
Tube (CRT) is the basic input, 
editing or correcting device used 
to communicate with a computer. 
The VDT is the mechanism that 
looks like a typewriter with a 
small TV screen sitting on top of 
it. They are located in Holmes 
Hall. 

! After he turns on the machine, 
the student types in his 
identification number, the 
I number of the course and the 
I category he wants. In addition to 
the Journalism category, a person 
I could pick from the following 
I categories: Games, General Math, 

! Statistics and Miscellaneous. 

The person who picks Games 
can choose from a variety of 
games, including hangman, 
tic-tac-toe (played against the 
computer) and three-dimensional 
tic-tac-toe. 

The student who has selected 
; journalism has to pick between 
two categories. Limited Editing in 
which editing is possible, and 
Class Assignments in which 
editing is impossible. 

The journalism student is then 
able to start writing his story. 
When he is finished, he punches 
the Enter button, which enters his 
story into the computer. The 
student hits another button on 
the keyboard and brings Snider’s 
version of the story to the screen. 
The. student is thus able to 
• compare his story with Snider’s 
model version. 

If a student makes a mistake 
while he’s typing or wishes to 
change his wording, he moves the 
cursor, a mobile block of light on 


part he wishes to change, and 
retypes the line. 

The fundamental idea behind 
such technology is to speed up the 
publishing process with less errors. 
Copy doesn’t have to pass through 
as many hands. 

Computers are able to store 
copy electronically, which 
eliminates composing room errors. 
The computer is able to 
distribute, change and justify 
(align) copy in a matter of 
seconds. 

Plans are being made to install 
computer terminals in Bradley 
Hall and other buildings. 

The students are acquainting 
themselves with the equipment 
used in the system, instead of the 
programs that make the 
equipment work. 

“The primary thrust right 
now,” Snider said, “is to learn the 
technology. We’re using different 
keys. The touch is different. To 
get the students used to this 
touch, we’ve ordered 12 electric 
typewriters. What we’re doing 
right now is entirely a pilot, and 
we’re finding out what’s right and 
what’s wrong.” 

Snider said he had been 
thinking about initiating such a 
program at Bradley since he 
attended a conference in Chicago 
in March of 1974. 

“That conference completely 
baffled my imagination,” Snider 
said. “1 wasn’t exactly sure how 1 
could use all this technology in 
the classroom until I realized I 
could teach a course by 
television.” 

Snider put in a proposal for a 
grant from the Exxon Corp., but 
the grant was turned down. “I 
then decided to do something 
here on a limited scale,” he said, 
“since we have all the facilities in 
the Computer Center. What we do 
next semester should be more 
sophisticated. Right now we’re in 
the process of purchasing a 
ready-made program for new 
writing purposes from the 
University of Wisconsin.” 

Snider said he believes 
Bradley’s use of the VDT is fairly 
unique. “As far as we know now, 
Bradley is the only 
journalism-teaching unit- in the 
state that is currently using VDTs 
and the computer in journalism 
writing classes.” 


seem to be the thing of the future, 
why aren’t more schools doing 
likewise? “I don’t know,” Snider 
said. “Perhaps the expense has 
something to do with it. The 
school also might not have the 
existing hardware. Of course, a 
third possibility is that instructors 
are not interested in teaching it.” 

Snider said that the computer 
could do a lot of things, even 
grade students’ stories with the 
sample story, but that it will never 
totally eliminate the role of the 
instructor. 

“The computer can tell if the 
facts of the story are in the proper 
perspective,” he said, “but not all 
writing is the same. And it 
shouldn’t be the same. 

“However, if the computer 
picks out the style and fact errors, 
then I can concentrate more on 
the style of writing. By no means 
does the computer diminish the 
need for a good sentence or a 
good paragraph,” he said. “But 
just as the typewriter helped 
people to write better, so can the 
VDT.”

, The new policy states that all

ferred to the Medical & Surgical 
inic located at 100 E. Randolph 


if the university’s Health Center 
isn’t open. 

“It makes it more systematic,” 
Fletcher said. “Under the old 
system, if the Health Center isn’t 
open and the employee goes 
where he chooses, the insurance 
company may or may not 
reimburse him.” 

Fletcher said that the Medical 
& Surgical Clinic is set up to 
receive such emergencies, and that 


many companies in the area send 
injured personnel there. 

Although the new policy was 
effective April 1, Fletcher said 
some details still have to be 
worked out. _ 

“The policy, which evolved 
over a period of about a year, has 
been improved by Vice President 
for Business Affairs Joseph Mele, 
but I’m still negotiating the details 
with the Medical & Surgical 
Unit,” Fletcher said. 

Fletcher reported that the 
details were “just minor ones, 
such as what forms to fill out.”

(CPS)-Scientists may have 
found a partial solution to the 
food crisis in their daily papers. 

A process that can turn old 
newprint into digestible protein is 
being studied by microbiologists. 

According to researcher 
Keither Steinkraus, the process 
involves a fermentation process 
using microbes that can digest 
cellulose and produce edible 
protein. 

Since newsprint is 99 per cent 
cellulose, Steinkraus believes that 
eventually such a process could 
produce three times as much 
edible protein as soybean farming 
on an acre-to-acre basis. 

Proteins recovered from the 
process can be used in the 
manufacture of meat substitutes, 
which over the next 25 years may 
become a substantial portion of 
our*diets, according to Steinkraus.

(CPS) — Tuition cost hikes of 
five to 10 per cent have been 
predicted by most college 
institutions for next year. 

The highest across-the-board 
increases for tuition, room and 
board will occur at private 
schools, where the total cost of a 
year at college will often exceed 
$ 6 , 000 . 

Tuition at Bradley will be 
increased by $200 to a total of 
$2,400 for the 1975-76 academic 
year. Room and board rates will 
be increased $40 to a total of 
$1,180 a year, as a result of a 
decision made in October by the 
Board of Trustees. 

The increase has caused the 
money gap between a private and 
public education to widen to two 
or three thousand dollars a year 
ahd produced some concern on 
the part of private college 
administrators who see students 
opting for a cheaper education, 
closer to home. 

Officials of the American 
Association of State Colleges and 
Universities have predicted there 
may be 200,000 vacancies next 
fall in their 317 member 
institutions. 

Many students have come to 
accept the increases as inevitable, 
but some dissent has been heard. 
At Ithaca College in New York, 


where a 4.9 per cent increase in 
tuition and a 9.5 per cent increase 
in room, board and health fees 


have been proposed, over half of Brown. 


the student population has signed 
petitions of protest.

Little appreciable dissent was 
heard at Bradley, other than 
individuals complaining to each 
other, when Bradley’s hike was 
announced.

increases will continue at college 
for the rest of the decade.

Gary Carter’s hot bat 
combined with strong Bradley 
pitching has paced the Braves’ 
baseball team to seven straight 
wins and an 18-11 record this 
spring. 

The Braves downed Western 
Illinois University Tuesday 11-7 
behind freshman Guy Hoffman 
and strong hitting. The victory 
was the first by Bradley over 
Western in six years and 
Hoffman’s sixth win of the year 
against two losses. 

Bradley exploded for nine runs 
in the first three innings and 
scored single runs in the fourth 
and sixth innings. 

Hoffman pitched brilliant 
baseball for five innings but ran 
into trouble in the sixth when 
Western erupted for five runs. 

“He was unbelieveable for that 
first five,” said Bradley coach 
Chuck Buescher. “But in the sixth 
they started moving the ball on 
him and our defense leaked a little 
and I had to take him out.” 

The win was protected by 
Mark Allard, who fired three 
innings of shutout ball. 

“We were more agressive I 
think,” reasoned Buescher, who 
viewed the game as just another 
win rather than a grudge victory. 
“I think too much was made of it. 
I’m glad we won and got it off our 
back.” 

Over the weekend, the Braves 
swept doubleheaders from Indiana 
State and St. Francis. 

“We had an awful good night 
Friday,” said Buescher of the 7-2, 
10-2 wins over Indiana State. ‘We 
played with more consistency 
than I’ve seen this year.” 

Carter, a senior centerfielder 
from Woodruff High in Peoria, 
lashed five hits, including a 
two-run homer. He also put the 
“coup de grace” on the second 
game, making a diving catch with 
the bases loaded. 

“He’s tough,” summarizes 


Buescher. “He started the season 
extremely show because .his 
timing was off but the more he 
plays, the more he comes 
around.” 

Carter, who owns a .311 
batting average, drove in five runs 
in the doubleheader in support of 
a pair of four-hitters by Hoffman 
and Mike Kubera. 

Kubera won his third decision 
of the season, striking out nine 
batters. He was backed in the 
nightcap by a 10-run, 12-hit Brave 
attack that included two hits from 
John Daynor and Steve Preece. 

‘We’ve taken advantage of our 
opportunities in the past couple 
games,” said Buescher, whose 
squad was errorless against 
Indiana State. “At times I’ve felt 
our fielding could be a little 
tighter.” 

The Braves came back 
Saturday afternoon to sweep a 
pair from St. Francis College 4-1 
and 5-3. 

“St. Francis was not a deep 
team,” said Buescher. “Although I 
felt they had some good 
ballplayers.” 

Allard scattered five hits in the 
first game, fanning six and- 
walking four. He evened his 
record at 3-3 for the season. 

The Braves scored the decisive 
runs in the two-run third inning 
when shortstop Kurt Engel tripled 
home Jeff Frey and then scored 
on a fielder’s choice. 

“We were a little flat 
Saturday,” said Buescher. 
“Because we were coming off two 
good games Friday night.” 

In the nightcap, sophomore 
Rich Russell won his fourth 
straight game, surviving a 10-hit 
St. Francis attack. Russell owns a 
0.96 earned run average and was 
helped by Frey and Engel, who 
collected two hits apiece. 

The Braves jumped to a 2-0 
lead in the first inning when Frey 
reached on an error before 
steahng second and scoring on a 


wild pitch. Engel was walked and 
came around on a stolen base, a 
wild pitch and a balk. 

Russell was touched for two 
runs in the second, but two 
Bradley runs in the fourth inning 
clinched the win. 

Today the Braves open play in 
the Southern Illinois 
University-Edwardsville 
Tournament at 12:30 with a 
contest against the University of 
Missouri-St. Louis. Kubera will get 
the call today, but Buescher is 
undecided about the other two 
games. 

“All of the games (the Braves 
play single-games Saturday and 
Sunday) are nine-inning contests,” 
said Buescher. “We could use five 
or six pitchers over that period.” 

SIU-Edwardsville and Wright 
State are also participating in the 
tournament. 

“We’ve got no cinch wins or 
losses the rest of the year,” said 
Buescher. “The roof could fall in 
on us. But I hope we’ll continue 
to improve.” 

The Braves will play a 
doubleheader May 10 against 
Louisville at Meinen Field. The 
games were originally scheduled as 
single games for May 16 and 17.

A black man with patches of white hair spotting 
otherwise strong ebony face, Russell was among the 50-p 
people inducted last Saturday in Normal into the Illini 
Basketball Coaches Assn. Hall of Fame. 

An honor much deserved, Russell received little public 
from local media when compared to the attention paid to otl 
Bradley^related inductees. 

Bradley was well represented. Names from the pi 
including Gene “Squeaky” Melchiorre, Billy Mann, A.' 
Robertson, A. J. “Frenchie” Haussler, and Shellie McMilU 
were also among the newest members of the three-year 
honor hall. 

Russell, a pioneer in introducing small black schools ir, 
Illinois high school basketball tournament play at Carbonda 
Attucks High School in the 1940’s, humbly admitted it f 
very nice to be honored with his selection. 

Only regarded by most students at Bradley as a vetei 
physical education instructor, Russell coached high sch( 
basketball teams to over 400 victories in 30 years of coach 
at Mounds Douglas, Attucks and Decatur Eisenhower bef 
coming to Bradley in 1969. 

Almost timid to admit it, Russell also had an outstand 
athletic career while attending college at Wilberforce (Of 
and Ohio State. 

“I qualified for the Olympic Trials in the 800 and 1! 
meters in 1936 but a pulled muscle kept me from compel 
in the final qualifying meet,” Russell said in his lonely off 
A personal best of -.47.2 in the 440-yard dash indici 
Russell possessed much talent in the cinder sport. 

“Later I had an offer to play semi-pro basketball 
Detroit but my mother wanted me to get an education.” 

While competing in track and field, RusseU became g( 
friends with Jesse Owens, the supreme sprinter who bea 
legend following his performance in Berlin in the 1! 
Olympics. 

“Jesse visited me while I was in Decatur,” Russell i 
proudly. “I consider him a very good friend.” 

Russell has been associated with other outstam 
athletes during his long coaching career and mentions 1 
present day Chicago Cub third baseman Bill Madlock pla 
basketball for him at Decatur Eisenhower. 

Russell, whose family includes his wife, a teacher 
Woodrow Wilson Grade School, along with two sons, say 
left high school coaching after 30 years as a change of p 

“Now I don’t have to coach,” he said. “I find teachinj 
the college level very rewarding. 

“Here, you deal with more mature develo 
intellectuals,” Russell said. However he still remains activ 
athletics by aiding the Bradley coaching staff, occasion
